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ANNUAL ADDRESS OF MAYOR JOHN B. HYNES 
TO THE HONORABLE THE CITY COUNCIL 
JANUARY 2, 1951. 


By tradition, this annual address, coming at 
the halfway point in my administration as Mayor 
of Boston, is devoted to a report of what has been 
accomplished during the year just ended, and an 
outline of the plans it is proposed to undertake in 
this year which has just begun. 

In the space of a single year, the major problem 
of our city, as a result of the critical developments 
in world conditions, has changed from one of post- 
war planning to one of preparing to meet the threat 
of another war, and to setting up safeguards for the 
protection of the lives of our citizens in the event 
of enemy attack. 

Our ordinary problems have been overshadowed 
by the emergency confronting our nation, and by 
the danger to our freedom and our way of life. 

To a very great extent the course of our city in 
this year of 1951 will be shaped by events and 
developments far beyond our control. Our first 
responsibility will be to cooperate to the fullest pos- 
sible extent in the national defense program. 
That, of course, is a duty which transcends all other 
obligations. | 

Whether we can carry forward all the plans 
which ordinarily would be undertaken this year 
will depend on the demands the defense program 
makes upon us in the matter of funds, materials, 
and manpower. 
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These are difficult times, fraught with uncer- 
tainty, and it would be foolhardy at this point for 
anyone to forecast what the future has in store for 
us. Our city, come what may, must be prepared 
to discharge its full responsibility in any crisis which 
may confront us as a nation. 

In giving an account of my stewardship during 
my first year as Mayor of Boston, it should be pointed 
out that the results of many of my efforts are not 
readily discernible. 

Because of the spending policies of the previous 
administration, and the condition in which the city’s 
finances were left, we were in no position during 
the past year to spend money for anything but the 
most. essential purposes, and, indeed, we are still 
coping with a legacy of staggering, inherited debts. 

A large part of my energy has been directed to 
placing the city on a sounder and stronger financial 
footing, a task that has been far from easy because 
of the commitments made prior to my administra- 
tion, and because we are, and will be, paying off 
old debts for a long time to come. | 

Public improvements proposed during the year 
were considered in the light of the city’s financial 
condition and the strain they would impose upon 
the already heavily burdened taxpayers. 

Despite the handicaps under which we have 
worked, a great deal has been accomplished in the 
space of a single year. In my inaugural just a year 
ago today, I stated that aside from the city’s finan- 
cial condition the two problems to which I would 
give my greatest attention were housing and traffic. 


HOUSING. 


Our housing shortage is in the process of being 
overcome. Homes for 485 families of veterans were 
provided in five housing developments completed 
and occupied during 1950. 

Four big developments now in process of con- 
struction in the South End, Brighton, Roslindale, 
and Hyde Park will be ready for occupancy during 
1951 and will accommodate 1,646 families. 
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Work is scheduled to start very soon on a project 
at Orient Heights, East Boston, which will contain 
354 dwelling units. 

In the planning stage are four proposed develop- 
ments with accommodations for 1,451 apartments, 
financed with state credit, and six developments 
to be built with federal funds, to provide 4,124 
apartments. 

; How many of those projects now being planned 
will actually be built in 1951 will depend on whether 
federal restrictions are placed on building materials. 

Plans have been launched to provide new homes 
for the families of veterans now quartered in tem- 
porary dwellings in Dorchester and South Boston. 
It was not originally intended that those units 
should serve more than a brief emergency period. 
In some respects they are unsuited to withstand our 
unpredictable winters, and the expense involved in 
making the repairs and renovations necessary to 
extend their use cannot be entirely justified. I 
am hopeful that the families now housed in the 
temporary developments will be transferred to more 
comfortable quarters before another winter. 


PARKING AND TRAFFIC. 


Satisfactory progress can be reported in the city’s 
off-street parking program intended to remove auto- 
mobiles from our heavily traveled and tightly con- 
gested downtown streets. To provide the parking 
facilities which will be needed to cope with this critical 
problem a bill has been filed for the consideration 
of the incoming Legislature asking authorization to 
float a second $5,000,000 bond issue. Such a loan 
would be retired with the funds realized from the 
operation of the proposed garages and will not place 
any additional financial burden upon the taxpayers 
of our city. 

Construction of the first garage built under our 
off-street parking program was completed during the 
past year. Located at Lincoln and Essex streets, it 
provides accommodations for 360 automobiles, and 
with the normal turnover takes a much larger number 
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of cars off the street in the course of a day. ‘The city 
receives a minimum of $52,000 per year for the rental 
of that garage, or 50 per cent of the gross receipts, 
depending on which amount is greater. A schedule 
of reasonable rates was fixed for the purpose of attract- 
ing motorists, and particularly shoppers, who can park 
their cars for two hours for a 30-cent payment. 


Plans have been completed for the erection of a 
second garage at Winthrop square, where two floors - 
will be below ground and one above it, with a land- 
scaped roof, and the Real Estate Board now is pre- 
paring to advertise for bids for this facility. 

An area of 60,000 square feet of land recently was 
acquired in the district bounded by Congress, Milk, 
Pearl, and Franklin streets, and plans are being 
drafted for the construction of a garage on this site 
with spaces for 700 cars. 

To provide needed parking facilities in the Copley 
Square section of the Back Bay, the Real Estate 
Commission has just taken by eminent domain 54,800 
square feet of land bounded by St. James avenue, 
Arlington, Clarendon, and Berkeley streets, where it 
is intended to build a garage which will accommodate 
600 automobiles. 

Not only has the original $5,000,000 authorized 
by the Legislature been entirely allocated, but plans 
are in readiness, if permission is granted by the General — 
Court, for floating a further bond issue. 

To discourage all-day parking, 3,200 additional 
parking meters were installed during the year in areas 
where traffic studies indicated an improvement in 
the general parking picture would result. 

A number of changes in the downtown traffic 
pattern were made during the year by the Traffic 
Commission with a view to lessening the congestion 
and speeding up the flow of automobile travel. One 
of the most notable of these was the establishment 
of a huge, rotary-like flow of travel around the Public 
Garden. 

It hardly needs to be stated that many of Boston’s 
most heavily used thoroughfares, particularly those 
in the older sections of the city, were not designed to

accommodate the tremendous present-day load of 
traffic. But, it is obviously impossible to remake the 
face of the city, and we have undertaken to meet this 
problem realistically, appreciating that if Boston is 
to survive as a great city and go ahead it must provide 
for the automobile, and not be choked by it. 

The parking and traffic problem which seemed 
almost hopeless a year or two ago now appears nearer 
solution. When our off-street parking program is 
completed and the underground garage is built beneath 
Boston Common, we will have provided the parking 
facilities needed to clear our streets of cars, which, 
for lack of such facilities, now impede the flow of 
travel. 

In addition, means will be provided to get in and 
out of the city without loss of time. The new Storrow 
Parkway along the Charles River in the Back Bay, 
a part of which is already open to the public, will be 
a great boon to Boston. Two contracts have been 
awarded for the construction of the first phase of the 
long-awaited central artery across the downtown 
district which, in time, will take through traffic off 
our intown streets. 

May I, at this point, on behalf of the people of 
Boston, express my thanks to His Excellency, Governor 
Paul A. Dever, and the State Administration, for 
recognizing our major traffic problem and for co- 
operating with municipal officials to overcome it, by 
the construction of traffic arteries in our city which 
will cost in the vicinity of $75,000,000, a sum of money 
which the city government, of, and by itself, could 
not possibly afford to spend. 


CIVILIAN DEFENSE. 


Perhaps our most solemn responsibility as elected 
officials of this city is to establish every possible safe- 
guard and precaution for the protection of the lives 
of our civilian population in the event of enemy 
attack. Whether such an attack ever will come is 
beyond our power to predict. We all pray that it 
will not, and that our efforts in this direction will be 
unnecessary. 
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But, it would be negligence on our part to dis- 

regard the state of emergency recently declared by 
the President of the United States, and the Governor 
of this Commonwealth, or to fail to take any measure 
that would afford safety for our citizens if war comes 
and our city should be subjected to attack from the 
alr. 
Boston has been designated by the military as 
one of the nation’s critical areas, as one of the targets 
at which an enemy raid might be directed in time 
of war. 

We have followed the leadership of Governor 
Dever, and are now in the process of setting up as 
complete a civilian defense program as_ possible. 
How expensive it may be I am unable to state, be- 
cause I do not know what problems we may face 
tomorrow, next week, or next month. | 

To the very best of our ability we will be pre- 
pared for any eventuality, and with the help of the 
state and national government everything within our 
power will be done to safeguard the lives of our men, 
women, and children. 

During the year a Director of Civilian Defense 
was appointed and an Advisory Council on Civilian 
Defense created. The director is now in the process 
of establishing an efficient working organization that 
could be pressed into service promptly in the event. 
of an emergency. ‘Thousands of volunteers are being 
enrolled as auxiliary police and firemen and for other 
vital work. Our air raid sirens are being rehabili- 
tated and other machinery put into working order. 

This added activity may well place a heavy strain 
upon our city treasury, but I am sure that the people 
of Boston will agree that we have no alternative and 
no choice but to go ahead with the program we have 
started. If war should come, I believe our city will 
have one of the most efficient civilian defense setups 
of any municipality in the country. 


PuBLic WoRKS DEPARTMENT. 


Some of the most gratifying accomplishments 
during the first year of my administration as Mayor 
have been achieved in the Public Works Department. 
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One of my pledges a year ago was that I would 
endeavor in every possible way to obtain a full dollar 
of value for each dollar spent of the people’s money. 


Despite the upward trend in the cost of most 
phases of city government, we have been able to 
reduce the expense of some municipal activities with- 
out lowering in any way the standard of service 
performed for the people of Boston. 


A specific example is the fact that the total cost 
of the contracts recently awarded for the collection 
and disposal of rubbish and refuse during 1951 was 
$193,368 less than the expense of the similar con- 
tracts executed a little over a year ago by the pre- 
vious administration, this despite the fact that the 
contractors will be required to pay 12 cents more per 
hour for their labor this year than they did in 1950. 


One of my first steps after taking office a year 
ago was to renegotiate these contracts and secure a 
saving of $67,406 for our taxpayers. A further 
reduction has been realized for this year. In addi- 
tion, we have entered into an agreement with a con- 
cern which will pay the city $36,000 a year for gar- 
bage, which in the past the city paid to have hauled 
down the harbor in scows. 


Those are among the steps which have helped to 
achieve a more efficient and economical management 
of the city’s affairs even though, unfortunately, they 
are not reflected in a lower tax rate. 


The monopoly maintained for years by a small 
group of contractors in the rubbish-collection work 
has been broken by the award of contracts to two 
companies which have not hitherto performed this 
work, but which seem qualified to render proper 
service to the public and at a lower price than was 
paid last year. That should lead to more spirited 
competition in the future which will enure to the 
city’s benefit. 

To meet the problem created by the shortage of 
land dumps and the fact that in some districts of the 
city the only dumps available are owned or controlled 
by private contracting companies, a complete study 
of the disposal problem is now being made by a lead- 
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ing firm of consulting engineers, and its report will 
serve to guide our future activities in this direction. 

Earlier this year, it was reported to me by the 
Boston Finance Commission that in 1949 certain 
contractors had been paid many thousands of dollars 
by the city for highway construction work which they 
did not perform. The alleged violations occurred 
prior to my administration. 

Court action has been started by the City Law 
Department to recover any moneys which should be 
returned to the city for work not performed, and 
safeguards have been instituted by the Public Works 
Commissioner to assure that all such work is now 
done in accordance with contract specifications and 
that the city gets full value for its money. 

An Automotive Division has been set up in the 
Public Works Department, making possible closer 
control and more efficient use of our motor equipment 
and reducing losses of equipment and parts. 

A saving of at least $100,000 a year will be 
realized in due time from the introduction of a mobile 
patrol to replace the old system of having watchmen 
assigned to the various district yards. 

The Water Division, operated in a highly efficient 
manner, will show a surplus for the year of about 
$350,000, according to estimates. 

A progressive improvement in our street lighting — 
has been accomplished, which should result in fewer 
accidents to pedestrians, and serve to reduce crime 
on poorly illuminated streets. A total of 1,200 old- 
fashioned gas lamps were replaced by electric lights, 
representing the biggest change of its kind ever effected 
in a single year. Carrying this program further, it is 
planned to replace an additional 1,500 lamps this 
year. 

A large number of our streets were resurfaced or 
rebuilt. Six of the biggest projects were financed 
jointly by the city and the state, with each paying 
half the expense. Four miles of downtown streets 
were resurfaced, the work being done at night and 
over week ends, in order to avoid inconvenience to 
shoppers and motorists.

We were successful in our efforts to have the 
Meridian Street Bridge classified as part of a federal 
route. This will mean that the $3,000,000 expense 
of building a new span will be divided between the 
state, city, and federal government, with a resulting 
saving of $2,000,000 for the people of Boston. 


HEALTH AND HospiTaAL DEPARTMENTS. 


During the past year, the Health Department was 
reorganized by ordinance, substantially as recom- 
mended by the Finance Commission survey. 

A new Health Unit was opened on Blue Hill 
avenue, opposite Franklin Field, the ninth in the 
series of such units in our city. 

It is notable that in 1950 the death rate was the 
lowest in the history of the city, and particularly 
significant is the fact that infants’ deaths and deaths 
from tuberculosis were the lowest ever recorded. 
This is an achievement to which our Health Depart- 
ment and our city may point with pride. | 

Considerable improvements have been made in 
the City Hospital during the year just passed. 

-_ A new Diabetic Clinic has been established. 

A modern Dental Clinic in the Out-Patient 
Department has been built. 

An addition to the Medical Building, and an 
addition to the Dowling Building are now in process 
of construction, at a combined cost of close to 
$400,000. 

A new chapel for Protestant worshippers was 
built and opened during the year, and a similar chapel 
for Jewish worshippers will be built and opened 
during 1951. 

In process, now, is the installation of a modern 
business system, by a recognized expert in this field, 
which, when completed, will result in greater efficiency 
and the saving of hundreds of thousands of dollars 
annually. 

The City Hospital, one of the best institutions of 
its kind in the world, has been, and will be kept at 
the full maximum of efficiency and service for the 
benefit of the sick and ailing of our city. 
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A major improvement of far-reaching effect was 
commenced this year in the building of a viaduct 
connecting Long Island in Boston Harbor with the 
mainland at a cost of $2,600,000. 


This will make possible improved medical care 
for the chronic sick and the aged at Long Island 
Hospital. Medical and surgical specialists will be 
able to visit the institution without the present loss 
of time involved in the boat trip. 

It will enable the Hospital to secure a Class A 
rating. 

The new bridge will offer many other advantages. 
It will permit the services of a functioning medical 
advisory staff. It will make the Hospital easily 
accessible for visitors, for employees, and for deliv- 
erles of goods. It will mean a substantial saving 
in Hospital costs, and it will, in all probability, result 
in the development of the Hospital facilities at Long 
Island, to meet the growing need for such facilities 
for those of advanced age, and those afflicted with 
chronic ailments. 


PARK DEPARTMENT. 


During 1950, a new playground was constructed 
on city-owned land at Gallivan Boulevard and 
Washington street, Dorchester, to meet recreational 
needs in this fast growing section of our city. 

A significant improvement in this department 
was the establishment of a small tots’ play space 
at Harrison avenue, adjacent to the Cathedral. 
Two additional play areas will be created during 
the year in the highly congested West End section 
of the city. 

The Barry Playground in Charlestown, virtually 
useless after the construction of the Mystic River 
Bridge, has been reconstructed at a cost of approxi- 
mately $60,000. Additional improvements are in 
view in conjunction with this playground, and efforts 
will be made to provide further playground facilities 
in the Charlestown area. 
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Tennis courts were constructed and other im- 
provements made to the Carter Playground in the 
Roxbury district, making this playground useful. 
for the first time in many years. 


FIRE AND BUILDING DEPARTMENTS. 


A new fire station was opened during the past 
year in the Orient Heights section of East Boston, 
providing long-needed additional protection for the 
people of that district. It was placed in use on 
November 15. 

The new Fire Headquarters and Maintenance 
Garage Building, now under construction on South- 
ampton street, will be completed and occupied during 
the coming summer. 

Despite the stringency in building materials in 
the latter part of 1950, because of the national emer- 
gency, the year just closed was the best year in the 
history of the Building Department. The volume 
of construction, the number of units erected, and 
the amount of renovations reached higher levels 
than ever before. 

Boston is not dying. In spite of decentralization, 
it is still a vigorous, growing city, with new oppor- 
tunities constantly arising. 


City PLANNING. 


During the past year, the City Planning Board 
has been extremely active. 

It has devoted much of its time to the prep- 
aration of a master plan for the city, which, in pre- 
liminary form, will shortly be ready for distribution. 

This plan will give, for the first time, a frame- 
work which will guide the city’s future growth. It 
will include a survey of the economic base of the city; 
a study of residential uses; the location of redevelop- 
ment areas with population prognostications; a 
transportation plan, and the future need for schools 
and recreational facilities. 
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In addition to this master plan, the Board is 
developing a capital improvement program which 
will set forth the needs of the city for the next six 
years. 

When these plans and programs are completed, 
we will have a workable design of great value not 
only to the city government itself but to those who 
desire to invest in the future of our city. 

A bill filed in the Legislature will expand the 
power and authority of the City Planning Board. 
For years, Boston has lagged behind in this most 
important function of municipal government, with 
the consequence that our city has not developed 
with any real thought of the future. 

It is my conviction that a vigorous, well-organized, 
competently staffed Planning Board can be, and 
should be, one of the chief assets of our city. 


CONVENTIONS, ETC. 


Nineteen hundred and fifty was the best conven- 
tion year in the history of the city. Boston, in my 
opinion, has never fully taken advantage of its 
potentialities as one of the most attractive meeting 
places in our country. It is my hope, through the 
cooperation of the Convention Bureau of the Chamber 
of Commerce, to bring more conventions to our 
city, not alone for the increased business which re- 
sults from them, but also to impress upon our visitors 
the various charms and advantages which make 
Boston unique among the large cities in America. 

In this connection, it 1s wise, In my opinion, to 
build a suitable and modern auditorium of reason- 
able size which can be utilized, not only for conven- 
tions, but for meetings of various organizations. 

Such an auditorium, now a recognized utility in 
most large cities, is the subject matter of a bill I 
have submitted to the Legislature. If that Body 
gives authorization, the auditorium will be _ built, 
provided, of course, there is an alleviation in the 
present state of national emergency. 

During 1950, and acting in concert with the 
Chamber of Commerce, a Clean-Up, and Boston 
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Jubilee Week was eminently successful and served 
to emphasize once again the fundamental appeal 
which Boston has for people all over our nation. 
It obtained for us a vast amount of national good will. 

The Christmas Festival, continuing until January 
6, marks one of the brightest periods in the modern 
history of our city. 

For the first time, the main shopping streets of 
the downtown area, and many of the city’s scattered 
shopping areas were decorated and illuminated for the 
Christmas season. 

The Boston Common and Public Garden were 
the locations for displays in keeping with the spiritual 
significance of Christmas. For five full weeks, choral 
sroups, representing almost every element in Boston, 
gave freely of their time and talent to make this 
past Christmas Season one to be long remembered 
by our citizens. So successful was our first Christmas 
Festival, made possible through the generous con- 
tributions and help of the Chamber of Commerce, 
the Retail Trade Board, and various interested indi- 
viduals, that I recommend it become an annual 
institution, on even a broader scale, in our city. 


Boston COMMON GARAGE. 


The proposed garage under Boston Common, to 
be used as a bomb shelter in times of grave danger, 
will be built by private enterprise, as called for under 
existing law, as soon as the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation gives final approval to the loan for its 
construction. I am hopeful that this approval will 
be forthcoming shortly, so that this dual-purpose 
facility may become an actuality rather than a dream. 


LEGISLATION. 


Last year, the Massachusetts Legislature gave 
approval to all but one of the bills submitted by the 
city. It is my hope that this year the Legislature 
will give the same studious attention and cooperative 
action to the several bills affecting our city which 
have been filed. Because of the financial problems. 
already confronting the city, it is essential that no. 
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bills which entail the expenditure of additional 
moneys by the city be passed without ample con- 
sideration and without providing for subsequent 
approval by responsible municipal authorities. 


ScHooL DEPARTMENT. 

Various bills have been submitted to the Legisla- 
ture by school officials, agencies, and alliances which, 
if enacted into law, would necessitate tax rate 
increases ranging from at least $1.00 to as high as 
$3.00. The purpose of these proposed bills is 
increased compensation for teachers, larger numbers 
of custodial personnel, ete. I have not had the time 
to consider the merits of the proposals involved in 
this legislation, but I feel it necessary to point out 
that further increases in school appropriations would 
hardly seem warranted at this time, when there -has 
been no material increase in enrollment in our public 
schools, and when there are thousands of empty desks 
and seats in existing school buildings. In the absence 
of any healthy and positive expansion in our school 
system, it is dificult to comprehend the necessity for 
enlarging for the third consecutive year the appro- 
priating power of the School Committee. 


REAL ESTATE VALUATIONS. 


The main source of the city’s income is the levy 
on real estate. Consequently, the owners of real 
property bear the heaviest load when the tax rate is 
high, or when the valuation placed on ao is 
high. 

It is our purpose to equitably value each piece of 
property in our city, but that cannot be accomplished 
in the period of one, or even two years. 

Some of the larger properties in our city have been 
overvalued for many years, because by such a pro- 
cedure, a false tax rate could be arrived at. This 
resulted in a flood of abatements each year, and also 
made possible a profitable field for certain individuals 
who specialized in soliciting for tax abatements. 

The intent of our assessors is to stabilize and 
equalize property values; to make fair adjustments 
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where values are palpably high; to discourage tax 
abatement solicitation, and to bring order out of a 
situation, which, to say the least, has been chaotic for 
years. 

A start has been made toward stabilizing property 
valuations. 

To eliminate inequities, the Board of Assessors in 
the year just ended granted tax abatements totaling 
$4,397,464. This is contrasted with $12,289,609 
refunded in 1949 under the previous administration. 

Of the abatements allowed during the past year, 
$1,438,540 was on the 1950 tax levy. Here again we 
may compare that figure with the $5,500,000 which 
was refunded in 1949 on the current levy of that year. 

While it is impossible to foresee future trends in 
the real estate market or to predict what conditions 
may arise by reason of the international situation, it 
is not the intention of this administration to further 
burden real estate by taking every advantage of 
inflationary values. 


FINANCIAL OUTLOOK. 


Our planning for this year, whether it be with 
respect to matters of magnitude, or otherwise, will be 
predicated on the state of world conditions. Ob- 
viously, if the present emergency situation should 
worsen, it will be essential that all our activities be 
pointed in the direction of national security. 

Everything that can be deferred will be deferred, 
and even those activities which now seem so essential 
must, in event of war, become of secondary impor- 
tance to the retention of our liberties and our principles 
of life. 

Whatever must be spent for the defense of our 
population will be spent. Aid will be sought from 
the state and national governments in the major fields 
of civil defense expense. Whatever that aid might be, 
it is, nevertheless, a grim possibility that civil defense 
can prove to be the major item of municipal expendi- 
ture. 

When I took office last January, it was plain that 
a substantial increase in the tax rate was inevitable. 
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It was my hope, however, that in 1951, a reversal 
of the upward trend might be possible. ’ 

That prospect now grows dimmer with each 
passing month. 

The city, like every other corporation, like every 
householder, is now paying more for everything which 
it purchases, and for almost everything which it does. 
Costs are increasing on every hand; and savings, such 
as were made in the annual costs for removal of ashes 
and garbage, are quickly swallowed up by other 
pressing or mandatory requirements. 

With no immediate hope of a new income source; 
with the possibility that the city’s share of the state 
income and corporation tax will be less than in 1950; 
and with the likelihood that increasing living costs 
will make a general salary increase for all employees 
an economic necessity, it is becoming more and more 
evident that an increase, rather than a decrease in the 
tax rate, will occur in 1951. 

The five-day week for the members of our Police 
Department, which I favored and which the people 
approved in the November Election, will cost us in 
the vicinity of $900,000. Welfare costs mounted by 
$3,200,000 during the past year, and there is every 
prospect that these expenses and the expenditures for 
Veterans’ Services will go even higher this year. These 
are primary responsibilities we must meet. 

Every effort will be made to avoid an increase in 
the present high rate, and economies will be instituted 
wherever possible. Yet, with costs that are increasing 
at an alarming rate, and with no new revenues to 
offset such costs, it is manifest that the 1951 tax rate 
will not be lower than the present figure. 

During the past few years the tax rate of the city, 
by the use of various expedients, was not always a 
true rate. 

Whatever the tax rate for 1951 may be, it will be 
an authentic rate. I will devise no schemes and 
adopt no artifices to present a fictitious tax rate, 
which will eventually make worse a situation now far 
from bright. 
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Since the financial accounts of the city for 1950 
have not yet been closed, it is not possible to present 
at this time a full financial report on the year just 
ended. Two accomplishments, however, are worthy 
of comment. 

In the face of all the financial problems confronting 
the city, a reduction of $1,000,000 was achieved in our 
net debt. This was particularly gratifying for it 
halted the upward trend which has seen the city debt 
climb steadily for the past four years. 

An all-time high record was achieved this year in 
the percentage of taxes collected. This reflects a 
confidence on the part of the taxpayers in their city 
government, and is a creditable record on the part 
of the office of the City Collector. 


CONCLUSION. 


To conclude this report, may I state that in the 
course of the past year, and in several directions, 
considerable progress has been made in the administra- 
tion of our municipal government. 

Unless abnormal conditions prevent it, that same 
course will be followed in 1951. 

In any event, my administration will continue its 
policy of doing, within our limitations, and within 
our lights, what is best for our city and for our citizens. 

Finally, to the members of the City Council, may 
I say, we have had pleasant relations during the 
past year. I hope they will continue. Each of us 
has a grave responsibility. I ask for your continued 
help and cooperation in bearing my responsibilities. 
I assure you of my help and cooperation in the bearing 
of your responsibilities. 

Let us, each of us, do our best for our city. No 
more can be expected of us. Anything less, in these 
extremely trying times, would not be worthy of the 
trust reposed in us. 

During this year of 1951— may God be with 
us — as He was with our fathers.

The Board of Art Commissioners respectfully submits 
the following report for the year ending December 31, 
1950. 

CENSORSHIP BOARD 


Miss Mary Evangeline Walker has served during 1950 
as Art Commission member of the Board of Censors of 
Plays; Mr. William Emerson will be designated, early 
in January, to serve as Art Commission member of the 
Board of Censors during 1951. 


NEw Works oF ART 


This Commission has approved the gift to this city, 
from the Boston Chamber of Commerce, of a copy of 
Saint Gaudens’ Statue of Lincoln, reduced in size, and 
has approved a site for it in a corridor of the Boston 
Latin School. This Commission has accepted, on 
behalf of this city, a marble bust of Louis E. Kirstein, 
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by George Aarons, and has approved a site for it in the 
Kirstein Business Branch of the Boston Public Library 
on City Hall avenue. The Commission provisionally 
approved a wooden seal of the City of Boston, to be dis- 
played at City Hall during the Jubilee Celebration. 


UPKEEP 


Since the care and custody of municipal works of art 
are vested by law in the Boston Art Commission, this 
Commission has been forced, this year as in the past, to 
devote most of its resources, in money and expert 
energy, to mere upkeep of the city’s works of art. Thus 
in the Public Garden and on Boston Common, the 
Commission has supervised cleaning the overemphatic 
verdigris on the faces of two statues, Colonel Shaw and 
William Ellery Channing, and has carried out repairs 
to the fencing at the Boston Common Monument, 
designed by Clipston Sturgis. 

The Civil War Monument on the Common has 
required special attention. The statue of the Soldier 
at a corner of the Civil War Monument fell last year. 
It had to have its broken pieces reassembled. Moving 
the reconstructed statue from the work shop, where it 
was repaired, to its former site, and setting it up with 
proper bronze fastenings, involved considerable cost. 

This Soldier, in his fall, had broken the bronze fence 
around the monument. For repairing this fence, we 
had to draw heavily on our appropriations. 

One of the bronze bas-reliefs around the base of this 
monument had lost a small head. We had a mould 
made from a practically duplicate head on another one 
of these bas-reliefs. A new head, cast from this mould, 
was used to replace the missing head. 

The monument to Colonel Robert Gould Shaw has 
also called for expert care. This monument has for 
some time shown gaping joints in its masonry, which 
required repointing, an expensive job. On the marble 
masonry this work is even more expensive than for the 
granite. 

The inscriptions on the Shaw monument naturally 
become less legible as time passes. The short quotations 
from Lowell’s Commemorative Ode were almost il- 
legible. We have had them emphasized. 

At our request, the Endicott Monument was cleaned 
by the Art Museum, which has a special fund for the 
care of this monument. 
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At the Granary Burying Ground, the granite wall 
and gate have been cleaned, also the bandstand on the 
Common. This was done by other departments without 
our knowledge. 


VANDALISM 


The ‘‘sport”’ indulged in by hoodlums, who fail to 
realize that the city’s works of art are, in however 
small degree, their own property to protect and not 
to deface, — their ‘‘sport”’ has continued from a year 
ago. This year’s vandalism includes another daubing 
of the Farragut Statue at City Point Park. We had 
to clean the paint off again, at higher cost than one 
would imagine. This statue will be in the care hence- 
forth of the Metropolitan Park Commission which has 
taken over City Point Park. 


As in past years, vandals have continued their opera- 
tions on Colonel Robert Gould Shaw’s sword. In 
March, we had the sword repaired. It was soon broken 
in two again. Finally we substituted a much stronger 
sword. It has survived to date. 


Vandals, this summer, also turned their attention 
to the Cass Statue, Boston Public Garden; they daubed 
its base with paint. Cleaning masonry costs money. 
This Commission, — not the hoodlums, — had to pay 
the money out. 


Movine A MONUMENT 


A new overhead drive across Commonwealth avenue 
at the Fenway entrance will necessitate a new site for 
the memorial to Mayor Patrick A. Collins erected in 
1908. It consists of a bronze bust on a 10-foot high 
pedestal, two bronze figures, and a terrace with steps. 
Henry Hudson Kitson and Theodore Alice Ruggles 
Kitson were the sculptors. Under the law creating 
this Commission, no municipal work of art may be 
relocated without a unanimous vote of the Art Com- 
mission approved by the Mayor. This Commission 
has accordingly voted unanimously to move the Patrick 
A. Collins Monument the short distance to a new site 
opposite 470 Commonwealth avenue; and to set it up, 
at that point, facing east. This vote has been sub- 
mitted to your Honor for approval. 
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MEMoRIAL TABLETS 


Two bronze tablets, put in place some years ago by 
the Commission to mark historic sites, were found in 
provisional storage. One, the tablet in memory of 
Major General Knox, is in the process of being replaced 
at its original site on the Roxbury High Fort tower. 
The second tablet, which marks the site of the forti- 
fications at Boston Neck, has been piously preserved, 
for some time, by the Bostonian Society at the Old 
State House. It is now about to be replaced near its 
original site, at the entrance to the Hub Building at 
1140 Washington street. 


CoPp_LEY’s SAM ADAMS 


‘“‘Life’’ has asked permission to print, in their maga- 
zine, a photographic reproduction of Copley’s portrait 
of Sam Adams. This portrait, which belongs to.the 
City of Boston, is placed for safe keeping in the Museum 
of Fine Arts. The Art Commission granted ‘‘Life’s”’ 
request. 


PROSPECTS 


The Art Commission has noted, for attention next 
year, a broken panel on the bronze fence at the Lincoln 
Statue in Park square; also a request from an out-of- 
state organization that Boston put up a tablet to Phil- 
lis Wheatley, a colonial child-poetess from Senegal. 

The pointing of the Donald McKay Monument to 
the great shipbuilder, on Castle Island, is reported to 
need attention. There is much schoolboy daubing 
around the marble terrace of the Dorchester Heights 
Monument, very difficult to erase. Two small granite 
memorial stones, nearby, are also defaced. 


THE Cost oF REPAIRS 


This Commission’s main item of expense is upkeep, 
formerly classified as ‘‘General Repairs.” For this 
item, the Commission asked $1,500 last year. The 
request was granted in full. The Commission has spent 
practically the whole amount, $1,492, on work left 
over from last year. It has also been forced to spend, 
for this year’s repair work, $1,490 in addition. In 
other words, the appropriation for general repairs 
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which the Commission asked in its budget estimates 
last year, was only half of what turned out to be actually 
needed; and disastrous neglect of necessary repairs 
would have been inevitable, if this Commission had 
not had a further appropriation. Expenses next year 
may possibly be less. That cannot be guaranteed. 
This Commission therefore recommends an estimate 
of at least $2,000 for General Repairs.

Moror VEHICLE Excise Tax. 


The motor vehicle excise tax was originally created 
by the passage of chapter 379 of the Acts of 1928, 
which law became effective as of January 1, 1929. 
This act provided that an excise tax should be assessed 
on all registered motor vehicles, in lieu of the local tax 
formerly assessed on this class of property. This law, 
which became chapter 60A of the General Laws, was 
amended April 23, 19380, by the passage of chapter 244 
of the Acts of 1930, and further amended by Acts of 
1938 chapter 480. The two most recent amendments 
are contained in the Acts of 1950, chapters 666 and 731. 

The tax is levied at an average State rate, and valua- 
tions at which these vehicles are assessed are determined 
by the Tax Commissioner and forwarded to all assessors 
of the various cities and towns throughout the Com- 
monwealth. All valuations are therefore uniform. 

The number of motor vehicles assessed in the 1950 
levy was 166,351. The total amount of the tax levied 
and warrants sent to the Collector of Taxes was 
$2,875,962.79, at the State rate of $44.16 per thousand.

STATISTICAL DATA. 


During the year the Board retired 67 members from 
active service at an annual cost to the Retirement 
System of $118,096; of this number 42 were for service, 
24 were for accidental disability, and 1 was for ordinary 


disability. 
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The number of withdrawals from service was 302, 
of which 73 were due to death, 184 were due to resig- 
nation or dismissal and 67 to retirement from the 
system and 45 retired as veterans. The amount of 
eash refunded as a result of withdrawals was $356,998. 
The cost of administering the system for 1950, which 
is borne by the city, was $37,659.97.

The City Planning Board submits herewith, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of section 24, chapter 3, Re- 
vised Ordinances of 1947, its thirty-seventh annual 
report, containing a statement of its acts and doings 
and receipts and expenditures for the year ending 
December 31, 1950. 

The Board at its annual meeting on May 2, acting 
under the provisions of section 9, chapter 3, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1947, re-elected Thomas F. 
McDonough as chairman and Joseph A. Mitchell as 
vice-chairman for the ensuing year. The executive 
director, Thomas E. McCormick, and the secretary, 
Miss Mary T. Downey, were reappointed by the Board. 
The membership of the Board remained unchanged 
during the past year, Thomas J. Turley having been 
reappointed for the term ending April 30, 1955. 

During the year seventeen formal meetings and sev- 
eral informal meetings and conferences were held. 

-As in previous reports, the various problems studied 


during the past year are presented herewith in as much 
detail as appears advisable for purposes of record, 
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while all the maps, plans, and charts referred to are on 
file in the office of the Board, Room 43, City Hall, and 
are open for inspection.

PROPOSED REORGANIZATION 


During 1949 the organization and functions of the 


City Planning Board were subjected to study by a firm 
of consultants as part of a general survey of municipal 
administration in Boston. The results of this survey 
were compiled in a final report of the Finance Commis- 
sion under date of February 1, 1950. To quote from 
that report: 


‘“At the present time, the planning function in 
Boston is performed by a Planning Board and a 
small staff. The staff is headed by a chief engineer 
who also serves as executive director of the Plan- 
ning Board. The Commission believes that the 
planning staff should become an integral part of 
the regular city government organization structure 
and should be coordinated administratively with 
other city departments. The Commission, there- 
fore, recommends that the present planning staff be 
set up as a Department of Planning in the interim 
plan of organization. 

‘“This new department would be headed by an 
official who would be appointed by the Mayor. To 
assure close cooperation between the Planning De- 
partment and the Planning Board, it is recom- 
mended that the head of the Planning Department 
serve as ex-officio executive secretary of the Plan- 
ning Board. 

‘The Planning Board would continue to function 
in an advisory capacity. It would be primarily a 
deliberative body, which would formulate the broad 
policies in connection with city planning. The 
Board would also help coordinate the city’s planning 
work with that of state, federal, and civie agencies. 

“Under the ultimate plan of organization, the 
proposed Department of Planning would be in- 
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corporated as a division in the proposed Depart- 
ment of Engineering. The Planning Board would 
continue to serve in an advisory and liaison ca- 
pacity. PA 


Following issuance of the foregoing report, a com- 
mittee was appointed by the Mayor to review with 
department heads the various recommendations and to 
determine which of them would require new legislation, 
which of them could be achieved by ordinance or by 
executive order, and which of them ought to be aban- 
doned as impractical. The chairman, vice-chairman, 
and director of the Planning Board conferred with the 
Mayor’s committee and subsequently submitted the 
Board’s recommendations, included herewith as Ap- 
pendix I. A later report of the review committee to the 
Mayor is contained in Appendix II and it includes the 
Planning Board’s recommendations for changes in the 
city ordinance from which the Board’s authority is 
derived. 

Meanwhile, the Boston Municipal Research Bureau, 
“a citizen agency for fact-finding and research,’ had 
published a bulletin under date of April 10, 1950, with 
the title ‘‘Boston Needs a Better Planning Law.’’ This 
bulletin outlined the weaknesses in the existing law 
and the desirable features of: new legislation, which 
was urged as a first step toward an improved planning 
organization. With the cooperation of interested parties, 
the Bureau prepared a draft of legislation to be sub- 
mitted to the 1951 session of the General Court. At 
the close of the year, the Board was considering the 
details of the proposed legislation in order to determine 
a proper attitude for presentation at the impending 
public hearings. 


GENERAL PLAN FOR BOSTON 

The law under which the City Planning Board oper- 
ates (chapter 41, sections 70-72, Mass. G. L.) gives a 
general directive to ‘‘make careful studies of the re- 
sources, possibilities and needs . . . and plans for 
the development of the municipality.”’ From the first, 
the Board has recognized the broad implications of this 
law but, owing to the constant necessity of solving more 
specific and limited problems and lack of adequate 
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financial resources, has had to postpone the undertaking 
of a general plan, as such. Instead, comprehensive 
plans were attempted for individual districts of the city, 
such as East Boston (1915) and the North End (1917). 
Later, the Board developed city-wide plans for specific 
elements—for example, a zoning plan (1924) and a 
thoroughfare plan (1930). During the depression of 
the thirties, social and economic surveys of great value 
were made in anticipation of an ultimate beginning on 
a general plan. And although World War II forced a 
new postponement of the job, the Board did adopt, in 
1942, an outline for a master plan. 

In recent years certain other public bodies, notably 
those operating at the state level, have been interested 
in planning individual elements of Boston’s future 
development on a grand scale. The plans of the De- 
partment of Public Works, of the Metropolitan District 
Commission, of the Port of Boston Authority, the 
Massachusetts Market Authority, and the Metropolitan 
Transit Authority, taken together, exert a very great 
influence in Boston on physical changes generally and, 
therefore, on the activities of the city’s own central 
planning agency. Thus the stage has been set for the 
City Planning Board to produce a general city plan 
which can be effective not only in guiding those broad 
changes whose details have not yet been worked out, 
but in coordinating specific proposals already advanced. 

The real impetus to general planning, however, has 
been the national Housing Act of 1949. Generous 
federal subsidies are being offered to aid in redevelop- 
ment of certain kinds of urban problem areas. Among 
the requirements for local eligibility is a finding by the 
city’s governing body that the redevelopment project 
plans conform with a general plan for the community 
as a whole. So, early in 1950, the city administration 
gave the Planning Board a supplementary appropriation 
of $15,000 to provide the additional assistance needed 
for satisfactory progress on a general plan for Boston. 
The services of the consultant firm of Adams, Howard, 
and Greeley and of new, temporary, staff personnel were 
obtained, and the job was started during the month of 
April with the understanding that the substance of a 
general plan should take form before the close of the year. 

The attitude of the Board toward its task was natu- 
rally influenced by its own previous work and traditions. 
The general plan must consider all factors that will affect 
the future physical development of the city. It should 
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be as broad and inclusive as possible, should be based 
on the latest and best information, and yet, because of 
time limitations and other good reasons, should build 
upon earlier work wherever possible. Hence, extensive 
use was made of the Board’s own previous planning and 
the work of other public agencies, which have already 
been cited in this report. And, since a plan must be 
practical, it should include only such physical changes 
as are likely to be caused by existing, or predictable, 
forces, or which can be effected by existing, or obtainable, 
instruments. Moreover, a realistic plan looks only to 
the predictable future, a relatively short time in this 
dynamic age, certainly not more than twenty-five years. 

These principles were combined with considerable 
fresh research, and by the end of 1950 the Board had 
achieved its objective—a general plan for Boston had 
taken shape, although all of the final drawings and the 
finished text of a report were yet to be done. The length 
of time taken to achieve what was done was short, com- 
pared with the experience of other big cities. The 
Planning Board has recognized that the amount of fac- 
tual knowledge gathered during this time did not permit 
the making of a complete and detailed plan, and so it 
was decided to call this a ‘‘preliminary general plan.’ 

It has been further recognized that lack of knowledge 
may arise from limited jurisdiction, as well as from in- 
complete research. Physical changes in a city are re- 
sponsive to many forces, the effects of which will often 
be felt in the entire urban community and not restricted 
to one or more of its subdivisions. This has suggested 
a futility in attempting sound comprehensive planning 
for such a city as Boston except as an integral part of 
the planning process for the larger, metropolitan area. 
The national Housing Act of 1949 concurs with this 
opinion by requiring the federal administrator to encour- 
age local ‘‘agencies to contribute effectively toward the 
solution of community development . . . ona 

unified metropolitan basis.” 

Though the need is great, the prospect at present of 
metropolitan planning and redevelopment in the Boston 
area appears remote. The ‘solution of community 
development on a unified metropolitan basis’’ is thus 
attendant upon the responsible political and civic lead- 
ership of the region. The City Planning Board is con- 
fident that when the nature of the region’s problems is 
fully understood, the whole metropolitan community 
will act in the common interest. 
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TRANSPORTATION 
LEGISLATION 

Progress in carrying out the metropolitan master 
highway plan of 1948 was accelerated through enact- 
ment of chapter 685, Acts of 1950, which duplicated 
the $100,000,000 authorization of the previous year for 
a state-wide highway program. Specifically, $45,000,000 
was allocated to projects within the metropolitan area, 
$37,000,000 to be spent by the Department.of Public 
Works and $8,000,000 by the Metropolitan District 
Commission. Thus was the way prepared for completion 
of a substantial part of Boston’s much needed arterial 
highway system, especially the central artery in the 
downtown area. 

Meanwhile, during the year 1950, both agencies of 
the state were making progress in carrying out the 
program authorized by the legislation of 1949. En- 
gineering and land-taking studies were being advanced 
in connection with the central artery, while at the 
year’s end actual construction of the express parkway 
along the Charles River embankment was well under 
way. 


CENTRAL ARTERY ROUTE 


With financial backing for the long-awaited downtown 
central artery assured by legislative action, the question 
of a proper route for this highway came to the fore 
again. Persons who feared their interests would be 
adversely affected if the route recommended in the 
master highway plan of 1948 were followed began to 
urge reconsideration of a water-front location for the 
artery, along Atlantic avenue and Commercial street. 
Following conference in the Mayor’s office on this 
matter, the Planning Board was asked to submit its 
ideas. The report of the Board, under date of April 21, 
1950, was adverse to the Atlantic Avenue location and 
is included herewith as Appendix III. 


On April 27 the Board followed up its report on a 
route for the central artery by urging that “eminent 
architectural consultants be engaged to assist in the 
preparation of adequate designs to enhance : 
(the arterial highway) structure.’? The Board’s opinion 
was that every effort should be made to avoid the 
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depreciating effects of an elevated roadway structure 
upon adjacent properties and that proper aesthetic 
treatment be assured in order to induce redevelopment 
in the general localities traversed by the artery. 


OFF-STREET PARKING 


LEGISLATION 


Under chapter 346 of the Acts of 1950 the City of 
Boston was authorized to use a 12-foot wide strip of 
Boston Common along Tremont street for parking of 
motor vehicles. The strip so used was to be considered 
part of the public highway. Cost of the improvement 
was limited to $100,000. The act depended for its 
effectuation on acceptance by the City Council, and 
that Body, by the year’s end, had not acted on the 
matter. 

In the matter of parking in the outlying districts, 
the Metropolitan Transit Authority had been em- 
powered under chapter 798, Acts of 1949, to establish 
off-street parking facilities at or near its terminals, 
subject to a total cost limitation of $1,500,000. In 
1950, however, the General Court specifically forbade 
such parking areas in the vicinity of Cedar Grove 
station on the Ashmont-Mattapan rapid transit line 
in Dorchester. 


MANDATORY REFERRAL 
Pursuant to chapter 474, section 1, of the Acts of 
1946, the Board of Real Estate Commissioners, under 
date of April 24, 1950, referred to the Planning Board 
for its consideration the following selected areas previ- 
ously determined by the Real Estate Commission as 
being in need of public off-street parking facilities: 


1. The area bounded by Arlington and Dartmouth 
streets, Columbus avenue, and Newbury street. 

2. ‘The area bounded by Park Drive, Boylston street, 
Bay State road, Charlesgate West, Blandford, and Sher- 
born streets. 

3. The area bounded by Congress, Union, Sudbury, 
Cambridge, Bowdoin, Beacon, School, and Water streets. 

4. The area bounded by Causeway, Nashua, and 
Leverett streets. 
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After due consideration, it was unanimously voted 
by the Planning Board on May 2, 1950, that the locations 
described above were formally approved, and notice 
to that effect was given to the Real Estate Commission. 

The Planning Board was reminded by this referral of a 
problem of statutory construction. On June 19, 1950, 
the Board requested the Corporation Counsel to review 
an earlier decision by a previous Counsel in the matter 
of proper interpretation of the word ‘‘locations”’ in 
chapter 474, Acts of 1946. The act provides that the 
Real Estate Commission shall have “power to acquire 

andhold .-. . property oii") 3 vexcept:a 
leasehold estate . . . in such locations in the city 
as the board, with the approval of the planning board 
and the traffic commission . . . shall have de- 
termined require public off-street parking facilities.’ 
The Real Estate Commission had so interpreted the 
law as to submit to the Planning Board general localities 
needing parking facilities and comprising many city 
blocks in each case, while withholding the exact locus 
of the proposed parking facility itself. 

In concurring with this view, the Corporation Counsel, 
under date of July 31, 1950, said, 


“The Legislature directed that the City of 
Boston, ‘acting by the board of real estate com- 
missioners of the city, shall forthwith proceed with 
the establishment of such off-street parking facili- 
ties in the city as the board may deem necessary.’ 
If ‘locations’ were construed to mean ‘specific sites,’ 
the autonomy of the Board of Real Estate Com- 
missioners would be markedly circumscribed, for 
its power to determine the size as well as the 
precise boundaries of a public off-street parking 
facility would be subject to the approval of the 
Planning Board and the Traffic Commission. If 
the legislature had intended such detailed approval, 
it would seem that it w ould have used plainer 
language to say so. 
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RECREATION 
LEGISLATION 


Control over purely local recreation facilities by the 
Metropolitan District Commission was further extended 
by legislation during 1950. Chapter 587 authorized 
M.D.C. playgrounds in Charlestown, in addition to 
those specified in a 1949 Act. Chapter 630 provided 
authority to construct and equip two play areas for 
small children in each of the following districts: Hyde 
Park, Mattapan, Readville, and Roslindale; and 
chapter 604 directed the M.D.C. to construct a play- 
ground ‘‘in the Grove section of Dorchester Lower 
Mills,”’ on land of the Commission. 

In addition, M.D.C. improvements were authorized at 
Havey Beach in West Roxbury, by chapter 636, and at 
Tenean Beach in Dorchester, by chapter 637, while under 
chapter 553 a facility known to thousands of Bostonians 
and in a state of disuse for many years owing to struc- 
tural failure was authorized to be rebuilt — the recrea- 
tion pier at the City Point Head House in South Boston. 

Two new recreation areas may come into existence 
through transfers of public property, as authorized by 
1950 legislation. Chapter 765 has provided for transfer 
of title to land along American Legion Highway from the 
Department of Mental Health to the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission, for playground purposes; and chapter 
695 followed a 1949 City Planning Board recommenda- 
tion to the Mayor, providing for transfer of the site of 
the old Elizabeth Peabody School in the West End to the 
Park Department, for playground use. 


Hyper Park PLAYGROUND 


Since the close of World War II there has been con- 
siderable further development of the Fairmount section 
of Hyde Park as a residential community. The need for 
early action in the matter of public recreation space was 
recognized and in July, 1950, the Planning Board was 
asked by the Public Works Commissioner, Mr. George 
G. Hyland, to draw plans for development of a play- 
ground on a site, owned mostly by the city, at Truman 
Highway and Washington street. The plans were later 
submitted at a conference in the Mayor’s office and were 
approved. ‘Together with a report, they are included 
herewith as Appendix IV. 
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West Enp Puay Lots 


Following conferences between the Mayor and in- 
terested citizens of the West End district, the matter of 
play lots for the small children of that area was referred 
to the Planning Board. The Board, after due considera- 
tion and consultation with the Chairman of the Park 
Commission, under date of August 11, 1950, recom- 
mended establishment of play lots at two locations in the 
West End. (See Appendix V.) By the end of the year, 
provision had been made for transferring both of these 
sites to the Park Department, to be added to the growing 
playground system of Boston. 


CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM 

Under date of May 3, 1950, Mayor Hynes directed the 
municipal departments to cooperate with the City 
Planning Board in the development of a capital improve- 
ment program. It was pointed out that such a program 
was ‘‘a necessary adjunct to. . ..a comprehensive 
plan for the city. . . for submission to Washington in 
connection with Title I, provisions of the 1949 Housing 
Law.’ 

The Board immediately sent forms and instructions 
to the departments and urged that capital improvement 
proposals be returned not later than June 15, 1950. 
Compliance with this deadline could not be obtained, 
however, and a follow-up letter from the Mayor was 
necessary in September. Programs were eventually 
submitted by nearly all departments, and, after due 
consideration, a summary was forwarded to the Mayor 
by the Board, just before the close of the year. 

The experience gained in carrying through the pro- 
cedure has been of value, and the Board has been 
strengthened in its determination to develop the capital 
improvement program as a regular part of the working 
process of Boston’s municipal government. 
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CIVIL DEFENSE 

The outbreak of war in Korea on June 25, 1950, fol- 
lowed by American participation on President Truman’s 
orders, shifted emphasis for the second time in a decade 
from a peacetime economy to military preparedness. 
The effects in terms of city planning and building were 
not altogether predictable by the end of the year, but 
machinery set in motion to restrict use of critical building 
materials did not leave a favorable outlook for effective 
prosecution of the National Housing Act, passed only 
the year before. 

Locally, the Legislature enacted a civil defense law 
(chapter 639, Acts of 1950) which set up a comprehen- 
Sive plan of organization at state and local levels. Very 
broad emergency powers were vested in the executive 
departments of the state government, though, signifi- 
cantly, no mention was made of the necessity for, or 
feasibility of, dispersal of business, industry, and popula- 
tion, in the interests of defense. 

In Boston, the Civil Defense Department was ac- 
tivated in July, pursuant to chapter 8 of the Ordinances 
of 1950. The City Planning Board gave its immediate 
cooperation (as required by law) by assisting in develop- 
ment of a table of organization, through preparation of 
special maps, and assignment of staff members to carry 
out studies under direction of the civil defense head. 


FORT POINT CHANNEL 

Over a period of some eighty years the Massachusetts 
General Court has been pondering the question of filling 
in the Fort Point Channel and South Bay. Numerous 
reports made to and by that body are in agreement that 
such filling would abate an unsanitary nuisance and 
provide sites for new industrial development in a favor- 
able location. However, it had never been clear that the 
economic value of the benefits obtained would offset the 
great costs involved. 

Recent planning of big projects that are of funda- 
mental importance to Boston’s progress has focused new 
attention upon Fort Point Channel because that area has 
acquired thereby a strategic importance due to its ad- 
vantageous location for such projects. 
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Pursuant to a 1949 directive of the General Court, the 
Port of Boston Authority submitted, under date of May 
15, 1950, a report containing the results of its studies in 
regard to the feasibility of filling in the channel and 
utilization of the filled area. The report traced the his- 
tory of the channel and South Bay areas, outlined the 
scope of previous reports, and pointed to the ability of 
the area to meet the current needs of the city in terms of 
new sites for vital improvements. Proposed uses in- 
cluded an important link in the arterial highway system, 
the projected consolidated wholesale produce market, 
new industries and civic developments, off-street park- 
ing, and a union bus terminal. A primary feature was a 
proposed concrete conduit which would provide, in 
separate channels, for drainage of the tributary water- 
shed and for intake and discharge of sea water used for 
industrial condensation purposes. 

The report demonstrated the economic feasibility of 
the venture, if a reasonable share of the cost can be 
levied against the state’s highway fund as a proper 
charge for the land value of the right of way for the 
arterial highway. The total cost of acquisition and 
reclamation was estimated at $17,653,900, and it was 
indicated that the recovery through sale of lands for 
public and private uses would be more than enough 
to meet the bonded obligations incurred in carrying 
out the project. 

The Authority proposed legislation that would em- 
power it to proceed with the project and make the 
necessary changes in harbor lines. It was also urged 
that a bill be introduced in Congress to have the 
channel declared a non-navigable waterway. 

Although the legislation proposed by the Port of 
Boston Authority was specific with reference to the 
harbor-line changes, the Legislature thought it proper 
to subject the matter to review by the state agency 
having jurisdiction over waterways. By chapter 80 
of the Resolves of 1950, the Department of Public 
Works was authorized and directed to investigate the 
proposed relocation and abandonment of harbor lines 
and the filling of Fort Point Channel and South Bay 
and to report its findings, together with drafts of 
legislation, by not later than June 30, 1951. | 
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MARKET AUTHORITY 


The special commission created in 1947 by the 
Legislature, and known as the ‘‘ Market Authority,” 
had through nearly three years of existence gathered 
substantial knowledge of the problems in Boston’s 
wholesale produce market. The culmination of this 
investigation was a final report submitted in May, 1950, 
containing proposed legislation as Senate Bill 630. 

The report was based upon the preliminary findings 
developed by experts of the United States Department 
of Agriculture during 1949 (see Annual Report of the 
City Planning Board for 1949), which had demon- 
strated convincingly the advantages in building a new, 
consolidated market in Boston. Upon the recommenda- 
tion of the special commission, the Legislature enacted 
chapter 748, Acts of 1950, creating a public body 
corporate and politic, to be known as the Massachusetts 
Market Authority. This Authority was given power 
to develop, maintain, and operate a modern market 
project anywhere within the limits of Boston and 
certain of its surrounding cities and towns. The financ- 
ing of such a project is to be by revenue bonds matur- 
ing in a period of forty years, or less. The Authority 
is to operate the project in perpetuity, beyond the 
amortization period. 

The Massachusetts Market Authority was duly con- 
stituted and organized for business on August 9, 1950. 
Shortly before, the United States Department of Agri- 
culture published a final report entitled ‘‘“The Wholesale 
Produce Markets at Boston, Mass.,’’ which was a sub- 
stantial further development of the preliminary report 
of 1949 and included suggested plans for layout of a 
consolidated market on the South Bay site, near Albany 
and Southampton streets. 


ZONING CONFERENCES 
On the initiative of the Planning Board, conferences 
were held during the fall of 1950 for the purpose of 
drafting proposed amendments to the zoning statute 
applicable to Boston. In addition to the Planning 
Board, the following were represented: Board of Zoning 
Adjustment, Building Department, Board of Appeal, 
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and Law Department. Discussion centered largely 
around regulation of residence in house trailers, off- 
street parking in residential areas, off-street loading 
provisions in business and industrial areas, and dis- 
continuance of non-conforming uses. As a result of 
the conferences, a draft covering thirteen amendments 
(see Appendix VII) was submitted to the Law Depart- 
ment. After further conference, the number was re- 
duced to seven, which were actually filed for consider- 
ation by the 1951 session of the Massachusetts General 
Court. 


NEW EDITION OF CITY MAP 

An unexpectedly heavy demand for the city map 
published in 1948 resulted in early depletion of that 
edition. Therefore a new printing was necessary during 
1950. Since publication of a general plan for Boston 
was also being undertaken, it was thought advisable 
to revise again the base map of the city before ordering 
a new printing, in order that the general plan might 
have the benefit of the latest information in map form. 

In addition to incorporation of the most recent 
changes, the work included preparation of a completely 
new map, since the condition of the original map had 
deteriorated as a result of many years of use in making 
prints. In the future, the policy of this office will be 
to use the new original for periodic revisions in keeping 
the map up to date, and interim use for making prints 
will be through the medium of a duplicate negative, 
or Van Dyke print. Thus the original will be spared 
a great deal of wear and tear. 

The printed edition of 1950 presents a three-color 
map of Boston at a scale of 1,600 feet to the inch, show- 
ing the street system, public open areas, and water areas. 

In addition to official distribution to city depart- 
ments, copies of the revised map have been made avail- 
able to the general public at a nominal fee of 25 cents 
per copy, which barely covers the cost of reproduction. 
The demand, both from city departments and the 
public, has been heavy. 
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PLANNING CONFERENCES

In answer to the request of your committee for 
certain material having a bearing on matters considered 
by your committee during its conference with repre- 
sentatives of the Planning Board, I am submitting 
the following enclosures: 


1. A sample of Planning Commission expenditures in 
several large cities. 

2. <A desirable planning classification setup for Boston. 

3. A publication entitled “‘Findings” having to do 
with improved personnel practice in the planning field 
and published by the American Institute of Planners. 

4, An organization chart as a supplement to this 
classification table. / 

5. Recommendations for changes in the City Planning 
Board ordinance which would not involve any state 
legislative action. 


I here wish to stress the point that in a very fine 
332-page text entitled ‘‘ Local Planning Administration, ”’ 
published by the International City Managers Associa- 
tion, the statement is made: ‘‘In those cities where an 
adequate long-term planning job is being done, this can 
more easily be traced to the provision of a sufficient budget 
for planning activities, and the employment of a competent 
technical staff than it can to the specific form of control 
over the planning agency.’ We are firmly of this 
opinion that an adequate budget and properly classified 
staff are the nub of the problem. 

Concerning ordinance changes we are submitting 
those items which we believe should be definitely stated 
in the ordinance. Because of the legislative tie-up 
with many of Boston’s operations, such as the Board 
of Zoning Adjustment and the Street Commissioners, 
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much more in the way of consolidation and responsi- 
bility cannot be accomplished without petitioning for 
legislative changes. 

Indeed, the matter of petitioning for new planning 
legislation at this time is highly questionable, since it 
would require supplementary legislation affecting the 
responsibilities and duties of several other departments, 
which cannot logically take place until the city is 
ready to adopt a consolidated plan for charter changes 
similar to the Finance Committee recommendations. 

If the Planning Board is given the ordinance di- 
rectives of developing a general plan, preparing a 
capital improvement program, and mandatory referrals, 
it can carry out coordinated planning to a high degree, 
provided it is not stifled by present budget and staff 
limitations.

RECOMMENDED CHANGES IN Crry PLANNING BOARD 
ORDINANCE 


Section 1. Board Membership (no change). 

SecTION 2. Durector and Staff. The Board shall 
appoint an executive director and a secretary for such 
terms as it may deem desirable. Upon nomination of 
the executive director the Board shall appoint as its 
staff such technical and office personnel and assistants 
as it may deem necessary within the appropriation made 
available for such purpose. All such appointments 
shall be made in conformity with the civil service pro- 
visions as set forth in General Laws, chapter 31. 

SecTION 38. Powers and Duties. The Board shall 
exercise the powers and perform the duties provided by 
chapter 41 of the General Laws relative to local planning 
boards. 

It shall be the function and duty of the Planning 
Board to make and adopt a general plan for the develop- 
ment and improvement of the city. 

The Board shall also make plans and proposals for 
specific improvements and projects which it deems 
desirable for the city and recommend them to the 
Mayor. The Board shall have the authority to call 
upon other departments of the city for information and 
cooperation. 

On or before the first day of October in each year the 
Board shall, with the collaboration of the Budget Com- 
missioner and City Auditor, recommend to the Mayor 
a capital improvement budget for the following year 
and a comprehensive five-year capital improvement 
program. 

The Board shall have authority to make such investi- 
gations, maps, and studies relating to the planning of © 
the community as it may deem desirable and it shall 
have authority to publish and distribute copies of plans 
and reports for the purpose of promoting public interest 
in and understanding of its plans and reports. 

All proposed acts or orders of any administrative 
official or agency of the City of Boston which affect the 
city plan or concern the plan, design, character, extent, 
location, or use of any public improvement or public 
property or change thereof, or concern zoning or other 
regulations affecting or controlling the use or develop- 
ment of land, or otherwise come within the functions of 
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the Planning Board as set forth in this ordinance, before 
adoption and before they shall become legal or binding 
upon the city, shall be submitted to the Planning Board 
for report and recommendation as to their relation with 
aforesaid master plan. The division of a lot, tract, or 
parcel of land into two or more lots, sites, or other 
divisions of land, in such a manner as to require pro- 
vision for a street for the purpose, shall be referred by 
the Board of Street Commissioners to the Planning 
Board for a report and recommendation. If the Board 
shall fail to act within thirty (80) days it shall be 
deemed to have approved such matter. Nothing herein 
contained shall be construed in any way to limit, re- 
strict, or prevent any administrative official or agency 
from taking action contrary or adverse to the report or 
recommendation of the City Planning Board.

IN FINANCE COMMISSION’S ADMINISTRATIVE SUR-

DEAR SIR: 

The committee appointed by you to review and ana- 
lyze the recommendations contained in the survey re- 
ports of the Boston Finance Commission submits for 
your consideration the following comments on the 
report relating to the City Planning Board. 

Speaking generally, the findings of the surveyor are 
summarized under twenty specific recommendations 
and the attached schedule indicates a classification of 
these recommendations prepared by department officials. 

The manner in which the City Planning Board has 
functioned as a staff agency is summarized in the report 
as follows: 


“The City Planning Board has accomplished a great 
deal in consideration of the size of the staff that has been 
budgeted for its use. Probably the greatest deficiency in 
the present organization is the lack of an adequate number 
of professional employees to carry out the work that 
should be performed by the city planning staff. The 
master plan for the physical and economic development 
of the city has been deferred and delayed in favor of 
special emergency projects that are brought constantly 
before the board. Too much of the work of the staff is 
handled on a somewhat emergency basis which militates 
against a planned and well-coordinated program. 

“Tt would appear that the functions of the planning 
board are not sufficiently broad for the city to receive 
the maximum benefits that are possible from this type 
of service. At present the board and staff are not con- 
cerned with the capital improvements that are being 
constructed by the several agencies of the city. It is 
desirable that all such improvements be brought together 
and coordinated in a single capital improvement program.” 
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To appreciate the significance of the foregoing com- 
ments, it is desirable to review the background of the 
City Planning Board. This department of the city was 
established by ordinance in 1913 following the enact- 
ment of chapter 494 of the Acts of 1913. This legisla- 
tion required every municipality with a population of 
more than ten thousand to set up a local planning board 
with power to ‘‘make careful studies of the resources, 
possibilities and needs of the town, particularly with 
respect to conditions injurious to the public health or 
otherwise in and about rented dwellings, and make 
plans for the development of the municipality, with 
special reference to the proper housing of its inhabi- 
tants.’ The act provided further that the Board 
should report annually ‘‘giving information regarding 
conditions of the town and any plans or proposals for 
its development and estimates of the cost thereof.’ 
The ordinance establishing the Board authorized per- 
formance of the general duties and directives set forth 
in the 1913 act. 

In the two decades following the enactment of this 
planning legislation, it became evident that the local 
planning boards established under its general and broad 
powers were not making satisfactory progress. As a 
result, a special legislative commission was appointed 
to consider modernization of the local planning statute, 
and on the basis of the report submitted by this com- 
mission the Legislature in 1936 enacted chapter 211, 
bearing the title ‘‘An Act Providing an Improved 
Method of Municipal Planning.’”’ This legislation enu- 
merated a number of specific powers and directives for 
local planning boards, including the making of a master 
plan, the adoption of an official map, the preparation 
of a long-term capital improvement program, and the 
control of private developments through the approval 
of street plans. Boston was exempted from the pro- 
visions of this legislation largely because certain dele- 
gated powers and duties to planning boards in the act 
were in this city being performed by other departments 
and agencies of the city. Because of this exemption, 
our City Planning Board continued to function under 
the original planning statute, which, as we have already 
seen, was very broad and general in its scope and lacked 
any enumeration of specific powers and directives. 
Lacking definite power and authority, the Board has 
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undoubtedly failed to become an effective and useful 
instrument in the planning and programing of municipal 
developments and improvements. All interested parties 
are in agreement that the authority of the Board should 
not only be broadened but also made specific so that 
it may proceed toward definite and positive goals.. In 
some quarters it is felt that new legislation will be neces- 
sary to accomplish this end. After consideration of 
the problem, your committee is of the opinion that the 
wisdom of petitioning for new planning legislation at 
this time is highly questionable, since it would require 
supplementary legislation affecting the responsibilities 
and duties of several other departments. As stated in 
a previous report, your committee has followed the 
policy of concerning itself primarily with survey pro- 
posals that may be adopted by executive or adminis- 
trative direction or by ordinance changes. It is felt 
desirable to defer action on proposals involving legis- 
lative action until all departmental studies have been 
completed, at which time a general legislative program 
would be developed. 

In the opinion of your committee it is possible by 
amendments to the existing city planning ordinance to 
specifically outline and authorize an activity program 
for the City Planning Board which will permit it to 
carry out coordinated planning to a high degree. Be- 
cause of the broad and general powers established in 
the 1913 act and under which the Board is at present 
functioning, it would appear permissible by ordinance 
to authorize the City Planning Board to make a master 
plan of the city, to prepare annually a capital improve- 
ment budget, and to review all proposed improvements 
or developments before their adoption and before they 
become legal or binding upon the city. We therefore 
submit for your consideration proposed amendments 
under chapter 12 of the Revised City Ordinances, under 
which existing sections 2 and 3 would be stricken out 
and new sections as set forth in the attached schedule 
would be substituted. Adoption of the proposed changes 
at this time should furnish the Board with the stimulus 
it evidently needs to become the strong arm of the 
Mayor in planning and programing municipal improve- 
ments and developments. 

It is evident from comparisons with other large cities 
in the country that the City Planning Board has been 
handicapped by inadequate budget appropriations and

a lack of adequate professional planning staff. In the 
May 1, 1950, issue of The United States Municipal News, 
the official publication of the United States Conference 
of Mayors, an article appeared bearing the title “‘ Big 
Cities Boost Planning Budgets.’ The following ex- 
cerpts clearly indicate that Boston had lagged behind 
the other large cities of the country in providing funds 
for the planning of its future. 


“The nation’s largest cities are looking to their future 
with record sums appropriated for planning last year. 

“Planning expenditures for 11 of the 13 United States 
cities with a population over 500,000 totaled $2,000,000 in 
1949 — an increase of 10.9 per cent over 1948. All but 
3 of the 11 big cities reporting spent more for planning 
last year than in the preceding year. 

“Philadelphia topped all other cities in total spent for 
planning last year — $516,434 — nearly double the 1948 
appropriation. (Boston’s 1949 expenditure was $33,675.) 
Philadelphia also had the largest per capita expenditure 
for this purpose, 26.5 cents per person. Per capita-wise, 
Boston and New York had the smallest planning budgets 
of cities of comparable size. On the basis of latest official 
estimates of population, Boston’s per capita expenditure 
was 4.3 cents while New York’s was 4.9 cents.” 


In view of these figures, serious consideration should 
be given in the 1951 budget to providing an allowance 
for the City Planning Board which will permit it to 
function in an effective and efficient manner. 

During the conference held with officials and members 
of the City Planning Board on the survey report, it 
became evident that some degree of uncertainty exists 
as to the scope of the capital improvement program 
which, at your direction, the Board is now preparing 
for the years 1950 to 1955, inclusive. Under the in- 
structions issued by the Board, departments have been 
requested to submit on standard forms estimates not 
only of capital improvements for the period in question 
but also contemplated expenditures for departmental 
equipment, materials, alterations, repairs, etc. After 
discussion and consideration, your committee feels that 
a capital improvement program should be confined to 
projects the cost of which will be financed primarily 
from the issuance of bonds. In other words, a capital 
* improvement budget would be strictly a loan budget 
and would not contain items or projects to be financed 
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from appropriations to be provided within the annual 
maintenance budget. Appropriations of this latter 
eategory affect directly the tax rate of the year in 
which allowed, whereas loan projects are regulated 
largely by the debt-incurring power of the city and the 
priority importance of the improvement involved. It 
does not appear practical to include both of these types 
of appropriations in a capital improvement program. 
The Budget Commissioner would appear to be the 
proper official to pass on appropriations entering into 
the annual budget, thus allowing the City Planning 
Board, in the preparation of a capital improvement 
program, to confine its studies and considerations}to 
large-scale projects to be financed principally from the 
issuance of bonds.

ReEporT OF THE City PLANNING BoarpD CONCERNING 
THE Proposep Use or ATLANTIC AVENUE AS A 
Ricgut oF WAY FOR THE CENTRAL ARTERY 


ApriL 21, 1950. 
Hon. JoHN B. HyNzs, 
Mayor of Boston. 
Drar Mr. Mayor: 

In answer to your request concerning the route of the 
central artery to Fort Hill square, I am presenting some 
brief arguments against an Atlantic Avenue routing. 

The proposed routing of the central artery around 
Commercial street and Atlantic avenue is based on false 
premises both as regards costs and highway economics 
generally. 

With the exception of the W. J. McDonald plan, 
which was a grandiose scheme involving a questionable 
high level bridge to East Boston and complete rebuilding 
of the Atlantic Avenue docks among other improve- 
ments, every single authoritative report in the past 
twenty-five or thirty years has turned down the Com- 
mercial Street-Atlantic Avenue route and has recom- 
mended a route substantially in accord with the present 
plan. To our knowledge, detailed costs for the McDonald 
plan were never submitted. 

The following studies all approved in essence the 
present route: 


The Intermediate Thoroughfare Report by the City 
Planning Board in 1923. 


The Whitten Report of 1930. 

The Mayor’s Conference Report of 1940. 

The Legislative Recess Commission Engineers’ Report 
of 1944. 

The Joint Board Metropolitan Master Highway Report 
of 1948, and now the 1950 Plan. © 


The minimum width of the highway structure is 86 
feet, with Commercial street being only 80 feet in width 
and Atlantic avenue 100 feet. There would have to be 
a frontage taking for the entire length of the route, 
without considering large additional takings for ramps. 
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Also, a vital point to consider is that of curve align- 
ment. Minimum radii for express highways, as estab- 
lished by the American Society of State Highway Off- 
cials, would involve further takings. 

Commercial street and Atlantic avenue have always 
been considered as having, in part, a special use, that 
of service streets to accommodate maritime uses. We 
still have obstacles on Atlantic avenue, such as the 
Union Freight Railroad and a section of elevated struc- 
ture on Commercial street. An expressway on Com- 
mercial street and Atlantic avenue would have no value 
from an accessibility viewpoint since ramps would be 
so far away from the downtown area as to defeat the 
purpose of the highway. This route entirely ignores 
the very urgent need for providing a direct and adequate 
approach to the East Boston vehicular tunnel. 

The distance covered is one and one-half times longer 
and, since the speed on both routes would be the same, 
there is not only a loss in actual time, but a material 
loss in the operation of the vehicles, which is poor high- 
way economics. 

From the latter point of view it can be shown that 
the annual savings to the users of the highway in follow- 
ing the direct route as opposed to the Atlantic Avenue 
route are greater than the annual carrying charges for 
the building of that part of the structure affected. There 
iS a Saving in time of six-tenths of a minute and a saving 
in distance of three-tenths of a mile. Figuring the 
operating costs of a vehicle (30 per cent trucks) at 8 cents 
per mile and time of users as 2 cents per minute, the 
saving per vehicle would amount to 3.6 cents. At 
70,000 cars per day for 300 days this would amount to a 
saving to the publie of $650,000. 

Using 4 per cent for interest and amortization charges 
on the $15,000,000 cost of the structure and site affected 
amounts to only $600,000. Thus the longer route cannot 
be justified on a purely economic basis. 

Further, in the Master Plan Highway Studies figures 
were compiled for the two routes which established that 
though the estimated costs of property damage on the 
Atlantic Avenue route might be $3,000,000 less, the cost 
of construction would increase $2,500,000, due to the in- 
creased length of the structure and the necessity for 
widening streets to ramp approaches. 
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Concerning the matter of tax loss, there would be only 
a differential of $135,000 annually in favor of the Atlantic 
Avenue route. 

It is interesting to note that though the valuation of 
property in the downtown area has increased some six to 
nine million dollars per year in the past few years, none 
of this increase has taken place along the path of the 
present site of the central artery. Buildings there have 
remained static for the last fifty years and are now out- 
worn and outmoded. 

Finally, concerning opposition to the present routing, 
we can expect just as serious opposition to an Atlantic 
Avenue routing, once taking lines are made public. The 
city for many years has been considering this arterial 
highway and has futilely widened streets in this area at 
its own expense, costing many millions of dollars. The 
city now has the opportunity of accepting a real traffic 
facility comparatively free of cost. No risk of jeopardiz- 
ing these funds should be taken by delaying action.

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APPENDIX IV 


REPORT ON RECREATION STUDY OF 
FAIRMOUNT, HYDE PARK 
AUGUST, 1950 


Postwar housing developments in the Fairmount 
section of Hyde Park (bounded by the Truman Park- 
way and the Boston-Milton line) have caused belated 
concern over the lack of adequate recreation facilities 
for its 1,300 families. The total of 1,800 families repre- 
sents a 50 per cent increase over the 1940 census enu- 
meration. This growth presents several very real prob- 
lems with regard to school and play space requirements. 

In arriving at recommendations for recreation facil- 
ities the following factors were taken into consideration: 


1. Play space requirements based on _ established 
standards. 

2. Locations as determined: by reasonable walking 
distances. 

3. Vacant land suitable for play areas. 

4. Existing school and recreation proposals for the area. 


The Truman Parkway serves to isolate Fairmount 
from the rest of Hyde Park in terms of recreation facil- 
ities. This, plus the geographical scope of the neigh- 
borhood and the factor of there being 1,300 families to 
be served, suggests the desirability of a playfield and 
two or three playgrounds, the locations of which should 
be determined according to the factors as listed above. 


Recommendations: 


1. It is recommended that a playfield be located in the 
vacant land bounded by the Truman Parkway, Washing- 
ton street, and Cottage street, as indicated on the accom- 
panying map. Associated with this playfield would be a 
smaller area developed as a playground. 

2. Since the new housing developments require the 
construction of a new elementary school, it is proposed 
that the land immediately adjacent to the new school be 
used as a small playground. It is assumed that the new 
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school will be built on the site of the old Fairmount School. 
It will be necessary under this proposal to purchase 
property adjacent to the Fairmount School site. 

3. It is further recommended that the abandoned 
school site between Fairmount and Williams avenues be 
developed as a playground. 


It is felt that these recommendations will serve to 
meet the play space requirements of the residents of 
Fairmount, Hyde Park. 


A ComPpaRATIVE ANALYSIS OF PROPOSED AND 
ALTERNATE PLANS FOR FAIRMOUNT PLAYGROUND 


The estimated cut and fill costs of the two schemes 
are approximately equal, the more obvious difference 
being a steeper slope on the eastern side of the alternate 
scheme. 

While the alternate scheme does eliminate the neces- 
sity of acquiring the area measuring 125 feet by 200 
feet in the east corner of the site, it introduces several 
contrasting features. They are: 


1. No bleachers possible in the alternate scheme. 


2. Desirable orientation of the baseball diamond in the 
proposed scheme and acceptable orientation in the alternate 
scheme. 

3. A 315-foot foul line in the proposed scheme and a 
shorter (290-foot) foul line in the alternate scheme. 

4. While the lineal feet of fence required is about equal 
in both schemes, the alternate scheme requires the tempo- 
rary removal of approximately 300 lineal feet of fence 
during the football season. 

5. The alternate scheme provides approximately one- 
half acre more land for the active play area (6- to 12-year- 
olds) except during the football season when both active 
play areas are approximately equal. 


The following is a breakdown of the estimated costs 
of construction of the Fairmount Playground and 
Playing Field.

REPORT OF THE City PLANNING BoarRD CONCERNING 
PRoposeD Puay Lots For SMALL CHILDREN IN 
THE West END 

August 11, 1950. 

Hon. Joun B. Hynzs, , ! 
Mayor of Boston. 

Dear Mr. Mayor: 

I regret that there has been a long delay in answering 
your letter of June 2 concerning the letter from Mrs. 
John W. Thornton of 12 Poplar street in regard to the 
use of vacant lots in the West End for playground 
purposes. This delay has been caused in part by pro- 
tracted discussions on the matter and the pressure of 
other business. Representatives of the Planning Board 
have conferred with Mr. Frank Kelley, Park Com- 
missioner, and there was a concurrence of opinion that 
a proper solution of the problem would require the 
razing of dwellings, which cannot be entertained at 
the present time. 

The Board has on several occasions considered the 
playground need in the West End. Actually, it is not 
the worst served area in the city, one or two other 
districts having a much greater need. 

From a supervision point of view the Planning Board 
is reluctant to recommend small lot areas for play 
areas. Recreation authorities stress the fact that a 
city’s obligation does not rest with the mere provision 
of play areas, but that supervision is an all-important 
part. The tax burden is such that supervision can be 
had only at large playgrounds. 

By our minimum standards 1,000 feet of play space 
is required for each ten children. Crowding of small 
play areas results in harm and sometimes serious 
injury to the smaller children. 

The Board has under consideration a program of 
redevelopment in the West End which is based upon 
new concepts of sound neighborhood design and would 
include not only new, modern dwellings, but a full 
complement of neighborhood play areas and rest parks. 

However, though the Board feels that a satisfactory 
solution must embrace large-scale demolition and re- 
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construction of dwellings, it is wholeheartedly in sym- 
pathy with any effort to ameliorate social conditions 
in a crowded section of the city. 

The Board believes that at this time it can propose 
only such specific action as can be easily and inexpen- 
sively carried out and would serve merely as stopgaps 
until such time as some redevelopment takes place in 
the West End. 

The Planning Board recommends the following for 
acquisition and improvement as public play lots for 
young children: 


1. The site of the former Elizabeth Peabody 
School at 17 Poplar street. This lot, comprising 
6,040 square feet, assessed at $11,800, 1s owned 
by the city’s Department of School Buildings. 
To this might be added 1,100 square feet on the 
adjacent lot at 19 Poplar street, privately owned, 
with a land valuation of $1,700. We understand 
that the School Department at the present moment 
feels that this site should be retained by them for 
future school development. However, it is here 
recommended that it be placed in temporary use 
as a playground. 

2. Two small, vacant lots at the corner of 
Brighton street and Poplar street, one numbered 
as 87-89 Poplar street, containing 2,227 square 
feet, privately owned, and assessed at $6,300, 
the other at 111-113 Brighton street, 2,400 square 
feet, privately owned, with a valuation of $3,600. 
Nothing has been done to improve these lots 
since the buildings were demolished. In their 
present state they are distinctly a detriment to 
the neighborhood, being strewn with rubble and 
rubbish, presenting a most unsightly spectacle 
and obviously a menace to public health and 
safety. The surfaces should be cleaned and leveled 
off, then suitably paved and provided with fencing 
of some kind and durable fixed recreation equip- 
ment requiring little or no supervision or main- 
tenance.

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO ZONING STATUTE APPLI- 
CABLE TO BOSTON 


An Acr Amending the ‘‘Zoning Law,” So Called, 
of the City of Boston. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SEcTION 1. Section 9 of chapter 488 of the Acts of 1924, as 
most recently amended by section 1 of chapter 537 of the Acts 
of 1949, is hereby further amended by striking out the first 
sentence and inserting in place thereof the following sentence :— 
No use of a building or premises, or part thereof, which does not 
conform to the provisions of sections one to nine, inclusive, of 
this act, shall be continued after April one, nineteen hundred 
and sixty-one; provided, however, that any such use may be 
continued for such period after said date as the board of zoning 
adjustment may, after due notice and public hearing, allow, 
but in no event later than April one, nineteen hundred and 
eighty-six; and provided, further, that in the case of the use 
of a building or premises or part thereof in an area which has 
been transferred to another district by a change in district 
boundaries either by action of the board of zoning adjustment 
or by an amendment to this act, which use conformed to the 
requirements of sections one to nine, inclusive, of this act 
immediately prior to the transfer of such area, such use may be 
continued for thirty-seven years after such transfer. 

SECTION 2. Section 12 of said chapter 488, as most recently 
amended by section 11 of chapter 373 of the Acts of 1941, is 
hereby further amended by inserting after the last paragraph 
headed Building Area the following paragraph:—In multiple 
residence districts, coverage and open spaces shall be construed 
as in section 11. 

SecTION 3. Section 13 of said chapter 488, as most recently 
amended by section 12 of chapter 373 of the Acts of 1941, is 
hereby further amended by striking out in the second line the 
word ‘six’? and inserting in place thereof the word “seven’’, 
and by inserting after the last paragraph headed Building Area 
the following paragraph:—In multiple residence districts, 
coverage and open spaces shall be construed as in section 11. 

Section 4. Chapter 488 of the Acts of 1924 is hereby 
amended by inserting immediately after section 16, paragraph 
16, the following new paragraph: 

Paragraph 17, Off-Street Loading Space.— No building 
which is intended or designed to be used for manufacture, stor- 
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age, retail or wholesale business, office establishment, hotel, 
hospital, or institution, shall hereafter be erected, nor shall any 
building or part hereafter erected be changed in use to one of 
the uses specified above, unless there is provided space off the 
street for loading and unloading goods to and from such build- 
ing or premises. ‘There shall be provided space off the street for 
one or more truck loading or unloading berths of a minimum 
size of 25 feet in length by 10 feet in width for all buildings in- 
tended or designed for such use in accordance with the ac- 
companying table of aggregate gross floor areas. 


When provided within the building, the minimum clear 
height of such loading berth, including access to it from the 
street, shall be 14 feet. Where such loading space does not 
adjoin the street, or is provided on open land, convenient and 
adequate access, at least 12 feet in width, to such space shall be 
provided.

Section 5. Chapter 488 of the Acts of 1924 is hereby 
amended by inserting immediately after section 16, paragraph 
17, the following new paragraph: 

Paragraph 18, Off-Street Parking Space—No building or 
premises shall be erected, enlarged, or changed in use to one of 
the following specified uses, unless there shall be provided as 
accessory uses minimum off-the-street parking spaces for motor 
vehicles as follows: 
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(a) For one- and two-family dwellings, one parking 
space per family dwelling unit. 

(b) For multiple-family dwellings of three or more 
family units, one parking space on the lot for each two 
family dwelling units. 

(c) For hotels, one parking space on the lot for each 
four guests or sleeping rooms. 

(d) For hospitals, clinics, sanatoriums, or similar uses, 
one parking space on the lot for each six patient beds, plus 
one additional space on the lot for each staff or visiting 
doctor, plus one space on the lot for each four employees, 
including nurses. 

(e) For commercial recreational buildings or for 
theaters, auditoriums, stadiums, or similar uses other than 
a church or school, involving the assembling of persons 
for viewing theatrical or other performances or exhibitions, 
one parking space for each six seats of the total seating 
or assembly capacity of such building or premises. The 


' required parking space shall be on the same lot or within 


a distance of not more than 1,000 feet from the main en- 
trance to such building or premises. 

(f) For buildings devoted to retail trade, personal serv- 
ice, or similar uses, one parking space for each 1,000 
square feet of gross floor area, plus one additional parking 
space for each four employees. The required parking 
space shall be on the same lot or within a distance of not 
more than 600 feet from the main entrance to such building 
or premises. 

(g) For office, professional, or public buildings, one 
parking space for each separate office or suite of offices of 
a given tenancy, plus one additional space for each four 
occupants. The required parking space shall be on the 
same lot or within a distance of not more than 800 feet 
from the main entrance to such building or premises. 

(hk) For general business, commercial, industrial, or 
manufacturing establishments, not heretofore mentioned 
in paragraph 18, one parking space for each four occupants. 
The required parking space shall be on the same lot or 
within a distance of not more than 800 feet from the main 
entrance to such building or premises. AO. 


In the central business district, here defined as the area of 
Boston Proper northeast of Dover and Berkeley streets, a 
building used for nonresidential purposes is hereby excepted 
from the provisions set forth in paragraph 18 of this section. 
In all cases, one parking space shall be assumed to be 180 
square feet in area, inclusive of adequate interior driveways.

Sir,— In compliance with section 24, chapter 3, of 
the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Com- 
missioners respectfully submits its annual report. 


REGISTRATION. 


In accordance with chapter 246 of the Acts of 1945 
registration was held continuously at the central office 
from January 3 to August 18, inclusive, from Septem- 
ber 20 to October 6, inclusive, and from November 8 
to December 31, inclusive. Registration in wards was 
held on August 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 14, 15, 16, 17, and 18, from 
6 p. M. to 10 p. m., for the State Primary; and Septem- 
ber 25, 26, 27, 28, 29, October 2, 3, 4, 5, and 6, from 6 P. m. 
to 10 p. m., for the State Election. This registration 
was held in two places in different sections of each ward, 
ten nights in each place. 

Registration for the Special City Election in Ward 7, 
held on September 12, was continued to and closed on 
September 5. Registration for this Special Election 
was held in the central office from 9 A. M. to 5 P. M., 
and.on September 5, from 9 a. m. to 10 P. M. 
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NUMBER OF VOTERS. 


At the City Election held November 8, 1949, the 
number of voters on the list was 404,220. The number 
of such voters in the first. list published by the Board 
July 15, 1950, was 365,042. From that time to the 
close of registration for the State Election there were 
added the names of 40,984 voters. Included in this 
latter figure are the names of 9,658 voters who were 
omitted from the 1950 police listing and who were 
restored to the voting list without registration, under 
the provisions of chapter 244 of the Acts of 1947. The 
number of voters on the final list sent to the polls on 
the day of the State Election, held November 7, 1950, 
was 406,026, an increase of 1,806 from the number on 
the list at the preceding City Election. ‘The number 
of voters.on final list December 31, 1950, was 406,128. 


NOMINATION PAPERS AND REFERENDUM PETITIONS. 


The Board received 2,007 nomination papers for the 
State Primary, on which 35,759 names were certified; 
294 independent nomination papers for the. State 
Election, on which 7,939 names were certified ; 366 papers 
were submitted on 3 initiative petitions | on which 
4,500 names were certified; and 14 petitions for re- 
counts of ballots cast, on which 1 ,o60 names were cer- 
tified. This makes a total of ye. 024. papers, on which the 
names of 41,819 voters were certified. 


REVISION OF THE VOTING LIST. 


The names of 4,493 voters were stricken from the 
voting list by reason of death, removal from the city, 
and other causes. | 


. JURORS. 


The jury list prepared by the Board in 1950 Rane’ 
the names of 9,194 voters of Boston. During the time 
covered by this report, 2,229 were drawn for jury 
service. ne 


REGISTRATION OF THE PHYSICALLY DISABLED. 


In accordance with the provisions of chapter 196 of 
the Acts of 1946, persons qualified to vote but unable 
to appear at a registration office because of physical 
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disability were examined for registration in their homes 
or other places of confinement upon receipt of an ap- 
plication for such registration. Applications were re- 
ceived from 8 such persons. Of that number, 7 were 
found to be qualified and were duly registered; 1 was 
found to be a registered voter on the current voting 
list. No applications were received after the closing 
date established by law. Persons found qualified to 
register were furnished with applications for absentee 
ballots for the State Election. 


SUPPLEMENTARY REGISTRATION OF. SOLDIERS AND

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VoTInNG MACHINES. 


The 1950 State Primary and Election were conducted 
with four wards (Wards 1, 2, 3, and 4) completely 
equipped with voting machines, and voting machines 
were used in 67 other precincts throughout the city, in 
two or more precincts in every ward. 

Assistant Registrars were assigned to give demon- 
strations in the evening in each ward. The public 
was notified as to the dates and locations of these dem- 
onstrations through the newspapers. 

Demonstrations for the Primary were held on Sep- 
tember 13 and 14, from 6 Pp. M. to 9 Pp. M., and for the 
Election on November 2 and 3, from 7 Pp. mM. to 10 P. M. 

There were 109 voting-machine precincts in the 1950 
State Primary and Election, and election officers were 
instructed in their respective duties by the Voting 
Machine Custodian, and were given certificates when 
qualified. 

The results as demonstrated at these two functions 
were highly satisfactory. 


MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD. 


The term of the Honorable Joseph A. Langone, Jr., 
expired on March 31, 1950. Mr. Joseph Russo was 
appointed to succeed him for the term of four years 
ending March 31, 1954, and assumed the duties of his 
office on April 3, 1950. He was designated by the Mayor 
as Chairman of the Board of Election Commissioners. 
Upon organization of the Board, Commissioner Ger- 
trude A. Pfau was elected Secretary.

SECTION 1—THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 
SPECIAL COMMENTS. 


A. Ngrw HEADQUARTERS AND MAINTENANCE GARAGE 
BUILDING. 


A new headquarters building and maintenance garage 
now under construction at 115 Southampton street, 
should be completed by August of 1951. With the 
completion of the building all administrative offices and 
maintenance branches of the department will be housed 
under one roof, while at present these branches are 
located in three separate buildings. A fire station 
capable of housing two fire companies will be situated 
in that part of the building facing Massachusetts avenue. 

A survey of the machinery in the present repair shop 
and recommendations for installations of machinery 
in the new repair shops have been made, without cost 
to the city, by the Bethlehem Steel Company, through 
the courtesy of John T. Wiseman, General Manager. 


B. New FIre STATION. 


A new fire station, Engine House 56, at 1 Ashley 
street, Kast Boston, was completed on November 15, 
1950. At present, the house is occupied by Engine 
Company 11 pending delivery of a new pumper and the 
appointment of sufficient men to make up the personnel 
of the new company. The company quartered in the 
station will provide quicker response and give better 
fire protection to the Orient Heights district. 


C. CANCELLATION OF LEASE. 


Effective May 31, 1950, the lease of a private garage 
for storage of Fire Department equipment was can- 
celed resulting in the saving of a $15,000 annual rental. 


D. Pouicze PowErs. 


All chief officers in the department, and certain mem- 
bers of the Fire Prevention Division, have been ap- 
pointed special police officers under the provisions of 
chapter 282 of the Acts of 1898, as amended by chapter 
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674 of the Acts of 1950. This will give the Fire De- 
partment greater power and efficiency in handling 
violations of the fire prevention laws, and laws affecting 
the response of apparatus to fires. 


E. Houmay Time Orr anp Ho.wipay Pay. 


In accordance with a City Council order, approved 
by your Honor on May 1, 1950, all members of the Fire 
Fighting Force who were required to work on ten 
specified holidays in each year were granted time off, 
beginning with Memorial Day, May 30, 1950. How- 
ever, it was necessary to grant approximately 1,000 
men a day off for time worked on each of the holidays, 
which resulted in a severe lack of manpower. Your 
Honor, therefore, approved of my recommendation 
that the members of the Fire Fighting Force who 
were required to work on Thanksgiving Day and 
Christmas Day, 1950, be granted an additional day’s 
pay. 

F. New Cuier or DEPARTMENT. 

With your Honor’s approval, Deputy Chief John V. 
Stapleton was promoted to the position of Chief of 
Department on November 1, 1950. Chief Stapleton is 
a comparatively young man to serve in this position, 
but his record as a fireman and officer in this depart- 
ment seems to indicate that, under his direction, the 
operating efficiency of the Fire Fighting Force will be 
on a very high plane. 


G. Frre PREVENTION. 


The Fire Prevention Division has been operating on a 
very efficient basis during the year 1950, as we believe 
that the best way to reduce the fire loss is to reduce the 
number of fires. 

In addition to the regular inspections made by the 
members of the Fire Prevention Division, chief officers 
and company officers have conducted regular inspections 
of practically all buildings and. structures in their 
respective districts. The subject of fire prevention has 
been discussed several times in radio talks and in the 
press. An officer of the division is assigned to give talks 
to children in both parochial and public schools im- 
pressing upon them the danger of fire and the benefits 
of fire prevention. 
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During the past few years, the number of fires caused 
by range oil burners and space heaters has greatly in- 
creased, and there has been a number of fatalities 
attending these oil burner fires. The situation had 
become so serious it was evident that a safety device 
was needed to lessen the fire rate. After conferences 
with representatives of the oil burner industry and the 
chief in charge of the Fire Prevention Division, it was 
decided to make the installation of a fusible valve a 
condition of approval of the permit required by law for 
the storage of fuel oil and installation of all conversion 
range burners. Effective October 16, 1950, Boston 
became the first city in the Commonwealth to take 
positive measures to protect the lives of its citizens 
from oil burner fires. The new valve is expected to 
reduce the number of fatalities by confining the fire to 
the ash pit. 


H. Frre ALARM DIVISION 


The Fire Alarm Division of the department has con- 
tinued to perform its duties in a satisfactory and efficient 
manner. 

During the year 1950, 17 additional fire alarm boxes 
were installed throughout the city. On 23 boxes, gas 
service for red marking light was discontinued and 
electric lights installed. Orders for installation of 
electric red lights on 57 additional fire alarm boxes 
have been given to the Street Lighting Division of the 
Public Works Department. 

The construction branch of the Fire Alarm Division 
has installed the following wire and cable in the signal 
system during the year: 


12,802 feet of copperweld line wire 
54,424 feet of underground cable 
13,007 feet of old lead cable was removed from the system 


During the year 1950 fire alarm construction was 
transferred, installed, or changed on 234 poles. 


I. MAINTENANCE Division. 


The Maintenance Division is charged with the main- 
tenance and repair of 57 buildings in the Fire Depart- 
ment, which includes 53 fire stations. Practically all 
of the maintenance work in these buildings is carried 
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on by our forces, except in some trades which we are 
not equipped to handle. 

The Maintenance Division also services and repairs 
all major pieces of fire apparatus and passenger cars; 
also doing a major portion of the repair work on our 
three fireboats. 

The following new pieces of major apparatus were 
delivered and placed in service during the year: 


3 hose wagons equipped with Cardox system 
1 tractor for aerial ladder 

1 65-foot junior aerial ladder truck 

3 85-foot aerial ladder trucks 

1 sedan for Fire Commissioner 

1 sedan for Chief of Department 

1 sedan for Superintendent of Fire Alarm 


Through an agreement with the Metropolitan Transit 
Authority, apparatus of this department, which was 
stored in the open air at the Fire School in South 
Boston, has been stored in the unused part of the Tunnel © 
Station at Broadway, free of charge. 

All the repairs to the three fireboats, with the excep- 
tion of drydocking, underwater work, and painting, 
was accomplished by Maintenance Division mechanics 
with the assistance of the boat crews, resulting in the 
savings of thousands of dollars to the city. 

Fireboat Engine 31, which was formerly drydocked 
at Battery Wharf was relocated in a slip at Castle 
Island, which enabled the department to reach islands 
in the harbor at least 20 minutes sooner than when the 
boat was located in its former position. It also pro- 
vided added fire protection for large storages of lumber, 
coal, fuel oil, etc., along the Reserve Channel, as well 
as for the facilities at the Army Base and South Boston 
Navy Yard annex. 


J. Frere DEPARTMENT BAND. 


The Fire Department Band has been reorganized and 
rehearsals and instructions are conducted weekly under 
the supervision of a competent musical director. The 
band has been designated as the Official City Band, 
and its services have been utilized on many civic 
occasions throughout the year. 
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K. ELectrricaL INSPEcTION DIVISION. 


The Electrical Inspection Division has continued to 
operate in its usual efficient manner. During 1950, 
four miles of poles and wires were removed from public 
streets and placed underground. 

Practically all rest homes, homes for the aged, 
agencies for the care of children, nursing homes and 
hospitals, were inspected by members of this division 
in order to guard against fires of electrical origin. 


L. SAVING IN GASOLINE CONSUMPTION. 


Upon assuming office, I immediately ordered dis- 
continuance of the practice of supplying certain citizens 
with free gasoline and service in our Maintenance 
Division shop. 


In conclusion, I am pleased to report that the depart- 
ment is in a high state of efficiency, and it appears 
from all indications that the fire loss for 1950 will be 
less than that of 1949.

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REORGANIZATION OF THE BOSTON HEALTH DEPARTMENT 
UNDER WAY 

Health Department activities beyond routine func- 
tions were unusually numerous during 1950. Reorganiza- 
tion of the Department was carried out in accordance 
with the new ordinance. The consolidation of admin- 
istrative functions and the clear delineation of responsi- 
bility will undoubtedly prove to be of great benefit. 

Under the new plan of organization, the Department 
has four main sections, 7z.e., General Services, Medical 
Services, Environmental Sanitation, and Local Health 
Services. Administration of a section is assigned to the 
Section Director who is responsible directly to the Com- 
missioner or to the Assistant Commissioner. Three 
divisions make up the Section of General Services: 
Vital Statistics, Administration, and Health Education. 
Four divisions — Communicable Disease, Tuberculosis, 
Public Health Nursing, and the Diagnostic Laboratory 
form the Medical Services Section while the Health 
Units and Dental Division make up the Section of Local 
Health Services. All sanitation is concentrated in the 
Section of Environmental Sanitation and includes the 
Milk Inspection Division, the Laboratory of Chemistry 
and Sanitary Biology, Food Division, Housing and Gen- 
eral Sanitation. 


IN-SERVICE AND PERSONNEL TRAINING PROGRAMS EMPHASIZED 

Special emphasis is placed on in-service training and 
on the selection of the best possible candidate for each 
position to be filled. Inspectors from the Housing and 
Sanitation Division and from the Food Division attended 
the University of Massachusetts at Amherst for a three- 
month special course in sanitation. This included class 
and laboratory chemistry, class and laboratory bac- 
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teriology, mathematics and surveying as pertaining to 
environmental sanitation; concrete construction; epi- 
demiology; food poisonings and infections; restaurant, 
milk plant and dairy farm sanitation; housing; mosquito, 
other insect and rodent control; control of noxious weeds 
and herbs; industrial hygiene; public speaking and health 
education. | 

A second training session which is being attended by 
sanitation personnel from the Department is an intensive 
five weeks training course at Syracuse University on 
housing appraisal and census which pertains to the 
objective measurement of housing quality standards. 
Completion of this work will permit Health Department 
personnel to use the methods for housing survey recom- 
mended by the American Public Health Association. 

Because of the wide demolition required by the con- 
struction of the new elevated highway, it was decided 
to embark on an extensive pest control program prior 
to the razing of the buildings. As a result of this 
decision, the Boston Health Department was requested 
to loan the services of one of the environmental sani- 
tation control officers to work on this program in a 
supervisory capacity. The request was granted and 
the work is currently under way. 


CIVIL DEFENSE ACTIVITIES OF THE BOSTON HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


One of the major requirements of 1950 was the Civil 
Defense Program. The organization of the health and 
medical section was the responsibility of the Health 
Commissioner, he being the chief medical officer of the 
Health Services Division of Civil Defense. It was 
necessary to devote much time, thought and personnel 
to the planning and organization of this vital part of 
defense work. Two members of the Department were 
assigned for full-time work on the program while the 
efforts of many others were and still are required to 
set up a defense team capable of effective work in the 
event of an emergency. Several hundred volunteers 
from the medical, dental, nursing and allied professional 
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fields have already been formed into various committees 
and groups and will function in highly specialized and 
technical fields. The seriousness of the program and 
the need for trained personnel to carry out well made 
plans is so self-evident to all involved that the Depart- 
ment has been able to obtain, on a volunteer basis, the 
services of some of the most able men in the medical 
and technical fields throughout the city. 


WHITE FUND HEALTH UNIT FUNCTIONING AS A FIELD TRAINING 
CENTER 

Another new project which will prove to be of real 
benefit to the City of Boston was the establishment of a 
service research and field training center at the Whittier 
Street Health Unit in the Roxbury section of the city. 
This program which is a cooperative one of the Boston 
Health Department, the Harvard School of Public 
Health and the Commonwealth Fund, will result in 
the setting up of a model program. The data which 
will be obtained from this program will be of enormous 
benefit to the people of the city and to the Health 
Department. 


LICENSING OF DAY CARE AGENCIES NOW A HEALTH DEPART- 
MENT ACTIVITY 

As a result of a new statute, all agencies giving care 
to children are required to be licensed by the Boston 
Health Department. To procure a license, these 
agencies must meet high standards for the physical 
plant, equipment and type of personnel employed. In 
addition to the Health Department, inspections are 
also made by the Fire and Building Departments. 
These inspections are repeated annually. Several 
divisions of the Health Department are involved, 
including the Housing and Sanitation, Food, Milk, 
Medical, Nursing, Nutrition, and Health Education. 
As a result of these inspections, great improvement has 
been noted. Marginal institutions have either raised 
their standards to comply with the regulations or have 
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closed. Progress is being made and the standard of 
care is showing persistent improvement. 

Hospitals, convalescent homes, and homes for the 
aged are licensed by the state. The Boston Health 
Department makes the inspections and reports the 
findings to the Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health. No license is issued by the state without the 
approval of the Boston Health Department. 


PLANNING FOR BETTER PUBLIC HEALTH IN BOSTON 


With the emphasis in public health being placéd more 
markedly each year on education and prevention, 
several new programs are emerging which will demand 
increasing time and effort. The large numbers of aging 
people in the population make it necessary to embark 
on programs directed toward these groups. Since 
accidents are one of the chief causes of death, with the 
vast majority preventable, an accident prevention 
program is clearly indicated with special emphasis on 
the need for better home safety. Scientific investigation 
has offered new hope for the cure of aleoholism. Although 
progress has been made, much remains to be done. 
Clinic facilities, education of the patient and the public 
being among the most pressing needs. Finally, the 
pace of modern living with the tensions generated by 
disturbing world events makes a program of mental 
hygiene an outstanding need. 
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ANTERIOR POLIOMYELITIS 


An outstanding reduction in the incidence of this 
disease occurred in 1950. Boston has been fortunate in 
enjoying a remarkably low incidence of polio for many 
years. In 1949, however, a sharp increase was noted 
with 277 resident cases being reported although only 
four deaths resulted. In 1950, however, there were only 
36 cases and 2 deaths which represents a return to the 
former low incidence of this disease. 

The continued small number of deaths reflects the 
benefits of early diagnosis and improved treatment 
methods. Since many of the reported cases are also 
of the nonparalytic variety and because of excellent 
treatment, crippling of any degree occurs in only a very 
small percentage of the cases reported. 


DIPHTHERIA 


After a four-year period of high incidence, the number 
of cases of diphtheria reported in 1950 dropped to 56, 
about 75 per cent less than in 1949. This sharp decline 
undoubtedly is the result of the increased emphasis on 
the booster dose program which is essential if a high level 
of immunity is to be maintained in the child population. 
The experience of the past few years has emphasized the 
fact that protective booster doses of diphtheria toxoid 
are required every two to three years throughout 
childhood. 

Cooperation of private physicians, child health clinics, 
and the school health programs in maintaining a co- 
ordinated immunization schedule for all children is 
clearly reflected in the dramatic lowering of the incidence 
of this disease. 
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MEASLES, MUMPS 


Both of these diseases showed an increase in 1950 — 
over the incidence in 1949. This was an expected 
phenomenon since neither measles nor mumps are 
controlled by immunization and they generally follow 
a three-year cycle of low to high incidence. Since 1949 
was the low point, increased morbidity was expected 
in 1950 and will probably also occur in 1951 after 
which another low year can be expected in 1952. Deaths 
from these diseases, however, seldom occur. There 
were no deaths from mumps and only one death from 
measles, the first to occur in five years. 


SCARLET FEVER 


For the fifth consecutive year, no deaths occurred 
from this disease and almost a 50 per cent reduction in 
the number of cases was reported. Modern drugs are 
particularly effective in the treatment of scarlet fever 
and are undoubtedly the reason for the nonexistence 
of a death rate for so many years. 


TYPHOID FEVER 


No deaths and only six cases were reported during 
the year, a situation which has been the general pattern of 
this disease for the last decade. Since these cases are due 
to carriers, it would seem that the present rates probably 
represent almost the irreducible minimum unless ways 
are found to prevent the existence of the carrier condi- 
tion. 


VENEREAL DISEASE 


Boston has been fortunate for many years in having 
a remarkably low case rate for syphilis and gonorrhea. 
The year 1950 was no exception. Five hundred sixty- 
four cases of syphilis were reported and 1,577 cases 
of gonorrhea giving case rates of 0.7 and 2.0 per thou- 
sand population respectively. 
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LICENSING 

The required state licensing of Boarding Homes for 
Infants, Boarding Homes for the Aged, Nursing and 
Convalescent Homes and Hospitals requires an approval 
by the local department. Inspections for approval are 
made by the Medical, Nursing, Food, Housing and 
Sanitary Divisions of the Boston Health Department | 
as well as approval of zoning, egress and yard inspection 
by the Boston Building Department and Boston Fire 
Department, including the Wire Division. 

A new state law enacted during the current year 
requires that any agency giving day care to three or 
more children under seven years of age and not of com- 
mon parentage must be licensed by the local health 
department. 

Approval of this license also includes inspection by 
the Building and Fire Department, as well as the 
Health Department. 
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The steady decrease in tuberculosis mortality has 
continued, 1950 having the smallest number of deaths 
from this disease ever recorded. There were 340 
deaths during the year as compared with 392 in 1949 
and 430 in 1948. This would tend to indicate that 
the mass surveying of the population during the chest 
X-ray program is already beginning to show results 
by finding cases of the disease in the early stages while 
hospitalization and treatment can still effect a cure.

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MASS CHEST X-RAY PROGRAM 

The mass chest X-ray program opened on September 
21, 1949, and closed on January 14, 1950, with a total 
of 556,044 X-rays taken. Activities at the retake 
center located in the Buddies’ Club on Boston Common 
continued for a month after the termination of the 
X-raying period so that all questionable X-rays could 
be checked. The retake center was then transferred 
to the South End Health Unit where follow-up on all 
the tuberculosis suspects found during the program 
was undertaken. The diagnostic center at the South 
End Health Unit which was set up early in the pro- 
gram was continued on a permanent basis. Now all

persons discharged from tuberculosis hospitals receive 
periodic checkups here for at least one year after release. 
Although primarily designed to be used as a diagnostic 
clinic, facilities are now being used more for follow-up 
work. The reason for the more extensive and diversified 
use of the diagnostic clinic by tuberculosis suspects and 
by diagnosed patients is the increased efficiency of the 
clinic in providing improved X-ray equipment, acces- 
sibility to other tuberculosis services and the convenience 
of daily clinic service. Laboratory facilities were also 
expanded in order to take care of the increased number 
of gastric specimens sent in by the diagnostic clinic. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 

Routine clinic services are available in 14 locations 
on a weekly or bimonthly basis with the South End 
Health Unit considered as the focal point of all tubercu- 
losis activities. A new surgical clinic was established 
during 1950. It was located at the South End Health 
Unit and now operates on a permanent basis for the 
follow-up of eases which have undergone SUrmery and 
require out-patient service. 


The industrial X-ray program continued to function — 


throughout the year using the mobile unit. Plans are 
under way to expand this service so that ultimately 
all industrial workers in the City of Boston will have 
an opportunity to be X-rayed periodically. 





The year 1950 reflected continuing advances in the 
promotion of health, the prevention of disease, and 
the control of illness. Although the birth rate this 
year was slightly lower, it is pleasing to note another 
reduction in the infant mortality rate as compared with 
previous years. This is a continuing trend which affords 
great satisfaction and is influenced in a marked degree 
by the activities not only of the child health clinics 
maintained by the City of Boston but also by the 
growing practice of bringing babies to the office of 
private practitioners, for the practice of preventive 
medicine. 

While the maternal mortality rate is slightly higher 
than in the previous year, it nevertheless marks a 
phenomenal reduction in the deaths of expectant 
mothers, and compares very favorably with the best 
of records of our large American cities.

CHILD HEALTH CONFERENCES 

The Health Department maintains well-child con- 
ferences for children not under the care of a family 
physician or pediatrician. These conferences are con- 
ducted in the health units and municipal buildings, 
some 30 clinics being held weekly at 19 different loca- 
tions. Provision for routine checkup, weighing, nutri- 
tion follow-up, physical examination, and immunization 
are among the services provided. These conferences 
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are staffed by physicians from Harvard, Tufts, and 
Boston University Schools of Medicine and by physicians 
and nurses of the Health Department. Visits to the 
well-child conferences during 1950 totaled 54,675.

SUPERVISION OF SCHOOL HYGIENE IN THE PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS 

The Health Department provides the medical and 
nursink supervision for some 30,000 parochial school 
children of the city. The program includes routine 
inspection of all children at the beginning of the school 
year and complete physical examination of all children 
in the first, fifth, and eighth grades. A physician and 
nurse visit the school each day to check children return- 
ing from absence, inspect those children referred by the 
classroom teachers and maintain communicable disease 
control. | 

As a part of the communicable disease program, all 
children not protected against diphtheria are immunized 
and booster doses administered if the need is indicated.

HEALTH UNITS 


Boston’s tenth health unit located in the Mattapan 
section of the city was dedicated in September, 1950. 

The health unit is the neighborhood center through 
which the services of the Health Department are brought 
to the people of Boston on a district basis. Hach unit 
is supervised by a medical inspector of the Health 
Department. Nurses, sanitary and food inspectors, 
health educators, and other personnel of the Health 
Department work out into the district from their head- 
quarters at the health unit. Dental clinics, tuberculosis 
clinies, X-ray facilities and well-child conferences are 
among the services offered at all the health units. In 
addition to the Health Department personnel, offices of 
other health and welfare agencies are also located in 
the building. This arrangement gives opportunity for 
close contact among the various agencies and assists in 
promoting coordination of the programs.

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DENTAL SERVICE 


During 1950 the Dental Division established a new 
clinic in the Jamaica Plain district making a total of 
13 dental clinics sponsored by the Boston Health De- 
partment. Approximately 38,000 patients were treated 
during the 12-month period ending December 30, 1950, 
at the various dental clinics located throughout the city. 


The program of education along the lines of preventive 
dentistry has made rapid progress. Approximately 
22,000 children have received prophylactic treatment 
with 2 per cent topical application of sodium fluoride. 
This year the necessity of completing each child’s dental 
work in a minimum of time has been stressed so that 
the child may lose as little time as possible from school. 
The number of visits has been cut down to an average 
of three to each child. 


HEALTH EDUCATION SERVICE 


Community organization programs highlighted the 
entire year. The first months of 1950 saw the conclusion 
of the mass chest X-ray program, an effort which re- 
quired the services of the staff. The closing months of 
the year brought organization of the Civil Defense 
Medical Services, a program which is expected to re- 
quire increasing effort for many months to come. 


Although the mass chest X-ray program was con- 
cluded in February, the program of the routine chest 
X-ray activities of schools and industries was again 
conducted by one of the staff members. With the 
passage of the law requiring a chest X-ray every three 
years for all school and child care agency personnel, 
detailed plans are being made to provide service for 
these increasing demands. The Day Care Agency 
Licensing Law also necessitated the inspection of each 
agency by a member of the staff to ascertain the educa- 
tional qualifications of those conducting the program. 
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| “The plans for revising the curriculum in health educa-_ 
* tion by the Archdiocese of Boston required special atten- 
tion by the staff member in charge of the parochial school 
program. As a result, a panel discussion was arranged 
at Teacher’s Institute and model lessons on all grade 
levels for the curriculum building committee are. being 
carried out most successfully. 

Routine activities of the service included the prepar a- 
tion of the. annual report, and- prebar ation of publicity 
for newspapers and radio. | 





HISTORY 


Public health nurses were first employed by the 
Boston Health Department in 1910, some 40 years ago. 
The reason for their employment and the scope of their 
work has changed over the years but their objective 
of education in health practices remains essentially 
the same. 

These first two nurses were given the assignment of 
visiting the homes of new born babies, primarily to 
discover cases of ophthalmia and to secure early treat- 
ment. At this time, it was beginning to be recognized 
that quarantine measures for the control of commun- 
icable diseases were not enough and that more person- 
alized service was needed. 

It was soon evident that the services of the nurses 
could be valuable in visiting those with communicable 
diseases. As the program expanded and the value of 
the nurses services were demonstrated, more nurses 
were added from time to time. 

In September, 1924, the Health Department took 
over the child hygiene work, both clinics and home 
visitation, from the Community Health Association, 
which is now the Visiting Nurse Association. As a 
result of the additional work entailed, 20 nurses were 
added to the staff. 

In January, 1925, the program was put on a general- 
ized basis and all nurses then in the Health Department 
were placed under a nurse director. Each nurse was 
given a district and did all the required work in her area. 

The family is recognized as the basic unit of society 
and those engaged in health work must be cognizant 
of this fact if our health teaching is to be 100 per cent 
effective. Anything which affects one member of a 
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family, whether it is diet, disease, mental hygiene 
or “‘whatever,” has an effect on the family as a whole. 
A good public health nurse sees a problem in relation 
to a family situation and directs her efforts to control 
or alleviate the problem with the family unit as a back- 
ground for her health teaching. 

In April, 1927, the clinic and out-patient service of 
the tuberculosis work formerly carried on by a separate 
Board of Trustees was transferred to the Health Depart- 
ment. This transfer added 34 nurses to the generalized 
program. The Tuberculosis Sanatorium at Mattapan, 
however, was not assigned to the Boston City Hospital 
Trustees. 

Another addition to the program was the parochial 
school nursing which had been added just prior to the 
tuberculosis work. 

One can easily see that the problems of staff education, 
reorganization and integration of the various phases of 
the work into an acceptable public health nursing 
program were considerable. We have, however, tried 
to demonstrate that the contributions of the public 
health nurse working in a generalized program under 
the direction of a nurse director, in a Municipal Health 
Department, is useful, economical, and efficient. 

Cooperation of the Health Department in the 
education of the nurse is not new. Back in the early 
part of 1925, students from Simmons College School 
of Public Health Nursing were accepted by the depart- 
ment for a part of their field training in public health 
nursing. This program has been enlarged and intensi- 
fied during the past few years. A plan has been worked 
out with Simmons College permitting our staff to 
supplement their public health training, the college 
allowing tuition credits in return for the field training 
given the students. Many of our nurses have taken 
advantage of this opportunity for further study. This 
same arrangement has now been made with Boston 
College and Boston University Schools of Nursing. 
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For many years, the public health nurse has given 
health service to a selected group of day nurseries or 
nursery schools. This service has now been enlarged 
to include an inspection service available to all agencies 
giving day care to preschool children, thereby con- 
tinuing and increasing the health service to these 
preschool age groups. | 

A new type of service has been added during the past 
two. years; that. of the inspection of boarding and 
convalescent homes for the aged. This part of the 
program gives promise of greater service to these 
older people. if ‘ 


COOPERATION WITH COMMUNITY AGENCIES 

During the year 1950, the director and staff of the 
Division of Public Health Nursing have been actively 
cooperating with various community agencies, serving 
on those committees concerned with public health and 
civilian defense activities. Some of the subjects con- 
sidered by these committees were: plans for home 
medical care, parent teaching in and out of hospitals, 
allocation of student nurses (both graduate and under- 
graduate) for field training in public health nursing and 
integration of health and social aspects in the basic 
curriculum and revision of interagency referral forms 
used for referrals between hospitals and public health 
agencies and follow-up of premature babies by the 
Boston Health Department nurses, Red Cross Home 
Nursing and Disaster Committees. There also has been 
active participation with the Nursing Advisory Com- 
mittee of the Boston College School of Nursing and the 
Educational and Sheltered Shop Committees of the 
Boston Tuberculosis Association. 


STAFF EDUCATION 

Miss Ann M. Matter, nursing consultant with the 
United States Public Health Service, was loaned to the 
Boston Health Department, Public Health Nursing 
Division, for one year which ended July 1, 1950. Most 
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of Miss Matter’s time during 1950 was spent in staff 
education in tuberculosis in a generalized public health 
nursing program. This consisted of lectures, individual 
and group conferences and assistance in-establishing new 
policies and practices in this field. | 

Three institutes on tuberculosis in a public health 
nursing program and one on the care of premature 
infants were held during the year. All nurses in the 
metropolitan district were invited to attend — from 300 
to 500 were registered at each institute session. 

Workshops under university auspices on School Nurs- 
ing, Supervision, Cost Analysis, Human Relations, and 
Child Health and Development were avtended® by a 
number of the supervising staff. 

Two nursing supervisors attended the National Tuber- 
culosis Convention in Washington, D. C., and the nurs- 
ing director attended the Biennial Convention of the 
American Nurses Association, National Organization of 
Public Health Nursing and League for Nursing Educa- 
tion held jointly in San Francisco, California, and the 
Annual Meeting of the State Nursing Organization in 
Springfield, Mass. 


NUTRITION SERVICE 


Several staff committees working with the nutritionist 
have been considering more effective methods of carrying 
out the nurses contributions in the field of child health, 
tuberculosis, day care of the preschool child and in 
geratrics, especially as applied to those older persons in 
convalescent and boarding homes for the aged. 


SCHOOL PROGRAM 


A great deal of progress has been made in unifying 
and improving the school health program. Numerous 
conferences have been held with the Diocesan Super- 
intendent of Schools and his group of supervisors and 
with the principals and nurses working in the various 
parochial schools of Boston.

The Bacteriological Laboratory continued its diag- 
nostic, bacteriological and serological services for phy- 
sicians, hospitals, and clinics on its established 365-day 
basis, maintaining necessary performance and certifica- 
tion levels in spite of personnel changes. The routine 
specimens received in the regulation outfits were aug- 
mented by quantity numbers of both blood and culture 
examinations for City, Fire and School Departments, 
as well as hospital groups. 


SPECIAL PROGRAMS 

Two special projects were initiated and completed 
in collaboration with staff members of the Tuft’s Med- 
ical School. One study performed bedside and contact 
(in census tract districts) culturing for the isolation 
of H. pertussis on a selective medium in an attempt 
to evaluate the success of prior immunizations. 

The second research project, as a continuance of the 
city-wide TB case finding program, was a comparative 
study of the selectivity of two types of artificial medii 
for the growth of M. tuberculosis with simultaneous 
culturing of guinea pigs of the identical unknown speci- 
mens of all types of body fluids. This work has sub- 
sequently been reported by one of the participating 
bacteriologists at the annual meeting of medical labo- 
ratory technicians, thereby winning an award for the 
best scientific paper presented. 7 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 

Intramural activities included use of the Laboratory 
as an associate in Public Health Laboratory practice 
for two foreign graduate students of the Harvard School 
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of Public Health for several months. In addition 
Public Health Laboratory methodology in correlation 
with the various functions of a City Health Depart- 
ment was demonstrated to seven medical and science 
school groups. 

Extramural activities included the successful com- 
pletion by three members of the professional staff of 
medical diagnostic courses at the Harvard School of 
Public Health and the Boston University Medical 
School, respectively, while the director attended the 
briefing in “Radiological Health’ given at Harvard 
Medical School by the United States Public Health 
Service to health officials of the New England area. 
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QUALITY OF MILK SOLD IN BOSTON 


The most noteworthy achievement of the Milk In- 
spection Service in 1950 has been the substantial im- 
provement of Boston’s already high quality milk supply. 
Considerable time and effort of this Department in 
1950 was devoted to the more efficient operation of 
establishments for the pasteurization of milk and in- 
sistence on hot water sterilization of pasteurizing 
equipment as a step toward the elimination of the 
presence of coliform bacteria in pasteurized milk and 
cream. That the cumulative effect of such work has 
reduced the incidence of coliform bacteria is evidenced 
by the fact that warning notices concerning coliform 
bacteria as indicative of contamination after pasteuriza- 
tion numbered approximately 340 as compared with 
423 such notices sent to dealers in 1949 and 611 in 1948. 

In addition to this progress in the elimination of 
E. coli, the quality of Grade A milk sold in Boston, as 
measured by its bacterial content, shows a substantial 
improvement. The average bacterial content of Grade A 
milk offered for sale in Boston in 1950 and as published 
monthly in the survey of the Quality of Milk Sold in 
Boston was 900 colonies of bacteria in one cubic centi- 
meter. In 1949, this average was 1,100. 

The high standard of excellence attained in 1949 
by milk pasteurized, the poorest quality milk sold in 
Boston, was maintained in 1950. The average bacterial 
content of this milk in 1950, as in 1949, was more than 
twice as good as that prescribed for Grade A milk by 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and more than 
five times as good as the requirements of the United 
States Public Health Service Code. 
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To further attest the fact that Boston’s milk supply 
is constantly improving is the decreasing number of 
warning notices sent to dealers about excessive bacterial 
content of milk and cream. In 1950, 76 such warnings 
were issued as compared to 176 in 1949 and 488 in 1948. 

The continued success of the Boston system of ex- 
amining milk at country receiving plants before it is 
shipped to Boston is shown by an estimated 95 per cent 
of the raw milk received for pasteurization containing 
less than 400,000 colonies of bacteria in one cubic centi- 
meter as compared with 87 per cent in 1949. 

Not a single case of disease traceable to the Boston 
milk supply was reported in 1950. 


QUALITY OF CREAM 


The project for the improvement of the cream supply 
begun in 1947 accomplished important results in 1948 
and 1949 and became permanent by an amendment to 
Health Department Regulations, Article XII, section 
DA, on January 1, 1950, so that at the present time, the 
quality of the Boston cream supply is quite satisfactory. 


CONTAMINATION OF MILK AND CREAM AFTER PASTEURIZATION 


Article XII of the existing regulations was amended 
by section 2B which states, in brief, that all equip- 
ment over which pasteurized milk or cream may flow 
must be sterilized by hot water at a temperature of not 
less than 180° F. for not less than 10 minutes. This 
regulation became effective on January 1, 1950, and 
has accomplished its objectives in a substantial degree. 

The Boston Federal Order Formula is designed to 
give to the producer of milk a price which varies with 
the price the farmer has to pay for the supplies he must 
buy in order to produce that milk. In 1950, it gave to 
the producer a fair price so that a plentiful supply of 
good quality milk was available throughout 1950. 
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WATER SUPPLY 


As required by the United States Government, this 
department continued to maintain a close watch over 
the quality of the Boston water supply. More than 285 
samples of water were examined each month. 


NUMBER OF SAMPLES EXAMINED 

During 1950, the Milk Inspection Service examined 
about 31,000 samples of milk, cream, ice cream, water, 
and miscellaneous foodstuffs, an increase of nearly 5,000 
samples examined over 1949. Most of this increase is 
due to the fact that an additional Collector of Samples 
has been employed since May 29, 1950. 


NUMBER OF LICENSES AND PERMITS 


The number of licenses to sell milk, licenses to manu- 
facture frozen desserts, and permits to sell frozen 
desserts was approximately the same in 1950 as in 
1949. On July 1, 1950, the Federal tax on oleomargarine 
was discontinued. Because of the elimination of this 
tax, the sale of oleomargarine became more prevalent. 
As a result, approximately 15 per cent more registra- 
tions for dealers in oleomargarine has been issued by 
this office. 


COURT PROSECUTIONS 


In 1950, chemical analysis disclosed 16 violations of 
the law. In each instance, a complaint was filed in court 
and a conviction obtained. Fines assessed totaled $695.

1900—Deaths from diarrhea and enteritis in children less than 
two years of age were numerous and these diseases were 
a principal cause of death in children. 

1950—There were only four deaths from diarrhea and enteritis 
in children under two years of age and no case was 
traceable to the milk supply. 
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During 1950 the supervision of the food supplies of 
Boston and of all processing plants, restaurants, and 
other eating and drinking establishments continued 
unabated as part of the program of food inspection of 
the Health Department. Approximately 150,000 in- 
spections were made, and over 1,500,000 pounds of food 
were condemned and destroyed, most of which consisted 
of decomposed fruits and vegetables. In pounds there 
were ten times as many vegetables condemned and 
destroyed as compared with the quantity of fruits. 
Fortunately, it was unnecessary to destroy any large 
amount of protein foods. Among the shipments of food 
to Boston embargoed or condemned were 7 carloads 
of onions that had been held too long in storage in 
Chicago by speculators and that arrived in Boston in a 
decomposed condition. Another shipment consisted of 
76 boxes of dressed poultry weighing 4,950 pounds and 
originating in Belfast, Maine. Information was ob- 
tained from the U. 8. Food and Drug Administration 
that the poultry has been slaughtered and dressed under 
insanitary conditions. On arrival in Boston the poultry 
was found to be unsatisfactory. In consequence, the 
shipment was embargoed and returned to the super- 
vision of the Federal Government. Some of it was 
condemned and destroyed. That which was salvageable 
was reconditioned under the supervision of the Federal 
and City inspectors and released for use as human food. 

The bulk of the fruits and vegetables shipped into 
Boston by rail arrives at the Boston Market Terminal 
in South Boston. Here cars are inspected and passed 
or rejected by a representative of this division. It was 
necessary to confer with the legal representatives of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, and to 
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adopt an agreement which requires that all rejected 
ears of fruits and vegetables arriving at the Boston 
Market Terminal and that are salvageable in part must 
be reconditioned at the Boston Market Terminal. This 
arrangement will prevent any supply of unwholesome 
or decomposed fruits and vegetables from making its 
way into the Boston market. 


RESTAURANT SANITATION 

The collection of swab-rinse samples from eating and 
drinking utensils for bacteriological examination was 
continued. Such samples were collected from 1,276 
eating and drinking establishments. Samples were 
taken from glasses, cups, spoons, forks, and plates. In 
all, 5,133 swab-rinse samples were examined. In each 
ease, where the washing and sterilization of the eating 
and drinking utensils were considered inadequate or 
ineffective, the owner or manager was requested to come 
in for an interview and for specific verbal instructions 
on the proper methods that should be employed. Such 
interviews were conducted with 964 individuals during 
1950. This type of individual education is regarded 
very highly. The psychology of the situation favors 
effective instruction and the lesson that is taught is 
durable if not permanent. 

The restaurant sanitation program continued simul- 
taneously in other ways. A health education program 
was conducted with the food handlers of the United Air 
Lines at the Logan Airport and special sanitary surveys 
with adequate follow-up inspections were made of all 
the commissaries and lunchrooms that serve the Logan 
Airport. The sound motion picture on restaurant 
Sanitation entitled ‘‘The Stowaway”? was used for 
in-service training for all the food inspectors, and for 
the enlightenment of food handlers in chain restaurants. 
The Food Division participated actively in the food 
handlers training programs of the U. 8. Navy at the 
Fargo Building Headquarters in South Boston, and at 
the Chelsea Naval Hospital in Chelsea. A new and 
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revised edition of Food for Thought, the educational 
booklet dealing with restaurant sanitation, was prepared. 
Over. 10,000 copies were printed: for distribution. This 
booklet was. also translated into: Chinese and. 3,000. 
copies. were prepared. and distributed. Hand hygiene 
posters were also distributed among the Chinese res- 
taurants, and an educational program emphasizing the 
importance of self-inspection and self-supervision was 
conducted. 

Although there are several thousand restaurants 
operating in Boston, during 1950 it was necessary to 
bring the owners of only three restaurants before the 
Boston Licensing Board for operating under insanitary 
conditions. After a hearing, each restaurant was ordered 
closed until the insanitary conditions were abated to the 
satisfaction of this division. | 

It is becoming obvious that food dispensing machines 
will have to come under closer supervision than ever 
before. While no case of disease has been traced to the 
consumption of food or drink from such machines in 
Boston, the lack of suitable facilities for sanitating the 
equipment wherever located creates a potential public 
health hazard. The lack of hand hygiene facilities for 
the operator who services the machines is likewise a 
significant public health hazard. So far, foods and 
drink have been safeguarded by high concentrations of 
sugar or by cold and heat. The public health, however, 
demands clean food that is free of excessive bacterial 
numbers and not merely safe food. The automatic 
food and drink dispensers in use should be studied 
thoroughly as well as the system of servicing employed, 
and a sanitary code regulating their use and supervision 
should be prepared. The cooperation of the industry 
will be invited partly for educational reasons and partly 
for the purpose of preparing a code that will be 
acceptable. 


SPECIAL ACTIVITIES 
Civil Defense units have been organized in every 
strategic area in the United States, and the problem of 
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food supplies and food protection played an important 
role in all the planning and organization for an emer- 
gency. In Boston, this responsibility was vested in 
the Section on Environmental Sanitation, a branch of 
the Medical Services Division of the Boston Depart- 
ment of Civil Defense. The Food Division is an 
important part of this section-and was responsible for 
obtaining adequate representation from the entire food 
industry in all of its aspects. An organization is being 
developed and perfected to meet a serious emergency 
should one arise. big Sas 

In preparation for meeting emergencies arising out of 
atomic warfare, representatives of the Food Division 
attended a two-day meeting in Albany, N. Y., in 
September, held under the auspices of the Emergency 
Council of Food and Drug Officials of the Northeastern 
States. During April, a two-day course dealing with 
the radiological effects on health was given at the 
Harvard School of Public Health, under the auspices 
of the U. S. Public Health Service, and was attended 
by a representative of this division. _ ; 





DRUGGISTS MEET WITH HEALTH COMMISSION TO DISCUSS 
DRUG STORE FOOD SERVICE SANITATION 
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The Brighton Abattoir is the only location within 
the City of Boston where animals may be slaughtered. 
It is composed of seven individually operated slaughter- 
houses which are under the constant supervision of 
inspectors of the Food Division. 


The program of structural repairs and improvements 
continued during 1950. New equipment for the con- 
trol of odors was installed in the rendering building 
and the slaughterhouses provided new offal tables, 
boning tables, and galvanized barrels. Catch basins 
were made more efficient and the waste service supply 
improved. 

In another house new electrical wiring was installed 
throughout and new dressing rooms and toilets were 
provided for the employees. 

The Health Department received a request for per- 
mission to slaughter horses but in view of the fact that 
special equipment would be necessary and that there 
is not a building properly equipped for this type of 
slaughtering the request was denied.

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WATER EXAMINATIONS 


A total of 3,655 drinking water samples were taken 
from throughout the city for chemical and bacterio- 
logical examination. Over 100 complaints from various 
districts, including Deer Island and Long Island, were 
investigated for color, taste, available chlorine, pH and 
bacteriological content. In those cases where cause for 
action was found, immediate remedial measures were 
effected. 

Five hundred twenty-eight samples were taken from 
indoor and outdoor swimming pools for chemical and 
bacteriological examination. The inspector assigned to 
this work was frequently called in by operators of 
swimming pools for consultation and advice on sanitary, 
chemical and bacteriological problems. 

During the swimming season from June 15 to Septem- 
ber 15, 201 samples from bathing beaches and wading 
pools throughout the city were examined through 
chemical and bacteriological analysis. 


RODENT CONTROL 


The city-wide rat control program has continued 
with added cooperation and interest from all persons 
contacted. There is marked indication that the pro- 
gram is improving conditions since complaints investi- 
gated in 1949 exceeded 600, whereas only 16 were 
brought to our attention in 1950, and cause for action 
has dropped from 719 in 1949 to 369 in 1950. 


AID TO X-RAY PROGRAM 


During the latter part of 1949 and early in 1950, the 
personnel of this division was requested by the Com- 
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mittee of the Boston Chest X-Ray Program to assist 
in this program. The Housing and Sanitation Division 
readily responded to the request and the entire inspec- 
tion force was placed at the disposal of Mr. Edgar A. 
Perry. Our inspectors spent two days canvassing the 
downtown area of Boston, visiting hundreds of business 
establishments. This task would no doubt have taken 
the committee weeks to complete. Many of the in- 
spectors also acted as hosts at the various X-ray units 
located throughout the city. 


HEATING 

Inspectors of this division have’ assisted the clerks of 
the district courts in providing adequate heat for tenants 
by making inspections and taking temperature readings 
when requested. This additional work often meant 
visits during the night hours and Saturdays. The 
service was given unselfishly by the inspectors and in 
most instances resulted in the provision of sufficient 
heat. In a few cases, it became necessary to prosecute 
owners who failed to provide an adequate amount of 
heat. ; 


CLEAN-UP CAMPAIGN 

The Annual Clean-Up Campaign was Bee 
early in the spring. Outside conditions were found to 
be the cleanest in many years. This was due to the 
daily observations made by our inspectors of the out- 
side condition of both public and private properties plus 
the fact that this winter the Public Works Department 
was not hindered by snow and ice in making regular 
collections. 

It is interesting to note that on December 8, 1950, 
Boston was picked as one of the cleanest cities in 
America in a nationwide contest which included 3,000 
municipalities. This announcement was made over a 
nationwide hookup on NBC on the “We the People” 

radio program. 
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COURT ACTIONS 


During the year, the legal assistant prepared and 
presented for the Housing and Sanitation Division 24 
cases in the municipal and district courts throughout 
the city. In many instances, titles of properties at the 
Registry of Deeds and at the Registry of Probate were 
examined so that the orders of the Health Commissioner 
were served on legally responsible persons and met as 
necessary. 
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A study of vital statistics for Boston reveals that the 
maternal death rate allocated for Boston residents is 
again exceedingly low. Fifteen resident deaths due to 
puerperal causes were recorded for the year 1950, with 
16,179 births occurring. Although a maternal death 
rate of 0.9 was recorded, which is higher than the record 
year 1949, when a rate of 0.4 per 1,000 live and still- 
births was achieved, this rate will undoubtedly still 
compare most favorably with any city of comparable 
size in the country. 

A lower crude birth and death rate for Boston residents 
is due to two dependent factors, namely, the population 
and the vital phenomena. The 1950 decennial enumera- 
tion of the U. S. Census Bureau records the Boston 
population as 790,863, an increase of approximately 
20,000 over the 1940 census. The total number of 
deaths was slightly lower than in 1949. 

Heart disease and cancer are again the two leading 
causes of death in Boston. This division, in compliance 
with the request of the National Office of Vital Statis- 
tics, has been coding deaths according to the Sixth 
Revision of the International Classification of Diseases, 
Injuries and Causes of Deaths. The use of this new 
coding manual has a tendency to assign to heart and 
cancer a number of deaths which were formerly as- 
signed to other causes. 

Deaths attributed to diabetes, arterioeaiaeiaaae tuber- 
culosis, cerebral hemorrhage and all forms of pneumonia 
will be correspondingly lower because of assignment 
rules of the new Manual of Classification. 

Deaths due to infectious and parasitic diseases are at 
a minimum and in many instances, nonexistent.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES.

SIR: 

In compliance with the ordinances, the trustees of 
the Boston City Hospital present the following report 
of its condition for the year ending December 31, 1950. 

This is the eighty-seventh annual report of the Hospi- 
tal Department, which consists of the Main Hospital, 
the South Department for contagious diseases, the San- 
atorium Division, and the East Boston Relief Station. 
The Haymarket Square Relief Station has been in the 
custody of the Public Buildings Department since May, 
1938. The West Department was transferred to the 
Public Works Department February, 1939. 

The Board of Trustees was organized May 5, 1950, 
by election of Dr. Martin J. English as President, and 
Dr. Thomas J. Giblin as Secretary. 
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In January, Dr. Mary Moore Beatty resigned as 
Trustee and Mr. Stuart C. Rand was appointed for 
term ending April 30, 1951. 

In April, Mr. Richard J. Condon was appointed to 
the Board of Trustees for term ending April 30, 1955. 


EXPENDITURES. 


The total expenditures for all departments of the 
Hospital, excepting the Sanatorium Division, during the 
fiscal year were $9,184,552.36. Of the total operating 
expenses, $7,894,251.31 was expended on the hospital 
proper and its subdivisions; $597,684.00 on account of 
the Out-Patient Department; $600,813.36 on account 
of the South Department; and $91,803.69 on account 
of the Kast Boston Relief Station. 


Of the amount spent on the Pathological Laboratory, 
$168,265.19, $153,121.83 is included in the hospital 
proper expenditures, $11,778.56 in the Out-Patient De- 
partment, and $3,365.30 in the South Department 
expenditures. The entire amount spent on the Thorn- 
dike Memorial Laboratory, $133,507.18, is included in 
the hospital proper expenditures. Of the $340,889.81, 
total amount spent on the X-Ray and Photographic 
Department, $184,080.50 is charged to the hospital 
proper; $153,400.41 to the Out-Patient Department and 
$3,408.90 on account of the South Department. Of the 
total amount spent on the Department of Physical 
Therapeutics, $380,722.77, $10,445.74 is charged to the 
hospital proper, $19,969.80 to the Out-Patient Depart- 
ment and $307.23 to the South Department. Of the 
amount spent on the Department of Immunology, 
$8,990.99, $89.91 is charged to the hospital proper, 
and $8,901.08 to the Out-Patient Department. Of 
the amount spent on the Biochemical Laboratories, 
$168,242.35, $148,053.27 is charged to the hospital 
proper and $20,189.08 to the Out-Patient Department. 
Of the amount spent on the Department of Surgical 
Research, $16,990.45, $8,495.23 is charged to the hos- 
pital proper and $8,495.22 to the Out-Patient Depart- 
ment. Of the amount spent on the Department of 
Dentistry, Oral Surgery, $16,882.76, $1,350.62 is charged 
to the hospital proper and $15,532.14 to the Out-Patient 
Department. The entire amount spent on the Depart- 
ment of Inhalational Therapy, $3,986.24, is included 
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in the hospital proper expenditures. Of the amount 
spent on the Department of Social Work, $128,519.46, 
$80,967.26 is charged to the hospital proper, $46,267.01 
to the Out-Patient Department and $1,285.19 to the 
South Department. Of the amount spent in ascertain- 
ing the settlement of patients, $9,244.87, $8,875.08 was 
spent on the hospital proper and $369.79 on the South 
Department. 

In Table No. 2 the expenditures of the hospital proper 
and the South Department are combined under the 
title ‘‘ Main Hospital’’.

IV. LITIGATION. 


A. SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT. 


The following cases in which the city, its officers or 
agents were a party were decided by the Supreme 
Judicial Court during the year: 


Collector of Taxes of Boston v. Cigarette Service Company, 
Ine. | 


This was an action of contract against a domestic 
business corporation to collect unpaid taxes upon 
cigarette vending machines assessed to the defendant 
by the Assessors of Boston for the years 1939, 1940, 
1941, 1942, and 1943, respectively. The defendant’s sole 
business was the sale of cigarettes by means of vending 
machines owned by it and placed in various business 
establishments under a uniform written agreement 
with the proprietor of each business whereby the 
defendant was authorized to place a machine on the 
premises without cost to the proprietor, and the defend- 
ant agreed to service machines and pay a commission 
at rates varying with the number of packages sold. 
The sole question was whether these vending machines 
were subject to local taxation by reason of being 
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‘‘machinery used in the conduct of the business’”’ of the 
defendant within the meaning of G. L. (Ter. Ed.) ec. 59, 
s. 5, Sixteenth. The material portion of clause Six- 
teenth, describing an exemption, is ‘‘property, other 
than real estate, poles, underground conduits, wires and 
pipes, and other than machinery used in the conduct 
of the business, owned by domestic business corpora- 
tions . . . as defined in section thirty of chapter 
sixty-three; . . . provided, that the term ‘machin- 
ery used in the conduct of the business’ shall not, as 
herein used, be deemed to include stock in trade 

. . The Superior Court judge found for the 
defendant. Upon appeal by the city the Supreme 
Judicial Court reversed the Superior Court and entered 
judgment for the plaintiff, holding that, — 


‘We think that the vending machines were ‘machin- 
ery used in the conduct of the business’ of the defend- 
ant within the meaning of clause Sixteenth.” 


Defining ‘‘machinery” within the intention of the 


statute as “ . . . any combination of mechanical 
means designed to work together so as to effect a given 
eee otating further that, ‘“. « . .. This 


is an appropriate description of the machines of the 
defendant. The machines, moreover, were not ‘stock 
in trade,’ for . . . the defendant was in the 
business of selling cigarettes, not cigarette vending 
machines. Its ‘stock in trade’ under clause Sixteenth, 
therefore, consisted of cigarettes, but not of the machines 
utilized to vend them : 


The Fisher School v. Assessors of Boston, 325 Mass. 529. 

These were three appeals by the Fisher School from 
decisions of the Appellate Tax Board sustaining the 
refusal of the assessors to abate real estate taxes for 
the years 1945, 1946, and 1947. The question was 
whether on the evidence the school was entitled to 
exemption from the real estate tax under G. L. (Ter. 
Ed.) c. 59, s. 5. The court reversed the action of the 
Appellate Tax Board in denying an abatement and 
ordered that the cases stand for further hearing. The 
court held, — 

“the board’s decision was erroneous in that it was 


rested to some extent, at least, on a finding which 
was of no materiality. We refer to the following: 
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‘In the opinion of the board, the failure of the appel- 
lant to explain satisfactorily the financial transactions 
of the appellant and of its predecessor at the time 
of the transition from the Fisher Business School to 
the appellant likewise casts doubt upon the charitable 
aspect of the appellant corporation’ . . . The 
old corporation was under no obligation to turn any 
particular amount of property over to the appellant. 
The only question to be determined by the board 
was whether the assets originally turned over to the 
appellant, irrespective of amount, and those subse- 
quently beluliers by it were devoted to charitable 
purposes 


McLean v. Boston, 1951 Mass. Adv. Sh. 307. 


This was a bill in equity under G. L. (Ter. Ed.) 
c. 231A, to determine the constitutionality of St. 1949, 
c. 191, as amended, which purports to authorize the 
Metropolitan Transit Authority, acting as agent for 
the City of Boston, to acquire in fee by eminent domain 
or otherwise certain parcels of land in Hast Boston for 
the purpose of securing new sites for houses moved out 
of the path of new Metropolitan Transit Authority con- 
struction. Upon the completion of the removal of these 
buildings they and the lots of land upon which they 
have been relocated were to be sold and disposed of to 
former owners of the buildings or former occupants at 
private sale, or at public auction. 

The issue was whether or not the taking of two parcels 
of land owned by the plaintiff by eminent domain was 
for a public or private purpose. The Superior Court 
judge ruled the statute to be constitutional and the 
takings valid. The Supreme Judicial Court affirming 
the decree said, ‘ , that ordinarily property 
cannot be taken by eminent domain and paid for by 
public money raised by taxation for the purpose of re- 
conveying it or disposing of it to private individuals 

: This principle, however, is not applicable when 
the property so taken is sold or disposed of in furtherance 


of a public purpose . . . Because of a public im- 
provement declared necessary by the Legislature, two 
hundred seven persons . . ._ were to find themselves 


homeless through no fault of theirs. We are of opinion — 
that this situation justified action by the Legislature to 
remedy it. The statute permitted the expenditure of 
money raised by taxation for a public purpose and’ in 
consequence it is not unconstitutional.”

Wanders v. Superintendent of Public Buildings of Boston, 
1950 Mass. Adv. Sh. 777. | 


This was a petition for a writ of mandamus to order 
the Superintendent of Public Buildings to recognize the 
petitioner as holding the position of supervisor of 
mechanics in the Public Buildings Department. The 
petitioner was a civil service employee of the Public 
Buildings Department and was promoted on November 
28, 1949, following certification by the Director of Civil 
Service, to the position of supervisor of mechanics, at a 
salary of $3,800 per year. A new mayor having been 
elected on November 8, 1949, and having duly qualified 
as mayor on January 2, 1950, the petitioner was restored 
to his former status as working foreman-carpenter at 
$3,200 per year. St. 1939, c. 332, provided as follows: 
“Section 1. The term or tenure of office of the holder 
of any office or position in the service of the City of 
Boston who is appointed between an election at which 
a new mayor is elected as successor to the mayor last 
previously elected and the qualification of such successor 
shall expire or terminate on January thirty-first next 
following such appointment by operation of law, not- 
withstanding the provisions of chapter thirty-one of the 
General Laws or any other provision of law. No 
increase in salary or compensation granted by the City 
of Boston or Suffolk County during any such period to 
any officer or employee paid by it or partly by said 
county and partly by the commonwealth, except step-— 
rate increases, so called, shall be effective after January » 
thirty-first next following the end of such period.” The 
court held that the statute applied to positions under 
civil service as well as to other ‘positions and applied to 
promotions as well as to original appointments. The 
court said that ‘“. In our opinion the term of 
office of the petitioner expired on January 31, 1950.” 


Cole Drug Company of Massachusetts v. Boston, 1950 
Mass. Adv. Sh. 895. 

The plaintiff in this action sued in tort for damage to 
personal property negligently caused by water escaping 
from a main as the result of a break or separation at the 
base of a fire hydrant. About 1 a.m. on May 7, 1948, 
the hydrant became separated at the base from the 
lateral pipe, and a ‘‘geyser’’ was thrown 8 to 10 feet in 
the air. There was no fire at the time. The plaintift’s 
basement was flooded, the depth of water being 13 inches 
at24a.mM. The main was not shut off until4 a.m. Mean- 
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time the maximum height attained by the water in the 
basement was 38 to 40 inches. The Supreme Judicial 
Court said, in upholding a finding for the plaintiff,— 

er The negligence of the city employees arose 
not out of fire protection but out of acts related to the 
water supply system. The maintenance of such a 
system in part for the use of inhabitants who pay for 
water supplied constitutes a commercial function, for 
negligence in the discharge of which a municipality is 
liable in the same way as would be a private company 
similarly engaged . . . No damages were awarded 
for any loss before the lapse of a reasonable time for 
shutting off the water. The ground of liability was 
negligent delay in shutting off the main supply of water. 
That some of the main supply might serve at other 
times to extinguish a fire does not prevent liability in 
the circumstances here disclosed ‘ 


B. DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC UTILITIES;

A representative of the department attended hearings 
before the Department of Public Utilities and the 
Department of Public Works of the state and the 
Healer Port Authority when the city’s interest war- 
ranted.

There is still a marked increase in the number of 
Workmen’s Compensation cases handled by this de- 
partment.

During the year the office appeared in 45 cases in this 
court and examined all petitions and papers filed 
therewith, preparing many answers to said petitions, 
documents and stipulations affecting the land and 
title sought to be registered.

During the year appearances were made in numerous 
cases in the Probate Court in matters affecting the 
City of Boston in its capacity as a public charitable 
trustee. All accounts upon which the city or its de- 
partments were cited were examined.

C. COLLECTIONS FROM ESTATES OF DE- 
CEASED PERSONS RELIEVED FROM 
TAXATION. 


These cases involve the collection of taxes from the 
estates of persons relieved therefrom as prescribed by 
G. L., c. 59, s. 5A, the amounts having been committed 
by the assessors to the Collector of Taxes upon a special 
warrant. 

_ During the year 75 cases were referred to the Law 
Department for collection. Of these 39 cases were 
settled and closed in the amount of $10,103.05, which 
amount was turned over to the City Collector. The 
settlement of these cases was recommended with author- 
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ity from the State Tax Commissioner and approval of the 
Board of Assessors of the City of Boston. In 11 cases 
total abatements were granted because of no available 
assets in the estates. 

There were many cases in the process of settlement at 
the close of the year and in all others a notice of claim 
has been filed in the Probate Court in behalf of the City 
of Boston. 


D. CLAIMS AGAINST BANKRUPTS. 


During 1950, 189 bankrupt estates were investigated 
to ascertain whether the bankrupts were indebted 
to the city. In 112 of these estates claims aggregating 
$24,687.51 were filed. Claims to the amount of $2,691.81 
were subsequently withdrawn because the items in- 
volved were satisfied from other sources. Sums received 
in 1950 from bankrupt estates totaled $2,658.35.

OVERSEERS OF THE PuBLIC WELFARE. 3 


New Method Adopted ... 
Integration of Case Loads 


A small pilot experiment in procedure in the field of 
public relief administration resulted, during the past 
year, in a complete change in handling the city’s welfare 
case load. 


In May, 1948, the Department of Public Welfare 
initiated in Jamaica Plain a departure from its usual 
method of administering assistance by ‘“‘integrating’’ 
the case loads of a certain group of social workers, and 
assigning to them cases in two categories instead of one. 
The regular practice had been for the social worker to 
devote his or her time and professional skills to one 
group of recipients exclusively, as, for instance, those 
receiving Old Age Assistance. The new program cut 
across two fields of service in Jamaica Plain, the workers 
involved being assigned to serve those in the Old Age 
Assistance bracket as well as those on General Relief. 
The latter is an inclusive designation involving men 
and women of all ages; the city’s temporarily unfor- 
tunate have recourse to this division. 


Pitot EXPERIMENT. 


The Jamaica Plain experiment was carefully watched 
and studied throughout two years, from May, 1948, 
until March, 1950. Time was given to prove its 
advantages to the relief system, to client, and worker, 
but it gave an inadequate over-all picture because only 
two groups of clients were included in the integration. 


To gain a complete picture of the total effect of the 
new system now coming into general use throughout the 
country, Kast Boston was chosen as a proving ground for 
integration of the entire public welfare case load in the 
three categories. On March 8 of this year the inclusive 
plan was set up by this branch, with field supervisors and 
social workers assuming responsibility for a limited area 
with cases falling into all categories. 


This necessitated drastic changes in the whole setup. . 
It required a master plan of organization, new boundaries 
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for districts, readjustment of files, adaptation in the 
clerical force to changes required. Above all it de- 
manded of social workers their reorientation to the new 
system and their assumption of new duties in handling 
diversified needs and serving the people in all age groups. 


ORIENTATION CLASSES. 


While the East Boston change-over was in process, the 
department social workers were being briefed in the de- 
tails of the new system. Orientation classes were set up 
covering the different categories. The specialist in aiding 
Old Age Assistance clients learned about the needs of the 
homeless man and evicted families. Those who had de- 
voted years to the administration of Aid to Dependent 
Children studied laws on administration of relief to the 
aging and to those on General Relief. Workers on 
General Relief cases studied federal legislation and meth- 
ods, requirements and regulations for aiding clients re- 
ceiving Old Age Assistance and Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren. Total integration of all case loads in all districts 
began on November 15, 1950. 


Conditions and problems faced in district offices during 
the process of integration are briefly outlined as follows: 


Synopsis of the laws and policies governing the three 
categories of relief was distributed for study, and changes 
outlined, to acquaint workers with the new system. 
Some advantages noted were: (1) elimination of visits to 
one home by more than one social worker; (2) reduction 
of the geographical area to be covered; (3) indoctrination 
of staff with welfare responsibilities in all categories. 


Crensus TRACTS. 


The first big job was readjusting district lines for the 
purpose of evening off case loads by districts, using as far 
as possible the City of Boston health and welfare census 
tracts. This task was performed by the Central Office 
personnel and submitted to the various districts in time 
to begin the actual segregation of case records to be trans- 
ferred to other district offices. 


In one comparatively small General Relief office, this 
meant that more than 50 per cent of the case load was 
to be transferred, requiring detailed listing of all cases. 
- While this was being done, the office received more than 
2,000 case records from other districts. This exchange 
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involved transfer of files and other miscellaneous mate- 
rial such as desk cards, master file cards, etc., all of 
which took place while business as usual was the order 
of the day. Cases transferred had to be checked care- 
fully against the list received, errors noted and corrected. 


EXCHANGE OF WORKERS. 


A general exchange of social workers from one district 
to another followed. This was accomplished by an 
equitable distribution of workers according to their train- 
ing and knowledge, to insure personnel specially trained 
in each of the three categories. 


Transfer of workers, both social and clerical, was by 
far the most difficult part of the conversion process. 
Workers who had carried assignments in one district for 
periods ranging from five to fifteen years were trans- 
ferred to a new environment and took on, under new 
management, an integrated case load including two 
additional categories with which they were not thor- 
oughly familiar, calling for adjustments on the part of 
workers and supervisors. 


The new setup required a breakdown of the Boston 
area into small, fairly equal units, giving fewer cases to 
the worker covering a large, sparsely settled area and an 
increased case load to the worker covering a thickly 
settled small area, keeping in mind that clear-cut bound- 
aries were important, and maintaining average case loads 
as nearly as possible to the norm of 157 cases per worker. 
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SOCIAL SERVICE DIVISION 


Boston residents wishing to apply for public 
assistance, through Old Age Assistance, Aid to 
Dependent Children, or General Relief, make 
application through the Social Service Divi- 
sion. This division includes the three cate- 
gories of assistance as well as the following 
sections: Application, Insurance, Medical So- 
cial Service, Real Estate, and Trust Funds. 


This division and its sections function indi- 
vidually in their own fields of service, but are 
unified in method and purpose. The common 
aim of all is to administer relief in accordance 
with the law for the benefit of those in need, 
to the end that they may attain health, be 
restored to independence when possible, and 
share in the advantages of community resources. 


Following are reports from what were, until 
November 15, 1950, the three major sub- 
divisions of the Social Service Division: Old 
Age Assistance, Aid to Dependent Children, 
and General Relief, and from the six special 
sections, Application, District Procedures, In- 
Service Training, Insurance, Medical Social 
Service, and Real Estate. 


Help for the Aging ... 
Old Age Assistance 


Massachusetts state law requires that ‘‘adequate 
assistance’’ be given to “deserving citizens in need of 
aid and support who have reached the minimum age 
established by the United States government.’’? Fur- 
ther, the law specifies that ‘‘such assistance shall be on 
the basis of need and the amount thereof shall be de- 
termined in accordance with budgetary standards 
established by the local board of public welfare, subject 
to the approval of the State Department.’’ 


For the City of Boston, “budgetary standards’’ for 
those receiving Old Age Assistance are in accordance 
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with the standard of assistance established by the 
Massachusetts State Department of Public Welfare. 
These standards list as fundamental: shelter, food and 
clothing, fuel and light, and other necessities classed as 
“personal needs,’ including everyday requisites for 
decent living. 


Over and above these, however, are the special re- 
quirements of many people in the old age bracket whose 
years tend to increase their physical needs. Hospitaliza- 
tion, care in nursing homes or institutions, visiting nurse 
care, special medical treatment, and such helps for the 
handicapped as crutches and hearing aids — these and 
other devices to ameliorate disability must be provided, 
when required, if the recipient cannot otherwise procure 
them. 


The vast difference between the mental and physical 
capacities of those receiving Old Age Assistance creates 
the need for specialization in their service and accounts 
for a wide difference in budgets. In spite of the range 
of needs and the varied circumstances under which the 
older clients live, Boston’s average monthly grant for 
Old Age Assistance last year was $68.32. 


Here is a sample monthly budget for a widower 
sixty-nine years old, no children, living alone.

Old Age Assistance grant, $80.00 monthly. 


Mention was made in the 1949 report of legislation en- 
acted late in the year providing an additional allowance 
of $4 a month included in each budget and known as 
“Leisure Time Activities.”” In accordance with provi- 
sions of this law, enacted under chapter 796 of the Acts 
of 1949, cities and towns making payments under this 
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new regulation will be reimbursed by the Commonwealth 
for a full amount. This small increase in the grant, 
going to every client, added more than $900,000 to the 
expenditure of the division for the year. 


An increase of 1,055 on the rolls of the division during 
the year was attributed to many factors, including the 
breaking up of homes, death of near relatives responsible 
for care, accidents rendering old people helpless, the 
general trend away from the former custom of the 
younger and older generation sharing a home together, 
and, of course, the excessively high cost of living. 


The department’s expenditure for the year for Old 
Age Assistance, which amounted to $15,421,576.77, 
showed an increase of $1,677,375.63 over the year 1949.

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A Better Childhood ... 
Aid to Dependent Children 


Through the administration of the Aid to Dependent 
Children law in 1950, Boston gave protection in their 
own homes, and an opportunity for normal life, to more 
than 10,000 dependent children living in 5,640 Boston 
families. 


These children went to school with other children, 
dressed as other children, had the advantage of normal 
home life, and shared in the activities of their com- 
munity. They lived in their own homes with their own 
needy parents, or, in the absence of their parents, they 
lived with any relative by blood or marriage, with the 
exception of a cousin, niece, or nephew. 


Their ‘‘dependency”’ resulted from loss of both or 
one of their parents by death, absence from home, or 
illness. Instead of breaking up their homes, the govern- 
ment on its three levels, federal, state, and local, com- 
bined to assure them of a real childhood in a normal 
home. Through the Division of Aid to Dependent 
Children grants were given designed to help widows, 
widowers, or needy relatives to whose care the children 
were entrusted. 


It is the privilege and responsibility of this division 
to administer aid to these children and to act as con- 
sultant to families in planning for their care. 


Cost oF CARE. 


The total case load of Aid to Dependent Children as 
of December 31, 1949, was 3,943, while a year later it 
had increased to 4,375, an increase of 482. The average 
Boston grant was $115.66 monthly, as compared to the 
average for the state of $110.69. 


Expenditures in this division for the year 1950 
exceeded those of the previous year by $751,040.11. 
In 1949 the cost was $5,014,685.62, while in 1950 the 
total expenditure was $5,765,725.73. The difference 
in the cost is largely accounted for by the higher cost 
of all commodities and services, including food, shelter, 
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hospital service, clinical and nursing care, and also by 
the increase in the number of cases. 


The increase in the federal grant, occasioned by the 
federal matching of assistance to the needy relative with 
whom the child resides, had a definite effect on the net 
expenditure of the city. 


After October 1, 1950, when the new federal matching 
formula became effective, the federal contribution to 
this program was increased from about 27 per cent to 
40 per cent, thereby decreasing the city’s contribution 
from approximately 40 per cent to 27 per cent. The 
state’s contribution remained 33} per cent. 


The total Aid to Dependent Children case load for 
the State of Massachusetts for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1950, was 13,347. Boston’s Aid to Dependent 
Children case load for the same date was 4,375, or 
32.8 per cent of the state’s total Aid to Dependent 
Children case load. 


The population of the City of Boston in 1950 was 
801,444, or about 17 per cent of the total population of 
the state, which, for the same date, was 4,690,514. 


The high incidence of families receiving Aid to 
Dependent Children can easily be accounted for when 
it is considered that municipal Boston is a strictly 
urban area with a large percentage of the population 
concentrated in the City Proper in the low-income, 
low-rent districts. No other city in the state is com- 
parable to Boston in this respect.

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Ill and Unemployed Aided .. . 
General Relief 


America’s entrance into the Korean conflict in June, 
1950, checked a rising tide of requests for public assist- 
ance due primarily to unemployment and insufficient 
earnings from part-time employment. These requests 
are made to the General Relief Division, which acts as 
a clearing house for aid to the needy who are in tem- 
porary straits and ineligible for other forms of relief. 
It helps in the rehabilitation of individuals, assists in 
job procurement, and does everything possible to main- 
tain decent living standards and to encourage self- 
sufficiency. Statistics show that almost every form of 
trouble is brought to this division, which is required 
by law to support needy and indigent persons in Boston. 


The case load reached its peak in February, with 
6,185 cases on the relief rolls of the division. By the 
end of the year the case load had decreased to 5,513 
cases, or 10.8 per cent. 


A notable decline of 22 per cent took place in the 
number of families and 15 per cent in the number of 
couples seeking tide-over relief. However, there was 
an increase in the number of unattached persons in 
receipt of an allowance from the division. 


Loss oF EARNINGS. 


Although, statistically, ‘‘loss of earnings’? was the 
chief reason given for need of aid, and accounted for 
49.6 per cent, this cause became of secondary impor- 
tance after June, 1950, due to the Korean situation. 
Assistance granted due to illness, and amounting to 
over 21 per cent, was an important factor in the approval 
of applications. 


Private employment was found by approximately 
3,500 who were no longer dependent upon public 
assistance. Others were sent to institutions for proper 
care or transferred to other forms of public assistance. 
Receipt of income from varied sources also resulted in 
the closing of cases. 
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Bookkeepers Compute Recipients’ Payments Authorized by 
Social Workers 


Though the net decrease in the case load from 
January 1 to December 31 amounted to but 45 cases, 
the turnover practically doubled itself. It should be 
recognized that, primarily, the General Relief Division 
cares for those who are in need of temporary assistance, 
with transfers to other categories accomplished as soon 
as eligibility is established. 


CHANGING CONDITIONS. 


Tn: the area of General Relief the fluctuations in 
appeals for help are at times so great and so dependent 
upon changing economic and social conditions that it is 
difficult to interpret statistics. This division meets 
current and often dramatic situations of need on an 
emergency basis if circumstances demand. When the 
emergency is over the need is over, but it may be 
recurrent. If this is the case, then the need must be 
met again as provided for by chapter 117 of the General 
Laws—‘‘every town shall relieve and support all poor 
and indigent persons lawfully settled therein whenever 
they stand in need thereof.”’ 
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Grants are made by the division in accordance with 
the size of the family, on an allowance basis that is 
set by the Board of Overseers. The allowance varies 
from $12 weekly for an ‘“‘unattached”’ person to $47.50 
for a family of thirteen, or approximately $3.65 per 
person weekly.

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Those Who Ask for Aid .. . 
Application Section 


Whatever their condition and need, applicants for all 
categories of assistance administered in Boston by the 
Overseers of the Public Welfare must first pass through 
the Application Section of the Department of Public 
Welfare. 


During the past year the section underwent a radical 
change in its system. Heretofore, as General Intake and 
Application Section, it received applications for only two 
classes of public relief, Aid to Dependent Children and 
General Relief, but, following integration of all case 
loads, it became responsible also for applications for 
Old Age Assistance, which had been served by a separate 
Old Age Application Section. 


Aside from new applications taken in the Application 
Section and the separate Old Age Application Section, 
reapplications for the three categories were taken in the 
district offices. The following table gives the total 
number of requests for assistance for the calendar year.

Solving Many Problems .. . 


Real Estate Section 


This is a consultant and fact-finding section for the 
information of social workers in the districts. It deals 
with ownership of real estate by applicants for and 
recipients of relief, and it interprets real estate legisla- 
tion applicable to the department. 


The Real Estate Section helped to find suitable homes 
for all clients in need of them during the year. A 
social worker was assigned from this section to work 
with the committee on social service of the Chardon 
Street Home to provide living quarters for homeless 
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families who had been cared for at the Temporary 
Home for Women and Children. 


THe LAw REQUIRES. 


Section 4, chapter 118-A, of the state law amended 
requires the Real Estate Section to record bonds and 
mortgages owned by the Old Age Assistance clients 
who are subject to this act. The section examines all 
assessing records and Registry of Deeds titles to property 
thus held, and confers with attorneys to establish facts 
relative to the rights of clients and of the government. 
All reimbursements made through the sale or transfer 
of property under chapter 118-A are collected by this 
section. Registries of probate of the various counties 
of the Commonwealth are examined to determine 
ownership of properties by recipients. Through this 
office reimbursement has been made to the department 
for assistance granted to owners of properties taken by 
right of eminent domain. 


This section acts as a medium through which all 
complaints relating to unsanitary living conditions 
of welfare recipients pass to the Health Department. 
The Health Department notifies this section when 
the particular nuisance complained of has been abated, 
and this section notifies the social worker in charge of 
the complaint. <A total of 2,231 referrals were made. 


Misunderstanding and criticism frequently arise from 
ignorance of the law covering the amount of equity 
allowed to those on various forms of relief administered 
by the department. To clarify this situation the Real 
Estate Section supplies the following facts: 


Persons receiving General Relief can receive assistance 
regardless of the amount of equity they hold in property, 
but are restricted to payment of carrying charges not to 
exceed $25 a month in lieu of rent. 


Aid to Dependent Children recipients can hold equity 
in property without restrictions, except that no principal 
payments can be made without permission of the State — 
Department of Public Welfare and the carrying charges 
must not exceed $25 a month in lieu of rent. 


Old Age Assistance recipients may hold equity in 


property not exceeding $3,000. When the equity ex- 
ceeds $3,000 they may be eligible by allowing a bond 
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and mortgage to be placed against their property for 
the amount in excess of $3,000; the bond and mortgage 
to be recorded in the local Registry of Deeds. Carry- 
ing charges not to exceed $25 a month in lieu of rent 
may be included in their budget. 


Help from Unexpected Sources .. . 
Insurance Section 


This is a consulting service which interprets to social 
work supervisors and field workers laws and rules 
established by the State Department of Public Welfare 
in relation to life insurance carried by relief applicants 
or recipients. All referrals on insurance matters come 
to the Insurance Section through the department’s 
district offices, and are verified through the Life In- 
surance Adjustment Bureau and other insurance 
companies. 


Through activities of this service a _ substantial 
saving in relief costs is realized for the department and 
for the City of Boston each year. In 1950 a total of 
$10,660.63 was returned to clients on adjusted cases, 
bringing the total savings from this source, since the 
establishment of the section in 1934, up to $639,206.54. 
Money returned to clients by insurance companies in 
many cases is a factor in helping an individual or a 
family to remain self-supporting. 


The section helps to establish eligibility for applicants 
for Old Age Assistance and arranges for the assignment 
of insurance carried by clients receiving Old Age As- 
sistance when the cash value is in excess of the amount 
of $1,000 permitted by law. 


SAVING TO CITY. 


An important function is to clear referrals considered 
for all categories of relief with the Old Age and Sur- 
vivors Insurance of the Social Security Administration, 
with which it constantly works and cooperates. Of the 
3,474 cases referred by the section to the Social Security 
Administration, $45,708.66 was received in monthly 
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grants in 1950, representing an estimated saving to the 
City of Boston of $550,000 for the year. Payments by 
insurance companies to families of deceased clients 
within the year have amounted to $256,600.18. 


The department is responsible for defraying expenses 
of clients who have no other source of aid or income at 
the time of death. The Insurance Section helps by 
checking death claim referrals for the department’s own 
Burial Section and for district social workers. As a 
result of the payment of Old Age and Survivors In- 
surance, the department received lump-sum payments 
in 1950 towards burial expenses amounting to $5,500.25. 


When Need Is Greatest... 


Medical Social Section 


Because illness is a major factor in creating need for 
public assistance, the department maintains a Medical 
Social Section to help its social workers to utilize every 
community resource for restoring and promoting health 
of clients. 


Through its consultant service the section interprets 
to the staff the social implications of medical problems 
and advises appropriate action in dealing with illness 
in families. It carries on a liaison service between the 
department and hospitals, nursing organizations, and 
other community medical associations. 


CooPERATE WITH PHYSICIANS. 


Evaluating evidence presented in support of applica- 
tions for Aid to Dependent Children on the basis of 
incapacity, it also supervises the cooperative exchange 
of information with physicians and medical agencies, 
reviews closed case records, and prepares summaries of 
department contacts with recipients for the purpose of 
replying to inquiries from hospitals. It also reviews 
plans for nursing home care made by hospital social 
workers, and arranges for applications and reapplica- 
tions for General Relief upon transfer of a patient to a 
nursing home. | 
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The entire machinery of the section is geared to the 
principle that an essential aspect of public assistance is 
the promotion of health for clients, since no individual 
ean work to full capacity and be self-supporting unless 
he is physically and mentally sound. 


Boston Crry Hosprrau UNIT. 


A special unit maintained at the Boston City Hospital 
Out-Patient Department provides clinical referral of 
all clients in the Out-Patient Department. The social 
worker assigned to this duty reports medical findings 
and recommendations for the proper treatment of the 
patients to district offices, and approves and authorizes 
expenditures for medicines for General Relief recipients. 


When the true medical needs of a client are known, 
the district social worker, who has verification from the 
hospital, is authorized to provide funds to meet needs, 
which may include any of the following: hospital care, 
physicians’ services, visiting nurse attendance, medicine, 
special diet, orthopedic appliances, dental care and 
dentures, eyeglasses, and hearing aids. If an additional 
grant is required, it is provided, and the city has not 
committed the error of allowing a person to drift into 
invalidism and total incapacity for lack of adequate 
medical treatment. 


LIAISON OFFICER. 


In case of illness of those seeking Aid to Dependent 
Children on the basis of incapacity, the medical social 
worker is the liaison officer between the district social 
workers and hospitals. The worker interviews appli- 
cants for assistance referred by the Application Section 
because of physical or mental incapacitation of a parent, 
confers with physicians and hospital social workers to 
obtain medical opinion on the degree and probable 
duration of incapacity, and obtains medical reports 
used as a basis for determining the eligibility of the 
family for this form of aid. 


As the City of Boston is the seat of medical knowledge 
and the home of some of the most famous hospitals in 
the world, its Welfare Department can avail itself of 
the city’s great out-patient departments in public and 
private hospitals, famous clinics, visiting physicians 
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and nurses, and other social services to restore its own 
needy citizens to health and usefulness and get them 
off relief rolls. 


There has been a steady increase in the volume of 
work done by the Medical Social Section during 1950. 
A total of 23,673 referrals were received, involving 7,676 
medical reports prepared on recipients under medical 
supervision of the Boston City Hospital, and 19,200 
medical reports from other hospitals and physicians 
were reviewed. 


Shelter in Time of Need... 


The Temporary Home 


To be a temporary shelter for women and children 
in the time of emergency caused by eviction, fire, family 
difficulties, and failure to find other shelter — this is 
the function of the Temporary Home for Women and 
Children, known as the Chardon Street Home. 


Open day and night for the reception of those re- 
quiring refuge, the Home is a busy place, meeting con- 
stant demands from varied sources. Policemen on the 
beat know it as the right place for abandoned children, 
who will be referred to proper agencies for care. Social 
workers, public and private, know that it will care for 
runaway children while parents or guardians are con- 
tacted and that it will give temporary shelter to old 
people who have strayed from home. 


The public hears of it only on occasions, as when a 
policeman finds an abandoned child and brings it to 
the Home as his regulations require, or when a woman 
victim of amnesia is brought in, and newspaper publicity 
is sought to find her relatives. 


EvicTep FAMILIES. 


This year the predominant reason for the admission 
of 141 families, with a total of 519 children, was eviction 
from the dwellings they had occupied. These families 
were kept for as brief an interval as possible and then 
reinstated with relatives, friends, or in living quarters 
of their own whenever possible. 
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Social service methods were used to re-establish them, 
and follow-up work was done in their new quarters. 
When fire had been the cause of abandonment of homes, 
clothing and equipment were provided as well as 
necessary medical and nursing care. 


Everything possible is done by the Temporary Home 
Committee to encourage families to become self-sup- 
porting and not to remain on relief rolls. As the Home 
is ‘‘temporary,” it is limited by its regulations, and 
the intent of the city is to provide shelter and food as 
an emergency measure only, to tide families over while 
planning with them for rehabilitation and reinstatement 
in the community. 


SHELTER FOR CHILDREN. 


The unwanted baby, the child who wanders away 
from his home while his mother is away or not watching 
him, those children who are lost in crowds, and little 
ones whose mother’s sudden illness sends her to the 
hospital are all among temporary guests of the Home. 
Sometimes the police bring them in; sometimes a 
neighbor finds them wandering late at night. Through 
whatever means they came, 133 of them arrived last 
year and were given proper food, medical and nursing 
care, and were restored to their parents, or had pro- 
visions made for them through foster home care. 


The policy of referring these children to the City 
Child Welfare Division has shortened the average stay 
at the Home, except in the cases of those who may be 
returned to their own homes within a few days. 


Cases of neglect or cruelty coming to the attention 
of the superintendent are referred to the proper agencies 
for protection. Everything is done to care for teen-age 
girls brought in by the police. Most of them are run- 
aways looking for jobs in the city. Many come from 
out of town and have no friends or relatives in Boston. 
The resources of the city, with its various Red Feather 
agencies for protection and encouragement of youth, 
are recoursed to in their behalf. Frequently reconcilia- 
tions take place in the Home, when members of families 
are happily reunited. 


Girls having babies out of marriage are among the 
most serious problems requiring special counseling and 
help. Here the State Department of Public Welfare 
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and private agencies come into the picture, offering 
care and guidance to the young mother, helping her 
to make a decision about the future of her child. When- 


ever possible the girls are referred for spiritual guidance 
and counseling to the clergymen of their faith.

Lodging for the Night... 
Wayfarers' Lodge 


Conducted by the Overseers of Public Welfare under 
provisions of statutory law, the Wayfarers’ Lodge for 
Men is used to ‘‘habitually provide shelter and food for 
waytarers, tramps, wanderers, needy persons or persons 
out of work.’ In this atomic age of speed and pre- 
cision, Men wander in every evening looking for a bed 
and a bite, just as men did eighty-five years ago when 
the Lodge was opened. 


Last year it gave 54,015 nights’ lodging to homeless 
men, whom it provided with a bed, a shower, and a 
meal ticket. Maintained strictly on the basis of lodg- 
ing by night, and making registration obligatory each 
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night, last year’s records reveal that, of the total num- 
ber seeking its hospitality, 87 per cent gave the United 
States as their place of birth; 62 per cent had lived in 
Boston from 2 to 51 years; 67 per cent were single; 
21 per cent were widowers or divorced; and 12 per 
cent were married men. Ages ranged from twenty-one 
years up to ninety. The number of nights spent by an 
individual at the Lodge ranged from one night to 
fifteen nights or more a month. 


Room SHORTAGE. 


The acute housing shortage, which applied even to 
rented rooms and cheap lodgings, accounted in part for 
the continued high level of applicants throughout the 
year, 4,500 being the monthly average, though the 
number of individual monthly registrations varied from 
73 to 717. In addition to the total number given 
shelter at the Lodge, 19,269 admissions were provided 
at the Dawes Hotel.

Immediate reasons responsible for the condition of 
these men are difficult to discover, though they all 
come under the general tabulation of ‘‘unemployed.’’ 
Social service methods are used to encourage and aid in 
rehabilitation. Men looking for work are referred to 
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employment agencies; those who are ill are hospitalized; 
others are sent to the proper institution for their care, 
or tided over while families, if they have them, are 
contacted. The alcoholic is acquainted with the ‘‘ Alco- 
holics Anonymous”’ group which holds regular meetings 
at the Lodge. Among those who are helped, it is found 
that family problems, discouragement, loneliness, inhi- 
bitions, illness, mental instability, and drink are among 
contributing factors that lead to their present plight. 


REHABILITATION. 


Those who wish to be helped are encouraged by 
a regular planned program supervised by qualified 
workers. If needed, clothes may be obtained from the 
Salvation Army or the St. Vincent de -Paul Society. 
In some instances men are transferred to the General 
Relief program while they look for work. Others are 
helped to obtain Old Age Assistance, pensions, or other 
aid resources to which they are entitled. 


On rare occasions the social worker receives a picture 
post card with a message scribbled in lead pencil saying 
‘‘Everthing O.K. now — thanks for the lift” or ‘‘Got the 
job I went after.” Such cards may be signed with a 
first name only, as, for instance, ‘‘Jim” or “Jake.” 
The worker may not even know which “Jim” or 
‘‘Jake,’”’ but messages like these, rare as they are, 
offer encouraging proof that human gains cannot always 
be tabulated.

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Getting the Know How .. . 
District Procedures 


This, one of the youngest sections of the department 
came into being with the integration of case loads in 
November of this year. Its very existence and objec- 
tives are based on the new program for the administra- 
tion of public welfare in Boston. 


The purpose of the section is to devise methods of 
procedure which will assure uniform administration in 
field offices in Boston’s various districts and bring about 
effective coordination of their activities with those of 
other sections of the Social Service Division and with 
other functional units of the department. 


Two separate programs have been evolved to attain 
this objective. The first requires preparation and 
dissemination of material relating to established policies 
and procedures in the various categories of assistance 
to meet immediate operational needs. The second pro- 
gram envisions continuing maintenance of uniform 
methods based on definite written procedures for use of 
field staff and clerical assistants. This is a long-range 
program. 


As this section of the report covers a period of only 
one and one-half months of 1950, it must deal chiefly 
with the first program, mainly, the meeting of urgent, 
immediate demand for proper understanding of the 
new system. 


Because this job of integration crosses the path of 
every worker and calls for clear understanding of all 
its implications and phases, the second has not been 
neglected, and initial drafts have already been prepared. 


District Offices 

As of the close of the year, the following material 
has been completed and forwarded to the district 
offices: 


1. A condensed summary of departmental policy under 
appropriate headings relating to medical care, hospitaliza- 
tion, and extraordinary allowances in Old Age Assistance. 
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2. A summary, similarly prepared, of state requirements 
pertaining to the same subject matter. 

3. Instructions for a continuing ‘Work Unit Study” 
required for apportioning of administrative expenditures 
to assistance program. ‘The study is effective January 1, 
1952, and was necessary for cost allocation purposes in claim- 
ing federal funds for administration and meeting federal 
statistical requirements relative to such expenditures. 
Revised forms to incorporate needed data for the study 
were prepared and forwarded with instructions. 


Planning With Workers .. . 
In-Service Training 


From November 8, 1950, to the balance of the calendar 
year the activities of the In-Service Training Section 
were directed chiefly toward defining the function and 
scope of the section; and toward organizing and outlining 
the content of two major course projects for staff social 
workers, one in case work and the other in medical in- 
formation. 


A secondary activity concerned planning for the 
students from schools of social work who had been 
accepted for placement in the department. 


Five students from Simmons College School of Social 
Work were given an orientation course in December, 
i950, and in some sessions of this course they were 
joined by three students from Boston University School 
of Social Work who had been accepted by the depart- 
ment earlier in the year and by a newly-assigned social 
worker whose orientation included this opportunity to 
be a part of a group in her introduction to the agency. 
There were several meetings with faculty representa- 
tives of both schools to discuss goals of field placement 
and the content of field work experience. 


By the end of the year, plans for the course in medical 
information had begun to crystallize; first steps had 
been taken toward outlining an educational leave policy 
for staff workers and for establishing in district offices 
libraries of basic social work content.

COST PER CASE 
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THE BUSINESS DIVISION 


Here is the beginning and the end. The tremendous 
job of organizing the fiscal operations is vested in this 
branch of the department. Here we find the complexity 
of budget preparation for assistance items, physical 
maintenance of the central plant and its district offices, 
financial planning for the Temporary Home for Women 
and Children and Wayfarers’ Lodge, organizing and 
planning for all personnel involvements within the de- 
partment, and, finally, keeping an adequate flow of sup- 
plies and equipment to the entire organization. Budget 
planning is only the initial step in a busy and complex 
job — for then comes the problem of administering the 
program. This is accomplished by the combined efforts 
of the numerous sections of the Business Division. 


The Aid Disbursement Section: Here the assistance 
payments for all categories of aid are prepared and 
distributed, and always on time —for it is the para- 
mount policy that payments must be made to clients on 
schedule. This vast program involves the distribution 
of approximately one million payments per annum. 
This can only be accomplished by modern business 
methods and machines, and an ever progressive staff. 
As a note of interest, the Boston Public Welfare De- 
partment makes its payments direct to recipients. 
All other cities and towns in the Commonwealth per- 
form this function through the city or town treasurer. 


The Accounting and Auditing Section: Here the pro- 
gram of auditing aid assistance payments is established 
and maintained — in addition to payment of the multi- 
tude of other bills necessary for the functioning of the 
organization. 


The Personnel Section: This is, of course, of prime in- 
terest to all employees, for here all matters of employee 
planning, relations ps payroll, and interviews for hire 
take place. 
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Constant Changes Require New Master Cards for Relief Dis-= 
bursement 


The Record Section: Maintaining social service records 
in a central source for ready accessibility is the job of 
this section. Here some 250,400 records are carefully 
filed, ready to be used at a moment’s notice. 


The Supply Section: This speaks for itself — and dis- 
tribution of office supplies and equipment through a 
central source is no easy task. Through the hands of 
busy supply clerks $76,335 in stationery, equipment, and 
supplies passes, and thus the vast enterprise of public 
assistance is able to keep pace with its activities. 


Maintenance: Supervising and maintaining the physi- 
cal plant, consisting of one central structure and twenty 
district offices. The Public Welfare Department is 
unusual as a municipal organization inasmuch as it is 
completely responsible for the support and maintenance 
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of its own structure. Seven district offices are currently 
housed in other municipal properties, but long-range 
programs call for the housing of all Public Welfare dis- 
trict offices in our own properties. During the past year 
two fine structures were completed, one a three-story 
modern addition to the existing main office, at a cost of 
$157,000, and another modern structure located in the 
South End of Boston, at a cost of $286,419. Plans in the 
offing, and already approved by his Honor the Mayor, 
call for a new office building to be erected in the Grove 
Hall section of Boston at a cost of $362,993. Planning 
also includes a proposed building in the Roxbury Cross- 
ing section, and, when this plan has been completed, all 
Public Welfare units will be housed in the department’s 
own properties. 


The Legal Section: Although in part a service for legal 
problems and advice to the Social Service Division, it. 
functions as a device for the reimbursement to the de- 
partment where aid has been improperly granted and 
where there are funds which can be reached. 


Bank and Burial Division: Here the clerical detail of 
searching bank records for concealed assets is routinely 
accomplished. Here, too, is where cases of all persons 
dying without funds or friends are sympathetically 
handled, and during the year 1950 the department buried 
275 and also assisted in the burial of 326 other persons. 


Inaison Functions: A report of this size is inadequate 
to enumerate the complexities of the financial involve- 
ments. Liaison with federal representatives and State 
Department of Public Welfare representatives is im- 
perative to effect the reimbursements which are so 
important a part of public welfare administration. 
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People from All Over .. . 
Settlement Division 


A ‘‘settlement”’ is defined by law as ‘‘a legal right 
acquired and lost by statute which determines the 
liability of a city or town in the Commonwealth when a 
person falls into need and receives public assistance.” 


In determining the ‘‘settlement”’ of more than 
10,000 clients, including Indians and gypsies, who 
applied for Old Age Assistance or General Relief in 
Boston last year, the Settlement Division unearthed 
35,000 vital statistics giving facts regarding lives of 
men and women in almost every walk of life and from 
every state in the Union. 


Social workers in search of data visited homes of 
applicants, queried relatives, friends, and employers as 
well as agencies. Records were searched, and com- 
munications requesting information were sent to each 
of the 351 cities and towns in the Commonwealth. Once 
facts were ascertained and proof of settlement estab- 
lished in a locality outside of Boston, notification was 
sent to authorities at the place of settlement. If 
responsibility was accepted, bills for aid rendered were 
presented to the city or town and were paid. In case 
of denial of responsibility, a conference was arranged 
between representatives of the city or town involved 
and of this division. If the claim was finally denied, 
suit followed, and legal action was taken to recover the 
amount expended. 


During the year the division secured 7,500 probation 
records on all types of assistance for the department and 
established ‘‘residential requirements” for 5,088 Old 
Age Assistance and 2,052 Aid to Dependent Children 
cases. Also serviced by this division were 288 transient 
and transportation cases, 263 of them interstate and 25 
intrastate. (For other statistics see table.) 


In establishing facts of settlement by inquiry and re- 
search, knotty legal problems are constantly encountered 
by the staff and worked out with the help. of. the Law 
Department of the City of Boston. 
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This year, a combined total of $1,575,008.57 was col- 
lected from the Commonwealth, from cities and towns, 
and from the City Collector as shown below. During 
the same period Boston disbursed $220,967.23 to the 
351 Massachusetts cities and towns for care of recipients 
with a Boston settlement. Reimbursements were as 
follows:

A special unit of the division at Boston City Hospital 
determines legal settlement on all admissions to the 
hospital other than private cases. In 1950 it handled 
39,762 admissions. Understanding social workers held 
bedside interviews with patients, made visits to homes, 
and made other contacts which brought required in- 
formation. At the Out-Patient Department social 
workers also investigated the legal settlement of all 
prenatal and tonsil and adenoid applicants and co- 
operated with veterans’ agencies informing of admission 
of veterans or their dependents. All receipts of cases in 
the City Hospital are turned over by the department to 
the trustees of the hospital, with the exception of fees 
for those admitted for communicable diseases in the 
South Department. Collection on these cases is made 
by the City Collector.

trust funds, all of which are administered according 
to the wishes of the donors as interpreted from time 
to time by the Board with the advice of the Law 
Department. 

Applicants for trust pensions must have a legal 
residence here, must be at least 50 years of age, and 
must be old residents of Boston. 

The number of beneficiaries now aided from the 
Pemberton, the Boylston Relief, the David Sears 
Charity, Lucy Bullman Charity, the Moses Hunt, 
the Thayer, the Rachel T. Stevens, the Stoughton, 
Goodnow, and Jeffries Funds is 21. During the year 
3 died, 18 were transferred to General Relief, 12 to 
Old Age Assistance, and 9 discontinued for other 
reasons. Seven new names were added. 

A total amount of $24,109.98 was distributed to 
these pensioners during the year. 

During the year there was paid $5,024.20 from the 
income of the Boylston Education Fund, and there 
are now 15 children who are beneficiaries of this fund. 

The interest accruing from the Mason Fund was 
divided among six chaplains, Hebrew, Protestant, and 
Catholic, at the House of Industry at Deer Island. 
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TRUST FUNDS IN THE HANDS OF THE 
OVERSEERS OF THE PUBLIC WELFARE 


Pemberton Fund.— This fund comprises bequests and 
gifts made to the City of Boston from 1760 to the 
present time from “A. B.,’’ Daniel Oliver, Margaret 
Blackader, Alice Quick, Anne Wheelwright, Mary Ire- 
land, Benjamin Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. 
Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel Eliot, John Coffin Jones, 
Mary Belknap, ‘‘A Citizen of Boston,’’ Anonymous, 
Miss Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Higginson, Walter 
E. Hawes, William B. Spooner, Rebecca A. Goddard, 
Matilda Goddard, and Richard C. Humphreys. The 
most important, however, of the bequests was from 
Benjamin Pemberton, Esq., whose will was proved 
June 25, 1782, and for that reason his name has been 
given to the fund. The income of this fund is to be 
expended, at the discretion of the overseers, in semi- 
annual payments to the poor of the city. 


Boylston Relief and Education Funds.— These funds 
were from a bequest of John Boylston, who died in 
London, England. His will was proved June 12, 1795. 
One portion of the bequests is ordered to be paid to “‘ poor 
and decayed householders of the town of Boston, not 
under fifty years of age, persons of good character, and 
reduced by the acts of Providence, not by indolence, 
extravagance, or other vice.’’. The other portion to be 
applied to the ‘‘nurture and instruction of poor orphan 
and deserted children of the town of Boston until four- 
teen years of age.” 


Mason Fund.— A bequest from Jonathan Mason, by 
will dated July 15, 1798, interest to be paid annually ‘‘to 
the standing chaplain of the almshouse and workhouse, 
or by whatever other name called,’ interest to be added 
until one is appointed. The interest is now distributed 
annually towards the salaries of the chaplains of the 
House of Industry at Deer Island. 


Dexter Fund.— A bequest from Samuel Dexter, by 
will dated May 7, 1811, “‘for supplying with firewood 
or coal such poor persons, objects of charity, as are not 
supported in the almshouse, though sometimes relieved 
by the Overseers of the Poor.’’ 
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Jeffries Fund.— A bequest by David Jeffries, former 
Town Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786: ‘‘ Income 
to be applied to the purchase of tea, coffee, chocolate 
and sugar for the refreshment of those persons, who in 
the providence of God, are, or shall be, reduced and 
obliged to take shelter in the almshouse, after having 
lived reputably; the Overseers of the Poor to be judges 
as to the persons, but always giving the preference to 
the pious poor.”’ 

In 1908 the Supreme Court decreed that in addition 
to the above provisions of the will the income of this 
fund could be used by the Overseers of the Poor in their 
discretion for the benefit of Boston poor outside of the 
almshouse. 


Lucy Bullman Charity.— Consists of an estate on 
Cambridge and Joy streets, in this city, which came into 
the possession of the City of Boston in accordance with 
the will of Lucy Bullman, proved at Probate Court, 
Suffolk County, January 9, 1832, in which it is provided 
that, upon the death of certain persons therein named, 
said estate is given to the City of Boston upon the con- 
dition that the estate should never be sold, but the 
income used for the benefit of the poor. By a vote of 
the City Council, approved by the Mayor January 4, 
1878, this estate was placed in charge of the Overseers 
of the Poor. 


The David Sears Charity is a fund contributed by the 
late Hon. David Sears for the relief of the poor, the 
income only to be expended ‘‘in aid and for the support 
of citizens or families who may have seen better days, 
and for charity in all its forms in such a manner as may 
best tend to alleviate the sufferings of human life and 
render the condition of the poor more comfortable.” 


Pierce Fuel Fund.— The legacy of Caleb Pierce to 
the city of Charlestown, accepted by the City Council 
of that city May, 1861: ‘‘Income to be expended in 
the purchase of fuel to be distributed to those indigent 
widows whose husbands, before their decease, had 
resided in Charlestown at least one year, and the said 
widows still continuing to reside in Charlestown at the 
time of receiving said bounty.” 


Holton Protestant Poor Fund.— A bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: 
‘‘Income to be annually expended forever in purchasing 
and distributing provisions among poor and indigent 
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Protestant families in said town of Brighton on Thanks- 
giving or other holidays, or just previous to such holi- 
days, to the end that such poor Protestant families 
may have the means, in some degree, of enjoying such 
holidays in common with their fellow-citizens; and I 
especially direct that in such periodical distributions 
unmarried Protestant females who are poor and needy 
shall receive a liberal share of provisions, and also other 
articles of comfort, such as such distributors shall deem 
to be the most conducive to the comfort and happiness 
of that lone class of citizens.”’ 


Holton Protestant Pauper Fund.—aA bequest by James 
Holton to the inhabitants of the town of Brighton: 
“‘Income to be annually expended, in whole or in part, 
as necessity of circumstances may require, by the 
selectmen of said town, in providing good and plentiful 
meals on Thanksgiving Day, or other holidays, to the 
Protestant paupers of said Brighton. If the whole of 
said income shall not be required to be so expended, 
then the surplus shall be added to the principal, and if 
such principal shall ever become thus augmented to 
three thousand dollars or more, then the surplus interest 
or income, over what shall be necessary for furnishing 
said festive meals on said holidays, may be expended by 
said selectmen for the comfort of the Protestant paupers 
of said Brighton in such a manner as said selectmen 
shall judge best and most conducive to the comfort and 
happiness of such paupers.”’ 


Stoughton Poor Fund.—A bequest of Lieut.-Gov. 
William Stoughton, who died July 7, 1701. By his will 
he gave £50 to the relief of the poor of Dorchester, to 
be improved by the care of the selectmen, the income 
to be distributed to the most needy inhabitants. 


Goodnow Fund.—A bequest of Elisha Goodnow (to 
be paid over upon the decease of his wife) to the City of 
Boston and its assigns, ‘‘to be invested and the income 
applied forever to and for the relief, assistance and sup- 
port of the poor, sick and infirm in said city, not sup- 
ported by the said city in its almshouse, in such manner 
as the said city, or the government or officers thereof, 
may deem most judicious, but without reference to the 
religious faith or belief of those who may apply for or 
need the assistance of this fund.’’ Five thousand 
dollars, received April 29, 1885. 
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Rachel T. Stevens Fund.—A bequest of Rachel T. 
Stevens, the net income to be paid (after the death of 
a person named in the will) ‘‘for the support and main- 
tenance of poor, worthy, Protestant single women of 
Boston, who have arrived at the age of 50 years (not 
including widows), paying to each of such women during 
her life the sum of one hundred dollars in semiannual 
payments. Upon the marriage of any beneficiary under 
this will no further payment of money is to be made 
to her, nor is any further payment of income to be made 
to any beneficiary who becomes unworthy of help under 
this trust.’ 


Moses Hunt Fund for the Destitute-—A legacy from 
the late Moses Hunt: ‘‘The income to be devoted to 
the relief and welfare of Protestant destitute residents 
of that part of said Boston which was Charlestown.” 


Nathaniel Frederic Thayer Fund.—A_ bequest of 
Caroline C. Thayer (who died about 1891), to be paid 
over to the city after the death of two sisters, the last 
of whom died in September, 1899. The fund was 
received in May, 1900. ‘‘Income to be annually 
appropriated for the benefit and use of Protestant 
widows and single women, without distinction of color, 
preference always to be given to those who have seen 
better days.” 

In August, 1900, a small sum was received under the 
will of Susan T. Balch, which was added to this fund in 
accordance with the wish of the donor. 


Thorndike Fund.—Extract from will of George L. 
Thorndike, proved June 11, 1901: ‘“‘I give, devise and 
bequeath to the City of Boston ten thousand dollars 
($10,000) in trust forever; the income from the same is 
to purchase coal to be distributed to deserving widowed 
women of East Boston.’ By a vote of the City Council, 
approved by the Mayor December 19, 1907, the income 
of the fund is paid to this Board. 


Rowe Fund.—Legacy from the estate of Ransom 
Rowe. No express grant in the will beyond the mere 
gift of $1,000. Mr. Rowe’s attorney has stated that 
some years ago, when Mr. Rowe was a very young man, 
he and a friend of his were furnished with accommoda- 
tions at the Lodge, which he always remembered. It 
was with the idea that he was assisting others who 
cant be in similar circumstances that this gift was 
made. 
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TAG DAYS 


During the year there were issued 16 licenses to sell 
for charitable purposes flags, badges, buttons, flowers, 
and similar small articles, under chapter 101, section 
33, General Laws. One organization was refused a 
license, as it was unable to comply with the rules and 
regulations laid down by the Board. Two licenses to 
receive contributions were issued under chapter 538 of 
the Acts of 1909.

Dear Mr. Mayor: 

In compliance with the provisions of section 24 of 
chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, I respect- 
fully submit the Annual Report of the Public Works 
Department for the year ending December 31, 1950. 

I took the oath of office as Commissioner on January 
3, after an absence of five years. Immediately upon 
starting my second term, I recognized that it would 
be necessary to effect many changes to recreate a high 
standard of integrity, service, and efficiency. 


New DIvIsIons. 


Acting in accordance with the provisions of section 
33 of chapter 27 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, 
the Bridge and Ferry Division and the Highway Divi- 
sion were combined into a single division, to be known 
as the Bridge and Highway Division, effective May 15, 
1950. The new division combines all the work, duties, 
and responsibilities that came under the jurisdiction of 
the two (2) divisions at the time of the merger. 


Lo 
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The Automotive Division was created, effective 
February 8, 1950. This division is responsible for the 
eare, control, and maintenance of all department-owned 
vehicles. All department garages, gasoline pumps, and 
related properties are also placed under the jurisdiction 
of this division. | 

The division in its first year of operation has been 
operated very efficiently. It is well said that a Public 
Works Department operates on wheels and that the 
proper care of its vehicles is one of the most important 
functions that such a department can perform. Prior 
to the establishment of the automotive section of the 
department as a separate division, it operated as a 
subdivision of the Highway Division and, in my opinion, 
did not receive the recognition that this important unit 
warrants. 

It now receives the full attention of a Division 
Engineer who has systematized the work of the division, 
and has introduced businesslike methods in providing 
for an adequate inventory control and a regular check 
on all motor vehicles to insure proper maintenance and 
operation. 


STREET PAVING INVESTIGATION. 


The Boston Finance Commission conducted an in- 
vestigation into the street paving program of the previ- 
ous administration that exposed many shortcomings and 
brought disrepute to the department. As a result of 
the exposé of the Finance Commission, I found it 
necessary to reorganize the Highway Division and 
institute reforms in contract highway construction 
work that would guarantee to the taxpayer 100 cents 
of value for every dollar of expenditure. 

Many major changes were made in our highway 
specifications, the most important of which provided 
for a change in the method of payment for the work 
done. ‘heretofore the department paid for highway 
work on a square yard basis for a minimum depth as 
required by the specifications. In its investigation the 
Finance Commission found many instances of inade- 
quate pavement thicknesses, although the contractors 
were paid in full, per square yard of pavement laid. 
Under the circumstances, the department was paying 
for materials not furnished. 

In order to eliminate the possibility of the recurrence 
of any such condition, we adopted a method of paying 
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contractors for the actual weight of materials furnished, 
on a tonnage basis. The contractor is now paid up to 
a specified maximum only for actual material furnished 
at the site, although in all cases the contractor is re- 
quired to furnish a specified minimum depth of pave- 
ment material. If, however, the contractor fails to 
provide the minimum depth, he is not given full pay- 
ment, which was the old method on the square yard 
basis. Under our new system, as stated hereinbefore, 
he is paid only for materials actually furnished, based 
on certified weight slips, issued at the point of origin 
by a representative of the department. 

In order to provide for an additional check on pay- 
ments made to contractors and also to insure adherence 
to specifications, I created the so-called Finals Section 
in the Highway Division. This section, under the 
direction of a so-called Finals Engineer, determines the 
final quantities to be paid on all highway contracts 
and makes its investigations and determinations in- 
dependent of the engineers assigned to a project during 
its construction. All final estimates must be approved 
by the Finals Engineer before processing them for 
payment. Before any final estimates are paid, the 
Finals Engineer removes cores from all finished pave- 
ments in order to inspect and check on the actual depths 
of pavement materials laid. 

With the addition of the Finals Section, coupled with 
the removal of cores from finished pavements and the 
adoption of the tonnage method of paying for street 
construction work, I feel that we now have a positive 
check on all work done by contractors. The adding 
of the Finals Section to the Highway Division has, in 
my opinion, done more to insure adherence to contract 
specifications on highway work than any other single 
factor. In its first year it has proved conclusively that 
it is of inestimable value to the department. 


CONTRACT CANCELLATIONS AND RENEGOTIATIONS. 

Early in the year the Law Department questioned 
the validity of the contracts entered into by the previous 
administration for the disposal, collection, and removal 
of garbage and refuse. Therefore, I held conferences 
with all the contractors involved and renegotiated their 
contracts at a saving to the City of $67,406.49. 

In addition to the latter-referenced substantial saving, 
the City awarded contracts in December for the dis- 
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posal, collection, and removal of refuse for the year 
1951, in the amount of $193,367.92 less than similar 
contracts awarded in December of 1949 by the previous 
administration and covering the year of 1950. This 
is an unusually large reduction in cost over the contracts 
that were awarded by the previous administration, 
particularly when you take into consideration that the 
refuse collection contractors were required to pay 12 
cents per hour more for labor in 1951 than during 
1950. This 12-cent an hour increase amounts to an 
additional cost of approximately $80,000 to the collec- 
tion contractors. 

The total cost of contracts for this important service 
as awarded by the previous administration for the 
year 1950 was $2,805,425.52, as compared with a total 
cost of $2,612,057.60 for similar contracts awarded 
by this administration for 1951. 

A contract, without publicly advertising for bids, 
was awarded by the previous administration under 
date of December 27, 1949, in the amount of $77,550, 
for relaying granite block pavement in designated 
streets. In the letter of ‘‘authority to award” that 
was sent to his Honor the Mayor, under date of Novem- 
ber 1 of 1949, by the previous Commissioner, the 
principal reason advanced for awarding the contract 
without publicly advertising for proposals was that 
‘present conditions constitute a danger that may 
cause personal injuries and because of that fact there 
is an immediate need for the resurfacing of the pave- 
ments in these locations.’’ In that no work had been 
done on the contract up to March of 1950, the above- 
described reason could not be considered a factor, 
and, in my opinion, the contract was automatically 
nullified. 

However, I made a personal survey of the streets | 
listed in the contract in order to obtain firsthand 
information of their condition. I found that the streets 
listed in the contract were not in a dangerous condition 
and that, in mdst cases, there was no necessity of 
resurfacing them. I also found that one of the streets 
in which the granite block was to be relaid was already 
surfaced with sheet asphalt that was in good condition. 

Therefore, under date of March 16 of 1950, I canceled 
the contract. 

Under date of December 30, 1949, the previous 
administration awarded a contract, in the amount 
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of $25,215.00, for constructing a concrete sewer over- 
flow in private land adjacent to Border street, East 
Boston, in the vicinity of Decatur street. Upon in- 
vestigation, I found that we already had an overflow 
in this area located about 70 feet north of the line 
of the proposed new overflow. I also found that the 
land in which the overflow was located was to be used 
as an oil farm, and it was the desire of the owners or 
operators of the oil farm to have the overflow relocated. 
However, we had easement rights in the land, and 
if the overflow were to be relocated, the expense, in 
my opinion, should have been assumed by the owner 
or lessee of the property. In view of this, I notified 
the attorney for the lessee to that effect, and told him 
that the City would not construct a new overflow 
unless the cost of same were paid by the lessee or 
owner of the property. As we could not come to any 
agreement concerning this matter, I canceled the 
contract by the payment of $358 to the contractor 
for his expenses in connection with the cost of the 
bond and other related services. ‘Therefore, the can- 
celing of this contract resulted in a net saving of $24,957 
to the City, and also served to keep an oil farm out of 
a heavily populated section of Kast Boston. 


STREET CONSTRUCTION WORK 
State-Aid Program. 


Last year we completed the largest chapter 90 
State-Aid Highway Reconstruction Program in the 
history of the City. The following important main 
highways were reconstructed during the year under 
this program: 


Columbia Road, from Edward Everett square to Blue 
Hill avenue. 

Blue Hill Avenue, from Grove Hall to American Legion 
Highway. 

Western Avenue, Brighton, from Soldiers Field road ‘to 
Market street. 

Beacon Street, from the Brookline line to Park Drive. 


The cost of the above-referenced projects totaled 
approximately $528,000, of which the State Highway 
Department, under the provisions of section 34 of 
chapter 90 of the General Laws, paid one half, thereby 
resulting in a substantial saving to the taxpayers of 
this City. 
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In addition to the above-referenced projects, chapter 
90 contracts for the reconstruction of Centre street, 
Jamaica Plain, from the Arborway to Weld street, 
and for the reconstruction of River street, Dorchester, 
from Mattapan square to Dorchester Lower Miuills, 
were awarded in the latter part of the year, and it is 
expected that work will start on them early in the 
spring of 1951. The cost of the latter two-referenced 
projects will total approximately $150,000. 


Non-State-Aid Program. 


We also completed a major street reconstruction 
program in the downtown section involving four (4) 
miles of streets, at an estimated cost of $220,000. 
Most of the work was done during the nighttime and 
over weekends, so as not to inconvenience the motorists 
and businessmen in the downtown area. 

In addition to work on the downtown streets, the 
department constructed and reconstructed streets in 
every section of the City. The important arteries that 
were resurfaced, in addition to those done as chapter 90 
projects, are as follows: 


Albany street, from Broadway to Massachusetts avenue, 
5,695 feet. 

Blue Hill avenue, from Dudley street to Grove Hall, 
6,182 feet. 

Washington street, Dorchester, from Grove Hall to 
Codman square, 7,651 feet. 

Boston street, from a point near Andrew square to Edward 
Everett square, 2,729 feet. 

Warren street, Roxbury, from Dudley street to Grove 
Halle7e221 feet: 

St. James avenue, City Proper, from Arlington street to 
Berkeley street, 632 feet. 


A major start was also made on the replacing of 
brick sidewalks with cement concrete in the Charles- 
town, East Boston, and South Boston districts. Dur- 
ing the year contracts totaling approximately $70,000 
were awarded for the removal of the old, outmoded, 
brick sidewalks in the above-referenced three sections 
of the City.

The following is a summarized record of the highway 
improvement work done by the department in 1950: 


Number of Streets Constructed or Reconstructed, 138. 


Includes 21 new streets ordered laid out and constructed by 
the Board of Street Commissioners under the provisions of 
chapter 393 of the Acts of 1906. 


Miles of Streets Improved, 29.23. 


Includes 4.01 miles of so-called chapter 90 — state-aid high- 
way improvements. 


Miles of Sidewalks Improved, 6.98. 


In addition to sidewalk improvements included in above- 
noted street improvements. 


We also completed during the year, the removal of 
the largest number of street gas lamps in the history of 
the department. We replaced approximately 1,200 gas 
lamps with modern, electric lights, and it is our intention 
to continue with this program and remove 1,500 addi- 
tional ones in 1951. 


SNow REMOVAL. 


During the year of 1950 we were fortunate that no 
blizzards or heavy snowstorms occurred. ‘The depart- 
ment experienced no difficulty in keeping the streets 
properly plowed and sanded throughout the winter 
months. We use a great deal of rock salt, particularly 
in the downtown streets, in order to prevent the bonding 
of snow to the pavement surfaces, and also to assist in 
the melting of snow. We used approximately 3,000 tons 
of salt and 7,000 tons of sand on snow plowing and 
removal work. The department owns fourteen (14) 
Walter Snow Fighters which are used to plow, sand and 
salt the streets in the downtown area. Most of the plow- 
ing work in the rest of the City is done by 240 trucks 
rented on an hourly basis from contractors. 
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At the present time there are 720 miles of public 
streets that have to be plowed and maintained during 
the winter months. 

The cost of snow removal work in 1950 totaled 
$392,247.12. The average yearly cost from 1946 to 
1949, inclusive, was $747,885.37. 


p-,) KERRY: SERVICE, 

As authorized by a Council order of April 3, the 
ferryboat ‘‘Ralph J. Palumbo” was sold at public 
auction at an established upset price of $22,500 to the 
only bidder, the Delaware River Ferry Company of 
Chester, Pennsylvania. ‘The disposal of this boat has 
not in any way affected the service that we maintain in 
connection with the operation of the ferry, although it 
will result in an annual saving of approximately $26,000. 
This boat was built in 1930 and first named the ‘‘ General 
Sumner.” The name was changed in 1985 to the 
‘Ralph J. Palumbo.”’ 


MERIDIAN STREET BRIDGE. 

During the year we were successful in obtaining a six- 
month extension from the War Department in con- 
nection with the removal of the old structure. In this 
six-month interval, we were also successful in having 
His Excellency the Governor and the State Department 
of Public Works agree to contribute $1,000,000. of state 
money to the construction of the new bridge, which was 
estimated, at that time, to cost $38,000,000. The 
removal of the old structure was started in July and 
was completed in December. It is expected that con- 
tracts for the construction of the new bridge will be 
advertised sometime in February. 


Boston CENTRAL ARTERY. 

Two contracts, totaling $1,412,000, were awarded in 
the latter part of the year by the State Department of 
Public Works for the construction of a bridge spanning 
the Charles River, near the North Station, and which is 
to serve as a connection between the Central Artery and 
the Mystic River Bridge. The state department ex- 
pects to advertise the next contract for the Central 
Artery in March. This contract will provide for the 
construction of that part of the artery extending from 
Haymarket square to the above-referenced Charles 
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River Bridge. ‘The state has already allotted to the 
Central Artery $30,000,000 out of the first $100,000,000 
bond issue. A second $30,000,000 has also been tenta- 
tively allocated out of the second $100,000,000 bond 
issue, thereby making available for the construction of 
the Central Artery the total sum of $60,000,000. 


GARBAGE DISPOSAL. 


Heretofore, the garbage collected in the Dorchester, 
Elm Hill, and South Boston sections has been hauled by 
trucks to the Victory road receiving station and dumped 
into a scow and hauled to Spectacle Island, and then 
taken to the land dump for final disposition. However, 
in November, publicly advertised proposals were re- 
quested for the sale, to hog farmers, of garbage hauled to 
Victory road. ‘These were opened on October 25, and 
the contract was subsequently awarded to the highest 
responsible bidder, Kennedy Brothers of Waltham, who 
agreed to purchase the garbage at a price of $36,000 a 
year for a three-year period. The garbage will be 
hauled to Victory road, as heretofore, but instead of 
dumping it into the scow, it will be dumped directly into 
large tractor-trailer units of the hog raiser, and then 
hauled by the hog raiser to his farm in Waltham. 

As the Coleman Disposal Company will not be re- 
quired to haul the garbage from Victory road to Specta- 
ele Island in 1951, I have been successful in obtaining a 
reduction of $22,000 per year in the disposal contract 
due to this change in the garbage disposal system. 
Therefore, the net result of selling this garbage to 
Kennedy Brothers is a saving of $58,000 per year to the 
City. 

Incidentally, the Coleman Disposal Company con- 
tract awarded by the previous administration for the 
year 1950 was in the amount of $581,807, whereas a 
similar contract for the year 1951, awarded by the 
present administration, totaled $530, 000, ora net annual 
saving to the City of $51, S07. 


PROBLEM AFFECTING THE DISPOSAL OF GARBAGE 
AND REFUSE. 

One of the most important problems concerning the 
department is the one involving the sanitary and 
economical disposal of garbage and refuse. The present 
system provides for the disposal at interior land dumps

and on Spectacle Island in Boston Harbor of part of the 
garbage and all of the refuse collected in the City. This 
system — which has been reasonably satisfactory up to 
the present time — is fast approaching the danger point, 
and a new method must be adopted in the immediate 
future to insure adequate and sanitary refuse disposal 
facilities for the next twenty or thirty years. Practically 
all available land dumps in this City are being filled 
rapidly, including the vast dumping area located on the 
so-called Calf Pasture site in Dorchester. With the 
construction of Boston College High School and the 
proposed construction of a housing development in this 
area, I do not believe that we shall be able to use it as a 
dumping site beyond January 1, 1953. It is my opinion 
that this area should be discontinued as a refuse dump 
as soon as possible. Land dumps, at best, are unsightly 
and, in general, constitute a nuisance. The trend in 
modern cities is to abandon the system of dumping 
refuse on low tracts of land and to adopt incineration 
which, in my opinion, is the only completely satisfactory 
method of garbage and refuse disposal available for the 
greater part of Boston. 


While there has been a great deal of talk about 
incineration for Boston during the past twenty years, 
very little has been done to bring about this desired 
change in our refuse disposal system. Incineration of 
refuse is not in the experimental stage. It has been used 
successfully and satisfactorily by municipalities for over 
thirty years. In order to provide for a completely 
thorough and up-to-date study of this entire problem, 
a contract was awarded to the consulting engineering 
firm of Thomas Worcester, Inc., under date of August 
14, 1950, at a maximum fee of $9,500. This report will 
be ready some time in March or April of 1951, and I am 
hopeful that it will be beneficial in recommending an 
adequate and sanitary method of garbage and refuse 
disposal that will meet the needs of the City for the 
next thirty (80) years. 


SEWAGE TREATMENT PLANT. 

Under the provisions of chapter 598 of 1949, the City 
of Boston was required to start construction on the new 
sewage treatment plant at Calf Pasture not later than 
April 1 of 1950, and is required to complete the whole 
project prior to July 1 of 1955. To provide funds to pay 
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for this desired improvement, the City was authorized 
to borrow up to $12,000,000. While a token start was 
made on the project prior to the above-referenced 
April 1 date, nothing further has been done because 
of the unavailability of appropriations, coupled with the 
fact that we do not agree with the design which provides 
for construction of the treatment plant adjacent to the 
Calf Pasture Pumping Station. 

During the year we have been negotiating with the 
Metropolitan District Commission concerning the con- 
struction of the treatment plant, and serious thought has 
been given to having the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission take over the Boston main drainage system and 
construct an enlarged treatment plant at Deer Island 
to provide for the treatment of sewage from the North 
Metropolitan district, and also from the Boston main 
drainage system. If this plan is adopted, it will provide 
for the complete elimination of the Calf Pasture Pumping 
Station and the sewage works at Moon Island, including 
the abandonment of the tunnel that is located under 
Dorchester Bay, between Calf Pasture and Moon 
Island. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 


Mobile Patrol. 


In November a new system was established to provide 
efficient and economical watchmen’s services for the 
various district yards and properties of the department. 
This new unit is known as the Mobile Patrol, and it has 
superseded the old system of having watchmen assigned 
to various yards. The patrol operates on a route system 
comprised of five different routes. It has worked out 
very satisfactorily, and it is my intention to have it 
adopted permanently and placed under the jurisdiction 
of the Automotive Division. It is estimated that the 
Mobile Patrol will effect a saving in excess of $100,000 
a year for the department. 


Purchase of Equipment. 

During the year the department purchased eight (8) 
Trojan front-end loaders for use in loading sand, salt, 
and snow, and for the general year-round use of the 
district maintenance forces in the Highway Service. 
They have already proved to be a success, and the 
district foremen are very pleased with the unit. It is 
mounted on pneumatic tires and provides the flexi- 
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bility of operation that is lacking in the slow and 
cumbersome caterpillar-type unit. 

For the first time in ten years, we purchased two (2) 
modern, 2,000-gallon street cleaning flushers. Flush- 
ing of streets is the modern way of insuring clean, 
sanitary, roadway areas. 

We supplemented our fleet of twenty-one (21) street 
cleaning machines by the purchase of three (3) large- 
type Elgin sweepers, and one (1) Wayne sweeper. ‘This 
is the first time that we have purchased a Wayne 
sweeper, and I am pleased to report that it has proved 
satisfactory in every respect. 


Sale of Junk and Outmoded Equipment. 

A public auction was held on May 22 and May 23 in 
the various district yards, for the purpose of selling 
all junk and outmoded equipment that had been clut- 
tering the yards for years. While it was estimated 
that we would obtain about $4,000 from the sale, we 
were agreeably surprised to find that the auction netted 
$13,127.64. It was capably conducted by Eugene F. 
Canney, contract clerk in the department. 


New District Yards. 

Due to the construction of the new Fire Headquar- 
ters on Southampton street, the District 1, South Boston 
paving yard, was moved to the ‘Atkinson street yard, 
and now occupies the latter area with the maintenance 
forces of the Bridge Division. 

As there was no yard in the South Boston district for 
the use of the street cleaning and sanitary forces, we 
acquired, for such a purpose, from the Board of Real 
Estate Commissioners, a piece of land containing 16,500 
square feet and located at 175 to 179 West First street. 
The contract for the foundation of the office building 
was awarded to F. C. Dolan and Sons in October, in 
the amount of $3,487.50. 


Master Highway Plan. 


A contract in the amount of $58,000 was awarded to 
the consulting engineering firm of Charles A. Maguire 
and Associates, under date of October 18, for the de- 
velopment of a master highway plan for Boston. The 
purpose of the study is to provide the department with 
a five (5) year street improvement program and a 
report on any and all matters affecting highways within 
the corporate limits of the City. 
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Loan ORDERS. 

Under date of May 9, 1950, a City Council order was 
approved by your Honor which provided, under the 
provisions of section 7 of chapter 44 of the General 
Laws, that the sum of $2,000,000 be appropriated for 
the Construction of Public Ways. ‘This is the so-called 
“Public Ways, Construction of” loan. 

No loan order was requested for sewerage works nor 
for bridge construction, as we had sufficient money in 
both accounts for the construction work contemplated 
in the Sewer and Bridge Sections of the department. 


FISCAL. 


The total expenditures of the department for the 
year were $18,042,000, of which $1,661,000 represents 
water assessments levied by the Metropolitan District 
Commission, and $565,000 represents Metropolitan 
District Commission sewer assessments. 

The receipts of the Water Division totaled $4,714,700, 
and the revenue derived from the operation of the 
Sumner Tunnel reached a new high of $1,863,000. 

The surplus resulting from the sale of water amounted 
to $320,072.61, and the operation of the Sumner Tunnel 
resulted in a record-breaking surplus of $598,904.14. 

The East Boston Ferry has operated at an annual 
deficit over the years, but I am pleased to report that 
the deficit for 1950 was $53,859.31 less than the deficit 
in 1949. In 1949 the deficit totaled $349,417.39, and in 
1950, $295,558.08. 

PERSONNEL. 

There were 2,485 employees in the department as of 
December 31, as compared with 2,465 employees on 
January 1, 1950. 

Appended hereto are reports submitted by the Di- 
vision Engineers relative to the activities of their 
divisions in 1950.

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF 
THE AUTOMOTIVE DIVISION. 


Boston, January 2, 1951. 


To the Commissioner of Public Works. 
DEAR SIR: 

The following is the annual report of the Automotive 
Division, Public Works Department, for the year 
ending December 31, 1950: 

The Automotive Division was created by the Com- 
missioner of Public Works, George G. Hyland, with the 
approval of his Honor the Mayor, on January 19, 1950, 
and Mr. J. Leo McGrath was appointed Division 
Engineer on January 23, 1950. The employees of the 
various divisions of the Public Works Department 
engaged in automotive work were transferred, on 
February 8, 1950, to make up the personnel of the new 
division. An organizational chart was drawn up, clearly 
defining the duties and responsibilities of these em- 
ployees. 

The system established was as follows. A perpetual 
inventory was installed in the stock room, and all articles, 
in and out of stock, are entered in this inventory. In 
establishing the perpetual inventory, the Commissioner 
of Public Works authorized the employment of an 
expert, employed by the Ford Motor Car Company, 
to assist in the inventory and the establishing of stock 
bins, carrying part numbers and prices for each part 
which becomes part of the stock bin. 

It was necessary to purchase additional stock bins 
in order that, as far as possible, small parts could be 
placed in these bins, and kept in proper order. In order 
to accomplish this inventory and set the stock room up 
in a modern way, it was necessary to carry this work 
on at night and on Saturdays and Sundays. 

In setting up the stock room, a separate section was 
built to separate tools used in the operation of the shop; 
and a man is assigned and is held responsible for the 
dispensing of tools and the return of same by the 
mechanics working on the floor. The man in charge of — 
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tools has a check, by means of a tag system, controlling 
the issuing and return of tools from the tool room. 

In the receiving and repair of vehicles, the following 
system has been established. A vehicle, in for repairs, 
is received by one of three master mechanics who 
enters it on a work order in duplicate, one copy to remain 
in the master mechanic’s office, the other copy to go to 
the clerical office for recording by the bookkeeping 
department in connection with the costs. 

This work order lists the work to be done. A mechanic 
is given this work order, in duplicate. It is then in- 
serted in an isinglass-faced envelope, and the mechanic 
proceeds to the vehicle for work. After breaking the 
vehicle down and deciding the necessary parts to be 
replaced, the mechanic then returns to the master 
mechanic who issues a stock order on the stock room 
for the required stock. The mechanic then proceeds 
to me stock room and draws the stock against the stock 
order. 

The stock order is filed in the stock room and entered 
on a perpetual inventory card. The signature of the 
mechanic receiving the stock is acknowledged on the stock 
order remaining in the stock room. ‘The duplicate of 
the stock order issued is entered on the work orders by 
the stock clerk issuing the stock, and he signs the work 
order, acknowledging delivery of stock to the mechanic 
assigned, as shown on the work order. 

The mechanic returns to the vehicle on which he is 
working and completes his work. Upon completion of 
the work, another master mechanic, other than the one 
issuing the original stock order, verifies that the stock 
received from the stock room has been placed in the 
vehicle for repairs, and signs the work order as having 
completed the final inspection of the work done and 
stock issued. 

Attached to the work order is the time record of the 
employee working on said vehicle, which becomes part 
of the permanent cost record to be sent to the office to 
be charged against the maintenance and repair of the 
particular vehicle. The work order carries the cost of 
each item in a column provided for the same, so that the 
bookkeeping department will have a breakdown of 
the cost of repairing the particular vehicle, including 
materials used and labor performed. As far as is pos- 
sible, this system seems to overcome any previous 
procedural weaknesses that might have been in the 
garage service.

The garage, at 280 Highland street, was improved, as 
follows: With the use of detergents, the garage floor, 
in its entirety, including the grease stand, was thoroughly 
scraped, washed, and flushed on four consecutive Satur- 
days and Sundays, in preparation for painting the 
floors. The same was done with the locker rooms and 
toilets. Early in May, and again in September, over 
long holiday weekends, the garage floor was painted, 
and sections were marked off, as fire lines, and stalls 
assigned for repairing of vehicles. 

The stock room at 624 Albany street was completely 
cleaned and painted, and is now used as a stock room 
for slow-moving parts, tires, tubes, chains, spare motors, 
ete. The garage at Hancock street was found to be in 
reasonably fair condition, except for painting the offices, 
repairing the heater, and supplying a sump pump to 
take care of spring water. 

The garage at Dana avenue, which is under the direc- 
tion of the Paving Service, was inspected, and the boiler 
was found to be in need of repairs, and same was done. 
The office and boiler room at the Dana avenue garage 
will be painted as soon as is feasible. 

The garage at 624 Albany street, which is used for 
storage of vehicles and dispensing of gasoline and oils, 
likewise is in reasonably fair condition; and the boiler 
has been repaired and the boiler room is now in the 
process of painting. Because of an emergency that 
existed, his Honor the Mayor allowed an order, under 
contract, for the removal of the two old 1,000-gallon gas 
tanks and their replacement with one 2,000-gallon tank. 

With the organizing of the Automotive Division, Com- 
missioner of Public Works George G. Hyland included 
the sale of junk of the Public Works Department as 
part of the duties of the Automotive Division. In con- 
nection with the control of junk, an inventory was taken 
of obsolete, outmoded equipment and junk that was 
on hand in the various yards of the Public Works 
Department. 

This list was submitted to the Commissioner of Public 
Works, and, acting under his orders, public advertising 
on the sale of this outmoded, obsolete equipment and 
junk was made in the daily papers and in the City 
Record. The auction sale took place on May 22 and 
May 28, 1950. 

On a previous canvass it was considered that from 
$3,000 to $4,000 might be realized at this sale. The 
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Commissioner, in his wisdom, felt that more could be 
realized, and, therefore, ordered the auction sale. The 
sale brought the surprifing amount of $13,127.64. 


The auctioning was conducted by Eugene F. Canney, 
contract clerk of the Public Works Department, with 
the assistance of Chief Clerk James C. Strong and Clerk 
Philip Dickerman of the Automotive Division, under the 
direction of Division Engineer J. Leo McGrath. 


In connection with the improvement and protection 
of the automotive equipment, it was found that vehicles 
were not giving the full gasoline mileage expected of 
them, and the records of the division verified this. 
Considerable investigation was made to determine how 
to overcome this loss of gasoline. 


Automotive commercial supply houses were contacted 
for the possibilities of purchasing anti-gasoline theft 
devices. None was found in the open market that 
would meet the requirements and, with the approval of 
the Commissioner of Public Works and Division En- 
gineer Daniel M. Sullivan, the Division Engineer, 
Mr. McGrath, had William J. Martin, chief machinist of 
the Water Division and Machinist Adams make patterns 
for an anti-theft gasoline installation. 


All the Ford trucks in the department now have these 
installations, along with the Dodge trucks. Studies are 
at present being made to have the same in all other 
vehicles. 


Acting under the orders of the Commissioner of Public 
Works, as far as is possible with the equipment available 
in the repair service of the Automotive Division, all 
repairing of all vehicles and equipment of the Public 
Works Department is being done by the Automotive 
Division at the garage at 280 Highland street, Roxbury. 

In the conference with the Commissioner of Public 
Works, in regards to purchasing of additional vehicles 
and the operation of existing vehicles preparatory to 
the winter and snow season, the following equipment 
was ordered, and requisitions were made on the Supply 
Department for the purchasing of same. Public adver- 
tising and opening of bids permitted the following pur- 
chases to augment the existing equipment for snow 
removal: 

Hight-Trojan bucket-type loadsters, assigned to the 
Paving Service, for snow removal around crosswalks, 
churches, hospitals, ete. 
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One-Barber-Greene bucket-type loadster, assigned to 
the Paving Service, to work out of the main sand and 
salt stock piles in the yard between 624 and 650 Albany 
street, to expedite the loading of sand and salt on trucks 
assigned to sanding and salting. The Trojan bucket 
loadsters will also be of valuable assistance in loading 
salt and sand from stock piles located in the various 
district yards. 

One-Wagnermobile, assigned to the Sanitary Service, 
for snow removal (crosswalk work, ete.) in the intown 
shopping area. 

It was further agreed that additional sanders should 
be provided for sanding and salting work in the various 
paving district yards and, in this connection, eleven 
Dodge trucks in the Sanitary Service were transferred 
to eleven paving districts for winter work, and the dump 
bodies were removed from same, and Baughman sand 
bodies were installed, with new Good Roads nine-foot 
plows installed for plowing duties on these vehicles. 
These bodies and plows have been mounted and are 
ready for duty. 

The snow removal work was further augmented by 
the purchase of thirty new plows and the trading of ten 
old ones, bringing the total number of plows under the 
inventory of the Sanitary Division to 256, being the 
number available for conta and city plow work. 

A purchase of two 2,000-gallon street flushing units 
(with Heil flushing units) was made from the White 
Motor Company, and, although delivery has not been 
made, it is expected that early this month will be the 
best delivery date. The following new equipment was 
also purchased on requisition by the Supply Department: 

Three Elgin sweepers and one Wayne sweeper, making 
a total of nineteen Elgin sweepers, and one Wayne 
sweeper of the three cubic yard-capacity type. Of 
this total of twenty, sixteen are in good working con- 
dition; the other four are in questionable condition, 
and it is my opinion that the cost might prove pro- 
hibitive to condition the same. This fleet of sixteen 
available sweepers is also augmented by five of the 
smaller type Austin-Western sweepers, one being as- 
signed to the Tunnel Service. 

The Paving Service of the Public Works Department 
was without compressors, and was constantly borrowing 
from other divisions of the department. Therefore, two 
compressors of the 160 cubic foot-portable type have 
been purchased for use in the Paving Service. 
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A great want was noted for a service truck to be 
used by the garage for tire repair work outside, minor 
repair work on vehicles out of service, and some repair 
work to be completed on the road. <A three-quarter 
ton Ford service truck was purchased, with half-ton 
hoist and air compressor installed, with necessary tool 
compartments to carry hydraulic jack, acetylene cutting 
and welding tools, and portable light to be run on smal] 
generator. This truck will give invaluable assistance 
during the severe winter season in maintaining the 
equipment on the road. 

With the great amount of new street construction 
and repairs of present streets, seven Chevrolet eight- 
passenger carryalls were purchased by the Supply 
Department, on requisitions from the Automotive 
Division. Six of these carryalls have been assigned to 
the survey parties of the Paving Division, and one to 
the survey party of the Bridge Division. These Chev- 
rolet carryalls are new vehicle purchases, thus adding 
to the present vehicles. 


An effort is being made, under the Capital Improve- 
ment Program, to replace old vehicles where maximum 
trading value might be made, or in the case of pro- 
hibitive costs for repairs, to trade same. In this con- 
nection, various trades were made in the Sewer, Water, 
and other Divisions and be advised that the trading 
allowance verified that this was the proper thing to do, 
as against repairing the vehicles. New vehicles were 
bought, replacing existing vehicles, for sums varying 
from $225, to $900. 

In connection with the improvements in the garage 
at 280 Highland street, the offices were rebuilt and 
painted, in order that the clerical forces might have 
necessary facilities for carrying on their work, and an 
office was built for the Division Engineer. 

In conference with the Commissioner of Public 
Works, and on recommendation of the Division Engineer 
of the Automotive Division, it was agreed that a modern 
telephone and interoffice communication system should 
be established. The telephone company was contacted 
through Daniel F. Coughlin, liaison man of the Public 
Works Department, and the telephone company has 
installed the very latest automatic dialing interoffice 
communication and switching system, in the garage 
service. 
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This system allows conversations to be made privately, 
without any interference from any part of the garage 
on other phones. It is estimated that, with the installa- 
tion of this system, the cost of telephone service will 
be decreased one third. 

A great need was recognized in establishing a pre- 
ventive maintenance system in the garage service, and 
this has partially been accomplished. Garage facilities 
do not allow a complete preventive maintenance system 
to be established, and it is hoped, considering war 
conditions, that when an addition to the existing plant 
at 280 Highland street is built, to make up for the loss 
of the garage at 624 Albany street because of the state 
master highway program, that these facilities will become 
available, adjacent to the present location. 

Insofar as preventive maintenance will allow, vehicles 
are greased, oil is changed monthly, oil filter cartridges 
are installed at 10,000 miles, and, when vehicles are 
on the lift on the grease stand, an inspection is made 
by mechanics to determine that the brake and steering 
systems are in safe condition, and, when possible, at 
that time, if facilities are available in the garage, these 
repairs, if necessary, are made. 

With the advent of the winter season, when vehicles 
have been in greasing in connection with preventive 
maintenance, all wiring, distributors, and battery cables 


have been spread with waterproof solution. In this 


regard, it is hoped that difficult starting, due to con- 
densation or wet wiring, will be eliminated during the 
heavy work season of the winter. 

Again, in connection with preventive maintenance, 


a semiannual checkup is made, when all vehicles are © 


inspected for care by the respective drivers, and, where 
abuse or lack of care is noted, the drivers are instructed 
to give better care, and cleanliness, and maintenance 
to their equipment. 

For three months, Mr. Moloney of* the Municipal 
Research Bureau, with the approval of his Honor the 
Mayor, has been conducting a survey in the Automo- 
tive Division. Every effort has been made to give this 
Bureau, through its representative, Mr. Moloney, full 
cooperation in conducting this survey. 


In connection with civilian defense, a complete list — 


of all equipment, tools, etc., under the control of the 
Automotive Division, has been submitted to Cornelius 
O’Leary, assigned to this duty in the Public Works 
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Department. The Automotive Division, I assume, will 
be called upon to play an important part in civilian 
defense, and please be advised that we are ready to 
assist in every detail. 

Appended hereto is a report showing the cost of 
operating and maintaining each and every vehicle in 
the Public Works Department for the year 1950, 
broken down on a mileage basis. This report is com- 
piled on the following cost items: labor, overhead, 
materials, tires and tubes, batteries, outside repairs, 
gasoline, oil, storage, depreciation, and registration fees.

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Report oF Cost Recorps FOR 1950. 
AUTOMOTIVE EQUIPMENT. 


This report shows the actual cost of the vehicles in 
the Public Works Department, Automotive Division, 
for the year ended December 31, 1950. The cost items 
involved are labor, overhead, material, tires and tubes, 
batteries, outside repairs, gasoline, oil, storage, depreci- 
ation, and registration fees. 


Labor.— This item represents the cost of the actual 
repair time expended on a vehicle by our own mechanics. 
For the year 1950 the rate was $1.41 per hour. 


Overhead.— This item is made up of an accumulation 
of the cost of the Highland street garage and contains 
such charges as indirect labor, fuel oil used, building 
repairs, depreciation on building, electricity used, gas 
used, tool expense, telephone expense, and miscellaneous 
expenses. From each month’s overhead are deducted 
the inside storage for the month and the distribution 
charge for gasoline and oil. The remaining amount is 
divided by the number of actual direct labor-hours and 
the result gives the amount of overhead per hour. An 
attempt is made, however, to establish a rate suitable 
for the year rather than have a different rate each month. 


Material.— This item represents the cost of all parts 
used on repair jobs here at the garage, as well as acces- 
sories, exclusive of tires, tubes, and batteries. 


Tires and Tubes.— This item shows the cost of tires 
and tubes used by each vehicle. 


Batteries.— This item shows the cost of batteries used 
by each vehicle. 





Outside Repairs.— This item represents the cost of 
repairs done by private concerns outside our own garage. 


Gasoline.— This item represents the cost of the gaso- 
line used, plus a distribution cost of four cents a gallon, 
which is a deduction from overhead. 


Oil.— This item represents the cost of the oil used, 
plus a distribution cost of two cents a quart, which is a 
deduction from overhead. 


Storage.— This item is divided into outside storage 
and inside storage. Outside storage is the amount 
charged for the vehicles stored at outside garages during 
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the winter months. Inside storage is the amount 
charged for vehicles stored in our own garages. It is a 
deduction from overhead. 


Depreciation.— Depreciation is figured on a straight 


line basis, that.is, cost divided by estimated life in 


months equals estimated depreciation per month. Due 
to the uncertain economic conditions no consideration is 
given to a residual value at the time the rate is estab- 
lished. Because of this a longer estimated life is used 
in the calculations. It has been determined from ex- 
perience that this procedure leads to a fairly accurate 
depreciation cost over the life of a vehicle. 


The estimated life in use at the present time is as 
follows: 7- to 10-ton trucks and 6-ton trucks, 16 years; 
8-ton trucks, 5 years; 5-ton trucks, 3- to 5-ton trucks, 
4-ton trucks, 3-ton trucks, 1$-ton trucks, snow loaders 
and tractors, 10 years; 2-ton trucks, 83 years; 1-ton 
trucks, 4-ton trucks, and sweepers, 9 years; passenger 
cars, 5 years. Again, these estimated lives are longer 
than they would be, if consideration were given to esti- 
mated residual values at the time the depreciation rates 
are set. It seems to be impossible to determine with 
any degree of accuracy the trade-in value of vehicles, 
thus the present procedure. 


It should be kept in mind that although depreciation 
is a definite and tangible operating cost, the amount 
charged has to be an estimated amount. The aim is to 
have the estimated amount as nearly correct as possible. 
As long as this aim is accomplished, the actual method 
used is unimportant. 


Registration Fees.— This item represents the amount 
charged by the Registry of Motor Vehicles for plates 
and certificate. 


Overhead charge for 1950 is at rate of $5 per hour.

The foregoing does not include certain expenditures 
for construction work for other divisions, which work 
was supervised by the engineers of this division. 

In an order from the Department of Public Utilities, 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, schedules of tolls and 
charges for the use of the Sumner Tunnel, between 
Boston Proper and Kast Boston, were approved, cover- 
ing the year 1950. 

The City operates one ferry, the so-called ‘South 
Ferry,’ with the Boston terminus at Eastern avenue 
and the Kast Boston terminus at Lewis street. 

The more important works undertaken during the 
past year in the Bridge and Highway Division, Bridge 
Section, were redecking and guniting Belgrade Avenue 
Bridge; rebuilding Blakemore Street Bridge; redecking 
Boylston Street Bridge; redecking sections of spans 1 
and 2 of the Charlestown Bridge; making minor steel 
repairs to the Charlestown Bridge; making repairs by 
welding on draw span of the Charlestown Bridge; 
making repairs to operating machinery of the Chelsea 
Street Bridge; redecking the drawspan of the Dover 
Street Bridge; repairing the Fairmount Avenue Bridge; 
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removing the drawspan of the Meridian Street Bridge; 
resurfacing the approaches of Warren Bridge; making 
repairs to the roadway and pile bents of Warren Bridge 
(three contracts) ; repairing the sidewalk of West Newton 
Street Bridge; repairing the pavement of the Sumner 
Tunnel; cleaning the surface drainage system of the 
Sumner Tunnel; installing new steam boiler, etc., in the 
London street garage of the Sumner Tunnel; cleaning 
exhaust duct and exhaust fan rooms at the Sumner 
Tunnel; making miscellaneous repairs to Ferryboat 
“Daniel A. MacCormack” ; making general repairs, clean- 
ing and painting the hull of ferryboat ‘‘Charles C. 
Donoghue”’; dredging the receiving station at Albany 
street for the Sanitary Division; and removing snow and 
ice in conjunction with other divisions. | 


BRIDGE SERVICE. 
Redecking and Guniting the Belgrade Avenue Bridge, 
over the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad. 


Because of disintegration of the concrete protecting 
the steelwork of the floor system and fascias, a contract 
was entered into with Martin J. Kelly Company, Inc., 
for making the necessary repairs by guniting. The 
work also included resurfacing and waterproofing the 
deck to eliminate the seepage causing the conditions 
mentioned above. 

After the work had started, the defective condition 
of the protective concrete on the underside was found 
to be so extensive that it was decided to remove the 
defective surface concrete instead of refinishing by 
guniting. 

Work commenced on May 20, 1950, and was com- 
pleted on December 4, 1950, at a cost of $10,375. 


General Repairs to the Bennington Street Bridge, over the 
Former Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn Railroad. 


Under a contract with Martin J. Kelly Company, 
Inc., this work was commenced on October 3, 1949, and 
was carried on until December 7, 1949. Because of 
delays in delivery of materials, work was suspended 
until March 8, 1950. The work was completed May 2, 
1950, at a total cost of $19,865.48.

Rebuilding Blakemore Street Bridge, over the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad. 


The original structure, consisting of steel pony 
trusses and floor beams and wooden deck, having 
deteriorated beyond reasonable repair, and being in- 
capable of safely carrying present-day traffic, a contract 
was entered into with A. Orlando, Inc., for replacing 
the old superstructure with a new one consisting of 
steel plate girders, steel floor beams, concrete deck, 
and bituminous concrete wearing surface. 

Work commenced on November 30, 1950, and is 
expected to be completed in midyear of 1951. No 
payments have been made on this contract to date. 
The estimated cost of completion is $54,000. 


Redecking the Boylston Street Bridge, over the, Boston & 
Albany Railroad. 


A contract was entered into with John F. Shea 
Company, Inc., for cleaning and painting the steelwork 
and renewing the surface plank, wearing surface, and 
necessary sidewalk planking and stringers throughout 
the bridge. Work commenced September 11, 1950, 
and due to delay in shipments of lumber was postponed 
until the spring of 1951. Payments of $7,072 have been 
made to date on an estimated cost of $36,827. 


Emergency Repairs to the Charlestown Bridge Prers. 


Work in connection with the strengthening of the 
piers of Charlestown Bridge was commenced August 17, 
1949, under a contract with Crandall Engineering 
Company and was continued during the winter. Work 
was completed April 29, 1950, at a cost of $127,384.17. 


Minor Steel Repairs to the Charlestown Bridge, over the 
Charles River. 


Due to badly corroded steel members supporting the 
downstream sidewalk on Span 1, it was found necessary 
to remove the sidewalk, make necessary steel repairs, 
and replace the sidewalk. Under a contract entered 
into with Frederick W. Byron this work was commenced 
June 19, 1950, and was completed July 11, 1950, at a 
cost of $5,358.20. 
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Repairs by Welding on the Drawspan of the Charlestown 
Bridge. 

A contract was entered into with Industrial Welding 
Company for securing sections of the steel deck and 
supporting steel by welding. Work commenced October 
7, 1950, and was completed October 21, 1950, at a cost 
of $1,578.30. 


Redecking Sections of Spans 1 and 2, Charlestown Bridge, 
over the Charles River. 


Because of dangerous conditions which developed in 
the downstream roadway of Spans 1 and 2, due to 
defective underplank, a contract was entered into with 
D. A. Rossano Company, Inc., for the necessary repairs. 
Work commenced December 8, 1950, and is expected 
to be completed in January, 1951. No payments have 
been made to date. 


Emergency Repairs to Operating Machinery of the Chelsea 
Street Bridge, over the Chelsea Raver. 

Due to the breaking of an end section of the rack on 
the upstream operating strut, it was necessary to enter 
into an emergency contract with General Ship and 
Kngine Works, Inc., for making the necessary repairs. 
Work commenced August 26, 1950, and was completed 
August 30, 1950, at a cost of $2,511.52. 


Redecking the Drawspan of the Dover Street Bridge. 


The spruce wearing surface, the underplank, and a — 
large percentage of the stringers were found to be in 
very poor condition. A contract for making the neces- 
sary repairs was entered into with Martin J. Kelly 
Company, Inc. Work was commenced March 29, 
1950, and was completed August 25, 1950, at a cost of 
$24,342.16. 


Repairs to the Fairmount Avenue Bridge, over the New 
York, New Haven «& Hartford Railroad. 

Due to the poor condition of the wearing surface 
and underplank of this bridge, a contract was entered 
into with John F. Shea Company, Inc., for removing 
the asphalt plank wearing surface, renewing defective — 
underplank, and laying a new bituminous concrete 
wearing surface. The work included removing the

stairway located on the inbound railroad side of the 
bridge. Work commenced on July 24, 1950, and was 
completed November 21, 1950, at a cost of $10,780.24. 


Removing the Drawspan, Approach Sections, etc., of the 
Meridian Street Bridge. 


In connection with providing a 175-foot waterway 
at the site of the Meridian Street Bridge, as ordered by 
the U. 8. Army Engineers, and as the first step toward 
the rebuilding of this bridge, a contract was entered 
into with M. & R. Construction Company for removing 
the entire drawspan and foundation, the entire Chelsea 
approach, and approximately 142 feet of the East 
Boston approach. The work was commenced on June 12, 
1950, and is still in progress. Payments for this work to 
date total $35,187.02. The estimated cost of com- 
pletion is $43,200. 


Repairs to Roadway and Pile Bents of Warren Bridge. 

The roadway plank and paving and the pile bents 
were repaired and strengthened under three contracts 
with A. Orlando, Ine. 

Work on the first contract commenced April 20, 
1950, and was completed August 11, 1950, at a cost of 
$30,219.18. 

Work on the second contract commenced Septem- 
ber 12, 1950, and was completed November 11, 1950, 
at a cost of $22,652.46. 

Work on the third contract was commenced Novem- 
ber 1, 1950, and was completed November 20, 1950, 
at a cost of $8,972.96. 


Resurfacing the Warren Bridge Approaches. 

Upon completion of the necessary roadway repairs, 
a contract was entered into with Warren Brothers Com- 
pany for placing bituminous concrete wearing surface 
on both approach roadways. Work commenced Octo- 
ber 24, 1950, and was completed November 29, 1950, 
at a cost of $11,431.13. 


Repairing Sidewalk on West Newton Street Bridge. 

A contract was entered into with Atlantic Steel Com- 
pany for renewing the southwesterly sidewalk. Work 
was commenced October 4, 1950, and was completed 
November 5, 1950, at a cost of $2,094.04. 
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Yard Forces. 


The yard forces made repairs on 30 bridges, the work 
varying in extent from minor repairs to such operations 
as renewing or rebuilding entire wooden roadway decks, 
sidewalks, aprons, etc. Included in such work was the 
rebuilding of the drawspan roadway on the Broadway 
Bridge, over Fort Point Channel. 

Typical work included .patch planking on roadways, 
sidewalks, pier platforms, stairways, etc.; repairing, 
cleaning, and painting drawhouses, controller houses, 
machinery housings, fences, roadway gates, etc.; regu- 


lating bascule bridge counterweights as required; re- 


pairing floats, sand boxes, and coal bins. 


The maintenance force also cleaned sidewalks and 
stairways of the intown area during the year, removing 
snow, refuse, etc. 


Ordinary electrical and machinery maintenance work 
was done by the electrician and machinists.

During the year machinists, carpenters, painters, 
riggers, and other mechanics, who are included in the 
personnel of the Ferry Service, made such repairs to 
the plant as the extent of materials and equipment at 
their disposal would permit. This work consisted 
mainly of minor repairs to the machinery on the boats, 
repairs to ferry bridge machinery, ferry bridge roadways, 
and head house repairs in general. 


SUMNER TUNNEL SERVICE. 


Renewing Traffic Signal Control Cables at the Sumner 
Tunnel. 

A contract for doing this work was awarded to 
Kenworthy & Taylor, Inc., on December 23, 1949. 
Work commenced January 4, 1950, and was completed 
February 24, 1950, at a cost of $6,783. 


Repairing the Pavement of the Sumner Tunnel. 

A contract was entered into with Rufo Construction 
Company for making necessary repairs to the granite 
block pavement. Work commenced May 1, 1950, and 
was completed June 17, 1950, at a cost of $7,212.50. 
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Cleaning the Surface Drainage System of the Sumner 
Tunnel. 


A contract was entered into with James A. Freaney, 
Inc., for a periodic maintenance cleaning of the drainage 
system. Work was commenced September 12, 1950, 
and was completed October 4, 1950, at a cost of $2,538. 


Cleaning Exhaust Duct and Exhaust Fan Rooms at the 
Sumner Tunnel. 


A contract was entered into with Chemical Fire and 
Rust Proofing Company for a periodic maintenance 
cleaning of the exhaust system. Work was commenced 
November 13, 1950, at a cost of $1,755. 


Installing New Steam Boiler with Oil Burner in the 
London Street Garage of the Sumner Tunnel. 

A contract was entered into with Atlantic Steel 
Company to install a new unit to replace the original 
boiler and burner which had become badly worn and 
inefficient in operation. Work was commenced Novem- 
ber 6, 1950, and was completed December 20, 1950, at 
a cost of $2,222.22.

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6. Motors, Fans, and Compressors. 


All of the 28 fan motors are in good working condition and 
are operating efficiently. 


The oil and grease in all fans have been changed at regular 
intervals, as per schedule. 


The 28 fan controllers are in good operating condition; 
adjustments and repairs were made as required. 


7. Transformers, Circuit Breakers, and Relays. 


All transformers (20) have been tested by the Boston Edison 
Company for oil acidity and new oil has been added as required. 


All circuit breakers have been tested and reset as required 
for the correct voltage operation. 


All relays have been inspected, tested, and reset to increase 


safety in operation of equipment. 


8. Carbon Monoxide Equipment. 
All four carbon monoxide analyzers are operating, adjust- 
ments have been made and chemicals added, as per schedule. 
The four Micro-Max recorders used in connection with the 

analyzers are recording properly. 


9. Toll Equipment. 

All twelve (12) toll registers are operating correctly, all toll 
registers are under constant supervision, all relays and counters 
are adjusted and replaced as required. 


Routine insulation tests of all cables and wiring have been 
made. Pressure tests of treadles indicate all are in good work- 
ing condition. All defective and faulty treadles have been 
repaired or replaced as required. 


10. Pumps. 

Various changes were made to foot valves and piping to 
improve the operation of the pumps. Similar changes and 
adjustments were made to float switches, valves, etc., in portal 
pump rooms. Repairs to motors and controls were made as 
required. 


11. Storage Batteries. 

The storage batteries are under strict supervision and 
maintenance and are in first-class condition. Each ventilating 
building has a set of 60 storage batteries. 


12. Traffic Signals. 

Defective relays and controls are replaced as needed. All 
broken glass and lenses are replaced as needed. Defective 
contacts were renewed and replaced. 
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13. Motor Generators. 

The four motor generators are under a regular maintenance 
schedule whereby all repairs to brushes, controls, and com- 
‘mutators are repaired and adjusted as may be needed. All 
motor generators are operating efficiently. 


14. Telephone System. 
Repairs and replacements to defective hand sets, relays, 
cords and jacks were made as required. 


15. Tunnel, General. 

On March 25, 1950, the Boston Traffic Commission moved 
from the third floor of the Tunnel Administration Building to 
their new building on Southampton street, Boston. ‘This 
area is now being used by the Sumner Tunnel as a locker room 
and an office for the Bridge Service field engineers. 

The towing charges for the removal of vehicles from the 
Tunnel were abolished as of December 31, 1950. 

On September 20, 1950, new machines were purchased and 
are used by the tollman, whereby a statement of his daily 
accounts is recorded and sent in with the receipts to the 
cashier’s office, a carbon copy being retained in the machine, 
which is later sent to the Auditor’s office at City Hall. 

On September 1, 1950, the City Treasurer publicly notified 
the holders of 4 per cent Traffic Tunnel Bonds, City of Boston 
($4,000,000), that these bonds were being called in for retire- 
ment and cancellation.

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The amount of money taken through the Permit 
Office was $29,053.16; of this amount $25,646.66 was 
deposited with the City Collector and $38,406.50 was 
billed to the Public Service Corporations. There are 
now on file 2,288 bonds protecting the City of Boston 
against claims that may be made on account of the 
permits issued. 

The regular forces of the Paving Service were em- 
ployed as usual in the maintenance of public streets, 
resurfacing and patching macadam pavements, patch- 
ing permanent pavements, such as asphalt and granite 
block, and maintaining gravel, brick and artificial stone 
sidewalks. In the snow removal season, division forces 
were engaged in spreading rock salt and sand on icy 
streets and also supervised plowing work done through- 
out the City by 247 contractors’ hired plows after four 
snowstorms. Yard foremen and engineers supervised 
the operations of contractors hired on a force-account 
basis to remove snow with loaders, trucks, etc., after 
two snowstorms. All snow removal bills for plowing, 
hauling, force-account work, etc., were processed 
through the Highway Section office. 


The following work was done in placing new street 
signs and replacing and repairing old street signs: 


147 Street sign posts erected. 
30 Hero street sign posts erected. 
702 Street sign name plates installed. 
72 Bent or broken posts repaired. 
87 Hero signs replaced. 
670 Street sign posts and frames painted. 
74 Street sign frames repaired. 


Contracts were awarded for the construction and 
reconstruction of 137 streets during the year, and 85 
were completed. Work was also completed on 54 
streets that were unfinished from 1949.

The Paving Service of the Highway Section did not 
get started on a program of building highways and side- 
walks until May, 1950. 

Because of the shortage of engineers in this division, 
engineers were borrowed from another division and 
trained in highway construction. 

It was necessary to work the engineers nights, 
Saturdays, and Sundays, as streets in downtown 
Boston had to be constructed nights and over week ends. 

A new system was initiated in the checking of the 
construction of highways to guarantee that the City 
received the dollar value of the construction. Cores 
were taken at certain intervals to test the depth of the 
pavements and sidewalks. Another method of check- 
ing was by cross-section and the signed ticket method. 

A close watch was kept on all jobs by the Public 
Works Commissioner and his principal assistants and 
various other aides. The City of Boston has received, 
this year, more dollar value in construction than ever 
before. 
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Some of the arteries resurfaced this year were Blue 
Hill avenue, from Dudley street to Grove Hall; 
Albany street, from Broadway to Massachusetts avenue; 
Washington street, Dorchester, from Grove Hall to 
Codman square; Boston street, from railroad bridge 
to Edward Everett square. 

Streets resurfaced in downtown Boston, nights and 
week ends, were: Chatham street, Commerce street, 
La Grange street, Lewis street, Mercantile street, Mer- 
chants Row, Tamworth street, Elm street, Friend 
street, Kingston street, Union street, Bromfield street, 
Winter street, Essex street, Harrison avenue, Battery- 
march street, Broad street, Central street, Congress 
street, Milk street, Wendell street, Wharf street, St. 
James avenue, Eisen street, Albany street, Custom House 
street, and Columbia street —for a total of four miles, 
and at a cost of $275,000. 

In the Brighton district the following streets were 
constructed or resurfaced: Summit avenue, Sutherland 
road, Denby road, Atkins street, Hunnewell avenue, 
Presentation road, Oak Square avenue, Arlington street, 
Duncklee street, EKtna street, Faneuil street, widened 
from Market street to Parsons street; Harriet street, 
Lane park, Langley road, Tip Top street, Guest street, 
Life street, Beechcroft street, Brook street, Turner 
street, Warren street — for a total of four miles, and 
at a cost of $260,000. 

In the Jamaica Plain-West Roxbury district the 
following streets were constructed: Brookley road, 
Rossmore road, Williams street, Hyde Park avenue, 
from Forest Hills square to Walk Hill street; Call 
street, Amory street, Albano street, Bradwood street, 
Gloria road, Walk Hill street, Annafran street, Rosecliff 
street, Whitford street, Haslet street, Gilman street, 
Manning street, Corey street, Archdale road, Biltmore 
street, Malcolm road, Seaverns avenue, Whitcomb 
avenue, Sunnybank road, Freeman avenue, Acacia 
road, Ansonia road, Worley street, Ennis road — for a 
total of six miles, and at a cost of $305,000. 

In the Hyde Park area the following streets were 
constructed: Avila road, Linwood street, Valencia 
road, Hautevale street, West street, Skyline road, 
Gilman street, Mattakeeset street, Garfield avenue, 
Washington street, Imbaro road, Blake street — for 
a total of approximately three miles, and at a cost of 
$175,000. 
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In the Dorchester district the following streets were 
constructed: Holmfield avenue, Driscoll Drive, Lom- 
bard street, Rangeley street, Hill Top street, Park 
street, Crescent avenue, Greenbrier street, Ripley road, 
Buttonwood street, Hinckley street, Morrill street, 
Rowell street, Wilbur street — for a total of approxi- 
mately five and one-half miles, and at a cost of $250,000. 


In the Roxbury district the following streets were 
constructed: Bynner street, Catawba street, Cheney 
street, Hutchings street, Laurel street, Haviland street, 
Day street, Oswald street, Wensley street, Warren 
street, Blue Hill avenue, Gay Head street, Terrace 
street — for a total of approximately four miles, and 
at a cost of $200,000. 


In the Charlestown district the following streets were 
constructed: Harvard street, Laurel street, Union 
street, Call street, Chelsea street, Joiner street — for 
a total of about one mile, and at a cost of $42,000. 


Miscellaneous streets in South Boston and East Bos- 
ton amounted to approximately one mile, and at a cost 
of $53,000. 


The grand total in miles of streets constructed and 
reconstructed amounts to twenty-eight and five-tenths, 
and the cost of same amounts to $1,560,000. 

In every district defective sidewalks were replaced, 
and $110,000 was spent to eliminate, as far as possible, 
this hazard. This was the greatest of all years for 


- sidewalk construction. 


In Charlestown, brick sidewalks were replaced by 
artificial stone in the following streets: Boyle street, 
Cordis street, Edgeworth street, Frothingham avenue, 
Henley street, Ludlow street, South Eden street, Sul- 
livan street — $16,000 was spent for 50,000 square feet 
of sidewalks, at the low cost of 31 cents per square foot. 


In the East Boston district $23,000 was spent re- 
placing defective brick sidewalks with artificial stone 
in the following streets: Addison street, Princeton 
street, Putnam street, White street, Breed street, Bre- 
men street, Neptune road. These were replaced at the 
low cost of 33 cents per square foot. 

In the South Boston district $24,801 was spent to 
replace 76,000 square feet of defective brick sidewalk 
with artificial stone, at the low cost of 32 cents per 
square foot, in the following streets: [ast Second 
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street, East Fifth street, East Sixth street, Columbia 
road, Farragut road, I street, P street, and Brewster 
street. 

Contracts for re-laying sidewalks in Dorchester have 
not been completed, but approximately $30,000 has 
been awarded for this purpose. 

More money was obtained from the state for chapter 
90 work than ever before. This sum amounted to 
$350,000, and was used on some of our main arteries: 
Columbia road, from Edward Everett square to Blue 
Hill avenue —the twenty-five foot reservation was 
reduced to a seven-foot divisional strip and permitted 
rebuilding two new roadways to eliminate trafhie con- 
gestion. 

Blue Hill avenue was likewise widened and recon- 
structed, from Grove Hall to American Legion Highway. 

Western avenue, Brighton, was rebuilt, from Market 
street to Soldiers Field road. 

Contracts have been awarded to build with state aid, 
the following streets: River street, Dorchester, from 
Blue Hill avenue to Pierce square; Centre street, West 
Roxbury, from May street to Weld street; Washington 
street, West Roxbury, from Walk Hill street to Ros- 
lindale square. 

Approximately $200,000 was spent by the district 
yard forces in building or rebuilding new or defective 
sidewalks with cement concrete or bituminous concrete. 
Old pavements were constantly patched or covered by 
these forces throughout the year. 

A special unit used as shock troops aided in repairing 
six major water breaks that occurred during the year.

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF 
THE SANITARY DIVISION. 


Boston, January 2, 1951. 


To the Commissioner of Public Works. 
DEAR SIR: 


Herewith, I submit a statement of the activities and 
expenditures of the Sanitary Division of the Public 
Works Department for the year ending December 31, 
1950: 


This report is a departure, in some respects, from 
those of previous years, particularly in the method of 
arriving at the true cost of the work done. In the past, 
with the exception of the reports for the years 1938 to 
1943, inclusive, there was shown merely a distribution 
of the budget appropriations of the Sanitary Division, 
but since important elements of cost were not included 
in the item of motor vehicles, the true cost of operations 
could not be obtained. 


In the years from 1938 to 19438, inclusive, the Sanitary 
Division received reports on the costs of individual 
vehicles, and these were added to the Sanitary Division 
appropriations, thus giving an approach to the true 
cost. However, these records were discontinued in 
1944. 


In 1950, with the institution of the Automotive 
Division, there was made available to us a complete 
breakdown of all motor vehicle costs, including deprecia- 
tion. By including the total amount chargeable to the 
Sanitary Division, it is now possible to arrive very 
closely at the true cost of operations. 

These considerations should be borne in mind in 
comparing this report with those of previous years. 

An examination of the expenditures for the last 20 
years shows a drop from $3,175,568.77 in 1930 to a 
“low” in 1940 of $2,031,260.58, rising steadily to a 
“high” in 1949 amounting to $5,419,665.82. In 1950, 
however, these expenditures decreased to $5,098,726.84. 
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The total cost of operations is arrived at as follows:

3. Decrease in South End District Pi dir On 
January 1, 1950, the last remaining day-labor dis- 
trict, the South End, was placed under contract, so 
that the entire city is now being serviced by contractors. 
Because of the change in the South End district from 
day labor to contract, most of the men on that payroll 
were transferred to the street cleaning force, and the 
quota of the labor force was reduced to 444. During 
the year 1950, the number of these employees was 
reduced to 456, so that there remained 12 to go as of 
December 31, 1950. 


(b) Street Cleaning Decrease.— The net decrease in 
the street cleaning account was $13,984.45. Although 
there was an increase in the street cleaning payrolls, on 
account of the decrease in the waste collection payroll 
in the South End district, amounting to $213,399.62, 
this was offset by the decrease in the motor vehicle 
item, which is no longer a part of the Sanitary Division 
budget, and the transfer of men, who were formerly 
paid by the Sanitary Division, from the garage to the 
Automotive Division payroll. In addition, there was.a 
drop in the quota of the personnel which was in the 
process of liquidation, as noted above. 


(c) Other Items.—The decrease in other items, 


amounting to $67,252.73, is largely due to the fact 


that pension payments, which in 1949 amounted to 
$61,389.37, were paid by the Retirement Board in 1950, 
while the injured payroll, which in 1949 amounted to 
$4,498.03, is now being paid by the Workmen’ s Com- 
pensation Department.

Work Accomplished.— During this year, an engineer- 
ing report on incineration was made by Thomas Wor- 
cester, Inc. 

A contract was let for the construction of the founda- 
tion wall for a new office building at the South Boston 
District yard. 

Demolition of wooden buildings was accomplished at 
the Western Avenue, Brighton, yard, and at the Gibson 
street, Dorchester, city yard. In the case of the Gibson 
Street yard building, the contractor removed all the 
material. The material from the Western Avenue 
building was retained by the city, and used in the con- 
struction of the Victory Road Garbage Transfer Station. 

Reconstruction was accomplished at the Victory Road 
Garbage Transfer Station for the delivery of garbage in 
1951. A contract was let for the construction of con- 
crete footings on existing piles. A contract was also 
awarded for the construction and the framing of the 
platform, using material from the Western Avenue city 
yard, mentioned above. The decking, cribbing, and 
filling work was performed by city forces, and this recon- | 
struction was completed on December 31. Thus, with 
the expenditure of about $2,500, for contracts, the city 
forces were able to make land, and create a facility 
Which, conservatively, is worth over $20,000. 

One of the noteworthy achievements of the Public 
Works Department during the year 1950 was the adop- 
tion of a new policy in the storage of salt, and its imple- 
mentation by the forces of the Sanitary Division. 
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Formerly, salt was received by rail in box cars, shovy- 
elled by hand into trucks, and deposited into hoppers 
at Ward street for use as required on slippery streets. 

The new policy involves the decentralization of storage 
to 13 paving district yards.. Each yard now has a 
mechanical loader which loads the local trucks. 

It is the function of the Sanitary Division to transfer 
the salt from the railroad to the various yards. 

The work of shovelling by hand is so arduous that it 
is often difficult to procure sufficient men to do the work, 
with the result that cars have been delayed, and charges 
for demurrage frequent. 

Many experiments and devices were tried to improve 
these conditions, without success, until it was proposed 
to deposit the salt directly into trucks from the cars. 
To this end, the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad Company made available a trestle under which 
trucks could be driven, after alteration by the sanitary 
shop forces. 

At first, box cars were chuted into the trucks, but this 
still required hand labor. Then, it was found that 
cement cars were available with drop-bottom hoppers. 
The city forces cut openings at the proper locations, so 
that a car could be emptied directly into trucks below. 

All salt is now shipped in this way, with no hand labor 
required, and it is possible to empty a car in one and one- 
half hours instead of five or six. 

In addition to the above, a monthly averaging agree- 
ment was entered into with the railroad company, with 
the result that there has been no demurrage charge for 
some months.

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF 
THE SEWER DIVISION. 


Boston, January 2, 1951. 


To the Commissioner of Public Works. 
DEAR SIR: 

I submit herewith statement of the activities and 
expenditures of the Sewer Division for the year ending 
December 31, 1950. 

The activities of the Sewer Division during the year 
consisted of sewer construction at a contract, cost of 
$264,875.45, as shown on attached schedule of the 
work done, and the maintenance and operation of the 
sewer system at a cost of $727,438.95. 

Contract work consisted of the extension of the 
sewer system to provide drainage for new buildings 
and street construction and to eliminate cesspools. 

Maintenance work consisted of the cleaning of 2,832 
catch basins by contract and 4,133 by yard forces, the 
freeing of stopped sewers and catch basins, and the 
repair of sewers, manholes, and catch basins by the 
yard forces, and the operation of the pumping station 
and disposal works. 

A new low-pressure heating plant and other mechan- 
ical changes are now in progress at Calf Pasture which, 
when completed, will result in an estimated saving in 
fuel costs of $5,000 per year. 

The work of extending the sewer system to provide 
drainage for new street construction, new building 
construction, and the elimination of cesspools will 
continue for many years in the future, and probably 
at the same rate as in the past. In addition, a long- 
Tange sewerage works program provides for the exten- 
‘sion of main line surface drain conduits such as Stony 
Brook, Shepard Brook, Maywood Brook, etc. The 
long-range program also includes the rebuilding of 
several miles of very old sewers that have settled or 
outlived their economic usefulness. 

About 1,500 linear feet of corrugated pipe was laid 
by the yard forces between the old stone Shepard 
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Brook conduit in the yard of the Massachusetts Building 
Wrecking Company and North Harvard street, which 
provided substantial relief from street and cellar flood- 
ing experienced in the Shepard Brook drainage area. 

Special sewer problems which have been given 
considerable study and investigation are listed, more 
or less, in the order of their importance, as follows: 


1. Calf Pasture Pumping Station. 

The renewing of worn-out main sluice and gallery 
gates, large discharge gate valves, changing the gate 
valve motors from DC to AC current. 

The reconstruction of the flat roof areas of the station 
to replace defective roof plank and sheathing, that 
constitutes a danger to the employees, at an estimated 
cost of $7,000. The renewing of the sluice gates and 
reconstruction of the roofs are absolutely necessary for 
the protection of the station, regardless of what final 
plan may be adopted for the disposal of sewage at this 
location. Under present business conditions it would 
require a year or more to replace the main sluice gates, 
which work could probably be paid for from the loan. 

Other work of a more or less emergency nature 
required at Calf Pasture in order to properly protect 
the station, if 1t is to operate for the next five years or 
longer, is a new 2,400 KW transformer; replace obsolete 
main electrical operating board; install one or more 
motor-driven 75 m.g.d. sewage pumps to supplement 
the present pumps, the casings of which are wearing — 
from the passage of grit. Other desirable improvements 
which have been studied and given consideration are 
the replacement of the present cage screens with me- 
chanically cleaned bar screens, sealing off the open pump — 
wells, now planked over, with a concrete slab. The ~ 
open pump wells constitute the greatest danger of the 
station flooding, and consequent loss of the four hori- — 
zontal pumps in the event of a power failure. 


2. Haclude the Entrance of Tidewater from the ,Boston 
Main Drainage Intercepting Sewers and from the 
Contributory Local Sewer System. 


Tidewater, and water from the marginal conduit, 
enters and surcharges the local sewer system contrib- 
utory to the intercepting sewers, and in turn, the — 
intercepting sewers through directly connected storm 
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overflows to local sewers which discharge either into the 
harbor or the marginal conduit. This happens because 
either the storm overflows (some of which are built of 
wood) leak but to a far greater extent from defective 
tide gates. The surcharging that takes place at every 
high tide reduces the velocity in the sewers, which tends 
to allow solids to settle out and grease to congeal, re- 
sulting in generally poor drainage. Much of the water 
that surcharges the sewers does not enter the inter- 
ceptors, but flows back into tidewater with the receding 
tide. But sufficient water does enter the interceptors 
so that they are full, or nearly so, at all times because 
there is not sufficient elapsed time between low and 
high tide to allow the pumps at Calf Pasture to draw 
down the water stored in the interceptor. Even though 
there were no leakage of tidewater into the local sewers 
and the interceptors, both would surcharge during a 
heavy rainstorm, particularly if the storm occurred at 
high tide. 

From the beginning of the operation of the main 
drainage system there has always been a crew for the 
maintenance of tide gates. Up to about 30 years ago, 
records indicate that their work was effective in exclud- 
ing tidewater from the interceptor, but since then the 
work has not been satisfactory. Since 19388, every effort 
has been made to cut down tide-gate leakage, but it has 
not been successful because of worn-out gates (although 
many have been replaced), but more particularly because 
of the lack of mechanical ability of the men and their 
reluctance to enter the dungeon-like gate chambers to 
do the work. 

Up to January, 1950, main drainage work was in 
charge of a main drainage crew. At that time the work 
was transferred to the district yards. The men formerly 
employed on this work were assigned to sewer cleaning. 
This arrangement is satisfactory as far as keeping the 
sump connections free is concerned, but not in regard 
to gate maintenance work. 


If there is any solution to the problem, it is to organize 
a crew from present employees consisting of a foreman, 
four mechanics, and a chauffeur, who have the mechan- 
ical ability; but what is more important, the willingness 
to enter the locations where the work is to be done. 
Sufficient remuneration should be provided for these 
employees to compensate for the difficult and dangerous 
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working conditions if qualified and willing workers are 
to be obtained for this work. This is one of the most 
urgent needs of the Sewer Division. 


3. Sewer Cleaning and Grease Problem. 


Insufficient funds have been spent on sewer cleaning 
in Boston for the past 25 years or more. Surveys show 
that 25 per cent or more of the capacity of parts of the 
interceptor sewers, the cross-town relief sewer from 
Central street to Causeway street, many of the surface 
drain conduits (particularly Davenport Brook, which is 
now being cleaned) are occupied by sand and gravel that 
has settled out due to low velocities. In addition, much 
of the local sewer system north of Massachusetts avenue 
requires cleaning. In the market district and in the 
Park square area there are large amounts of grease in 
the sewers contributed by food-processing establish- 
ments and restaurants. 

During the past 12 years, much effort has been given 
in an attempt to meet this problem with a sewer cleaning 
crew, now consisting of 15 men. Some progress has 
been made, but a very large amount of work remains 
to be done. The sewer cleaning equipment of the present 
sewer cleaning crew is adequate for the labor force now — 
engaged in this work. 

To attack the problem in the manner it deserves 
requires much additional manpower, equipment and 
proper supervision. One catch-basin cleaning machine, — 
a truck and crew could be kept continuously busy 
cleaning sumps and grease from manholes, rather than 
intermittently as at present. Without question, sewer 
cleaning is the second most important maintenance 
problem confronting the Sewer Division. 


4. Union Park Street Pumping Station. 

The main electrical board is obsolete and should be 
replaced. The mechanical bar screen, now out of use, 
is obsolete and worn out, and should be replaced with 
a new bar screen and screening grinder. Preliminary 
plans for the bar screen have been completed. | 

The Sewer Division labor force has a quota of 381 
laborers, 21 assigned to the six yards, 7 to Calf Pasture 
and Moon Island, and 3 vacancies; a quota of 30 sewer 
cleaners, 26 assigned to the six yards, 3 to Calf Pastu 
and Moon Island, and 1 vacancy; a quota of 33 chauf- 
feur-laborers and teamsters, 24 assigned to the six 
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yards (25 vehicles, exclusive of 5 catch-basin cleaning 
machines, and 3 pickup trucks), 9 to Calf Pasture, 
Moon Island and office; a quota of 7 cateh-basin ma- 
chine operators assigned to yards (5 operate catch-basin 
cleaning machines, 2 power winches); a quota of 4 
masons, 2 carpenters, 4 yardmen, 1 machinist assigned 
to the six yards — making, a total of 89 men assigned 
to answering complaints, repairs to manholes and catch 
basins, repairing broken sewers, cleaning catch basins 
and sewers, and other related work. The number of 
men available is reduced by about 9, who because of 
actual physical conditions are on light duty, and 3 as- 
signed to patrol service. The number of men available 
is small rather than large, and yet, in general, is satis- 
a except as previously noted for sewer cleaning 
work. 

Most any work connected with the maintenance of 
sewers is not only disagreeable, but also of a difficult, 
if not dangerous nature, and this factor should be taken 
into consideration when considering the efficiency of 
this class of work. Another thing to keep in mind is 
that sewer maintenance, and especially sewer cleaning 
work, is a job for young, vigorous men. As a guess, 
the average age of our men is 55, or over, fast approach- 
ing the age when they should be given lighter duties, 
and their places taken by younger men. 

During the fiscal year 1950 there were built by con- 
tractors and day labor 6.66 miles of common sewers 
and surface drains throughout the city. After deduct- 
ing 0.11 mile of sewers and surface drains, rebuilt or 
abandoned, the net increase for 1950 is 6.55 miles, 
which added to the existing 1,248.43 miles of common 
sewers and surface drains and 30.93 miles of intercept- 
ing sewers, makes a grand total of 1,285.91 miles of all 
sewers belonging to the City of Boston, and under the 
care of the Sewer Division on January 1, 1951. 

There were 142 catch basins built or rebuilt and 11 
abandoned or removed during the year, making a net 
gain of 131 catch basins and a grand total of 23,286 
catch basins under the care of the Sewer Division on 
January 1, 1951. 

Entrance fees to the amount of $969.16 have been 
deposited with the City Collector for collection from 
estates upon which no sewer assessments were ever 
paid, in accordance with Ordinances of 1947, chapter 
27, section 10. 
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Eight hundred and eighty permits have been issued, 
viz., 334 to district foremen and contractors and 546 
to drainlayers for repairing or laying new house drains. 
Inspectors from this office have personally inspected 
the work done under these drainlayers’ permits. 

Two thousand eight hundred and forty complaints 
have been investigated, and inspectors have been in- 
structed to report in writing in each case. 

One thousand four hundred and sixty catch basin 
complaints were received. 

Reported in writing on 2,873 municipal hens to the 
City Collector, in accordance with chapter 60, section 
25, of the General Laws. Reported orally on about 
2,680 requests for information on municipal liens. 

Notices have been mailed to abutters in conformity 
with the Ordinances of 1925, chapter 27, section 8, 
apprising them of the construction of new sewers or 
repairs to old sewers.

THE WATER DIVISION. 





Boston, January 2, 1951. 


To the Commissioner of Public Works. 
DEAR SIR: 


I respectfully submit the following report of the 
activities of the Water Division, operations and ex- 
penditures for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1950. 

The shortage of critical materials having been les- 
sened, and new meters made available, the work of 
laying and relaying water mains and the replacement 
of obsolete meters, etc., was resumed. 

A total of 21,229 linear feet of pipe were either laid 
or relaid, varying in sizes from 4 inches to 16 inches, 
inclusive, as follows:

The particular streets in which the above work was 
performed are shown on the accompanying tables. 

The National Board of Fire Underwriters made a 
survey during the year of the distribution system, which 
included the inspection of hydrants and gates, and 
conducted flow tests throughout the city, showing the 
capacity of the mains as to their adequacy in the event 
of a fire. : 

The department was forced to repair approximately 
60 main pipe leaks, the most important of which was a 
break in the 30-inch high service line at Broadway and 
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Harrison avenue; a 20-inch high service line in Boylston 
street, at Clarendon, and a 24-inch pipe line in Wash- 
‘ington street, between State street and Cornhill. 

- During the year a Pitometer Survey was made of the 
distribution system in the Jamaica Plain and West 
Roxbury districts on the high service and extra high 
service. 

Considerable work on the distribution mains in the 
Charlestown system was occasioned by the building of 
the foundations of the Mystic River Bridge and its 
approaches. | 

During the year the Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion completed the construction of the rock tunnel and 
made connections to the distribution system of the 
Public Works Department, Water Division, resulting 
in an increased pressure in the high and low service 
systems. The increased pressure in the low service 
system was occasioned by the discontinuance of the 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir Pumping Station. 


DISTRIBUTION BRANCH. 


Due to the increased volume of work caused by appli- 
cations for service pipes, etc., the department has en- 
gaged the services of contractors during the year. 

The regular work of this branch, consisting of installa- 
tion of new services and fire pipes, repairing of leaks, 
caring for complaints, shutting off and letting on water, 
freeing of stoppages in pipes, etc., was performed in 
such a manner and at such periods as to cause minimum 
delay and inconvenience to applicants for water, water 
takers, and the general public. 

The machine shop and plumbing shop were forced to 
handle all the drilling and connecting of services in 
addition to the regular work carried on in these shops, 
such as the machining and assembling of gates, valves, 
and hydrants, and the department assisted the other 
branches of the Public Works Department in performing 
special jobs. 

The replacement of old style hydrants necessitated 
this department entering into a contract for machining 
6-inch, 8-inch, and 12-inch valves and post hydrants. 


BUSINESS OFFICE. 
In order to enforce the payment of outstanding water 
bills, customers in arrears are notified that the flow of 
water will be reduced, but yet enough water is left on

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the premises to provide a minimum for health and sani- 
tary requirements. As a result, the Water Division 
ended the year 1950 with a surplus of $320,072.61, this 
surplus being due mainly to the collection of bills due 
and payable.

Under the provisions of section 2, chapter 351, of the 
Acts of 1929, the Superintendent of Construction of the 
Department of School Buildings is required to submit 
to his Honor the Mayor, to the School Committee and 
to the Commissioners of School Buildings, a written 
report annually, or oftener as required. 

In compliance with this statute I therefore respect- 
fully submit for your consideration the following report 
which contains a financial statement showing in detail 
all expenditures charged to appropriations made by the 
School Committee.

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DEPARTMENT ACTIVITIES. 


Masor Items oF ALTERATIONS AND REPAIRS Com- 
PLETED DuRING THE YEAR 1950, THE Cost oF 
WuicH Was CHARGED TO ITEMS C AND E OF THE 
BUDGET. 


- ARCHITECTURAL DIVISION. 


During the year 1950 the Architectural Division of 
this department performed outstanding work in order 
to comply with the requirements of chapter 148 of the 
General Laws (Public Safety). The amended law re- 
quired that plans and specifications for every building 
within the school system be prepared and filed with the 
Department of Public Safety on or before October 15, 
1950. Through the outstanding efforts of the Archi- 
tectural Division of this department and the services 
of several architectural establishments this tremendous 
task was performed. 

The year 1950 observed excellent progress in the per- 
formance of contractual work in order to bring school 
buildings within the requirements of this law. 

During the year actual work was started on 81 build- 
ings. 

The type of work performed within the school build- 
ings in order to comply with chapter 143 consisted of 
cutting new door openings within the building and in 
exterior walls for access to fire escapes and the instal- 
lation of kalemein smoke screens within the buildings 
for safety purposes. 


In addition to the above, improvements of a minor 


nature were made in many buildings. In most instances 
these improvements required architectural planning and 
formulation of suitable specifications to bring the work 
to satisfactory completion. 

The first new building construction since 1941 took 
place during this year. 

Actual work was started on a new elementary school 
building in the Henry Grew District, Hyde Park. This 
new building consists of six classrooms, a kindergarten, 
and an all-purpose room. The plans and specifications 
were made up by John M. Gray Company, and the Archi- 
tectural Division co-ordinated with this concern in 
development of plans and specifications. The con- 
struction contract was awarded to G. L. Rugo Con- 
struction Company. 


I 
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Actual work was started on the garage addition to 
the Brighton High School, and excellent progress has 
been made in bringing this project to satisfactory com- 
pletion. The Architectural Division of this department 
co-ordinated with John A. McPherson in the formulation 
of plans and specifications for this project. The con- 
tract for construction was awarded to Construction 
Units, Inc. 

Actual work was started on the addition to the 
Michael J. Perkins School. Plans for this building were 
made by Thomas F. McDonough, architect, and the 
construction contract awarded to Bossi Construction 
Company. 

Plans for the new elementary school in the Elihu 
Greenwood District, to replace the Fairmount School 
which was burned beyond use for occupancy, are in the 
development stage, and Thomas F. McDonough is the 
architect performing this work. Actual building should 
start about midyear of 1951. 


Civit ENGINEERING DIVISION. 


The appropriation for the care of school grounds was 
reduced 50 per cent in 1950 from the amount allowed 
for such work in the previous year. Coupled with the 
rising costs of labor and materials, such a reduction 
reflected a serious curtailment in the amount of work 
done. The number of major projects was greatly re- 
duced, and a large portion of the available funds was 
used for repairs and maintenance rather than new work. 

There were two major grading and paving jobs per- 
formed which, in addition to resurfacing the old paved 
areas, incorporated additional new surfaces for school 
use. At the Roslindale High School the portion of the 
lot formerly the site of the Florence Street School was 
added, while at the Robert Treat Paine School the avail- 
able yard area was increased by the addition of a plant- 
ing area which had long since been abandoned as such. 

Other large pieces of asphalt work were laid at the 
George Putnam and E. P. Tileston Schools, and con- 
crete driveways were built at the Joyce Kilmer and 
Robert Gould Shaw Schools. 

New chain link fences were erected at the following:

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Extensions to increase the fence height were erected 
at the Atherton and Sophia W. Ripley Schools, and the 
chain link fence at Boston Latin School was painted. 

Wall repairs were made at the Henry Grew and John 
Boyle O’Reilly Schools. 

New lawns were constructed at the Patrick F. Gavin 
and George T. Angell Schools. Particular credit is due 
the pupils, custodian, and faculty at the latter school 
for the manner in which the new work has been main- 
tained. It is in such marked contrast to the lack of 
care and misuse to which the school grounds generally 
are subjected in many of the less congested areas that 
it is a source of satisfaction to note what appreciation 
and discipline, properly maintained, can produce at any 
particular school. 

Standard swing frames were constructed at seven 
schools for playground use. These were the same type 
as previously adopted, except the capacity of each was 
reduced from twelve swings to eight by the Department 
of Physical Education. The new frames were con- 
structed at the following:

The division issued all orders of minor extent for 
repairs to yard surfaces, walls, steps, fences, landscap- 
ing, tree removals, and spraying, etc. 

In conjunction with the appropriation for Land and 
Buildings, the division completed plot plans for the 
contract drawings for new construction of an elementary 
school in the Henry Grew District (Readville) and 
additions to the Michael J. Perkins and Brighton High 
Schools. All incidental work, surveys, cross sections, 
borings, and test pits, preliminary to completion of 
final plans, were made by the civil engineers. 

A new project has been started and preliminary work 
has been done for a proposed new elementary building 
to replace the Fairmount School in Hyde Park, which 
was destroyed by fire. A demolition contract for work 
on the damaged structure was awarded and work 
supervised. Surveys have been made, test borings have 
been ordered for the new building, and work is pro- 
gressing on the finished plot plan for the new school. 
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INSPECTION DIVISION. 


During the year 1950 the general maintenance budget 
was so reduced to give precedence to chapter 148 work 
that all that the Inspection Division was capable of 
performing was ordinary maintenance work. 

However, the Inspection Division was well occupied 
in assisting the Architectural Division on the egress al- 
terations being performed under provisions of chapter 
143. 

Notwithstanding the reduced budget, buildings were 
kept suitable for proper occupancy by the 92,000 
children using our school buildings. 

It is hoped that when the egress program is completed, 
which should be during the year 1951, an extensive 
program of painting and essential repairs will be es- 
tablished in order to bring our school buildings into a 
high degree of beauty. 


HEATING AND VENTILATING DIVISION. 


It is the function of the Heating and Ventilating 
Division to design heating and ventilating systems, 
together with auxiliary equipment, for installation in 
new and old school buildings and to exercise main- 
tenance, repair, and general technical supervision for 
existing steam plants in the present 234 odd buildings. 

The division has under its charge the maintenance 
and upkeep of steam plants, automatic control systems, 
oil-burning apparatus, steam and electric pumps, steam 
engines, coal-burning stokers, hydraulic and electric 
ash hoists, unit ventilators, fans, approximately 500 
steam boilers, incinerators, furnaces, and ventilating 
equipment of various kinds. Drawings are made for 
modernization work entailing removal of old equip- 
ment which can no longer be kept in serviceable 
condition with a reasonable expenditure for repairs. 


OIL-BURNING EQUIPMENT 


A program covering the eventual replacement of 
most of the older oil-burning equipment in Boston 
school buildings must be set up. The first oil-burning 
installations in the Boston public schools was made in 
1921 in the Boston Latin School, and the Frank VY. 
Thompson School in 1922. Since that time oil-burning 
apparatus has been installed in many school buildings, 
47 of which are still in use. 
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The majority of the installations were made between 
1921 and 1927. Oijl-burning equipment was installed 
in 29 school buildings during this period. ‘Thus the 
greater part of the oil-burning systems are more than: 
twenty years old. These oil burners are no longer 
being manufactured, and in many cases it is almost 
impossible to obtain repair parts. 

In order to replace all of the obsolete equipment, a 
definite sum of money should be set aside each year 
so that all of this apparatus would be replaced within 
a reasonable time. It is our opinion that the equip- 
ment in at least four.schools should be replaced each 
year, and even at this rate it is questionable whether 
the apparatus will continue to function without heavy 
repair charges which will be necessary in order to keep 
it in good condition. 

Most of the older burners use No. 6 fuel oil, which is 
more difficult to burn than when the installations were 
first made because the refining companies now take out 
more of the volatile fractions, leaving a heavier residue 
which makes heating necessary and requires a longer 
heating-up period on cold mornings. 


GENERAL REPAIRS AND MAINTENANCE 

The maintenance work of this division consists of 
upkeep and general repairs to heating and ventilating 
systems in school buildings, including repairs to steel 
piping, sheet metal ducts, steel chimneys, pipe covering, 
automatic control equipment, ash hoists, oil burner 
pumps, and electric condensate pumps; the installation 
of new radiation where necessary; repair work on steam 
engines and fans. Hach year extensive repair work is 
carried on in connection with maintenance repairs on 
steel and cast-iron boilers, boiler and incinerator 
masonry, and retubing of boilers. 


NEW RADIATION 

During the past year many requests for more radia- 
tion in old school buildings have been directed to this 
office. As the heating efficiency of radiation seldom 
lessens with age, this division has carefully investigated 
the individual requests, and in many instances the 
cause has been attributed to leaky sash, missing parting 
beads due to shrinking of woodwork, air leaking through 
roof spaces, and roof dampers not being closed overnight. 

Where investigation revealed that radiation was 
ample and complaints were due to structural deteriora- 
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tion, the defects have been remedied by other divisions 
of the department. Where additional radiation was 
deemed necessary, its installation was approved.

Plans and specifications for heating and ventilating 
work were also prepared for the new additions to the 
Brighton High School and the Michael Perkins School, 
and also for the new Henry Grew District School 
which is now being built in Readville. 


EGRESS WORK 


Egress work in accordance with the provisions of 
chapter 143 of the General Laws is being carried on in 
approximately 138 buildings of the school system. The 
Heating and Ventilating Division was responsible for 
drawing up plans and specifications involving altera- 
tions, changes, and additions to the existing heating 
plants in 40 of these buildings, and acted in an advisory 
capacity to the seven outside architects handling the 
remaining schools. This has also entailed inspection of 
the work while in progress for compliance with specifica- 
tions and the approval of payments. 


ELECTRICAL DIVISION. 


The work of the Electrical Division for the year 
1950 consisted of the designing of electric plans, writing 
of specifications and supervision of installation on 
three new schools, regular maintenance of all electrical 
systems, shop and motion-picture equipment. The 
following lists the major items of work performed 
during the year. 

In compliance with the provisions of chapter 143 
of the General Laws and amendments thereto, twelve 
school buildings were equipped with a complete emer- 
gency lighting system that will operate automatically 
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and furnish light throughout the building whenever 
the main Edison Service should fail. Each system 
includes a stand-by generating plant with artificial 
gas-operated engine together with outlets throughout 
the building. Stand-by plants of this type were in- 
stalled in the following:

With the budgetary allowance for work in the Roof- 
ing Division reduced to the lowest point possible, the 
division was unable to perform any major contracts. 

However, this division did all work necessary to 
temporarily, at least, protect all buildings from water 
damage caused by leaking roofs. 

The work performed in order to eliminate leaking 
consisted of new copper valleys, new copper ventilating 
ducts, new copper gutters and downspouts. Instal- 
lation of new flashing was made on several schools and 
partial tar and gravel roofs installed where necessary. 


CONCLUSION. 

I wish to express to his Honor the Mayor, the School 
Committee, the Superintendent of Schools, and to the 
members of the Commission of School Buildings my 
grateful appreciation for their co-operation.

The Board of Street Commissioners presents the 
following report of the Street Laying-Out Department 
for the year ending December 31, 1950. 

Streets having a total length of 2.44 miles were ordered 
laid out as public ways. 

Under authority of the Acts of the Legislature for the 
levying of assessments on account of benefits derived 
from the laying out and construction of highways, there 
has been assessed on real estate, especially benefited, the 
sum of $188,373.38. For benefits derived from sewerage 
works construction, assessments to the amount of 
$32,407.45 have been made. 

In accordance with the provisions of chapter 60, sec- 
tion 23, of the General Laws, the Assessment Division 
of this department is required to submit reports on street 
and sewer betterments. The number of municipal liens 
upon which reports were made during the year was 2,872. 

Damages in the amount of $17,004.11 were awarded 
for grade damages.

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REPORT OF THE ENGINEERING DIVISION FOR 1950. 


GENERAL. 

In 1950, the Engineering Division of the Street 
Laying-Out Department carried on with its usual func- 
tions including (a) the making of plans, surveys, esti- 
mates and reports required by the Board of Street 
Commissioners; (b) the maintenance of plans and rec- 
ords relative to public highway locations of the City of 
Boston, and (c) furnishing miscellaneous municipal 
engineering services to all city departments on request. 
At the close of the year, the responsibility for the prep- 
aration of betterment estimates and assessments for 
street and sewer improvements was transferred to the 
Engineering Division. 

There were no other major organizational or func- 
tional changes. However, considerable progress was 
made in coordinating engineering, planning and sur- 
veying closely with the Public Works Department 
activities. Likewise, a working arrangement has been 
established for the referral of plans for highway im- 
provements to the Traffic Commission, Public Works 
Department and Planning Board for review prior to 
final action by the Board of Street Commissioners. 


PERSONNEL. 

On December 31, 1950, there were 34 permanent 
employees in the Engineering Division as compared 
with 29 a year ago, 53 ten years ago, and 68 twenty 
years ago. For the first time in over twenty years, the 
strength of the division increased. Previously, due to 
an extended policy of not filling vacancies caused by 
death and retirement, personnel dropped over 57 per 
cent. This loss is now being sorely felt, as we are unable 
to meet all of the demands for engineering work. In 
1950, eight men in the lower engineering grades were 
employed. Three terminations (1 retirement, 1 resig- 
nation, 1 transfer) reduced the net gain to five. At 
present, there exist ten permanent vacancies, all of 
which should be filled if the division is to turn out the 
work required. However, the recent upsurge in na- 
tional defense construction has made the general short- 
age of competent engineering personnel even more acute 
and considering the difference in pay rates between the 
city and private industry, it is unlikely that the situa- 
tion will improve in the near future.

ENGINEERING DATA. 


In its 1949 report, when referring to the work of this 
division, the Finance Commission stated: ‘‘Most of the 
work of the Engineering Division stems from the lack of 
control of private subdivisions, lack of a monument system 
and lack of a bench mark system. These faults are his- 
toric and their correction will be costly.” As a step in 
the direction of overcoming ‘‘these faults’’ we have begun 
placing and marking stone bounds on every newly con- 
structed street. It is proposed to extend this stone bound 
program to streets being reconstructed as well as new 
streets. Over a period of years, this program should de- 
velop an adequate system of stone bounds. The need for 
an adequate bench mark system is urgent. However, 
because of limited personnel, we have not, as yet, been 
able to make any of the surveys necessary to establishing 
a proper system. 


THOROUGHFARE PLAN. 


In the latter part of 1950, the City of Boston contracted 
with the Charles A. McGuire Associates to make certain 
studies and reports relative to our public highway system. 
One report now being prepared will cover ‘‘thoroughfares.”’ 
This report may be used as a basis for establishing a 
Boston Thoroughfare Plan as provided for originally in 
chapter 168, Massachusetts Statutes of 1930. 


Boston STREET NAMES. 


In setting up a workable long range program for the 
elimination of duplicate street names, the department rec- 
ommended legislation giving the Board of Street Commis- 
sioners contro! over the naming of private ways. (Note 
On February 16, 1951, chapter 55, Statute of 1951, was 
enacted as follows:) 
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AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE NAMES OF PRIVATE WAYS 
Orpen to Puspiic TRAVEL IN THE CiTy oF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
in General Court assembled, and by the authority of 
the same, as follows: 


On and after March first, nineteen hundred and 
fifty-three, no private way within the limits of the city 
of Boston which is open to public travel shall be called 
by any name except such as shall, on or after July first, 
nineteen hundred and fifty-one, have been assigned to 
it by vote of the board of street commissioners of said 
city after a hearing upon a public notice stating the 
name proposed to be given. Such vote shall be pub- 
lished in such manner as said board shall direct, and 
shall be certified by the secretary of said board to the 
registrar of deeds for the county of Suffolk. 


Plans are now being prepared to carry on a vigorous 
program for the renaming of approximately 1,000 pri- 
vate ways, the names of which duplicate names of ex- 
isting public ways. Concurrently, it is planned to 
rename many of the public streets in Boston where 
names are duplicated. 


STREET Book. 


On April 3, 1950, the Boston City Council passed 
the following order: 


Ordered, That his Honor the Mayor direct the 
Supervisor of the Printing Plant, in conjunction with 
the Board of Street Commissioners, to prepare and 
print one thousand copies of the Boston Street Direc- 
tory —of which at least 500 copies shall be hard — 
covered — for use of the City Messenger and the City 
Documents Division. 


A thorough study has been made of the uses of the 
volumes of ‘‘Boston Streets’? compiled by this depart- 
ment and commonly considered to be the official street 
directory of the city. As a result of this study, it was 
decided that major revisions in the form should be — 
made. This had delayed the issuance of the new edition. 
But the new volume to be printed early in 1951 should 
be of considerably more use than previous editions.

AN ACT ESTABLISHING THE BOSTON TRAFFIC COMMISSION 
AND DEFINING ITS POWERS AND DUTIES. 


Be wt enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. There is hereby established in the city of 
Boston, hereinafter referred to as the city, a commission to 
consist of a commissioner and four associate commissioners 
and to be known as the Boston Traffic Commission, herein- 
after referred to as the commission. The commissioner, 
who shall be chairman of the commission, shall be appointed 
by the mayor of the city, shall serve for a term of four years 
and until the qualification of his successor, shall be subject 
to the confirmation of the civil service commission under 
chapter four hundred and eighty-six of the acts of nineteen 
hundred and nine, as amended, shall receive such compen- 
sation as shall be established by the mayor and city council 
of the city and may be removed by the mayor in accordance 
with section fourteen of said chapter four hundred and eighty- 
six. The police commissioner, commissioner of public works, 
the chairman of the park commissioners and the chairman 
of the board of street commissioners, all of the city, shall be, 
ex officiis, the associate commissioners and shall receive no 
compensation for their services as such associate commis- 
sioners; but all the expenses of the commission incurred for 
the purposes of this act shall be paid by the city. For said 


purposes the commission may, subject to the approval of the 


mayor and to chapter thirty-one of the General Laws and 
the rules and regulations made thereunder, employ engineers, 
experts, assistants and other officers and employees. All 
statutes and ordinances applicable generally to the depart- 
ments of the city shall apply to the commission, except the 
provisions of section five of said chapter four hundred and 
eighty-six. 

Sect. 2. The commission shall have exclusive authority, 
except as otherwise herein provided, to adopt, amend, alter 
and repeal rules and regulations, not inconsistent with general 
law as modified by this act, relative to vehicular street traffic 
in the city, and to the movement, stopping or standing of 
vehicles on, and their exclusion from, all or any streets, ways, 
highways, roads and parkways, under the control of the city, 
including rules and regulations designating any way or part 
thereof under said control as a through way under and subject to 
the provisions of section nine of chapter eighty-nine of the 
General Laws, as amended, and may prescribe penalties not 
exceeding fifty dollars for the violation of any rule or regulation 
adopted hereunder. No such rule or regulation, except such 
special rules and regulations as are declared by vote of the com- 
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mission to be urgently required by considerations of public 
safety or convenience or such as are of a temporary nature 
and are to be effective for a period of not more than two 
weeks, shall take effect until published for two successive 
weeks in the City Record. Upon petition of twenty-five 
registered voters of the city relative to any rule or regulation 
adopted or proposed to be adopted under this section, the 
commission shall hold a public hearing thereon within thirty 
days after the filing with the commission of such petition, 
and final action thereon shall be determined only by vote of 
a majority of the entire membership of the commission. 
The commission shall have power to erect, make and main- 
tain, or cause to be erected, made and maintained, traffic 
signs, signals, markings and other devices for the control of 
such traffic in the city and for informing and warning the 
public as to rules and regulations adopted hereunder, sub- 
ject, however, to section two of chapter eighty-five, and to 
sections eight and nine of said chapter eighty-nine, of the 
General Laws, as amended. Nothing in this act shall be 
construed to authorize the commission to adopt any rule or 
regulation excluding the cars of a street railway company 
from any way or part thereof in which it has a location, or 
to modify or limit any power or authority of the metro- 
politan district commission, of the state department of 
public works or of the state department of public utilities, 
or any power now vested in the said police commissioner to 
regulate street uses under licenses or permits granted by said 
commissioner. 

Sect. 3. All existing rules and regulations of the board 
of street commissioners, the board of park commissioners, the 
police commissioner, or any other public board, commis- 
sion or official of the city, relating to the control of vehicular 
traffic, shall remain in full force and effect until amended, 
revised or repealed by the commission under this act, and 
any amendment, revision or repeal of such a rule or regu- 
lation or the adoption of any new rule or regulation by the 
commission shall not affect any act done, any right accrued, 
any penalty incurred, or any suit, prosecution or proceed- 
ing pending at the time of said amendment, revision, repeal 
or adoption. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its acceptance, 
during the current year, by vote of the city council of the 
city, subject to the provisions of its charter, but not other- 
wise; provided, that for the purposes of such acceptance 
only, this act shall take effect upon its passage.

SPECIAL COMMENTS. 


A. ACTIVITIES. 


The opening of the new building, housing all depart- 
ments of the Boston Traffic Commission, resulted in a 
reorganization of the various divisions and acceleration 
of their activities. 

Major construction work in the city and its ap- 
proaches, such as the Mystic Bridge, Sullivan Square, 
and the new Storrow Memorial Highway required vari- 
ous changes in the traffic pattern of several major and 
congested streets. Tremont street, a portion of Beacon 
street, Charles street, and Boylston street were made 
one-way streets, and temporary changes were made in 
Albany street, Dover street, and Harrison avenue. 

Authority for the issuance of parade permits ‘was 
transferred from the Street Laying-Out Department to 
the Boston Traffic Commission. 

Subsequent reports will reflect the results of the 
expanded program of activities commenced in 1950. 


B. PERSONNEL. 


Various divisions of the Boston Traffic Commission 
were strengthened by an increase in personnel during 
the year 1950. At the end of 1950 there was an increase 
of two permanent employees in the Parking Meter 
Division. Two permanent laborers and one permanent 
chauffeur-laborer were added to the labor force, during 
the year, and the Traffic Signal Maintenance Division 
received one permanent signal maintenance man. Cleri- 
cal forces were strengthened by the addition of two 
permanent clerks and in the Traffic Engineering Divi- 
sion by one permanent Grade IV engineer. | 

Six temporary investigators were employed during 
1950, together with fourteen temporary painters. At 
various times during the year, sixteen thirty-day 
emergency appointments were made to maintain the 
work of the various divisions of the Boston Traffic —

C. APPARATUS AND EQUIPMENT. 

A new half-ton Ford truck was purchased and assigned 
to the Parking Meter Division. The Electrical Main- 
tenance Division received a new three-quarter T Ford 
truck, in replacement of a 1940 Ford truck which was 
beyond repair. This new vehicle was also equipped 
with a new hydraulic hoist to be used in the erection 
of new signal installations. 


A snowplow blade was purchased to keep the ex- 
tensive yard area surrounding the Boston ‘Traffic 
Commission building passable. 


Sand blasting equipment was purchased for the 
purpose of stripping approximately 750 signal posts 
and housings, preparatory to repainting. 

These signal installations some of which were erected 
20 years ago have been painted and repainted but 
never scraped. 

A new traffic line marking machine was purchased 
in order to meet the increased demand for more roadway 
painting.

F. AccipENT PREVENTION. 


The building of safety into the minds and habits 
of drivers and pedestrians was extended by the Safety 
Education Division during the year 1950. 


This was principally accomplished through the 
medium of safety talks illustrated by 16 mm. sound 
motion pictures. More than 50 of these talks were 
given, reaching audiences totaling more than 5,000 
members of various types of organizations., At these 
gatherings 1,000 pieces of safety literature posters 
and traffic rules and regulations were distributed. 


Another development in the official program called 
for the conducting of a traffic safety panel discussion 
at the annual Massachusetts Safety Council Con- 
vention; a traffic safety session with the City of Boston 
school teachers; attendance at the annual National 
Safety Council Convention held in Chicago; and the 
display of signs, signals, markers, and devices, together 
with presentation of pertinent accident statistics at 
a meeting of the Massachusetts Auto Dealers Asso- 
ciation. 


The program also included several meetings with 
the Registrar of Motor Vehicles and his staff for the 
purpose of eliminating accidents in the City of Boston, 
which recently, reflecting national rises, have shown 
a trend of increase. 


Other public information media such as press and 
radio were also used on several occasions to make the 
public more safety conscious.

G. PARKING Meter DIVvISION. 


It has been conclusively proved that there are many 
advantages derived from parking meters in the City of 
Boston. The meters have practically eliminated double 
parking, all day parking, and have helped to reduce the 
number of accidents by causing drivers to park cars in a 
more careful and more efficient manner. 

Late in 1950 the Boston Traffic Commission installed 
an additional 3,000 meters, making a total of 8,000 now

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I. Roapway PAINTING 


The importance and value of a well-established road- 
_ way painting program can hardly be overemphasized. 

Recognizing the benefits that would be obtained for 
pedestrians and motorists alike, during the year 1950 
the Boston Traffic Commission developed a roadway 
painting program that accomplished almost 210 miles 
of roadway painting. This total mileage exceeds any 
other figure in the history of the department. Following 
is a unit summary of the road painting accomplished 
during 1950:

The painting of loading zones is an income-producing 
effort inasmuch as a fee of $1.00 per foot is charged. 
For the purpose of explaining a revenue-producing 
feature of this type, it might be well to describe a load- 
ing zone as defined in the traffic regulations. It is that 
portion of a roadway adjacent to a curb reserved for 
the exclusive use of vehicles during the loading or un- 
loading of passengers or materials, indicated by yellow 
paint applied to the adjacent curb, marking the limits 
of the reserved area as authorized by the Boston 
Traffic Commission. Loading zone permits are applied 
for directly to the Traffic Commission and these permits 
are renewable yearly. ‘The continual increase of such 
permits indicates that mercantile establishments are 
convinced that no other device has proven more effective 
in making available parking space for delivery and 
shipment of materials without congesting traffic. A 
summary of loading zone permits follows:

The purpose of traffic signs is to guide, to warn, or 
to enunciate regulations. 

During 1950 the Boston Traffic Commission erected 
2,319 permanent traffic signs as a basis for law enforce-— 
ment, aS a preventive to hazardous operation of vehicles, 
and as a convenience for the direction of travelers. 

A permanent sign census, which is now drawing to 
a close, again was conducted in the field throughout 
1950. As a result of this census, it is reliably estimated 
that more than 20,000 permanent signs have been erected 
and are now being maintained by the Boston Traffic 
Commission.

and doings and receipts and expenditures for the year 
ending December 31, 1950. 

During the past year the following changes and re- 
appointments have taken place in the membership of 
the Board: 


DaniEL G. O’ConNorR, appointed as the Mayor’s 
representative, appeared before the City Clerk under 
date of February 21, 1950, and was sworn as such 
officer. 


Dana SomEs, a member of the Board upon nomina- 
tion of the Boston Society of Architects, whose ap- 
pointment expired April 30, 1950, was reappointed 
for the term ending April 30, 1955. Mr. Somes ap- 
peared before the City Clerk under date of May 3, 
1950, and was sworn as such officer. 


WiuuiAM L. HyLanp, upon nomination of the 
Boston Society of Civil Engineers, was appointed for 
the term ending April 30, 1954. Mr. Hyland appeared 
before the City Clerk under date of May 16, 1954, 
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and was sworn as such officer. Mr. Hyland fills the 

vacancy caused by the retirement of John R. Nichols. 

JoHn A. BREEN, a member of the Board upon 
nomination of the Massachusetts Real Estate Asso- 
ciation, whose term expired April 30, 1950, was re- 
appointed for the term ending April 30, 1955. Mr. 
Breen appeared before the City Clerk under date of 
June 30, 1950, and was duly sworn as such officer. 

JoHn J. Barry, upon nomination of the Massa- 
chusetts Motor Truck Association, Inc., was ap- 
pointed for the term ending April 30, 1953. Mr. 
Barry appeared before the City Clerk on July 30, 
1950, and was sworn as such officer. Mr. Barry 
replaces John H. Gilbody who served as a representa- 
tive of the Team Owners’ Association, which is now 
defunct.

Public hearings, 
executive sessions and inspection trips were held as 
found necessary, the staff of the City Planning Board 
rendering such assistance as was essential in the way 
of investigations, field surveys, drafting and clerical 
work.

Since the enactment of the Zoning Law in 1924, a 
total of 344 petitions, 313 for changes in boundary lines 
and 31 for review of Board of Appeal decisions on 
height variances, have been filed. In but four instances 
have the decisions of the Board been set aside. In — 
these instances the question of procedure was at fault, 
while the constitutionality of the Board was definitely 
upheld. 

A decision of the Board on Petition No. 333 which 
was a review of a favorable decision of the Board of 
Appeal, but which decision the Board of Zoning Adjust- 
ment did not confirm, was appealed to the Massachusetts 
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Emergency Housing Commission. The Emergency 
Housing Commission decision was pending at the end 
of the year. 


Court DECISIONS. 


During this year three decisions authorizing a change 
in the boundary line of a zoning district and one decision 
confirming a decision by the Board of Appeal on a 
height variance were made the subject of court appeal. 

Petition No. 316, upon which Board action had been 
taken in December, 1949, was entered in the Supreme 
Court as the following case: 


James E. Legge et al. v. Dana Somes et al. 
Case dismissed. 


Petition No. 320 was entered in the Superior Court as 
James J. Con v. Dana Somes et al. 
Decision of the Board annulled on June 27, 1950. 


Reason for annullment was that two members of the 
Board who had contractual relations with the petitioner 
(The Boston Housing Authority) for the zone change 
were adjudged by the court as being disqualified to 
sit on the Board for that particular petition. 

Petition No. 325, a confirmation of a Board of Appeal 
decision of height variance was entered in the Superior 
Court as: 


Alvin Rucker v. Dana Somes et al. 
Case dismissed. 


Petition No. 332, was entered in the Superior Court 
in 1950 but tried in 1951 as Corey Realty Company, 
Inc. v. Daniel O'Connor et al. Decision pending. 


This brings to a total of 17 the number of attempts to 
overrule a-decision of the Board by parties who con- 
sidered themselves aggrieved by the action taken in 
the 17 instances.

AMENDMENTS TO ZONING LAW. 


The Board entered a petition to the Legislature 
under House Bill No. 1332, which would in effect 
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repeal chapter 337 of the Acts of 1949, wherein the 
date of discontinuance of nonconforming uses was 
changed from the year 1961 to the year 1986. The 
bill called for the modification of the original amendment 
on nonconforming uses (chapter 373 of the Acts of 1941) 
by proposing that the Board of Zoning Adjustment be 
given the power to allow, after due notice and public 
hearing, the continuance of nonconforming uses beyond 
1961, in cases where substantial business and industry 
justify the maintenance of their use. The bill was 
referred to the next annual session. 

Chapter 328 of the Acts of 1950, previously mentioned, 
amended section 20 of the Zoning Law, by substituting 
the Massachusetts Motor Truck Association, Inc., in 
place of the Team Owners’ Association as a representa- 
tive organization on the Board of Zoning Adjustment. 


JOINT ZONING CONFERENCE. 


On October 10, at the call of the City Planning 
Board, a Zoning Conference was held at which rep- 
resentatives of the Board of Zoning Adjustment, 
Building Department, Board of Appeal, Law Depart- 
ment and City Planning Board were invited to consider 
suggestions for needed amendments to the Boston 
Zoning Law. 

Several meetings were held and.-many suggestions 
were discussed. There was general agreement that the 
Zoning Law really needed a complete overhaul. 

As a result of these conferences several amendments 
were submitted to the Mayor, and the following matters 
were drawn up in petition form for presentation to the 
1951 Legislature: 

A requirement that certain types of new buildings 
have off-street loading berths. 

An allowance for the storage of not over 12,000 
gallons of petroleum or other inflammable liquid in 
filling stations or garages in a local business district. 

The elimination of tobacco as a prohibited trade 
or industry in a general business district. 

A provision to allow seven-story buildings in a 65-foot 
height zone. 

A provision for multiple residence districts in 40-foot 
and 65-foot height zones. 

An insertion of the word ‘‘multiple” in paragraph 4, 
section 20, so as to provide for an omission and include 
all residential districts. 
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FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


During the year the Board has expended for verbatim 
records, personal and professional services, advertising, 
blueprints, postage, and miscellaneous supplies the sum 
of $2,491.09. Since its establishment in 1924 the Board 
has received appropriations from the Reserve and 
Contingent Funds to the amount of $36,700. Of this 
there was a balance on hand December 31, 1950, of $28.85. 

For the first three years no filing fee was authorized 
in connection with the filing of petitions. In 1927 a 
$10 filing fee was imposed by legislative act and in 1931 
this was raised to $25 for each petition. As a result 
there has been deposited with the City Collector to 
date the sum of $3,175.

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MESSAGE OF THE MAYOR 
RECOMMENDING 


APPROPRIATIONS AND TAX ORDERS FOR 
THE FINANCIAL YEAR 1901. 


OFFICE OF THE MAyor, 
Boston, February 5, 1951. 


To the City Council. 
GENTLEMEN: 

In compliance with section 3 of the City Charter, 
I submit herewith my budget recommendations for 
1951, and recommend adoption of the accompanying 
appropriations and tax orders. 

The grand total of the proposed over-all budget, 
covering City and County Maintenance, is $90,679,- 
274.95, as compared to $86,554,244.50 in the year 1950. 
The $4,125,000 increase in this budget, which in itself 
approximates a $2.70 rise in our tax rate, could be 
prevented by one of three possible courses: 


1. Curtailing necessary municipal services. 
2. Wholesale layoff of city employees. 
3. <A blanket slash in salaries. 


As Mayor, I am unwilling to pursue any one of these 
three possible courses, and I do not believe that the 
people of Boston want any of these three steps taken. 

Obviously, it is our duty and responsibility to provide 
adequately for our sick and our needy, even though 
the cost of doing so may have increased tremendously. 

It hardly needs to be pointed out that the city’s bills 
for supplies, medical and otherwise, fuel, and food will 
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be greater this year than in 1950. Those items account 
- for a very substantial part of the increase in our budget. 

Every practicable effort has been made to lighten 
the financial burden which our citizens will be asked 
to assume. | 

The estimates submitted by department officials 
have been reduced by more than $5,500,000. Many 
desirable activities and undertakings have been deferred 
until such time as the city is better able to afford them. 
The proposed appropriations contained in this budget 
are for the most essential and necessary municipal 
functions. 

Economies achieved by this administration during 
the past thirteen months have prevented this budget 
from increasing to an even greater extent. Unfortu- 
nately, because of the spiraling cost of running our 
hospitals and institutions, and other increased expendi- 
tures resulting from present-day conditions, the results 
of our efforts to make savings wherever possible have 
been completely overshadowed and eclipsed by the 
steadily mounting financial demands upon the city. 

The appropriations for self-supporting Income 
Departments are made from their particular revenues 
and not from the tax levy. For these departments, 
the total amount recommended for this year is 
$4,199,713.25, against a comparable figure of $4,122,- 
279.87 for 1950. } 

The major increases in the present budget are 
accounted for as follows: 

Approximately $1,400,000 in the Police Department, 
chiefly because of additional expense involved in the 
establishment of the 5-day week for police officers in 
accordance with the mandate of the voters; $300,000 
in the Fire Department to provide for overtime for ten 
holidays for firemen during 1951, additional men for 
the new fire station in East Boston, step-rate increases, 
and increased costs of repairs to buildings and equip- 
ment; $700,000 in the Hospital and Sanatorium Division 
due to the necessity for increased personnel costs, the 
new 5-day, 40-hour law, and the rising costs for food, 
medicine, and general maintenance repairs; $200,000 
in the Welfare and Veterans’ Services Departments, 
because of added relief and personnel costs; $314,000 in 
the Public Works Department to provide for down 
payments as a prerequisite to borrowing for sewerage 
works and construction of bridges; $250,000 for in- 
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creased pension costs which, because of their non- 
contributory nature, must be paid out of budget appro- 
priations; $50,000 for ordinary operating expenses for 
the new Civil Defense Department; and $246,000 for 
increased County of Suffolk expenses. 

The foregoing are the major increases. The balance 
is accounted for because of increased, inflated costs of 
all supplies and commodities which affect the operating 
expenses of the city, as well as those of the ordinary 
citizen and businessman. Everything which the munic- 
ipality does itself, everything which it contracts to have 
done, everything which the city purchases, will call for 
ereater expenditures this year than in 1950. 

The present budget does not contain a complete 
picture of the city’s financial needs for 1951, such as 
debt requirements; overlay deficit payments; MTA 
deficit payments for the years prior to 1950; MTA 
deficit requirements for 1950; School Department costs; 
and other fixed obligations of the city. The full require- 
ments for the city for 1951 are not yet ascertainable. 
For that reason, no close estimate can be made at this 
time concerning the tax rate, except to state that it will 
be higher, by several dollars, despite savings made 
wherever possible, than the rate of 1950. 

It will be noted that no provision has been made in 
these budget appropriations for a general salary increase 
to employees. I have received proposals from various 
representatives of employees, and such proposals are 
now under consideration. In the event that a general 
increase is decided upon, it will be necessary to submit 
a supplementary appropriation for that purpose. This, 
of course, would result in a further increase in our tax 
rate. 

More detailed information concerning this budget is 
contained in a report of the Budget Commissioner 
which is attached hereto. 

I respectfully request that your Honorable Body 
give approval to the accompanying appropriation and 
tax orders.

DEAR SIR: 

I submit herewith detailed analysis of the 1951 
budget recommendations for City Maintenance, County 
Maintenance, and the Income Departments for the 
fiscal year beginning January 1, 1951. 

The composition of the budget document for 1951 
conforms as nearly as practicable with the reeommended 
standard accounting classifications developed by a firm 
of consultants hired by the city to make this survey. 
This is the first step in the installation of a completely 
unified system of budgeting, accounting, and fiscal 
reporting designed to serve the purpose of effective 
financial administration, and informative and significant 
fiscal reporting to the public. In order to provide 
administrative flexibility, lump sum appropriations 
are made for Personal Services, Contractual Services, 
Supplies and Materials, respectively, for each budget 
unit. Appropriations for Current Charges and Obliga- 
tions are made to each budget unit and for each class 
of Current Charges and Obligations as set forth in the 
standard classification by kinds of commodities and 
services. ‘The manual of instructions for this standard 
classification of expenditures is now in the hands of all 
department heads and fiscal clerks in each city and 
county department. Another deviation is the setting 
up of a capital outlay appropriation by budget units 
and detailed by classes. Capital outlays are interpreted 
to mean all equipment items, and appropriations for 
Structures and Improvements, and Land and Non- 
Structural Improvements to Land. Eventually this 
system will tie in with the Six-Year Capital Improve- 
ment Program now being developed by the City Planning 
Board. 
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The following table indicates in comparative form 
the appropriations by divisions for this year and last:

The above total of $90,679,274.95 for City and 
County Maintenance is the amount to be raised by 
taxation and represents an increase of $4,125,030.45 
over the same appropriations for the year 1950. The 
total of the estimates submitted by all of the depart- 
ments of the city and county was approximately 
$10,000,000 in excess of the total appropriations for 
1950. ‘This excess has been reduced by approximately 
$5,500,000. The appropriations for the self-supporting 
Income Departments are charged against their particular 
revenues and are not reflected in the tax levy. The 
total for the Income Departments recommended for 
the year 1951 is $4,199,713.25, as compared to 
$4,122,279.87 for 1950, an increase of $77,433.38. 


City MAINTENANCE. 


The amount recommended for City Maintenance 
totals $84,812,245.25 and is $3,878,894.73 greater than 
the appropriations for 1950, as shown in the following 
tabulation:

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PERSONAL SERVICES. 


The following is an explanation of the increase of 
$2,270,511.59 in the Personal Services item: 

$1,270,000 for the Police Department to provide for 
the 5-day week for police officers—this sum includes 
provisions for the appointment of 290 new men, pro- 
motions to upper ranks, step rates, and anticipated 
additional overtime; $200,000 for the Fire Department 
for additional positions for the new fire station in East 
Boston, step-rate increases, and provision for the pay- 
ment for ten holidays for members of the department; 
$190,000 for the Hospital Department and the Sana- 
torium Division for some additional needy positions 
and necessary funds to provide full year salary payments 
under the new salary schedules adopted last October; 
$48,000 for the Library Department for new positions 
to open the Tyler Street Branch and funds to meet 
the new Union scales for bindery employees; $35,000 
for the Traffic Department to provide full year salaries 
for new positions added during last year in connection 
with the inspection and maintenance of parking meters; 
$25,000 to the Health Department to provide for step- 
rate increases and additional personnel costs in con- 
nection with the opening of another health unit last 
year for which only a partial provision was made. 

The above are major increases, and the balance 
provides for step-rate increases for the remaining de- 
partments in the city and reflects a substantial increase 
because of an underappropriation in the Fire Depart- 
ment budget of last year. 


CONTRACTUAL SERVICES. 


The increase of $461,335.76 in this item is due to the 
necessity for providing $330,000 additional funds for 
repairs to buildings and equipment in various city de- 
partments; $80,000 for increased costs in connection 
with the board of Boston-settled cases in outside insti- 
tutions, children in foster homes, and for the care of 
premature infants; $20,000 for the hire of a bus to 
transport employees, visitors, and patients to and from 
Long Island Hospital when the bridge is completed 
this year; $10,000 for the Treasurer to advertise for 
the redemption of traffic tunnel bonds next September.

APPROPRIATIONS. ff 


SUPPLIES AND MATERIALS. 


An increase of $450,000 in the appropriation for food, 
fuel, and medical supplies for the City Hospital, Sana- 
torium, and Long Island Hospital accounts for more 
than 50 per cent of the increase in this item. The 
balance is due to the increased costs of all the supplies 
and materials, and the fact that the new classification 
coding system has merged the former supplies and 
materials items into one account and transferred many 
former equipment items to the new supplies and ma- 
terials account. This change makes it difficult to com- 
pare the balance of this increase with the 1950 appro- 
priations for these purposes. 


CURRENT CHARGES AND OBLIGATIONS. 


‘Increased demands on the Veterans’ Services De- 
partment by veterans and their dependents since the 
Korean situation accounts for this additional appro- 
priation. 

EQUIPMENT. 

While every effort was made to provide only for 
necessary equipment, this item shows an increase be- 
cause it is absolutely essential to purchase X-ray 
equipment for the Long Island Hospital and new 
type X-ray tubes in the health units. 


STRUCTURES AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


This item shows a reduction because of the post- 
ponement of all major improvements which could be 
postponed without impairment to the activities of the 
city. 


LAND AND NoN-STRUCTURAL IMPROVEMENTS TO LAND. 

The increase in this item is due to the additional 
appropriation for the control of Dutch elm disease and 
for extension of the facilities at Mount Hope, Fairview, 
and Evergreen Cemeteries, particularly the veterans’ 
plot in Mount Hope, which is now filled to capacity. 


SPECIAL APPROPRIATIONS. 
_ This increase is due entirely to the increased costs 
of non-contributory pensions and increased workmen’s 
compensation claims by employees.

Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the financial 
year beginning with the first day of January, 1951, for performing the 
duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, or by 
vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, or 
County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, the respective 
sums of money specified in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out be, 
and the same are, hereby appropriated for the several departments and 
for the objects and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriation for Water Service, current expenses, 
and the payment to the state, under the provisions of chapter 488 of the 
Acts of 1895, and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and for the 
interest and debt requirements or for loans issued for water purposes, be 
met by the income of said works and any excess over income from taxes; 
that the appropriation for Printing Department be met by the department 
income and any excess over income from taxes; that the appropriation 
for the Sumner Traffic Tunnel be met by the income from tolls and any 
excess Over income from taxes, in accordance with the provisions of section 
11, chapter 297, of the Acts of 1929, as amended by chapter 74 of the 
Acts of 1935; that the other appropriations hereinafter specified be met 
out of the money remaining in the treasury at the close of business on 
December 31, 1950, exclusive of the money raised by loan or needed to 
carry out the requirements of any statute, gift, trust, or special appro- 
priation; by the income of the financial year beginning January 1, 1951; 
by taxes on the polls and estates in the City of Boston; and by the proceeds 
of any duly authorized loans. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income of 
the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury, and that all contributions made to any appropriation 
be expended for the objects and purposes directed by the several con- 
tributors thereof. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the city, 
and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of the state tax 
for the year 1951, or for any other taxes or assessments payable to the 
Commonwealth, shall be due and payable on July first of each year.

Ciry CLERK’s DEPARTMENT 


The financial records of the city clerk’s department 
were examined and checked in detail for the period 
from December 31, 1947, to February 10, 1950. 

The addition of the daily cash books was proved, 
the postings to the summary cash book were checked 
for the period of the audit, and the collections per cash 
book were compared with the payments to the treasurer 
and the cash on hand. The receipts for recording fees 
were checked with the instruments recorded, the 
receipts for licenses were checked with stubs and carbon 
copies of licenses issued, and the receipts for miscel- 
laneous services were checked. The cash on hand on 
February 10, 1950, was verified by actual count. 


The recorded receipts for sporting licenses issued 
from January 1 to February 16, 1950, were checked, 
the payments to the Division of Fisheries and Game 
were verified, and the cash on hand on February 16, 
1950, was verified by actual count. 


In order to permit a complete check of license fees, it 
is recommended that carbon copies of licenses issued 
from a pre-numbered bound book or stubs retained 
in such a book be used for the issuance of all city 
licenses and that written receipts be issued from a 
bound pre-numbered book, with copies retained for all 
miscellaneous collections. 


It was noted that it has been the practice to make 
weekly payments to the treasurer of all checks received 
and monthly payments of currency collected, retaining 
receipts of the last day of the month to provide funds 
for making change. Since the checks turned over 
frequently include an amount for return postage in 
addition to the fee, the amount for postage included 
in checks turned over to the treasurer weekly must be 
deducted from currency turned over monthly in order 
to balance the postage account. It is recommended 
that stamps for return postage be purchased from a 
departmental appropriation and that all cash received, 
including cash for postage, be paid to the city treasurer. 
This will eliminate the necessity for keeping a separate 
stamp account, which amounted to $55.54 in cash and 
stamps on the audit date. Refunds for overpayments 
should be paid by the city treasurer when certified by 
the city clerk.

It is further recommended that the daily cash record 
be in the form of a columnar cash book showing, in 
separate columns, the various licenses and fees received. 


REGISTRY DEPARTMENT 


The financial accounts of the registry department 
were examined and checked for the period from 
January 1, 1948, to November 17, 1949. 

The records of marriage permits, vital statistics, and 
various certificates and miscellaneous fees were checked 
in detail to the cash book for the period of the audit. 
The cash book was footed, the total receipts were com- 
pared with the payments to the treasurer, and the cash 
on hand on November 17, 1949, was verified by actual 
count. 

A recommendation made in the previous audit of this 
department concerning proper accounting of receipts has 
been adopted, thereby greatly facilitating the work of 
the audit. 


ELECTION DEPARTMENT 


The receipts of the election department on account 
of certificates issued for travel outside of the United 
States, and for obtaining liquor licenses, were examined 
and checked for the period from September 26, 1942, 
to September 19, 1949. 

The stubs representing certificates issued were checked 
to the cash book entries. Receipts from the sale of 
waste paper, damage to voting booths, and other mis- 
cellaneous items were verified. The payments to the 
city treasurer were listed and proved to the cash book 
and found to be in agreement with the treasurer’s record 
of receipts. 


Mayor’s OFFICE 
Incensing Division 

The books and accounts of the licensing division 
of the mayor’s office were examined and checked for 
the period from January 1, 1948, to April 10, 1950. 
Receipts consist of licenses for theaters, halls, Sunday 
entertainment, etc. 

The applications and duplicate pre-numbered copies 
of licenses on file were checked in detail to the cash 
book. The licenses granted but not issued were listed, 
the cash book additions and the payments to the 
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treasurer being verified. The cash on hand was proved 
by actual count and by comparison with the licenses 
issued since the last previous payment to the treasurer. 

At the time of the last audit new accounting forms 
were recommended and installed, which records have 
been kept in an efficient manner. 


BoaRD OF EXAMINERS 


The books and records of the board of examiners were 
audited for the period from January 1, 1948, to May 20, 
1949. 

The applications were checked to pre-numbered 
stubs of licenses issued during the period of the audit, 
and the receipts were verified. ‘The payments to the 
city treasurer were listed and checked with the treas- 
urer’s record of receipts, while the cash on hand on 
May 20, 1949, was verified by actual count and recon- 
ciled with the stubs of licenses issued since the last 
payment to the treasurer. 


Pusuiic BuitpINGsS DEPARTMENT 


The books and records of the public buildings depart- 
ment showing receipts for hall rentals, sale of junk, 
telephone commissions, etc., were examined for the 
period from January 1, 1948, to March 1, 1950. — 

The stub record of receipts was checked in detail 
with the cash book, the cash book was footed for the 
period of the audit, the payments to the treasurer were 
verified, and the cash on hand on March 1, 1950, was 
counted and reconciled with the cash book balance. 


BuiLpDING DEPARTMENT 


The books and records of the building department 
showing the cash receipts for licenses, ete., were audited 
for the period from January 1, 1948, to April 30, 1949. 

Applications for licenses, permits, and inspections 
were checked to the daily cash sheets, and the totals of 
these sheets were verified and checked to the monthly 
summary of receipts. The payments to the city 
treasurer were listed and compared with the treasurer’s 
record of receipts. 

The records of sales of books and pamphlets pertain- 
ing to building laws were checked and verified. The 
fees paid by appellants before the board of appeals, 


~ 
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which are paid directly to the department cashier, 
were verified by comparison with the records of that 
board. The cash on hand in custody of the cashier on 
April 30, 1949, was counted and verified with the licenses 
and permits issued since the last payment to the 
treasurer. 


LICENSING Boarp 
LIncenses and Miscellaneous Receipts 


The records of liquor and miscellaneous licenses 
issued by the licensing board and committed to the 
collector for collection were examined for the period 
from May 5, 1943, to July 31, 1949. The commitment 
lists were added and proved to the charges as set up in 
the controlling accounts. The collections as posted to 
the commitment lists were checked in detail with the 
cash book, the totals being checked with the controlling 
accounts, and the abatements were checked with the 
departmental record of abatements granted. The liquor 
licenses granted were also checked with the record of 
licenses approved by the Alcoholic Beverages Control 
Commission for the period of the audit, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed and proved with the 
balance as shown on the ledger. 


Ciry REcORD 


The record of receipts of this department on account 
of subscriptions and cash sales was examined for the 
period from November 1, 1945, to June 3, 1949. 

The cash book was footed for the entire period of 
the audit, the payments to the treasurer were verified, 
and the cash on hand on June 3, 1949, was verified by 
actual count. 


PoxticeE DEPARTMENT 


The financial accounts and records of the police 
department were examined and checked for the period 
from May 1, 1949, to May 20, 1950. The cash in the 
custody of the chief clerk representing the petty cash 
and badge funds was verified by actual count as of 
May 20, 1950, and cash in custody of officers in charge 
of the several divisions and units was verified by actual 
count on the dates when the examination of the division 
or unit was started. The cash counted was verified by 
comparison with cash book balances, by examination 
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of stubs, applications accompanying statements and 
outstanding schedules on hand, and the accounts were 
reconciled back to the audit date. 


The department operates a control over financial 
operations of divisions and units by requiring applica- 
tions for licenses, permits, etc., to be forwarded to the 
chief clerk and entered on schedules which, after the 
applications are approved and the licenses or permits 
granted, are sent to the divisions with the licenses 
attached for issue and collection. The amounts col- 
lected by divisions are paid to the chief clerk in settle- 
ment of the items listed on the schedules. This arrange- 
ment is followed consistently, although certain licenses, 
including dog licenses, are issued immediately and the 
fee paid forthwith. 

The schedule books in the chief clerk’s office were 
examined and analyzed. The recorded receipts were 
compared with the detailed receipts evidenced by 
examination of pre-numbered stubs in bound books, 
with duplicate copies of original licenses, with state- 
ments on file showing miscellaneous collections, and 
with amounts entered in the cash book. The outstand- 
ing schedules were reconciled and licenses cancelled 
and unissued were examined. ‘The cash book footings 
were proved and the payments to the treasurer were 
verified. 

In the divisions and other units, the schedules were 
listed and the charges, collections, cancellations, out- 
standing accounts, and payments were compared with 
the chief clerk’s records. 


The following recommendations are made: 


1. That all unissued dog tags and all license 
books, whether the books have been used or not, 
be retained until an audit of these accounts has 
been made. This will facilitate accounting for all 
tags and licenses delivered to the station and sold, 
or on hand on March 31 of each year. 

2. That all receipts be entered promptly in 
the division cash book, and that all amounts col- 
lected be paid over to the chief clerk as frequently 
as once each week. 

3. That renewal appointments or licenses of 
special officers be voided or cancelled and attached

to the stub with a corresponding number when the 
appointee has failed to appear and qualify within 
thirty days. 

4. That no receipts other than those entered 
from schedules or collected by the chief clerk be 
entered in the department cash book. This will 
eliminate the entry of receipts for committed 
accounts, dog fines, telephone commissions, etc., 
which are paid directly to the city collector and of 
which monthly notice is transmitted by the col- 
lector to the chief clerk. A separate record of 
receipts representing police department income 
collected by the city collector would permit prompt 
reconciliation with the collector’s record of com- 
mitted accounts, and a separate record of receipts 
actually paid to the chief clerk would facilitate 
prompt reconciliation with schedules on file. 


The surety bonds of the various division and unit 
officers in charge, and of the employees in the chief 
clerk’s office authorized to handle money, were 
examined. 


FrrE DEPARTMENT 
Permits and Miscellaneous Recerpts 


The records of receipts of the fire department on 
account of permits issued were examined and checked 
for the period from January 1, 1947, to September 26, 
1949. 

The carbon copies and stub records of permits issued 
were checked in detail to the daily entries in the cash 
book. The cash book was footed, and the totals were 
compared with the payments to the treasurer. 

The receipts of the maintenance division from mis- 
cellaneous items were listed. The cash book was 
footed, the payments to the treasurer were verified, 
and the cash on hand in the permit and maintenance 
divisions was verified by actual count. In addition to 
the foregoing, applications pending approval by the 
fire commissioner were listed from cards on file in the 
cashier’s office, and the total was checked with the cash 
held by the cashier. The cash representing fees for 
pending applications amounting to $339.50 as of the 
audit date was verified. 
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; Wire Division 

The recorded receipts of the wire division for permits 
and other income were examined and checked for the 
period from January 1, 1947, to August 24, 1949. 

The duplicate carbon copies of permits issued were 
checked in detail to the daily cash sheets. The daily 
cash sheets were totaled and checked to the cash book 
entries. The cash book was footed, the payments to 
the treasurer were compared with the treasurer’s record 
of receipts from this source, and the cash on hand on 
August 24, 1949, was verified by actual count. 


SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES 


The records of the sealer of weights and measures 
were audited for the period from January 1, 1948, to 
April 22, 1949. 

The daily report sheets of the field men in the depart- 
ment were checked with the record of work done and 
services rendered as recorded in the field book which 
is kept in triplicate, and the charges and collections 
were verified. 

The cash book entries and the payments to the 
treasurer were verified, the outstanding accounts were 
listed and proved with the unpaid slips on file in the 
office, and the cash on hand on April 22, 1949, was 
verified by actual count. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


The books and accounts of the health department for 
licenses and permits issued were examined and checked 
for the period from January 1, 1948, to August 12, 1949. 

The stubs and duplicate carbon copies of licenses 
and permits granted were checked in detail to the 
cash book. The records of miscellaneous receipts, such 
as sale of old materials, reimbursement from the state 
and federal governments, ete., were checked. The 
cash book was analyzed, the footings were proved, the 
payments to the treasurer were verified, and the cash 
on hand on August 12, 1949, was proved by actual — 
count. 

| TRAFFIC COMMISSION 

The books and accounts of the Traffic Commission _ 


for the period from January 1, 1949, to February 21, 
1950, were examined and checked. The cash collec- 
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tions from parking meter fees as recorded on the cash 
sheets from returns of the collectors were checked, the 
payments to the treasurer were verified, and the cash 
on hand on February 21, 1950, was verified. 

The records of loading zone permits issued were 
checked with the recorded cash book receipts for the 
period from January 1, 1949, to February 27, 1950. 
The cash book was footed, the payments to the treasurer 
were verified, and the cash on hand on February 27, 
1950, was proved. . 


Puspitic WorkKs DEPARTMENT 
Central Office 


The recorded receipts of the central office of the 
public works department for plans and specifications 
were audited for the period from April 22, 1948, to 
December 20, 1949. The cash book was added, and 
the totals were found to be in agreement with the pay- 
ments to the treasurer. The refunds on deposits for 
plans which were rejected were verified. The cash on 
hand on December 20, 1949, was counted and reconciled 
with the cash book balance. 


Bridge Service 


The recorded receipts of the bridge service division 
for rentals were examined for the period from April 22, 
1943, to October 31, 1945, subsequent to which time 
these accounts have been committed to the city col- 
lector. The receipts were listed, and the payments to 
the treasurer were verified. The miscellaneous receipts 
were checked for the period from April 22, 1943, to 
December 28, 1949, and compared with the payments 
recorded on the treasurer’s books. 


Sanitary Division 


The records of the sanitary division were examined 
and checked for the period from April 20, 1943, to 
March 3, 1950. Although a request for the cash on 
hand and the books was made for audit purposes on 
February 15, 1950, it was not until March 3 that the 
cash was presented for verification and April 6 when 
the book showing the detailed record of tickets sold 
was made available. 
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The cash counted on March 3, 1950, amounted to 
‘$4,247, including many bills of large denomination, 
and the record showed no payment to the treasurer 
from November 22, 1949, to the date of the audit. 

The receipts of the division were largely from the 
sales of tickets to individuals and concerns for the 
collection of commercial waste and refuse which, for 
some time prior to the audit, had been discontinued 
except in the market section. 

The tickets for this service were printed by the 
printing department of the city and numbered con- 
secutively. The number of tickets delivered by the 
printing office to the clerk of the sanitary division was 
checked, the payments to the treasurer were verified, 
and unsold tickets on hand were listed. The cash on 
hand on March 38, 1950, represented the value of tickets 
delivered to the division which were sold since February, 
1949. 

Refunds for tickets sold and returned unused or 
presented by private contractors who picked up the 
rubbish were made from a petty cash advance by the 
treasurer to the sanitary division. It is estimated that 
between 10,000 and 12,000 tickets remain in the hands 
of purchasers, and refunds for these tickets, where 
presented, will be made by the city treasurer when 
approved by the city auditor. 

The recorded receipts for the sale of junk, etc., were 
checked, and the payments to the treasurer were 
verified. 


Sewer Service 


The recorded receipts of the sewer service division 
were examined for the period from April 21, 19438, to 
March 14, 1950. 

The receipts were analyzed, the cash book was added, 
and the payments to the treasurer were verified. 


Ferry Service 


The recorded receipts on account of cash tolls and 
sales of ferry tickets were audited for the period from 
January 1, 1948, to September 19, 1949. 

An inventory of tickets was taken at the office of 
the cashier and also at the offices of the tollmen at 
Boston and East Boston. This was reconciled with 
the tickets received and sold. The daily sheets were 
added and checked to the cash book, the footings of 


————— 
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the cash book were verified, and the totals were found 
to be in agreement with the payments to the treasurer. 

The registers on which the gatemen register the 
amount of cash received as tolls for vehicles using the 
ferry do not lend themselves to audit. These machines 
are out of order frequently, and gatemen report that 
during the rush hours there is not sufficient time to 
register cash payments. Consideration is being given 
by the department to the installation of hand machines. 

The cash on hand at the Boston and East Boston 
offices on September 19, 1949, was verified by actual 
count. 


Supervisor of Property — Sales of Junk, etc. 


The supervisor of property is in charge of the sale of 
junk and other material in the public works depart- 
ment. Sales are made out on pre-numbered duplicate 
slips, the money is paid to the division for which the 
sale is made, and the division, in turn, pays the money 
over to the treasurer. 

The present supervisor of property has held the 
position since July, 1946, and sales slips made out 
prior to that date were not on file. The sales slips 
were analyzed for the period from July 22, 1946, to 
March 31, 1950, and were found to agree with the 
amounts shown on the treasurer’s books as having been 
received from the various divisions. 


Water Division 


Water Service Deposits and Water Service Miscellaneous 
Receipts 


The water division records of receipts on account of 
guarantee deposits and miscellaneous collections were 
examined and checked for the period from September 12, 
1942, to November 30, 1949. The cash book was 
footed, the payments to the treasurer were verified, 
and the cash on hand on November 30, 1949, including 
the petty cash advance, was proved. Deposits on 
hand were listed from the water division records and 
reconciled with the balance shown on the general 
ledger. The receipts listed on the appended table 
from ‘‘Other Sources” credited to water services on 
the treasurer’s books are not included in the accounts 
of the water division, as the cash does not go through 
this division but is paid directly to the city treasurer. 
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STREET Layinc-Out DEPARTMENT 


The financial records of the street laying-out depart- 
ment were examined for the period from January 1, 
1948, to September 8, 1949. The receipts for licenses 
and permits granted and for rentals of city-owned 
property on Canal Street were examined and checked. 
The receipts for licenses and permits issued were checked 
with the record of licenses and permits granted so far as 
such records were available. In order that receipts 
from these sources may lend themselves to audit, it is 
recommended that a complete file of applications and 
copies of licenses and permits be retained and that all 
collections be paid to the cashier daily. 

The examination showed many unpaid charges for 
street encroachment locations for 1948 and prior years 
aggregating a substantial amount, in which connection 
it is reeommended that proper steps be taken to bring 
about a settlement of these charges. 

It was noted that the department made a contract 
with a real estate management firm which leases city- 
owned property on Canal Street, whereby the firm 
collects rents, pays for repairs, and retains a charge for 
services from such collections, paying the net amount to 
the city treasurer. The firm submits a monthly report 
showing collections and disbursements, as well as a 
schedule of overdue rents. On the audit date such 
reports were two months in arrears. 

It is recommended that provision be made for the 
payment of necessary maintenance and collection 
charges from an appropriation, allowing the gross 
receipts collected to be paid into the city treasury. 

The records of rentals received and payments made 
were checked, the payments to the treasurer were 
verified, and the cash on hand on September 8, 1949, 
was proved by actual count. 

Verification notices were mailed to tenants whose 
rent appeared on the books to be overdue, and from the 
replies received it appears that the accounts as listed 
are correct. 

Suppty DEPARTMENT 


The records of receipts which consist of fees charged 
for specifications and proposal forms for bids on ma- 
terials, supplies, or apparatus to be purchased for 
various departments of the city were checked for the 
period from November 4, 1943, to February 20, 1950. 
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A recommendation in a previous audit that a cash 
book be kept showing the cash receipts in chronological 
order was followed for a short time and abandoned. 
The former and present method is to enter receipts in a 
diary under the dates on which the several kinds of 
bids were to be opened, rather than under the actual 
date of receipt, and the total amounts representing 
collections for a month or longer period are subsequently 
entered in a cash book. It was therefore necessary to 
check the diaries for the several years involved, to add 
the receipts entered under each date, and to summarize 
them in order to verify the accuracy of the entries in the 
cash book. 

It is recommended that all receipts be recorded in the 
eash book on the date received, that stamps received 
in lieu of cash be converted into cash from the petty 
cash account, and that payments to the treasurer be 
made at least monthly. 


INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT 
Long Island Hospital, Steamers, Central Office 


The records of receipts from board, sales, etc., were 
checked for the period from June 1, 1944, to March 13, 
1950, the cash book being added and reconciled with 
the amounts paid to the treasurer. 

In reconciling the petty cash fund, it was noted that 
an item of $373.82 representing money in a closed bank 
is still being carried as a part of the petty cash, in which 
connection it is recommended that this amount be 
charged off and the petty cash reimbursed. 


Child Welfare Division 


The duplicate receipts issued for payment of board 
were totaled and checked to the cash book for the period 
from June 1, 1944, to March 13, 1950. 

The cash book was footed, the totals were proved to 
the amounts paid to the treasurer, and the cash on 
hand on March 13, 1950, was verified by actual count.

Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the financial 
year beginning with the first day of January, 1951, for performing the 
duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, or by 
vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, or 
County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, the respective 
sums of money specified in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out be, 
and the same are, hereby appropriated for the several departments and 
for the objects and purposes hereinafter stated. 

Ordered, That the appropriation for Water Service, current expenses, 
and the payment to the state, under the provisions of chapter 488 of the 
Acts of 1895, and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and for the 
interest and debt requirements or for loans issued for water purposes, be 
met by the income of said works and any excess over income from taxes; 
that the appropriation for Printing Department be met by the department 
income and any excess over income from taxes; that the appropriation 
for the Sumner Traffic Tunnel be met by the income from tolls and any 
excess Over income from taxes, in accordance with the provisions of section 
11, chapter 297, of the Acts of 1929, as amended by chapter 74 of the 
Acts of 1935; that the other appropriations hereinafter specified be met 
out of the money remaining in the treasury at the close of business on 
December 31, 1950, exclusive of the money raised by loan or needed to 
carry out the requirements of any statute, gift, trust, or special appro- 
priation; by the income of the financial year beginning January 1, 1951; 
by taxes on the polls and estates in the City of Boston; and by the proceeds 
of any duly authorized loans. 

Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income of 
the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury, and that all contributions made to any appropriation 
be expended for the objects and purposes directed by the several con- 
tributors thereof. 

Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the city, 
and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of the state tax 
for the year 1951, or for any other taxes or assessments payable to the 
Commonwealth, shall be due and payable on July first of each year.

CONCERNING THE SALARIES OF CERTAIN 
OFFICIALS. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Fifty-one. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SECTION 1. Chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out section i} 
as amended, and inserting in place thereof the following:

“eoeOn CHAOS 


AN ORATION DELIVERED AT 


FANEUIL HALL, JULY 4, 1951

HON. ELIAS F. SHAMON 


Member of the Judiciary, Boston Municipal Court 


The anniversary which all Americans celebrate 
this day gloriously recalls 2 momentous Declaration 
bringing into existence a new birth of freedom and a 
rededication of eternal truths to subject peoples 
everywhere. But in our enthusiasm and gratitude 
for this world-shaking event, too often we give but 
passing recognition to those who gave their all to 
make these events possible. Our forefathers, who 
laid the foundation for ‘the Bill of Rights, were, above 
all, God-fearing men of faith. They were not afraid 
to write into their works a recognition of their Creator. 

In the very first paragraph of the Declaration of 
Independence, we read this recognition of the Cre- 
ator: ““When in the course of human events, it be- 
comes necessary for one people to dissolve the political 
bonds which have connected them with another, and 
to assume among the powers of the earth, the separate 
and equal station to which the laws of nature and of 
nature’s God entitle them.” 

And in the next paragraph: ‘We hold these truths 
to be self-evident, that all men are created equal, that 
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they are endowed by their Creator with certain unalienable 
rights. That to secure these rights, governments are 
instituted among men, deriving their just powers 
from the consent of the governed.’’ The document 
ends with these words: “With a firm reliance on the 
protection of Divine Providence, we mutually pledge to 
each other, our lives, our fortunes and our sacred 
honor.” 

The public utterances of our presidents, from the 
time of Washington to the present day, have re- 
affirmed the faith of the founding fathers. American 
democracy became a refuge for all oppressed peoples, 
for it was founded upon the doctrine that God, the 
Creator, endowed man with intelligence and will, 
that He is our ultimate end, that hence we have duties 
toward ourselves, toward our neighbor, and toward 
Him as self-responsible persons, and that, as a con- 
sequence of these duties, we have inalienable rights 
against anyone or even against a majority, that we 
have inalienable rights against the state, to worship 
God and to obey the laws of His creation, the natural 
and the divine law. 

This observation, then, is in reality the 175th an- 
niversary of America’s freedom under God. These 
annual Fourth of July celebrations should again revive 
a custom long forgotten in America — to emphasize 
spiritually this glorious day vn our history, and to com- 
memorate it as a day of deliverance by prayer and de- 
votion to the Infinite God. 

Throughout various parts of the world today 
there exists a new barbarism, more terrible than that 
of ancient times. We are in the midst of a world- 
wide revolution. Human rights and freedom are 
being deliberately violated and suppressed. People 
are being persecuted for their worship of God, and~ 
campaigns are being waged to turn religion into a 
tool of the state. f 

Even the most superficial observer cannot fail to” 
sense the rising tide of materialism which is threaten- 
ing to overwhelm the spiritual life of countless mil- 
lions. } 
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The errors of the world which have given birth to 
this chaos stem from the fact that man will not recog- 
nize God’s inalienable claim regarding human conduct. 
Man is ignoring God and centering his science in 
man, and substituting for God pernicious theories of 
life and conduct, which threaten the foundations of 
our home life, our institutions, and our country. 

Many false prophets abound, and the world fol- 
lows them as a pied piper. Erroneous systems of 
ethics, like giant octopi, grip the world with their poisonous 
tentacles. Empiricism has spread arrant and arrogant 
hedonism. Pleasure is its stock in trade and it glorifies 
the pagan creed of carpe diem, nunc est biberdum, cras 
moriamur. “Kat, drink, and be merry, enjoy the 
pleasures of the day. Tomorrow we may die.” Man 
has become the sole generalissimo of his own conduct. 
The slogan is ‘‘What is in it for man?”’ ‘‘The end 
justifies the means.’”’ Man, misled by disciples of 
Spencer, is more interested in the varied gambols of 
the monkey than in first principles. The goal of these 
ethical errors is man’s earthly good, whether it be 
pleasurable or useful, private or social. 

Utilitarianism deeply influences our sociological 
movements, some of which are based upon naturalism 
and naturalistic thought. The Nazi influence of race 
superiority still grips the minds of large segments of 
the world, which refuses to accept the view that all 
men are members of one great brotherhood, with God 
as the Father, while many still cling to the doctrine 
that men are segregated groups to be ruled by a su- 
perior race. 

Communism is, in addition to many other things, 
racistic. Boiled down to its essence, Communism is 
man’s earthly good as envisioned by an atheistic phi- 
losophy. It is essentially antireligious. The only 
relation to which it admits is that which exists between 
man and man. Its colossal power is inspired and ac- 
companied by a dynamic totalitarianism threatening 
to spread over the face of the earth. It feeds on mass 
suffering and misery. It is a revival of the ancient 
philosophy of slavery. It is a movement based on a 
philosophy which not only ignores, but also nullifies, 
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our Creator, and holds in contempt all religious insti- 
tutions and those doctrines which we have all learned 
to hold sacred through the centuries. 

The crisis is with us. It is world-wide. There 
cannot be any compromise with such a vicious doc- 
trine. Systems of governments proclaim that man 
has no rights of his own; that the state is the origin 
of all human rights; that he owes complete allegiance 
to this superentity. These vicious theories are not 
only ‘hostile to, but also destructive of, religion, for if 
the state may abrogate man’s natural rights, the rights 
that are set forth in the Declaration of Independence 
‘fas self-evident and unalienable,” necessarily it de- 
stroys the author of these rights, for a militant state 
tends logically to militant atheism. These theories 
are not alone anti-Christian — they are anti-God and 
disruptive of all traditional doctrine. 

There is much which we as a nation need, if we 
are to find our way out of this chaos. It is an indi- 
vidual personal task and it cannot be achieved without 
individual personal effort. Calvin Coolidge, who was 
not an empiricist, has given us the formula for this 
effort. ‘‘We do not need more national development, 
we need more spiritual development. We do not need 
more intellectual power, we need more spiritual power. 
We do not need more knowledge, we need more char- 
acter. We do not need more law, we need more 
religion. We do not need more of the things that are 
seen, we need more of the things that are unseen.”’ 

The inroads of this anti-God, antireligious, chaos- 
spreading vulture have resulted in such widespread 
disorder that the postwar world has been ripped to 
pieces. It has even penetrated into, and has rendered — 
inarticulate, the United Nations by its vicious and 
studied campaign to spread confusion and antagonism 
among its members. 

The preamble and the purposes set forth in the 
United Nations Charter and which give as the reasons 
for its creation in substance, state that it was con- 
ceived ‘“‘to save succeeding generations from the 
scourge of war, which twice in a lifetime has brought 
untold sorrow to mankind and to reaffirm further the 
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fundamental human rights in the dignity and worth 
of the human person, in the equal rights of men and 
women and of nations, large and small, and to es- 
tablish conditions under which justice and respect for 
the obligations arising from treaties and other sources 
of international law can be maintained, and to pro- 
mote society, progress and better standards of living 
in world-wide freedom.’ These are fundamental 
rights. These are rights with which mankind is en- 
dowed by God at birth and, if observed, will surely 
result in a permanent era of everlasting peace. But in 
the present assembly of the United Nations there are 
eleven nations which have not even the foggiest idea 
of what these things mean — nations which deny 
God, equal rights of man, and the principle of self- 
determination, and violate treaties with impunity. 
In this assembly of nations the name of God is never 
mentioned, and the meetings are forbidden to be 
opened with prayer. 

In our own country the effects of the international 
ousting of God has had its impact upon us. The 
Supreme Being no longer actuates the plans, deliber- 
ations, and decisions of many of those charged with 
the education of our youth, the moulding of our law, 
and the direction of our government. Secularism, 
which is best described as “‘the exclusion of God from 
human thinking and living,” is the root of all of our 
confusion, all of our wrangling, all of our antagonisms, 
all of which are prominently being staged nationally 
and locally. How can we explain otherwise the dis- 
loyalty, the treason, the jeopardizing of American 
security by the so-called educated in high official 
positions of trust, who have aided our godless enemies 
by delivering to them atomic secrets of the utmost 
importance, especially when these persons expected no 
material gain from their perfidy, except by concluding 
that their education has been based on an atheistic 
philosophy as their inspiration? 

Though held out as learned and intelligent, their 
education was not based on character, as their moral 
faculties were perverted, and thus their thinking was 
perverted. There can be no educated man without 
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character, and character is present only when man’s 
moral faculties are developed, because the moral 
faculties are most distinctive of man. Our penal in- 
stitutions are well populated with the so-called edu- 
cated man without character. Intelligence and true 
education depend on character. Character and in- 
telligence do not depend on education. How can we 
democratize the world when we have failed so dis- 
mally in our own country? The banishment of God 
from our thinking and living not only saturates our 
social and political life, but also our system of public 
education at all levels, from elementary school through 
college. 

A concrete example of the infiltration of secularism 
into the thinking of the legal profession is the case of 
McCollum vs. Board of Education, 333 U. 8. 203 
(1948), in which the United States Supreme Court 
held invalid a statute, the effect of which was to aid 
religious groups, Catholic, Protestant, and Jewish, by 
permitting the use of public school facilities for re- 
ligious instruction. This case, popularly referred to 
asthe McCollum atheist case, arrayed the whole 
influence of our tax-supported system of public edu- 
cation on the side of the godless. It approved the 
cardinal tenet of secularism by banishing all religion 
from our system of public education. 

The effect of this decision upon the minds of the 
American people, who understand its implications and 
who fear its possible effects, evoked much criticism 
from intelligent men of all religious beliefs. Dean 
Weigle, formerly of the Yale Divinity School, called it 
a, “mischievous decision.’”?” The American Bar Asso- 
ciation Journal expressed outspoken disagreement with 
it. The Catholic press has pointed out the un-American 
secularistic implications of the decision. é 

This trend is but the culmination of secularisti¢ 
legal thinking, which gradually has crept into our 
American philosophy of law and resulted in a pro- 
eressive impairment of its Christian foundation, the 
principles of natural law. It is a radical departure 
from the Blackstonian fundamentals, that the joridical 
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order rests upon the moral order. Blackstone believed 
that ‘“‘upon these two foundations — the law of na- 
ture and the law of revelation, depend all human laws 
— that is to say, no human laws should be suffered to 
contradict these.’’ 

A late justice of the United States Supreme Court, 
whose profound influence on the present-day juris- 
prudence is undisputed, has been the high apostle of 
this secularistic philosophy, which germinated the 
legal thinking responsible for the McCollum case. 
This jurist has said, ‘‘When it comes to the develop- 
ment of a body of laws, the ultimate question is: 
What do the dominant forces of the community want, 
and do they want it hard enough to disregard whatever 
inhibitions may stand in the way?’’ Again, he held 
that “‘sovereignty is a form of power, and the will 
of the sovereign is law because he has the power to 
compel obedience or punish disobedience, and for no 
other reason.”’ This is nothing but a declaration that 
the essence of law is physical force; that might makes 
legal right; that the idea of right is a mere fiction. 
Again, he has said, ‘‘Just so far as the aid of the public 
force is given a man, he has a legal right, and this 
right is the same whether his claim is founded in 
righteousness or iniquity.” 

Thus we have a declaration that since law and 
rights are based on, and constituted by, physical 
power, it is clear that the gap between the juridical 
order and the moral order must be absolute. This 
type of reasoning would banish every word of moral 
Significance from our law altogether. Such reasoning 
admits no natural law of any kind. This man, who 
has had such a profound influence on the develop- 
ment of law in the highest court of our Commonwealth 
and later in the United States Supreme Court, has 
declared ‘‘our system of morality is a body of im- 
perfect social generalizations expressed in terms of 
emotion; our morality seems only a check on the 
ultimate domination of force.”’ 

This materialist was responsible for the dissemina- 
tion of rank error infiltrating traditional formulas, and 
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his influence has left an indelible mark upon many of 
our leaders of thought, not only in our highest judicial 
chambers, but in the loftiest councils of our govern- 
ment. He has preached the doctrine that “Just as 
there are no absolute rights whether legal or moral, 
so there is no such thing as absolute truth. It is all 
relative and subjective — not only is truth relative, 
but what value it has is for him largely constituted 
by the physical force behind it; that truth was the 
majority vote of that nation that could lick all the 
others.”’ 

His views regarding man are summed up in the 
statement: “J see no reason for attributing to man a 
significance different in kind from that which belongs to a 
baboon or a grain of sand. Life is an end in ttself. The 
true measure of men is the total of human energy 
which they embody. The final test of this energy is 
in some form. That there 1s too much fuss about the 
sanctity of human life. The ‘state’ man is a means to be 
sacrificed if necessary in the interest of the state. 
The ultimate arbiter of all life is physical force.” 
These are his statements, and upon this godless ma- 
terialism there has been constructed a citadel of 
erroneous philosophical achievement which will de- 
stroy itself through its own inherent unsoundness. 

These secularists in education are outlawing the 
doctrines of God and Christ, as they advance the study 
of atheistic authors and their works. They are on the 
faculties of elementary schools and colleges, and in- 
culcating their nefarious programs upon the minds of 
future generations. | 

Rabbi Schultz of New York states: ‘‘There are 
3,000 college professors who are congenital joiners of 
Red fronts.’’ Sociologists in our colleges and uni- 
versities today are exerting a continuously increasing 
influence on the minds of students. What sociologists 
think, believe, and teach is, therefore, of paramount 
importance for understanding the mind of students 
and the philosophy of life that they will express in 
later years. A postcard poll of 954 members of the 
American Sociological Society showed that 276 be- 
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lieved in God as a Personal Being; 334 as an Impersonal 
Force; 171 believed in no God; and 173 did not know 
whether God exists (Agnostics). The same group 
voted on Social Darwinism as follows: 352 accepted 
the theory; 380 denied it; and 189 had no comment. 
Thus we see that the concept of God as an Impersonal 
Force is held by the highest percentage, with believers 
in God as a Personal Force being next. Over two 
thirds of the responses concerning God actually indi- 
cated no belief in a Personal Being. 

Fundamentally, the God-loving peoples of the 
world face a human challenge which transcends all 
world issues. Despite the vast expenditure of billions 
and our humanitarian assistance to the oppressed of 
all nations, we have been defeated in the battle for 
men’s minds. 

Here, then, is the Breen of America — what is 
the solution? 

The Christian concept of the dignity of man is the 
strongest revolutionary force in the world. We must 
win men’s hearts by ideas which appeal to the aspira- 
tion of men’s souls. These must be our weapons. 
With them, victory is assured. Without them, all the 
material strength, power, and billions will fail. 

In our present emergency our existence as an in- 
dependent nation is threatened. We must prepare to 
Save ourselves from domination by rulers who hate 
freedom and love the tyranny of force. There is a 
Serious obligation on the conscience of every American. 
And because loyalty to country is a mandate of God, 
those who believe in God and believe that loyalty to 
country is a law of God, are, beyond all doubt, the 
most safe and trustworthy Americans. The country 
cannot be stable without one common mind and one 
common will. 

A great man of God has given us the solution of 
our problem when he said “Salvation and justice are 
not to be found in revolution, but through the co- 
operation of people actuated with justice. Violence 

ever achieved only destruction, not construction; 
the kindling of passions, not their pacification ; the 
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accumulation of hate and destruction, not the recon- 
ciliation of contending parties, and it has reduced 
men and nations to the difficult task of building slowly 
after sad experiences on the ruins of discord.” 

Though time is fast running out, there is still enough 
to save ourselves and the world. For if America falls, 
the world falls.

ORGANIZATION AND OPERATION OF THE Boston BoarpD OF RECREATION. 


The seven members of the Board serve without remuneration, but are 
empowered by the Act to employ such persons in such positions as may be 
necessary to carry out the duties of the Board. 


These duties and powers are as follows: 
To appoint a Superintendent. 
To hire necessary employees. 


To study recreation needs of the city and formulate plans for 
adequately distributed, coordinated and diversified recreational 
services. 


To encourage establishment of voluntary committees to advise and 
cooperate with the Board with respect to the operation and super- 
vision of neighborhood play areas. 


To submit recommendations to any licensing authority. 


To consult from time to time with any city department or agency 
empowered to provide recreational services or having jurisdiction 
over premises and facilities which may be used for recreation in 
relation to recreational services or premises and facilities provided 
by such departments and in relation to recreational services formu- 
lated by the Board. 

To receive from such city departments or agencies from time to 
time the management of such recreational services or the use of the 
premises and facilities under the control of said departments or 
agencies, together with such personnel as might be transferred. 

To provide and conduct recreational activities and supervise 
recreational premises and facilities delegated or made available to it 
by other city departments. 

To cooperate with and promote by advice, suggestion and other- 
wise such voluntary or amateur organizations for recreation, enter- 
tainment or mutual improvement as shall meet its approval. 

oO acquire and utilize recreational supplies and equipment and 
other supplies and equipment necessary for the conduct of its work. 

To report annually to the Mayor its activities during the preceding 
year, making such recommendations for the development of play- 
grounds and recreational facilities, including additions thereto, as it 
may deem advisable.

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ROOM FOR PRAISE AND IMPROVEMENT 
A Vistr to 110 Park Derpartment PLAYGROUNDS 


SUMMARY 


1. More swings—to hang on the many 
empty and idle swing hooks throughout the city’s 
playgrounds. 

2. More shade trees on half a dozen sun-baked 
asphalt playgrounds. 

3. A much more liberal provision of shallow 
splash pools, with central spray head, on our city’s 
playgrounds. 


These are the foremost recommendations which the 
Board of Recreation adopts for submission to the Board 
of Park Commissioners, as a result of its inspection, in 
1950, of each of the city’s 110 playgrounds. 

In the event that preoccupations in defense of the 
nation preclude the immediate construction of 30-foot 
wide, half-foot deep, concrete splash pools with central 
fountain pipe, for the city’s playlands, it is the Board’s 
recommendation, none the less, that recourse be had to 
a much wider provision of outdoor shower heads on 
ordinary hose, such as have been set up in some play- 
grounds by the enterprise of playground custodians and 
district foremen. 

The three recommendations noted at the start of this 
report are not necessarily to be found in the following 
110 pages recording a survey of each of the city’s 110 
playgrounds. Rather, the Board studied these indi- 
vidual field reports of its investigator, and formulated 
its recommendations as a result of its study and review. 
The field reports concentrated more particularly on 
what was seen, rather than on what might have been 
seen. 

These separate playground reports will be sent to the 
Board of Park Commissioners for the use and reference 
of its maintenance and recreation staffs. While it is 
hoped that the ‘‘Good Points’? mentioned in each of these 
field reports on each playground have not suffered any de- 
terioration since the report was written, nevertheless, it is 
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presumable that many of the ‘‘Points Needing Further 
Attention”? on each playground have by now been cor- 
rected — especially the smaller defects easy to remedy. 
Accordingly, attention is called to the date of observation 
at the top of each individual playground report.

Moreover, the Board of Recreation has formulated 
one or two additional recommendations. 

In particular, the Board has prepared a recommenda- 
tion that several dozen outdoor fireplaces be immediately 
constructed in city parklands. 

It advises that these be made of natural, available 
stone, in the manner which has been observed in success- 
ful use in areas belonging to the Metropolitan District 
Commission both within the city’s limits and on the 
outskirts. eae 

It recommends specifically that Castle Island, 
Dorchester Park, Franklin Park, and Olmsted Park 
(surrounding Jamaica Pond) be the sites for several 
such picnic fireplaces each. 

The Board believes that it needs little argument to 
point out that the city provides almost no recreation 
that brings families together. The outdoor fireplace — 
is ideal for family dinners on Sunday noons or evenings, 
or on weekday summer evenings. Also it brings 
‘together in a happy, wholesome, normal setting young 
men and women, for whom the city has far too much 
neglected to provide good common: pastimes. The 
stratification of American recreation into rigid age 
‘groups, where older brother does not play with younger 
brother, nor father and mother with their children, is 
‘not only justly criticized, but interrupts that passing 
on of standards from old to young, which is the history 
‘of civilization, and which, when lacking, is the most 
prominent cause for the present degree of youthful 
lawlessness and vandalism. Briefly, the young are 
deprived of the old. No other culture than ours 
tolerates such a state of affairs. 


BRIGHT COLORS 


_ Lastly, the Board, at the risk of overburdening 
hard-pressed city departments managing recreation, 
reverts to make a final recommendation that, as far 
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as possible, bright colored paint be added to those 
in-town playgrounds which have been found so drab 
and unappealing to children as to be little used by them. 
Strong reds, blues, greens and yellows on swing frames, 
slides, gates, or fences of small flat playgrounds do 
much to change their aspect for the better. 


The Board wishes to call attention to the com- 
paratively small cost of all of its above recommendations. 

In approaching a financial statement of its own 
disbursements — totaling less than $4,100 and to be 
set forth in detail on the last page of the volume — the 
Board wishes it made plain that the accompanying 
survey of 110 playgrounds in this volume was made 
almost entirely by a member of the Board (none of 
whom receives salary) at no cost to the city. 

An on-the-spot sketch of each playground, with 
accompanying notes of appraisal and of encountered 
conditions, was made by a grueling exercise of scrutiny, 
care, and compilation, through several weeks of travel 
and visitation mostly in the heat of summer, on the 
part of Recreation Board member, Mrs. Jane Minot.

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BOSTON’S NO. 1 PLAYGROUND LEFT OUT 


A STARTING POINT 


Two miles of ocean beach, on the South Boston shore, is the 
city’s best attended playground. However, it has been turned 
over this year to the Metropolitan District Commission — beyond 
the scope of present comment. Only two fenced-=off sections, in 
front of the sun=-parlored L Street Bath House, remain under the 
city’s care. 


YARDSTICK 


However, the average daily participation on this vast play beach 
— 40,000 — will serve as a yardstick to measure the volume of life 
on other Boston play areas. 

Indeed, the 40,000 daily participants on this play beach are 
greater in number than the total combined daily participants on 
all Park Department playgrounds and supervised school play 
yards put together. 


STADIUMS OR “STADIA” 


Nevertheless, the crowds at this great beach scarcely exceed in 
number the participants on inland public playgrounds combined 
with the spectators at inland public playgrounds. 

Boston has approximately 50,000 spectator seats scattered 
among 35 Park Department playgrounds. 

Boston plays 100 baseball or softball games a night. These are 
all scheduled matches among league=playing teams, officiated by 
the Park Department. One hundred diamonds are used a night. 

Nearly as many people per day, for instance, watch Park Depart- 
ment baseball and softball as watch breadwinning players at 
privately owned Braves Field or Fenway Park. 


SKATING 


As ocean bathing is the No. | sport in summer, so skating — on 
frozen water — is the No. | sport in winter. 

Boston’s 30 flooded playgrounds plus four year-around ponds 
bring 15,000 participants on a skating day.

OuTpooR FIREPLACES 


The benefit of constructing several outdoor fireplaces 
at suitable points between Jamaica Pond and Leverett 
Pond has already been mentioned in the foregoing 
recommendations, as an attraction for bringing much 
more family recreation to this superb park land. 


BATHING 


Upon representations from Mr. Joseph B. Burke, the 
Board continued its consideration of bathing in Jamaica 
Pond, as first summarized in its Annual Report of 1945 
(published in 1946). While making no formal recom- 
mendation, the Board noted the difficulty of establishing 
safe bathing in so steep a pond, and the restrictiveness 
of sites for a bathhouse along its steep and narrow 
shores. The Board’s deliberations turned more in the 
direction of utilizing the pond’s steep banks — more 
particularly in the cove at the foot of the Pinebank 
Recreation Office — as a site for diving. Outdoor div- 
ing for youth is now a very serious lack in the city’s 
recreational life, despite the many excellent but flat sea 
beaches enclosing Boston. The development of shore- 
line wharves and platforms for diving at Jamaica Pond, 
together with a bathhouse in the broad bend of the 
cove near Perkins street, was deemed a project to be 
submitted to the trustees of the George Robert White 
Fund at a time not conflicting with their other com- 
mitments. 


SAILING 


Pursuant to its favorable recommendation of 1945 as 
contained in its report for that year, published in 1946, 
the Board further considered the establishment of a 
fleet of sailboats for use by the public, to be based at a 
landing at the foot of the Pinebank promontory, and 
left its favorable recommendation of that year stand, 
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without taking further specific action. The sailboat 
landing would be beyond the contemplated diving 
wharves. 


SKATING 


Taking cognizance of plans reported in progress in 
the Park Department to restore a systematic measuring 
of the strength of ice on Jamaica Pond, and to resume 
an ice patrol for the protection and utilization of the 
area, the Board communicated to the Board of Park 
Commissioners its hearty endorsement of this project. 


FISHING 


During the early summer, a public fishing contest for 
boys and girls was held along the shores of Jamaica 
Pond. 

After the contest was over, however, the Park De- 
partment returned to a policy forbidding fishing. 

When standing at the water’s edge, one is standing at 
the water level. In other words, the banks, though 
fairly steep, have an even slope, about the same below 
water as above water, seldom as much as 30 degrees. 

As for safety, then, it is not like fishing off high, over- 
hanging banks, nor off a rocky cliff, as one does at the 
ocean shore or further down Muddy River, near the 
Somerset Hotel, where quite a few boys are usually 
fishing. Fishing off the shore at Jamaica Pond affords 
nothing so steep as the outside of a boat. Yet fishing 
is allowed at the 50-foot deep center of the pond over 
the sides of rowboats which can be hired by boys from a 
private concessionaire. 

It would seem, then, that the Park Department used 
good judgment with respect to both recreation and 
safety when it encouraged fishing from the Jamaica 
Pond shore one day this summer, and it would do well 
to make such policy and practice habitual and standard. 

If any part of the shore seems steeper than others, or 
for other reasons unsuitable, such unsuitable sections 
could be posted. 
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SCHOOL DEPARTMENT COOPERATION 
BRINGS BETTER COVERAGE IN 
SCHOOLYARD SUMMER PLAY PROGRAM 
IN SOUTH END 


APPROACH 


Through the good offices of Mrs. Jean Sampson of the 
Boston League of Women Voters, a petition was brought 
to the Board, signed by many residents of the South End, 
in the Massachusetts Avenue area, — endorsed also by 
Mr. Edward L. Cooper of the Urban League — seeking 
the rehabilitation and equipment for children’s play of 
Chester Park, an island park in the middle of Massachu- 
setts avenue, lying between Tremont street and Shaw- 
mut avenue. 


INVESTIGATION OF AREA 


After examination of the area, and after consultation 
with Joseph McKenney, Director of Physical Education 
in the Boston Public Schools, by Board Member Jane 
Minot, serious doubts were entertained as to the advis- 
abilty of encouraging more extensive use of this grassy 
and fountain-marked area by children, by reason of the 
heavy traffic passing along both sides of this park on 
Massachusetts avenue. 


RECOMMENDATION 


Commissioner Minot recommended to Mr. Joseph 
McKenney the staffing of the Everett School play yard, 
a block away on the out-of-town side. 


RESULTS 


Through the speedy cooperation of Physical Educa- 
tion Director Joseph McKenney, play instructors were 
assigned to the Everett schoolyard, and an active 
summer program was inaugurated there for children 
of this district. A schoolyard was already in use on 
the intown side of Massachusetts avenue.

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EXPANDED USE OBTAINED FOR HEFFERNAN 
MUNICIPAL BUILDING IN BRIGHTON 


APPROACH FROM LOCAL CITIZENS’ COMMITTEE 


Early in the spring, Chairman West received a petition 
from the Allston—Brighton Community Council, seeking 
the aid of the Recreation Board in securing a fuller 
recreational use of the Heffernan Municipal Building, 
a discontinued and remodeled firehouse. Great interest 
in this project was also shown by the ‘“‘Allston—Brighton 
Citizen.”’ 


INVESTIGATION OF BUILDING BY RECREATION BOARD 


A subcommittee from the Board, consisting of Board 
Member Jane Minot, visited the building, and was 
favorably impressed by its potentialities. 


CONFERENCE WITH Mr. GEORGE DONOVAN, SUPERIN- 
TENDENT OF PuBLIC BUILDINGS 


Commissioner Minot conferred with Superintendent 
Donovan, and agreement was reached that Superin- 
tendent Donovan would have his engineers determine 
the strength of the floor for active athletics. The floor 
was already occasionally used for dancing, Superin- 
tendent Donovan reported.

each week. 
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THE BOSTON PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Public Library System. has happily entered the 
field of recreation and now provides free educational 
movies in its many branches. It provides specialized 
book lists in many of the related fields of recreation and 
is constantly on the alert to enrich the life of the 
community. 

The East Boston Branch, the oldest branch library 
in America, has pioneered in this movement and has 
had a highly successful annual Open House and exhibit 
of local art for several years. This year they added a 
Hobby Show which brought out some mighty interesting 
exhibits of hobbies of local citizens. 

Several years ago there was organized a Friends of 
the Library Association in East Boston and they set out 
and raised funds to buy the East Boston Branch a 
16 mm. sound movie projector and a glass screen, It is 
the only branch which owns its own projector. 

This progressive branch also has a room set aside 
where the public may listen to music from a phonograph 
and an extensive library of classics provided by the 
Friends of the Library. 

The East Boston Branch Library is a model for 
community action in recreation.

As it appeared prior to 1827 


The City Seal was adopted by ‘‘An Ordinance to 
Establish the City Seal,” passed January 2, 1823, which 
provides ‘‘That the design hereto annexed, as sketched 
by John R. Penniman, giving a view of the City, be the 
device of the City Seal; that the motto be as follows, 
to wit: ‘Sicut patribus sit Deus nobis’; and that the 
inscription be as follows: —‘Bostonia condita, A.D. 
1630. Civitatis regimine donata, A.D. 1822.’”’ The 
motto is taken from 1 Kings, viii, 57: ‘‘God be with 
us as He was with our fathers.” 

The seal as it first appeared is shown above. 

The seal as it was afterwards changed, and has ever 
since continued to be used, was first shown on page 221 
of the volume of laws and ordinances, commonly known 
as the “First Revision,” published in 1827, and is 
established as the City Seal at the present time by 
Revised Ordinances of 1914, Chapter 1, Section 5, 
which provides that ‘‘The seal of the City shall be 
circular in form; shall bear a view of the City; the 
motto ‘Sicur Parrisus Sir Devs Nosis,’ and the 
inscription, ‘Boston1a Conpira, A.D. 1630. CiviTatis 
Reemine Donata A.D. 1822,’ as herewith shown.” 

The seal as changed in 1827 is shown on the opposite 
page. 
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ORIGIN AND GROWTH OF BOSTON. 


Tue Royal Patent incorporating the Governor and 
Company of Massachusetts Bay in New England passed 
the seals March * 4, 1628-29. At a General Court, or 
Meeting of the Company, on August * 29 of that year it 
was voted ‘‘that the Government and patent should be 
settled in New England.’ To that end Governor Win- 
throp led the Puritan Exodus in 1630. Soon after his 
arrival at Salem on June * 12, 1630, he proceeded with a 
large following to Charlestown, where a plantation had 
been established the summer before. The Assistants 
held three Courts at Charlestown in the interval, August 
* 23 to September * 28, inclusive. At their meeting 
on September * 7, they ‘‘ordered that Trimountaine 
shall be called Boston; Mattapan, Dorchester; and the 
towne upon Charles River, Waterton.” Thus Shawmut 
of the Indians was named Boston, probably out of grati- 
tude to the Merchants of Boston in Lincolnshire, who 
had subscribed generously to the stock of the Company. 

In the latter part of August, Governor Winthrop 
with the patent chose Boston as his abiding place. 
The first ‘‘Court’”’ held in Boston was a ‘‘ General Court” 
on October * 19, ‘‘for establishing of the government.” 
On October * 3, 1632, Boston was formally declared 
to be ‘‘the fittest place for publique meetings of any 
place in the Bay.” _ : 

Boston was the first town in Massachusetts to become 
a city. It was incorporated February 23, 1822, by 
St. 1821, c. 110, adopted by the voters March 4, 1822. 
This act was revised by St. 1854, c. 448; amended by 
St. 1885, c. 266 and again by St. 1909, c. 486. b 

The neck of land called Boston, still called Boston 
Proper, contained perhaps 700 acres of land, judging 
from the 783 acres shown by the official survey of 1794 
(In the interval 1630-37, Boston acquired jurisdiction 
over’ most of the territory now included in Chelse 
Winthrop, Revere, East Boston, Brookline, Quincy, 
Braintree, Randolph and Holbrook, besides certait 
islands in the harbor.) From 1637 till May 13, 16 
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when “Mount Woollaston’”’ was set off as Braintree, 
Boston exercised jurisdiction over a territory of at least 
40,000 acres. Within its present limits there are 30,598 
acres, including flats and water. 

Since 1640, grants of land have been made to Boston 
by the General Court as follows: (1) October * 16, 1660, 
1,000 acres “for the use of a free schoole, layd out in 
the wildernesse or North of the Merimake River” (in 
Haverhill), in 1664. (2) June * 27, 1735, in abatement 
of Province Tax, three townships, each six miles square, 
or 69,120 acres in all. These townships later became 
the Towns of Charlemont, Colrain, and Pittsfield. 
Boston sold its interest in them on June * 30, 1737, for 
£3,660. (3) June 26, 1794, a township of land in 
Maine (23,040 acres) “‘to build a public hospital.’ This 
tract was sold by the City April 6, 1833, for $4,200. 

Muddy River was set off as the Town of Brookline 
on November * 13, 1705, and Rumney Marsh was set 
off as the Town of Chelsea January * 8, 1739. 

The principal annexations of territory included within 
the present limits of the City of Boston have been made 
as follows: 

(1) Noddle’s Island, by order of Court of Assistants, March 
* 9, 1636-37. (2) South Boston set off from Dorchester March 
6, 1804, by St. 1803, c. 111. (3) Washington Village set off 
from Dorchester May 21, 1855, by St. 1855, c. 468. (4) Rox- 
bury January 6, 1868, by St. 1867, c. 359, accepted September 
9, 1867. Roxbury received its name by order of the Court of 
Assistants October * 8, 1630. It was incorporated as a city 
March 12, 1846, by St. 1846, c. 95, accepted March 25, 1846. 
(5) Dorchester January 3, 1870, by St. 1869, c. 349, accepted 
June 22, 1869. It received its name September * 7, 1630, by 
order of the Court of Assistants. (6) Brighton January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1873, c. 303, accepted October 7, 1873. Set off from 
_ Cambridge as the Town of Brighton February 24, 1807, by St. 
_ 1806, c. 65. (7) Charlestown January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, c. 
286, accepted October 7, 1873. Settled July * 4, 1629. It was 
incorporated a City February 22, 1847, by St. 1847, c. 29, 
accepted March 10, 1847. (8) West Roxbury January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1873, c. 314, accepted October 7, 1873. It was set off 
from Roxbury and incorporated a Town May 24, 1851, by St. 
1851, c. 250. (9) Hyde Park January 1, 1912, by St. 1911, ec. 
469, and 583, accepted November 7, 1911. Incorporated a 
Town April 22, 1868.

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INTRODUCTION. 


As a public document THe Municipau Rucister is 
as old as the City of Boston itself, the first volume 
having been published in 1821, a year before the govern- 
ment of Boston changed from Town to City. Up to 
1840 the title of the volume was: The Rules and Orders 
of the Common Council. From 1821 to 1829 the docu- 
ment contained merely a register of the City Council 
and a list of the officers. 

In 1829 the City Charter was published as a part of 
the volume, and in 1880 the Acts relating to Boston, 
also the ordinances, were added. In 1832 the size of 
the volume was increased by the addition of an index 
to the contents. The volume published in 1822 con- 
tained fifteen pages and for the year 1840 there were 
eighty-eight pages, including three pages of index. 

The title Taz Municrean REGISTER was adopted in 
1841 when the publication became more ambitious, 
incorporating in its pages the Rules and Orders of the 
Common Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, 
statutes of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a 
list of the public schools, the City Government of 1841, 
the committees and departments (consisting at that 
time of the treasury, law, police, health, public land 
and buildings, lamps and bridges, fire, and public 
charitable institutions), and a list of the ward officers. 

From 1842 to 1864 it also contained a list of the 
members of preceding City Governments, a necrological 
_ record of those members, the latest ordinances and the 
special statutes relating to the City. In 1851 a list of 
the annual orators was added, and in 1853 a map of 
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the City and the Rules of the Board of Aldermen. In 
1876, statistics of registration and voting were included, 
carried from 1879 to 1924 in tabulated form. 

From 1889 to 1896, inclusive, THe MuNIcIPAL 
REGISTER also contained a compilation of the Charter 
with the revision of 1854 and the amendments of 1885 
and thereafter. The Amended Charter of 1909 (15 
pages) was added in 1910, and the various changes 
since that year have been indicated by footnotes. 

In 1924 the important amendments to the Charter 
enacted in that year (10 pages) were included. 

The 1925 volume contained, as the latest addition, 
descriptions of the ward boundaries as fixed for the 22 
new wards (formerly 26) in December, 1924. 

Since 1925, the Register has been gradually reduced 
to its present size; primarily, because of the issuance 
of the Boston Year Book, a more ambitious publication, 
in 1925 and 1926, and secondly for the purpose of 
economy.

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CITY CHARTER OF 1909 (ACTS OF 1909, 
CHAPTER 486) WITH AMENDMENTS TO 
JUNE 1, 1951, INCORPORATED. 


THe Mayor anv Crry Councit. 


Secrion 1.* (The terms of office of the mayor and the members of both 
branches of the present city council of the city of Boston and of the street 
commissioner whose term would expire on the first Monday of January, 
nineteen hundred and ten, are hereby extended to ten o’clock a. m. on the first 
Monday of February, nineteen hundred and ten, and at that time the satd 
city council and both branches thereof and the positions of city messenger, 
clerk of the common council, clerk of committees, assistant clerk of committees, 
and their subordinates shall be abolished. The officials whose terms of office 
are hereby extended shall, for the extended term, receive a compensation equal 
to one-twelfth of the annual salaries now paid to them respectively.) The 
mayor and city council elected in accordance with the provisions of this 
act, and their successors, shall thereafter have all the powers and privileges 
conferred, and be subject to all the duties and obligations imposed by law 
upon the city council or the board of aldermen, acting as such or as county 
commissioners or in any capacity, except as herein otherwise provided. 
Wherever in this act the phrase “mayor and city council” appears, it 
shall be understood as meaning the mayor and city council acting on and 
after the first Monday of February, nineteen hundred and ten, under the 
provisions of this and the three following sections. The city council may, 
subject to the approval of the mayor, from time to time establish such 
offices, other than that of city clerk, as it may deem necessary for the con- 
duct of its affairs and at such salaries as it may determine, and abolish 
such officers or alter such salaries; and without such approval may fill the 
offices thus established and remove the incumbents at pleasure. 

Section 1. (Chap. 479, Acts of 1924.) The terms of office of the 
mayor of the city of Boston, of members of the city council and school 
committee of said city which would expire under existing law on the first 
Monday of February, nineteen hundred and twenty-six, and of members 
of the city council and school committee of said city which would expire 
under existing law on the first Monday of February, nineteen hundred and 
twenty-seven, shall terminate at ten o’clock in the forenoon on the first 
Monday of January, nineteen hundred and twenty-six. There shall be 
no municipal election in said city in the year nineteen hundred and twenty- 
four, and the terms of office of members of the city council and school 
committee of said city which would expire under existing law on the first 
Monday of February, nineteen hundred and twenty-five, are hereby 





*The portion of this section in italics was superseded by Section 1 of 
Chap. 479, Acts of 1924, which is printed as the next section. 
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extended to ten o’clock in the forenoon on the first Monday of January, 
nineteen hundred and twenty-six. The salary of any official whose term 
of office is terminated as aforesaid shall cease at the time of such termi- 
nation and the salary of any official whose term of office is extended as 
aforesaid shall continue at the same rate as theretofore so long as he con- 
tinues to serve during the period of such extension. 


Sect. 2.* The mayor from time to time may make to the city council 
in the form of an ordinance or loan order filed with the city clerk such 
recommendations other than for school purposes as he may deem to be 
for the welfare of the city. The city council shall consider each ordinance 
or loan order presented by the mayor and shall either adopt or reject 
the same within sixty days after the date when it is filed as aforesaid. 
If the said ordinance or loan order is not rejected within said sixty days 
it shall be in force as if adopted by the city council unless previously 
withdrawn by the mayor. Nothing herein shall prevent the mayor from 
again presenting an ordinance or loan order which has been rejected or 
withdrawn. The city council may originate an ordinance or loan order 
and may reduce or reject any item in any loan and, subject to the approval 
of the mayor, may amend an ordinance. All sales of land other than 
school lands, all appropriations for the purchase of land other than for 
school purposes, and all loans voted by the city council shall require a 
vote of two thirds of all the members of the city council; and shall be passed 
only after two separate readings and by two separate votes, the second 
of said readings and votes to be had not less than fourteen days after the 
first, except that in the case of loan orders for temporary loans in antici- 
pation of taxes the second of said readings and votes may be had not less 
than twenty-four hours after the first. No amendment increasing the 
amount of land to be sold or the amount to be paid for the purchase of 
land, or the amount of loans, or altering the disposition of purchase money 
or of the proceeds of loans shall be made at the time of the second reading 
and vote. If a petition signed by six members of the council requesting 
that action be taken forthwith upon a loan order presented by the mayor 
is file] in the office of the city clerk not earlier than fourteen days after its 
pres2ntation, action shall be taken by the yeas and nays on the question 
of the adoption of such loan order at the next meeting of the council, or, 
if one vote has already been taken thereon, at the next meeting after 
the expiration of the required interval after such vote ; provided, that such 
action thereon has not sooner been taken or such loan order has not been 
withdrawn by the mayor. 

Secr. 3. All appropriations, other than for school purposes, to be 
met from taxes, revenue or any source other than loans, shall originate 
with the mayor, who, not later than the first Monday in February of each 
year, shall submit to the city council the annual budget of the current 
expenses of the city and county for the current fiscal year, and may 
submit thereafter such supplementary appropriation orders as he may 
deem necessary. The city council may reduce or reject any item, but, 


except upon the recommendation of the mayor, shall not increase any.

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council shall take definite action on the annual budget by adopting, 
reducing or rejecting it, and in the event of their failure so to do the 
items and the appropriation orders in the budget as recommended by the 
mayor shall be in effect as if formally adopted by the city council and 
approved by the mayor. It shall be the duty of the city and county 
officials, when requested by the mayor, to submit forthwith in such 
detail as he may require estimates for the next fiscal year of the expendi- 
tures of the department or office under their charge, which estimates 
shall be transmitted to the city council. 

Srcr. 3A.* In the period after the expiration of any fiscal year, and 
before the regular appropriations have been made by the city council and 
the school committee, city and county officers who are authorized to 
make expenditures, and the school committee, may incur liabilities in 
carrying on the work of the several departments and offices entrusted to 
them, and payments therefor shall be made from the treasury from any 
available funds therein and charged against the next annual appropria- 
tion, or special appropriation, if any is made; provided, that the liabilities 
incurred during such interval for regular employees do not exceed in any 
one month the average monthly expenditure of the last three months of 
the preceding fiscal year, and that the total liabilities incurred during 
said interval do not exceed in any one month the sums spent for similar 
purposes during any one month of the preceding fiscal year; and provided, 
further, that said officers who are authorized to make expenditures may 
expend in any one month for any new officer or board lawfully created 
an amount not exceeding one twelfth of the estimated cost for the current 
fiscal year; and provided, further, that until a regular or special appropri- 
ation has been made for snow removal, expenditures may be made for that 
purpose to an amount not exceeding the average of the annual expendi- 
tures for snow removal in the five preceding fiscal years. Notwithstanding 
the foregoing limitations upon the authority of city officers to incur 
liabilities during said interval, such officers may incur liabilities to such 
extent as may be necessary for the purpose of compensating first assistant 
assessors for their regular duties. 

Sect. 3B.* After an appropriation of money has been duly made by 
the city of Boston for any specific purpose, or for the needs and expendi- 
tures of any city department or county office, no transfer of any part of 
the money thus appropriated shall be made except in accordance with 
and after the written recommendation of the mayor to the city council, 
approved by a yea and nay vote of two thirds of all the members of the 
city council; provided, that the city auditor, with the approval in each 
instance of the mayor, may make transfers, other than for personal service, 
from any item to any other item within the appropriations for a depart- 
ment, division of a department or county office. After December twentieth 
in each year the city auditor may, with the approval of the mayor, apply 
any income and taxes not disposed of and make transfers from any appro- 
priation to any other appropriation for the purpose only of closing the 
accounts of the fiscal year. 

Sect. 4. Every appropriation, ordinance, order, resolution and vote of 
the city council, except votes relating to its own internal affairs, shall be 
presented to the mayor, who shall make or cause to be made a written

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record of the time and place of presentation, and it shall be in force if he 
approves the same within fifteen days after it shall have been presented to 
him, or if the same is not returned by him with his objections thereto in 
writing within said period of fifteen days. If within said period said 
appropriation, ordinance, order, resolution, or vote is returned by the 
mayor to the city council by filing the same with the city clerk with his 
objections thereto the same shall be void. If the same involves the expend- 
iture of money, the mayor may approve some of the items in whole or in 
part and disapprove other of the items in whole or in part; and such items 
or parts of items as he approves shall be in force, and such items or parts 
of items as he disapproves shall be void. 

Srecr. 4A.* The mayor may designate one clerical assistant for whose 
acts he shall be responsible to sign his name in approval of all vouchers of 
less than five hundred dollars each. 

Srct. 5.t Except as otherwise provided in this act the organization, 
powers and duties of the executive departments of the city shall remain as 
constituted at the time when this section takes effect; but the mayor and 
city council at any time may by ordinance reorganize, consolidate or 
abolish, in whole or in part, departments whether created on or before or 
subsequent to the first Monday of February in the year nineteen hundred 
and ten, including the transit department; transfer the duties, powers and 
appropriations of one department to another in whole or in part; and 
establish new departments; and may increase, reduce, establish or abolish 
salaries of heads of departments, or members of boards. Such an ordinance 
may provide that all of the employees of any department or division 
thereof thereby abolished who are subject to civil service shall be re- 
appointed to similar positions with similar status in any new department 
or division thereof thereby established or in any other department or — 
division thereof, without civil service examination or registration and 
that such employees shall, upon reappointment as may be provided in 
such ordinance, retain all rights to retirement with pension that shall 
have accrued or would thereafter accrue to them, and that their services 
shall be deemed to have been continuous, to the same extent as if such 
abolition had not taken place. Nothing in this act shall authorize the 
abolition or the taking away of any of the powers or duties as established 
by law of the school committee, the board of commissioners of school 
buildings, the department of school buildings, the election department 
or any department in charge of an official or officials appointed by the 
governor. 

Srcr. 6. No contract for lighting the public streets, parks, or alleys, or 
for the collection, removal, or disposal of refuse, extending over a period of — 
more than one year from the date thereof, shall be valid without 
the approval of the mayor and the city council after a public hearing, 
held by the city council, of which at least seven days’ notice shall have been 
given in the City Record. . . a 

Srecr. 7. The city council at any time may request from the mayor 
specific information on any municipal matter within its jurisdiction, and 
may request his presence to answer written questions relating thereto at a 
meeting to be held not earlier than one week from the date of the receipt of

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said questions, in which case the mayor shall personally, or through a head 
of a department or a member of a board, attend such meeting and publicly 
answer all such questions. The person so attending shall not be obliged 
to answer questions relating to any other matter. The mayor at any time 
may attend and address the city council in person or through the head of a 
department, or a member of a board, upon such subject as he may desire. 

Sect. 8. Neither the city council, nor any member or committee, officer, 
or employee thereof shall, except as otherwise provided in this act, directly 
or indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk take part in 
the employment of labor, the making of contracts, the purchase of materials, 
supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, alteration, or repair of any 
public works, buildings, or other property; nor in the care, custody, and 
management of the same; nor in the conduct of the executive or administra- 
tive business of the city or county; nor in the appointment or removal of 
any municipal or county employee; nor in the expenditure of public 
money except such as may be necessary for the contingent and incidental 
expenses of the city council. The provisions of this section shall not affect 


the powers or duties of the city council as the successor of the present 


board of aldermen relative to state or military aid and soldiers’ relief. 

It shall be unlawful for the mayor or for a member of the city council 
or for any officer or employee of the city or of the county of Suffolk or for 
a member of the finance commission directly or indirectly to make a 
contract with the city or with the county of Suffolk, or to receive any 
commission, discount, bonus, gift, contribution or reward from or any 
share in the profits of any person or corporation making or performing 
such contract, unless such mayor, member of the city council, officer, or 
employee or member of the finance commission immediately upon learn- 
ing of the existence of such contract or that such contract is proposed, shall 
notify in writing the mayor, city council, and finance commission of such 
contract and of the nature of his interest in such contract and shall abstain 
from doing any official act on behalf of the city in reference thereto. In 
case of such interest on the part of an officer whose duty it is to make such 
contract on behalf of the city the contract may be made by any other 
officer of the city duly authorized thereto by the mayor, or if the mayor 
has such interest by the city clerk: provided, however, that when a con- 
tractor with the city or county is a corporation or voluntary association, 
the ownership of less than five per cent of the stock or shares actually 
issued shall not be considered as being an interest in the contract within 
the meaning of this act, and such ownership shall not affect the validity 
of the contract, unless the owner of such stock or shares is also an officer 
or agent of the corporation or association, or solicits or takes part in the 
making of the contract. 

A violation of any provision of this section shall render the contract 
in respect to which such violation occurs voidable at the option of the 
city or county. Any person violating the provisions of this section shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or by impris- 
Onment for not more than one year, or both. Chapter five hundred and 
twenty-two of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight is hereby 
Tepealed. 

Tue Executive DePpARTMENT. 

Secr. 9. All heads of departments and members of municipal boards, 
including the board of street commissioners, as their present terms of 
Office expire (but excluding the school committee and those officials by 
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law appointed by the governor), shall be appointed by the mayor without 
confirmation by the city council. They shall be recognized experts in 
such work as may devolve upon the incumbents of said offices, or persons 
specially fitted by education, training or experience to perform the same, 
and (except the election commissioners, who shall remain subject to the 
provisions of existing laws) shall be appointed without regard to party 
affiliation or to residence at the time of appointment except as hereinafter 
provided.

Sect. 12. A vacancy in any office to which the provisions of section 
nine of this act apply, shall be filled by the mayor under the provisions of 
said section and pending a permanent appointment he shall designate 
some other head of a department or member of a board to discharge the 
duties of the office temporarily. 

Srecr. 13. Members of boards shall be appointed for the terms estab- 
lished by law or by ordinance. Heads of departments shall be appointed 
for terms of four years beginning with the first day of May of the year in 
which they are appointed and shall continue thereafter to hold office 
during the pleasure of the mayor. 

Sect. 14. The mayor may remove any head of a department or mem- 
ber of a board (other than the election commissioners, who shall remain 
subject to the provisions of existing laws) by filing a written statement 
with the city clerk setting forth in detail the specific reasons for such 
removal, a copy of which shall be delivered or mailed to the person thus 
removed, who may make a reply in writing, which, if he desires, may be 
filed with the city clerk; but such reply shall not affect the action taken 
unless the mayor so determines. The provisions of this section shall not 
apply to the school committee or to any official by law appointed by the 
governor. ) 

Srecr. 15. The positions of assistants and secretary authorized by — 
section twenty of chapter four hundred and forty-nine of the acts of the

The civil service laws shall not apply to the appointment of the mayor's 
secretaries, nor of the stenographers, clerks, telephone operators and 
messengers connected with his office, and the mayor may remove such ap- 
pointees without a hearing and without making a statement of the cause 
for their removal. ; 

Secr. 16. No official of said city, except in case of extreme emergency 
involving the health or safety of the people or their property, shall expenad 
intentionally in any fiscal year any sum in excess of the appropriations 
duly made in accordance with law, nor involve the city in any contract 
for the future payment of money in excess of such appropriation, except a8 
provided in section six of this act. Any official who shall violate the 
provisions of this section shall be punished by imprisonment for not more 
than one year, or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or both. 

Secr. 16A.* Anything in section three A or section sixteen to the com 
trary notwithstanding, city and county officers who are authorized to” 
make expenditures, and the school committee, may, during any fiscal

first three months of the next fiscal year; provided, that in no event shall 
the average monthly liability incurred with respect to the next fiscal 
year exceed the average monthly liability for such work, services or sup- 
plies during the last nine months of the then current fiscal year. 


THe FINANCE ComMMISSION. 


Sect. 17. Within sixty days after the passage of this act the governor 
with the advice and consent of the council shall appoint a finance com- 
mission to consist of five persons, inhabitants of and qualified voters in the 
city of Boston, who shall have been such for at least three years prior to 
the date of their appointment, one for the term of five years, one for 
four years, one for three years, one for two years, and one for one year, 
and thereafter as the terms of office expire in each year one member for 
a term of five years. Vacancies in the commission shall be filled for the 
unexpired term by the governor with the advice and consent of the council. 
The members of said commission may be removed by the governor with 
the advice and consent of the council for such cause as he shall deem suffi- 
cient. The chairman shall be designated by the governor. His annual 


‘salary shall be five thousand dollars, which shall be paid in monthly install- 


ments by the city of Boston. The other members shall serve without pay. 

Sect. 18. It shall be the duty of the finance commission from time to 
time to investigate any and all matters relating to appropriations, loans, 
expenditures, accounts, and methods of administration affecting the 
city of Boston or the county of Suffolk, or any department thereof, that 
may appear to the commission to require investigation, and to report 
thereon from time to time to the mayor, the city council, the governor, or 
the general court. The commission shall make an annual report in January 
of each year to the general court. | 

Sect. 19. Whenever any pay roll, bill, or other claim against the city 
is presented to the mayor, city auditor, or the city treasurer, he shall, if 


the same seems to him to be of doubtful validity, excessive in amount, or 


otherwise contrary to the city’s interest, refer it to the finance commission, 
which shall immediately investigate the facts and report thereon; and 
pending said report payment shall be withheld. 

Sect. 20.* The said commission is authorized to employ such experts, 
counsel, and other assistants, and to incur such other expenses as it may 
deem necessary, and the same shall be paid by said city upon requisition 
by the commission, not exceeding in the aggregate in any year the sum 
of fifty-five thousand dollars, or such additional sums as may be appro- 
priated for the purpose by the city council and approved by the mayor. 
A sum sufficient to cover the salary of the chairman of the commission and 
the further sum of at least fifty-five thousand dollars to meet the expenses 
as aforesaid each year shall be appropriated by said city. The commission 
shall have the same right to incur expenses in anticipation of its appro- 


 priation as if it were a regular department of said city.

Sect. 22. The present city clerk shall hold office for the term for which 
he has been elected, and thereafter until his successor is chosen and quali- 
fied. In the year nineteen hundred and eleven, and every third year 
thereafter, a city clerk shall be elected by a majority of the members 
of the city council, to hold office until the first Monday in February in the 
third year following his election, and thereafter until his successor has been 
duly chosen and qualified unless sooner removed by due process of law. 
The city clerk shall act as clerk of the city council established by this act. 


Tue Crry AUDITOR. 
Sucr. 23. All accounts rendered to or kept in the departments of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall be subject to the inspection and 
revision of the city auditor, and shall be rendered and kept in such form 
as he shall prescribe. The auditor may require any person presenting 
for settlement an account or claim against the city or county to make oath 
before him in such form as he may prescribe as to the accuracy of such 
account or claim. The wilful making of a false oath shall be perjury 
and punishable as such. The auditor may disallow and refuse to pay, in 
whole or in part, any claim on the ground that it is fraudulent or unlawful 
and in that case he shall file a written statement of his reasons for 
refusal. 1 
Sect. 24. Whenever, in response to an advertisement by any officer 
or board of the city or county, a bid for a contract to do work or furnisl 
materials is sent or delivered to said officer or board, a duplicate of the

ment of the unexpended balances of all the departments. He shall furnish 
quarterly to the city council an itemized statement showing the amount 
of money expended by the mayor and the city council for contingent 
expenses. 

MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 

Szcr. 26.* All loans issued by the city after the passage of this act 
shall be made payable in annual installments in the manner authorized by 
section thirteen of chapter twenty-seven of the Revised Laws as amended 
by section one of chapter three hundred and forty-one of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and eight. No sinking fund shall be established 
for said loan. All bonds shall be offered for sale in such a manner that the 
premiums, if any are received, shall be applied in accordance with the 
provisions of chapter three hundred and seventy-nine of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and ten. No city or county money shall be de- 
posited in any bank or trust company of which any member of the board 
of sinking fund commissioners of said city is an officer, director, or agent. 
Nothing herein shall apply to transit bonds of the city of Boston issued 
under the provisions of the several acts authorizing the construction of 
tunnels and subways in said city by the Boston Transit Commission, and 
said bonds may be issued as heretofore and secured by sinking fund. 

Sect. 27. Every officer and board in charge of a department of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall, on or before the sixth day of 
February in each year, prepare and furnish to the city auditor a list of the 
officials and employees under said officer or board and paid by the city or 
county on the first day of such February. Such list shall give the name, 
residence by street and ward, designation, compensation, and date of 
election or appointment of each of said officials and employees and the 
date when each first entered the employ of the city or county. It shall 
be the duty of the city auditor to verify said lists by the pay rolls and 
to keep a copy of said lists open for public inspection, and to prepare 
and publish in the City Record on or before the tenth day of April in each 
year a comparative table containing the number of such officials and em- 
ployees holding office or employed in each such department or board and 
paid by the city or county on the compilation date in each of the ten years 
next preceding such publication. The term “compilation date’, as herein 
used, shall be construed to mean, with respect to the year nineteen hun- 
dred and fifty-one or any prior year, the first day of January, and with 
respect to the year nineteen hundred and fifty-two or any subsequent 
year, the first day of February. 

Scr. 28. The jurisdiction now exercised by the board of aldermen 
concerning the naming of streets, the planting and removal of trees in the 
public ways, the issue of permits or licenses for coasting, the storage of

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gasoline, oil, and other inflammable substances or explosive compounds 
and the use of the public ways for any permanent or temporary obstruction 
or projection in, under, or over the same, including the location of conduits, 
poles, and posts for telephone, telegraph, street railway, or illuminating ~ 
purposes, is hereby vested in the board of street commissioners, to be 

exercised by said board with the approval in writing of the mayor; and 

the mayor and city council shall have authority to fix by ordinance the 

terms by way of cash payment, rent, or otherwise, upon which permits or 

licenses for the storage of gasoline or oil, or other inflammable substances 

or explosive compounds, and the construction or use of coal holes, vaults, 

bay windows, and marquises, in, under, or over the public ways shall be 

issued. 

Srcr, 29.* Within ninety days after the passage of this act and there- 
after there shall be published at least once a week and distributed and sold 
under the direction of the mayor and on terms to be fixed by the city 
council and approved by the mayor a paper to be known as the City 
Record. Alladvertising with reference to the sale of property for nonpay- 
ment of taxes shall appear exclusively in the City Record. All other adver- 
tising, whether required by law or not, with reference to the purchase of 
taking of land, contracts for work, materials or supplies, and the sale of 
bonds, shall appear in said paper, and in such newspaper or newspapers as f 
the mayor, in his discretion, may order; a list’ of all contracts of one 
thousand dollars or more, as awarded, with the names of bidders, and the 
amount of the bids; appointments by the mayor; and changes in the 
number and compensation of employees in each department, shall be 
published in the City Record. Failure to publish in such newspaper OF 
newspapers as the mayor may order shall not invalidate any purchase, 
contract or sale made or action taken by the city. The proceedings of the 
city council and school committee together with all communications from 
the mayor, shall be published in the Cvty Record; provided, that the 
substance of debates by and among the members of the city council shall 
not be so published or published elsewhere at the expense of the city. 

Sor. 30.+ Every officer or board in charge of a department in said 
city and every officer, board or official of the county of Suffolk having 
power to incur obligations on behalf of said county in cases where said 
obligations are to be paid for wholly from the treasury of said city, when 
authorized to erect a new building or to make structural changes in an 
existing building, shall make contracts therefor, not exceeding five, each 
contract to be subject to the approval of the mayor; and when about to do 
any work or to make any purchase, the estimated cost of which alone, or in 
conjunction with other similar work or purchase. which might properly be 
included in the same contract, amounts to or exceeds one thousand dollars, 
shall, unless the mayor gives written authority to do otherwise, invite 
proposals therefor by advertisements in the City Record. Such advertise-

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ments shall state the time and place for opening the proposals in answer to 
said advertisement, and shall reserve the right to the officer, board or 
official to reject any or all proposals. No authority to dispense with 
advertising shall be given by the mayor unless the said officer, board or 
official furnishes him with a signed statement which shall be published 
in the City Record giving in detail the reasons for not inviting bids by 
advertisement. 


Sucr. 31. At the request of any department, and with the approval of 
the mayor, the board of street commissioners, in the name of the city, may 
take in fee for any municipal purpose, any land within the limits of the city, 
not already appropriated to public use. Whenever the price proposed to 
be paid for a lot of land for any municipal purpose is more than twenty-five 
per cent higher than its average assessed valuation during the previous 
three years, said land shall not be taken by purchase but shall be taken by 
right of eminent domain and paid for in the manner provided for the 
taking of and the payment of damages for land for highways in said city. 
No land shall be taken until an appropriation by loan or otherwise for the 
general purpose for which land is needed shall have been made by the mayor 
and city council by a two thirds vote of all its members; or in case of land 
for school purposes by the school committee and schoolhouse department 
in accordance with law; nor shall a price be paid in excess of the appropria- 
tion, unless a larger sum is awarded by a court of competent jurisdiction.

The Art Department, established in 1898, is in charge of five commis- 
sioners, appointed by the Mayor. Each year one of the following-named 
bodies, namely, the Trustees of the Museum of Fine Arts, the Trustees 
of the Boston Public Library, the Trustees of the Massachusetts Institute 


of Technology, the Boston Art Club, and the Boston Society of Architects, — 


submits a list of three persons to the Mayor; and the Mayor appoints 
one person as Art Commissioner from the list so submitted, to serve for 
five years. Whenever the term of a member of the Board expires, the 
Mayor appoints his successor from a list selected by the body which made 
the original selection, as aforesaid. 

No work of art can become the property of the City of Boston without 
the approval of the Art Department, which may also be requested by the 
Mayor or the City Council to pass upon the design of any municipal 
building, bridge, approach, lamp, ornamental gate or fence, or other 
structure to be erected upon land belonging to the City. No work of art, 
the property of the City of Boston, shall be removed except by order of the 
Art Commissioners and with the approval of the Mayor. Moreover, all 
contracts or orders for the execution of any painting, monument, statue, 
bust, bas-relief, or other sculpture for the City shall be made by said 


Board, acting by a majority of its members, subject to the approval of the © 


Mayor. By Chap. 87, Special Acts of 1919, all works of art owned by the 
City were placed in the custody and care of the Art Commissioners.

The Board consists of twelve members, the Chairman of the City Plan- 
ning Board, ex officio, and eleven members, appointed by the Mayor in the 
following manner; one member from two candidates to be nominated by 
each of the following organizations: Associated Industries of Massa- 
chusetts, Boston Central Labor Union, Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
Boston Real Estate Board, Massachusetts Real Estate Association, 
Boston Society of Architects and the Boston Society of Landscape Archi- 
tects, Boston Society of Civil Engineers, Master Builders’ Association, 
Massachusetts Motor Truck Association, Inc., United Improvement 
Association, and one member to be selected by the Mayor. All appointive 
members shall be residents of or engaged in business in Boston. The term 
of office is five years. 


The members of the Board serve without compensation. Any petition 
for changing the zoning map must be accompanied by a fee of twenty- 
five dollars before being considered by the Board. 


Kither upon petition or otherwise, the Board may, by a decision of not 
less than four-fifths of its members, rendered after a public hearing follow- 
ing advertisement and due notice to the owners of all property deemed by 
the Board to be affected, change the boundaries of districts by changing 
the zoning map on file at the state secretary’s office, to meet altered needs 
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of a locality, to avoid undue concentration of population, to provide ade- 
quate light and air, to lessen congestion in streets, to secure safety from fire, 
panic and other dangers, to facilitate the adequate provision of transporta- 
tion, water, sewerage, and other public requirements and to promote the 
health, safety, convenience and welfare of the inhabitants of the City of 
Boston. 

No decision of the Board of Appeal permitting the erection or altera- 
tion of a building to an extreme height greater than that otherwise author- 
ized under the provisions of the zoning law for the lot or building in ques- 
tion is effective until and unless confirmed by the decision of not less than 
two thirds of the members of the Board of Zoning Adjustment. 

If a change in the boundaries of districts is favorably decided upon or if 
a decision of the Board of Appeal is confirmed, any person aggrieved or 
any municipal officer or Board, may within fifteen days after the entry 
of such decision, appeal to the Superior Court sitting in equity, for the 
County of Suffolk.

The Boston Retirement System was established on February 1, 1923, 
under the provisions of Chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922, which was 
accepted by the Mayor and City Council in August, 1922. 

An additional retirement system for city and county employees was 
provided by Chapter 658 of the Acts of 1945. This act was accepted by 
the City Council June 3, 1946, and approved by the Mayor June 5, 1946. 
The new system, designated as the State-Boston Retirement System,

The Act establishing the commission became effective April 30, 1929, 
after approval by the Governor and acceptance by the Mayor and City 
Council. The commissioner is appointed by the Mayor, to serve four 
years and until the qualification of his successor, receives compensation 
established by the Mayor and City Council, and may be removed by the 
Mayor. The associate commissioners receive no compensation. 

The commissioners may employ, subject to the approval of the Mayor 
and to chapter thirty-one of the General Laws, engineers, experts, assist- 
ants and other officers and employees. The commission has exclusive 
authority to adopt, amend, alter and repeal rules and regulations relative 
to vehicular street traffic, and to the movement, stopping or standing of 
vehicles on, and their exclusion from, all or any streets, ways, highways, 
roads and parkways, under the control of the city. ‘The commission has 
the power to erect, make and maintain, or cause to be erected, made and 
maintained, traffic signs, signals, markings and other devices for the 
control of such traffic in the city and for informing and warning the public 
as to the rules and regulations adopted by the commission.

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The latest revision of the Traffic Regulations contains 603 one-way 
streets and 510 no-parking streets. The Commission maintains 265 
traffic signals, including two (2) interconnected systems in downtown 
Boston, 16,000 traffic signs, and 91 traffic officers’ spotlights. Two 
hundred (200) miles of white lines painted in the roadway, includ- 
ing crosswalks, center lines, Janes, lines and stop lines, are maintained 
by the Commission. Eleven hundred and seventy-five loading zones, re- 
quiring 28,550 feet of painted curb, are maintained. Fees amounting 
to $21,940.30 are collected for the establishment and maintenance of 
these loading zones. The Commission also maintains 8,000 parking 
meters. It is anticipated that approximately $650,000 will be taken in 
as revenue during the year 1951.

The Budget Department was established by ordinance in 1917 as a 
result of the report and recommendations by the Budget Commission of 
1915, and was placed in charge of a Budget Commissioner. General 
supervision over all matters relating, or incidental, to the appropriations 
and budgets of all municipal departments, with the exception of depart- 
ments not directly under the control of the Mayor, was placed in the 
jurisdiction of the Budget Commissioner. 

Under direction of the Mayor, the Budget Commissioner prepares in 
segregated form the annual and all supplementary budgets to be sub- 
mitted by the Mayor to the City Council, and also prepares the forms of 
estimate sheets to be used by each officer, board, commission, and depart- 
ment, and each division of a department, for which the city appropriates 
money. He also reports to the Mayor on all subsequent revisions of the 
items in the budget. 

In compliance with the provisions of Chapter 400 of the Acts of 1930, 
Compensation and Classification Plans for the Officers and Employees of 


Suffolk County were adopted by the City Council on April 13, 1931, and 


approved by the Mayor on April 15, 1931. By virtue of that statute and 
those plans, the Budget Commissioner is empowered to pass upon all 
promotions, transfers, new appointments, and the compensation of the 
personnel of Suffolk County included in these plans, thus establishing the 
Budget Commissioner, in effect, as the personnel director of Suffolk 
County. The records required to comply with the provisions of these 
plans are compiled by, and maintained in, the Budget Department. 
These records include, among others, an official roster of each officer and 
employee in the service of Suffolk County, their classification title, rate 
of pay, a record of each change of their status, and such other relevant 
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information as the Budget Commissioner deems advisable for the main- 
tenance of a proper record of the personnel of Suffolk County. 

In addition to the records of the County personnel, there is also com- 
piled and maintained in the Budget Department a similar record of the 
personnel of the City of Boston.

The duty of the Building Commissioner, under the provisions of 
Chapter 479 of the Acts of 1938, as amended (the Building Code), is to 
inspect all buildings and structures in the City of Boston except bridges, 
quays or wharves, buildings owned and occupied by the United States 
or the Commonwealth, railroad stations and structures used primarily for 
railway purposes, voting booths, tanks of certain specified capacities, 
tunnels constructed and maintained by the public authority, tents cover- 
ing an area of less than one hundred square feet, fences less than six feet 
in height, signs or billboards upon the ground and signs less than one 
square foot in area, and flagpoles less than twenty feet in length. 


The Code authorizes the Commissioner to issue permits to erect, 
enlarge, alter, substantially repair, move, demolish or change the occu- 
pancy of any building or structure; or to install, alter, or substantially 
repair plumbing, gas fitting, fire extinguishing apparatus and elevators; 
or to install steam boilers, furnaces, heaters or other heat producing 
apparatus the installation of which is regulated by the Code; or to install 
engines or dynamos. 


The Zoning Act also is administered by the Building Commissioner. 
Under the provisions of this Act the city is divided into use districts, 
defined as Residential, Business, Industrial and Unrestricted. With 
minor exceptions, no building shall be erected or altered, nor shall any 
building or premises be used, for any purpose other than the use per- 
mitted in the district in which such building or premises is located. 
(Chapter 488, Acts of 1924, as amended — the Zoning Act.) 
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The Commissioner also licenses gas fitters, both master and journeyman; 
registers master and journeyman plumbers; establishes the qualifica- 
tions of welders and licenses operators of elevators. 

In addition, Chapter 143 of the General Laws, in so far as applicable 
to Boston, is administered by the Building Commissioner under delegated 
authority from the State Commissioner of Public Safety. 

The primary purpose of the public safety regulations promulgated 
under this chapter is to establish a minimum code of safety for the entire 
state. Cities and towns may make further exactions in accordance with 
local building ordinances and not inconsistent with law, but in no case may 
the provisions of state law be avoided or minimized. 

The law falls with particular force on all places of assembly — 
restaurants, taverns, dance halls, meeting halls and all places of similar 
occupancy in which fifty or more persons may be accommodated. Lodg- 
ing houses and apartment houses in which there are eight or more rooms 
above the second floor, or in which ten or more persons are accommodated 
above the second floor come also within the provisions of this Act. All 
such buildings must be certified by the Building Commissioner as to com- 
pliance with these particular regulations in addition to the Boston Code 
requirements.

Chapter 41 of the General Laws, Sections 70, 71 and 72, provides that 
every city and every town in the state having a population of more than 
10,000 shall, and towns having a population of less than 10,000 may, 
create a planning board which shall make careful studies of the resources, 
possibilities and needs of the town, particularly with respect to conditions 
injurious to the public health or otherwise in and about rented dwellings, 
and make plans for the development of the municipality, with special 
reference to proper housing of its inhabitants. 

In January, 1914, an ordinance was passed by the Boston City Council 
establishing ‘The City Planning Board” consisting of five members, one 
of whom shall be a woman, for a term of five years, all to serve without 
compensation. 
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In April, 1940, an amendment to the above ordinance was passed by 
the City Council enlarging ‘‘The City Planning Board” from five to nine 
members, to include at least one engineer, one architect and one land- 
scape architect or city planner and a woman. The members of the Board 
shall serve for terms of five years, without compensation. 


CIVIL DEFENSE DEPARTMENT.

The functions of the department are set forth in Chapter 8 of the 
Ordinances of 1950, which is as follows: 

SecTION 1. DEPARTMENT OF CiviL DeErFENSE. There is hereby 
established a department of civil defense (hereinafter called the ‘‘depart- 
ment”). It shall be the function of the department to have charge of 
civil defense as defined in Section 1, Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and to 
perform civil defense functions as authorized or directed by said chapter 
or by any and all executive orders or general regulations promulgated 
thereunder, and to exercise any authority delegated to it by the governor 
under said Chapter 639. 

Sect. 2. Drrecror oF Civit Derense. The department shall be 
under the direction of a director of civil defense (hereinafter called the 
“director”), who shall be appointed as prescribed by law. The director 
shall have direct responsibility for the organization, administration, 
and operation of the department subject to the direction and control of 
the appointing authority and shall receive such salary as may be fixed 
from time to time by the appointing authority. The director may, with- 
in the limits of the amount appropriated therefor, appoint such experts, 
clerks, and other assistants as the work of the department may require, 
and may remove them, and may make such expenditures as may be 
necessary to execute effectively the purposes of Chapter 639, Acts_of 
1950. The director shall also have authority to appoint district co-ordina- 
tors and may accept and may receive on behalf of the city, services, 
equipment, supplies, materials, or funds by way of gift, grant, or loan 
for purposes of civil defense, offered by the federal government or any 
agency or officer thereof or any person, firm or corporation, subject to 
the terms of the offer and the rules and regulations, if any, of the agency 
making the offer. The director shall cause appropriate records to be kept 
of all matters relating to such gifts, grants, or loans. 

Sect. 3. Crvin Derense Apvisory Counciu. There is hereby estab- 
lished a civil defense advisory council (hereinafter called the ‘“‘council’’). 
Said council shall serve without pay and shall consist of the director 
of civil defense, such other department heads and such other persons 
as the authority appointing said director may deem necessary. Such 
member of said council as said appointing authority shall designate shall 
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serve as chairman of said council. Said council shall serve subject to the 
direction and control of the appointing authority and shall advise said 
appointing authority and the director on matters pertaining to civil 
defense. 

Secr. 4. Porice Aip To OTHER CITIES AND Towns IN EVENT oF 
RioTs AND OTHER VIOLENCE THEREIN. The police department is hereby 
authorized to go to aid another city or town at the request of said city 
or town in the suppression of riots or other forms of violence therein. 

Sect. 5. TERMINATION OF ORDINANCE. This ordinance shall remain 
in force during the effective period of Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and 
any act in amendment or continuation thereof or substitution therefor. 

Sect. 6. Derrnirion. All references to Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, 
as now in force shall be applicable to any act or acts in amendment or 
continuation of or substitution for said Chapter 639.

One Election Commissioner is appointed by the Mayor each year, term 
beginning April 1. The two leading political parties must be equally 
represented on the Board and the Chairman is designated annually by the 
Mayor. 

The Board of Registrars of Voters was appointed in May, 1874, and 
was succeeded July 1, 1895, by the Board of Election Commissioners. 

This department exercises all the powers and duties formerly conferred 
upon the Board of Registrars of Voters (including the preparation of the 
jury list), except the power and duty of giving notice of elections and 
fixing the days and hours for holding the same. 

The Board also exercises all the powers and duties formerly conferred 
upon the City Clerk and other officers by chapter 504 of the Acts of 1894, 
The voting precincts in the 22 wards number 362.

The Boston Fire Department was organized in 1837. It is in charge 
of 1 Commissioner, 1 Executive Secretary, 1 Chief of Department, 17 
Deputy Chiefs, 51 District Chiefs, 3 Chaplains, 1 Superintendent of Fire 
Alarm, 1 Superintendent of Maintenance, 1 Medical Examiner, 1 Engineer 
of Motor Vehicles, 97 Captains, 251 Lieutenants, 1,792 Engineers, Ap- 
paratus Operators, Masters, Aides, Hosemen, Laddermen, 39 Clerks, 
30 Fire Alarm Operators, and 127 Mechanics, Painters, Linemen, Re- 
pairers, Electricians, Workmen, and other employees. 

Total officers, engineers, privates and employees (including Electrical 
Inspection Division), 2,443, of whom 23 are serving in the armed forces of 
the United States. 


There are 54 fire stations, a fire alarm branch with 71 employees, oper- 
ating 1,846 signal boxes, and repair shops with 127 employees. Annual 
reports have been published since 1838. 

Yearly salaries of deputy chiefs, $5,690; district chiefs, $5,140; captains, 
$4,300; lieutenants, $3,800; apparatus operators, $3,400; first-year pri- 
vates, $2,800, with annual increase of $200 and $300, until the maximum of 
$3,300 is reached. 

In 1919 the Wire Department became the Wire Division of the Fire 
Department. On May 2, 1944, it became the Electrical Inspection 
Division. It was established in 1894 for the purpose of supervising and 
inspecting all electrical wires, cables and conductors, and substituting 
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underground for overhead transmission. The Electrical Inspection 
Division is in charge of 1 Superintendent, 1 Chief Clerk, 9 Clerks, 1 Chief 
Inspector, 1 Chief Interior Inspector, 25 Inspectors, 1 Chauffeur. A total 
of 38 employees (included in above 2,443).

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The first Board of Health in Boston was established in 1799, under the 
special statute of February 13, 1799. It was abolished by the first 
City Charter and from 1822 to 1873 its functions were exercised through 
the City Council. The last Board of Health was established by an ordi- 
nance of December 2, 1872. It published annual reports, beginning 
with 1873. By Chap. 1, Ord. 1914, 2d Series, the department was placed 
in charge of one executive, the Health Commissioner, who appoints the 
deputy commissioners. Chap. 1, Ord. 1915, provided that the quarantine 
service should pass from the control of the Health Department when the 
property was leased to the United States, in effect June 1, 1915. 

On March 31, 1927, an ordinance was enacted abolishing the Boston 
Sanatorium Department and placing the Tuberculosis Hospital at Matta- 
pan under the jurisdiction of the Trustees of the Boston City Hospital; 
all other powers and duties, as well as the Out-Patient Department, were 
transferred to the Health Commissioner by Chap. 1 of the Ordinances 
of 1927, as amended February 16, 1931.

The department has charge of the Long Island Hospital, the Child 
Welfare and the Registration Divisions. 

The Long Island Hospital furnishes full support to poor persons having 
a legal settlement in Boston, also hospital care and treatment for those 
afflicted with chronic illness. January 1, 1951, there were 1,135 in the 
care of the institution, of whom 476 were in the hospital. The department 
controls about 215 acres and buildings on Long Island, valued at about 
$7,331,212. The M. V. ‘‘James Michael Curley” is maintained for 
transportation service. 
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The Child Welfare Division, 1110 City Hall Annex, has charge of de- 
pendent children and those committed through the Court as neglected. 
They are placed under careful supervision in foster homes within the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. January 1, 1951, the division had 
1,241 children in its care, was using 22 different institutions for medical 
care or special training, and 544 foster homes. 

The Registration Division, Room 5, City Hall, receives and investigates 
applications for care of dependents, determines legal settlements, and 
supervises the commitment of the insane.

The office of ‘‘ Attorney and Solicitor” was established in 1827; the office 
of City Solicitor in 1846 and that of Corporation Counsel in 1881. The 
office of City Solicitor was abolished and the department placed under the 
sole charge of the Corporation Counsel in 1904. 

The Law Department consists of a Corporation Counsel, twenty-eight 
assistants, a medical supervisor, and forty-three other employees, com- 
prising the investigating, tax title, secretarial and clerical staff. 

On May 2, 1951, by executive order of the Mayor, the Workmen’s 
Compensation Service, formerly connected with the Public Works De- 
partment, was transferred to the Law Department. This involved the 
transfer of the incumbents of the following positions:

The Law Department has general charge of the legal work of the city, 
represents the city in all litigation to which it is a party, prosecutes cer- 
tain criminal proceedings, does the conveyancing work for the various 
municipal departments, performs the legal work incidental to tax title 
foreclosures, prepares and approves all municipal contracts and bonds, 
furnishes legal opinions to the Mayor, the City Council, and the various 
department heads and city officials, including the School Committee, 
on matters relating to the discharge of their official duties, prepares peti- 
tions for and drafts of legislation in which the city has an interest and 
appears and represents the city before the various committees of the 
legislature, and before other boards, commissions and administrative 
agencies, including the Interstate Commerce Commission, Civil Aero- 
nautics Board, and other Federal agencies, the Appellate Tax Board, 
Industrial Accident Board, and the Department of Public Utilities.

The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, five in number, 
are appointed by the Mayor, one each year, for a term of five years, 
They were incorporated in 1878, and authorized to receive and hold real 
and personal estate to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. This amount 
was changed to $10,000,000 in 1919 and to $20,000,000 in 1931. ‘The first 
Trustees were appointed under an ordinance of October 14, 1852. 

The old library building on Boylston street was opened to the public 
in September, 1858, and closed finally in January, 1895. The Central 
Library Building in Copley square, costing $2,756,384, was first opened 
on March 11, 1895. 

The Library is maintained by an annual appropriation made to the 
Trustees by the City Government. 

The annual reports, the first of which appeared in 1852, have been 
continued without interruption. 


THE LIBRARY SYSTEM. 


The library system consists of the Central Library in Copley square, 
the Kirstein Business Branch in the Edward Kirstein Memorial Library 
Building at 20 City Hall avenue, the School Issue Department at 400 
Shawmut avenue, twenty-nine Branch Libraries, and one Bookmobile. In 
addition, through an agreement with Harvard University, the Baker 
Library of the Harvard Graduate School of Business Administration is a 
branch of the Boston Public Library. By similar arrangement, the Boston 
Medical Library at 8 Fenway serves as a medical branch. 

The component parts of the library system are the following: 


General Administrative Offices. 

The Division of Home Reading and Community Services. 
The Division of Reference and Research Services. 

The Division of Business Operations. 


GENERAL ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICES. 

The general administrative work of the Library is centered in the 
Director’s Office. It is responsible for the general administration of the 
entire library system as a whole. It cares further for all activities that 
are not handled directly by the Division of Home Reading and Community 
Services, the Division of Reference and Research Services, or the Division 
of Business Operations. ©

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There is also supervised from the Director’s Office the work of such 
subsidiary offices as the Personnel Office, the Information Office, the 
Records, Files, Office of Statistics, and the general publishing activities 
of the Library. 


THE DIVISION OF HOME READING AND COMMUNITY SERVICES. 


The greater part of the circulation of books to borrowers is centered in 
the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobile. The purely library activities 
of the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobile are therefore considered as 
a unit which is designated as the Division of Home Reading and Com- 
munity Services. Within this division there are closed departments and 
public departments. The main grouping of the public departments is that 
of the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobile, and the Open Shelf Depart- 
ment in the Central Library. In direct relationship with the work of the 
Branch Libraries and the Bookmobile is the Work with Adults and the 
Work with Children and Young People.

SPECIAL ACTIVITIES. 

In addition to the regular activities of the various departments, the 
Library carries on programs of free lectures and concerts which are given 
in its lecture hall several times each week from October through April each 
year. Exhibits in the Main Lobby, the Treasure Room, and in the Cha- 
vannes, Sargent and Wiggin Galleries in the Central Library Building 
afford opportunities for emphasizing the Library’s valuable resources. 
Storytelling in the Young People’s Room and in many branch libraries by 
trained storytellers is a part of the Library’s program of work with chil- 
dren. Two publications are distributed free throughout the system: 
Books Current, issued four times a year, and B. P. L. News, issued ten times 
ayear. For The Boston Public Library Quarterly, issued in January, April, 
July, and October, there is a subscription fee of $2.00 a year, 50 cents a 


single copy.

The printing plant was established March, 1897, for the express purpose 
of executing the printing required by all city and county departments; 
It was originally operated partly from an appropriation and partly from 
revenue. Since 1910,it has been entirely self-supporting and no appro- 
priation of any kind has been made. The entire expense of maintenance 
including pay roll, has been met from revenue. 

The plant is located at the corner of North and Richmond streets in a 
city-owned building for the exclusive use of the department. It is organ- 
ized and equipped especially for the city’s printing requirements and 
consists of modern type-setting machinery, presses and accessories. The 
building and plant is appraised at approximately $600,000. 
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Chapter 24, Section 1, of the Revised Ordinances provides that the 
Superintendent of Printing ‘‘shall have charge of the printing plant and of 
all the printing of the city, shall supply all printing, binding, stationery 
and other office supplies, except furniture, used by any board, commis- 
sion or department for which the City of Boston is required by law to 
furnish such supplies, and shall, wherever practicable, standardize all such 
printing, binding, stationery and other office supplies.” 

In addition to the above, the Superintendent purchases all postage used 
by the City of Boston.

The Overseers of the Poor in the Town of Boston, a corporation estab- 
lished in 1772 by act of the Legislature, were succeeded in 1864 by the 
corporation called ‘‘Overseers of the Poor in the City of Boston,” con- 
sisting of twelve residents of Boston, four of whom are appointed annually 
to serve for the term of three years from the first day of May. The 
Board issues annual reports. In 1921 the name was changed to Over- 
seers of the Public Welfare. 


The Overseers of the Public Welfare are also incorporated as a Board 
of Trustees of John Boylston’s and other charitable funds. The total 
amount of the 18 permanent charity funds in the custody of the Over- 
seers on December 31, 1950, was $814,841.67, the annual income from 
which ($27,640.98 in 1950) is distributed in accordance with the terms of 
the donations. 


In charge of the Overseers are the Wayfarers’ Lodge on Hawkins street, 
opened in 1878, which gives free lodging to homeless men who are out of 
employment, and the Temporary Home on Chardon street for temporarily 
destitute women and children, opened in 1870.

The Public Works Department was established in 1911, consisting of 
the Street, Water, and Engineering Departments combined under a single 
executive head, the Commissioner of Public Works, who is authorized 
to create such divisions of the department as he may find necessary. The 
department is composed of the Bridge and Highway, Automotive, Sewer, 
Sanitary, and Water Divisions, each in charge of a Division Engineer. 
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The new Automotive Division was established on February 8, 1950, 
in accordance with the provisions of Section 33 of Chapter 27 of, the 
Revised Ordinances of 1947. The Bridge and Highway Division is also 
a new division. The old Bridge and Ferry Division and the old Highway 
Division were merged into a single division, effective 12.01 a.m., Monday, 
May 15, 1950. 

The Commissioner of Public Works must be a civil engineer of recog- 
nized standing in his profession. He is in charge of the following activ- 
ities: construction and maintenance of all streets, sidewalks, and sewers; 
granting of permits to open, occupy, obstruct, and use portions of the 
streets and sidewalks; street lighting, both gas and electric; installation, 
maintenance, and operation of all fixtures and appliances held by the City 
for its water supply; cleaning, oiling, and flushing of streets, as well as snow 
removal from streets; collection and removal of ashes, garbage, and refuse; 
installation and maintenance of street signs, and assignment of street 
numbers for houses, stores, etc.; construction, maintenance, and opera- 
tion of City-owned bridges used as highways; and maintenance and 
operation of the Sumner Vehicular Tunnel and of the ferries connecting 
the City Proper and East Boston. 

By an executive order of his Honor the Mayor, dated July 6, 1948, 
the administration of the Workmen’s Compensation Law (Chapter 152 
of the General Laws, as amended) in its application to all employees of 
the City of Boston and of the County of Suffolk — with the exception of 
members of the police and fire forces — was placed under the jurisdiction 
of this department. 

On May 1 of the current year, this jurisdiction was considered to have 
been transferred to the Law Department, when the staff of the Work- 
men’s Compensation Service became employees of that department.

The Division Engineer is responsible for the care, control, and main- 
tenance of all department-owned vehicles. He also is in charge of all 
department garages, gas pumps, and related properties.

The Division Engineer has charge of the design, construction, operation 
and maintenance of the greater number of the highway bridges within the 
limits of the City, the care and management of the municipal ferries, the 
abolishment of grade crossings, the maintenance and operation of the 
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Sumner Tunnel, and also has charge of special engineering work for other 
City departments. 9,283,700 motor vehicles passed through the Sumner 
Tunnel during the year 1950. 

The Division Engineer also has charge of the construction and main- 
tenance of all public streets, including snow removal, the issuing of per- 
mits to open, occupy, and obstruct portions of streets, the care and up- 
keep of the electric and gas lamps on the public streets, alleys, parks and 
public grounds, and the numbering of buildings and the placing of all 
street signs. 

On December 31, 1950, this department had under its jurisdiction 
723.20 miles of public streets throughout the City.

The Division Engineer has charge of the collection and removal of 
ashes, garbage, and refuse, and the cleaning and flushing of streets. 

Total expenditure for the year 1950 was $5,098,726.84 for collection 
and disposal of the City’s waste materials and the cleaning and flushing 
of the streets. 

3 REMOVAL OF STORE REFUSE. 

While the department is not required to remove refuse from shops, 
stores, and other business establishments, it is permitted by City Ordinance 
to make such removals upon payment by the producers of the charge 
prescribed by the Commissioner of Public Works. A charge of 20 cents 
a barrel or bundle (not larger than a flour barrel) has been established, 
and no removals are made by City forces. 

In all districts refuse collections are made under yearly contracts, and 
the contractors are not permitted to charge for this service a higher rate 
than 20 cents a barrel, as prescribed by the Commissioner of Public Works. 
The producers pay the contractors direct for the service rendered.

The Division Engineer has charge of the maintenance and construction 
of all sewerage works. 
The work of the Sewer Division is carried on by the following authority:

Assessments upon estates benefited by new sewers are not levied by the 
Public Works Department, but by the Board of Street Commissioners 
who also award damages for land-takings made for sewer construction. 
The assessment upon the several estates for a new sewer is limited to $4 per 
linear foot, and it is a lien upon the property. An Act of the Legislature 
prohibits the assessment in similar cases of the cost of surface drains: 


In the calendar year 1950, there were built by contractors and day 
labor 6.66 miles of sanitary sewers and surface drains, and 142 catch-basins, 
making on January 1, 1951, a total of 1,285.91 miles of common and inter- 
cepting sewers and 23,286 catch-basins in charge of the Sewer Division. 


The Boston Main Drainage System, comprising 24.12 miles of inter- 
cepting sewers, with a pumping station at Old Harbor Point, and storage 
reservoirs and outlet into the harbor at Moon Island, in operation since 
1884, takes care of the sewage from City Proper, South Boston, and parts 
of Roxbury, West Roxbury, and Dorchester. 


The common sewer system has two electrically-operated automatic 
pumping stations. The station at Union Park and Albany streets was 
built in 1915 to relieve floodings in the South End district of Boston, by 
pumping and discharging the surplus storm water flow into the South Bay. 


The station at Summer street, opposite E street, was built in 1913, and 
takes care of the sewage from the Commonwealth Pier district, and the 
Army and Navy Bases. 

Charlestown and East Boston sewage discharges into the main North 
Metropolitan System of the State, which discharges into the harbor waters 
just south of Deer Island. 


Sewage from all of Brighton, a portion of the Back Bay and a small 
part of Roxbury, discharges into the South Metropolitan System, is lifted 
by pumping at the Ward Street Pumping Station, then flows through 
the main sewer, which also drains by gravity portions of West Roxbury 
and Dorchester and all of Hyde Park, finally outletting into Quincy Bay 
at Nut Island.

Under the control of the Division Engineer are the care and maintenance 
of all pipes and other fixtures and appliances for the purpose of the City’s 
water supply, and all water assessments and other pee necessary for the 
maintenance of the Division. 

The total length of supply and distributing water main on December 31, 
1950, was 1,008.564 miles; number of fire hydrants, 12,372, including 505 
high pressure, 387 private; number of meters now in service, 103,283. 

The first water document published by the City of Boston appeared 
in 1825. In addition to the annual reports of the Cochituate supply, 
from 1850, and of the Mystic supply, from 1866, there are numerous special 
reports. By Chapter 449, Acts of 1895, the Boston Water Board, the 
Water Income Department, and the Water Registrar were abolished and 
the Water Department created, a single commissioner being entrusted 
with all the powers previously exercised by the Boston Water Board 
and the Boston Water Registrar. 

A State commission, the Metropolitan Water Board, took possession 
in 1898 of all that part of the Boston water system lying westward of 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir, also the pumping station there, with adjacent 
lands. The sum paid to the City was $12,531,000. Payments to the 
State by the City for its supply of water have been regularly made since 
1898. Total available quantity of water in the six storage reservoirs 
of the Metropolitan system on January 1, 1951, 423,236,200,000 gallons, 
of which about 87 per cent was in the Quabbin Reservoir, about 65 
miles west of Boston, an artificial lake, 25,216 acres in surface and area 
and added to the system in 1948. There are also thirteen distribution 
reservoirs with capacity of 2,775,000,000 gallons, six pumping stations 
being connected with these, in which stations *29,163,800,000 gallons of 
water were pumped during the year 1950. In the existing Metropolitan 
Water District are ten cities besides Boston, and eleven towns, and a 
portion of Winchester. Boston takes about 63.5 per cent of the entire 
water supply of the District. 

The daily average amount of water used in Boston in 1950 was 
113,047,900 gallons, or 148 gallons per capita. 


HIGH PRESSURE FIRE SERVICE. 


By the provisions of Chapter 312, Acts of 1911, the Commissioner of 
Public Works was authorized to install an efficient system of high pressure 
fire service for the business center of the City. The work completed, 
including the old salt-water fireboat line installed in 1898, comprises 
18.71 miles of pipe with 505 hydrants. Total expenditure for installation 
of system to December 31, 1949, was $2,599,379.45. Two pumping 
stations are now in use.

The Board of Real Estate Commissioners was established in accordance 
with Chapter 434 of the Acts of 1943. It consists of five members, three 
of whom are appointed by the Mayor, and the fourth and fifth are the 
City Treasurer and the Chairman of the City Planning Board who serve 
ex officio. The Chairman is designated by the Mayor and is the only 
member who receives a salary. 

The Chairman, subject to the regulations of the board with respect to 
his procedure, shall have the care, custody, management, and control of 
all property acquired by the City by foreclosure of tax titles, or acquired 
under Section 80 of Chapter 60 of the General Laws, whether acquired 
before or after the effective date of Chapter 434 of the Acts of 1943. 


The Chairman, subject to the unanimous approval of the Committee on 
Foreclosed Real Estate, or by a vote, approved by the Mayor, of a majority 
of the board, may let, lease, or sell real estate under his control, or any 
portion thereof, subject to the regulations as set forth in Section 4 of 
Chapter 434.

This department, established in 1897, is in charge of a board of five 
trustees, whose duty it is to collect, compile, and publish such statistics 
relating to the City of Boston, and such statistics of other cities for purposes 
of comparison, as they may deem of public importance; also to compile 
and furnish such other statistical information as may be required by the 
Mayor or City Council. 

As defined by the board of trustees, the routine work includes informa- 
tion service on historical, geographical, political, and population facts 
about Boston and the personnel and accomplishments of present and past 
municipal administrations; modern foreign language translations; exchange 
of public documents with municipal, state, federal, and foreign govern- 
ments; and a newspaper clipping service of all the Boston papers. 

The Statistics Department has published annually since 1898 the 
Boston Municipal Register. Special publications have ranged from the 
handbook of Boston Statistics to the Boston Year Book of 511 pages. 

The City Record, “Official Chronicle of Boston Municipal Affairs,”’ 
is published weekly by the board of trustees, under the direction of the 
Mayor, in accordance with legislative act and city ordinance. The Editor 
and Associate Editor are appointed by the Mayor. 

In his capacity as Business Agent of the City Record, the Secretary of 
the Board of Trustees of the Statistics Department has charge of all 
business details of the City Record.

The Board of Street Commissioners consists of three members, one of 
whom is elected by them to be Chairman. One member is appointed by 
the Mayor each year to serve for three years from the first Monday in 
January. The Board has jurisdiction over the laying-out, widening, relo- 
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cation and discontinuance of highways; the taking of real property for 
municipal purposes; the levying of assessments for betterments resulting 
from the construction of streets or sewers; the plotting of undeveloped 
areas for streets and the opening of private ways; the granting of licenses 
for the storage or sale of merchandise in public streets; the making of 
specific repairs in public streets; the naming of public streets and private 
ways, the issuance of licenses for the keeping, storage, manufacture and 
sale of gasoline, oil, and other inflammable substances or explosive com- 
pounds; and the use of public ways for any permanent or temporary 
obstruction or projection in, under, or over the same, including the location 
of conduits, poles and posts for telephone, telegraph, street railway or 
illuminating purposes; signs, marquees, bay windows, coal-holes and 
vaults. Incidental to its powers to take lands and construct streets, it 
has authority to award compensation to land owners for damages resulting 
from such taking and construction. In certain instances its awards and 
its grants of licenses or permits must bear the approval of the Mayor. 


In 1895 the duties of the Board of Survey were transferred to the Board 
of Street Commissioners. In 1907 the Board of Street Commissioners 
was charged with the licensing of street stands for the storage or sale of 
merchandise. In 1909, by Section 28 of the City Charter (Acts of 1909, 
Chapter 486 and amendments thereto) the jurisdiction previously exer- 
cised by the Board of Aldermen concerning the naming of streets, the issue 
of permits or licenses for coasting, the storage of gasoline, oil and other in- 
flammable substances or explosive compounds and the use of public ways 
for any permanent or temporary obstruction or projection in, under, or over 
the same, including the location of conduits, poles and posts for telephone, 
telegraph, street railway or illuminating purposes, was vested in the 
Board of Street Commissioners, to be exercised with the approval in 
writing by the Mayor, and the Mayor and City Council were given 
authority to fix by ordinance the terms by way of cash payment, rent, 
or otherwise, upon which permits or licenses for the storage of gasoline or 
oil or inflammable substances or explosive compounds and the construction 
or use of coal-holes, vaults, bay windows, signs and marquees, in, under, 
or over the public ways shall be issued. The fees for licenses or permits 
to sell or store inflammables or explosives are collected by the Board of 
Street Commissioners upon their original issuance of such licenses. There- 
after, an annual renewal fee for such licenses, which is one half of the original 
fee, is collected by the Fire Department. The fees for licenses or permits 
to maintain obstructions or projections in, under, or over the streets are 
collected by the Board of Street Commissioners. 

In 1913 the Board of Street Commissioners was granted authority to 
issue permits for the erection of garages. 

By virtue of Section 1 of Chapter 33 of the Revised Ordinances of 1925, 
the Board of Street Commissioners is charged with the care and main- 
tenance of all land and buildings belonging to the city and not used for 
Specific purposes. 
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In 1927, by authority of, and in conformity with, Section 8 of Chapter 85 
of the General Laws (1921), the Board of Street Commissioners adopted 
“Rules and Regulations Relating to Projections in, on or over Public 
Highways,” amending and revising all its pre-existing rules and regula- 
tions concerning such projections. The penalty for violation of these 
Regulations is a fine not exceeding five dollars for each day that the viola- 
tion continues, after five days’ notice given by the Board of Street Com- 
missioners to the violator. 


In 1930 (by Chapter 399 of the Acts of 1930) the jurisdiction of the 
Board of Street Commissioners as to the storage and sale of gasoline, oil 
and other inflammables or explosives was amplified and its jurisdiction 
extended to include the licensing and regulation of open-air parking spaces. 


In 1908 the Board of Street Commissioners was charged with the regu- 
lation of pedestrian and vehicular traffic. In 1929 (by Chapter 263 of the 
Acts of 1929) jurisdiction over the regulation of traffic was transferred 
from the Board of Street Commissioners to the Boston Traffic Commission. 


In 1929, also, the Board of Street Commissioners was granted authority 
(by Chapter 187 of the Acts of 1929) to license the holding of religious 
meetings, political meetings or rallies in public ways. That Act was, 
however, repealed by Chapter 173 of the Acts of 1931. 

Under Chapter 148, Section 56, of the General Laws (Tercentenary 
Edition), the Board of Street Commissioners grants licenses for open-air 
parking spaces. 

In 1950 (by Chapter 78, Acts of 1950) power of the Board of Street 
Commissioners to grant permits for parades, processions, and organized — 
formations was transferred to Boston Traffic Commission. 


In 1950 (by Chapter 318, Acts of 1950) the care, custody, management 
and control of all property of the City not held for a specific purpose was 
transferred to Real Estate Commission.

The Department of Veterans Services was established as a department 
of the City of Boston by Ord. 1946, Chapter 9 (Revised Ordinance 1947, 
Chapter 37) and is under the charge of a director, who is also soldiers’ 
relief commissioner, and who is appointed by the Mayor and confirmed 
by the City Council. This department performs the functions formerly 
performed by the Soldiers’ Relief Department which it replaces. The 
Director exercises all powers and duties for the distribution of State and 
City benefits to veterans and their eligible dependents in the City of 
Boston, such as were formerly vested in the Mayor and Board of Alder- 
men. Under his direction assistance is rendered to veterans and their 
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dependents of the Civil War, Indian War, Spanish-American War, Philip- 
pine Insurrection, China Relief Expedition, Mexican War, World War 
No. 1, World War No. 2 and War Allowance for Korean situation. 

An office is maintained at 14 State street to provide information, 
advice and assistance to veterans of all wars to enable them to procure 
the benefits to which they are entitled relative to employment, vocational 
and educational opportunities, hospitalization, medical care, pensions 
and other veterans’ benefits.

The Sealer is required to give public notice annually by advertisement 
to all persons having places of business in the city and using weighing 
and measuring devices for the purpose of buying or selling of goods, wares 
or merchandise, to bring them into this office to be tested and sealed. 
After giving the said notice, he shall visit the places of business not com- 
plying and shall test, adjust, seal or condemn in accordance with the 
results of tests made, the weighing and measuring devices of said persons. 
In addition the department is charged with the enforcement of all laws 
relative to the licensing of hawkers, peddlers and transient vendors, the 
giving of false or insufficient weight or measure, the reweighing of coal, 
the examination of coal for quality and the inspection of certain con- 
tainers as to size, shape and dimensions. The department must in- 
vestigate all complaints registered with the department and, when the 
evidence warrants, shall prosecute violations of the law.

BUREAU OF CHILD ACCOUNTING.

The Bureau of Child Accounting comprises the following-named depart- 
ments: Educational Investigation and Measurement, Vocational Guidance, 
and Attendance (including Certificating Office); and the following divisions: 
Division of Employment; Division of Juvenile Adjustment; Division of 
Statistics and Publicity. 


SUPERVISORS OF ATTENDANCE: 
[Stat. 1931, Chap. 394, Sect. 146.] 

These officers are appointed by the School Committee, and under their 
direction enforce the laws relating to absentees from school. There are 
33 supervisors of attendance besides the head supervisor and they may be 
seen at 9 A. M. and 1.30 P. M., on the days that the schools are in session 
at the school designated by the head supervisor. 


SCHOOL PHYSICIANS AND SCHOOL NURSES. 
Regular medical inspection of the schools was maintained from 1894 to 
1915, under the supervision of the Health Department: Beginning

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September 1, 1915, the School Committee took charge of this service. 
For all schools and districts there is 1 Director of School Hygiene in charge 
of 4 supervising school physicians, 1 medical inspector, 1 school physician 
assigned to the certificating office, 1 ophthalmologist, 1 otologist, 49 school 
physicians, 1 supervisor of nutrition, 17 school medical aids, and 1 sanitary 
engineer. 


Chapter 357, Acts of 1907, provided for the appointment by the School 
Committee of 1 supervising female nurse and as many district female 
nurses as are deemed necessary. For the 77 junior high and elementary 
school districts there is 1 supervising nurse in charge of 4 assistant supervis- 
ing nurses, 1 nurse assigned to the certificating office, 1 nurse assigned to 
the ophthalmologist, and 59 school nurses (including high schools), and 2 
nurses assigned to the otologists and audiometer tests. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION. 
In 1907, the School Committee was authorized to provide for the 
extension of physical education and recreation of pupils, including proper 
apparatus and facilities in the buildings, yards and playgrounds under their 
control. 


The School Committee appropriates, out of the tax levy, for this branch 
of education such amount as it deems necessary. The Committee has 
also the right to appropriate the unexpended balance of the previous year, 
plus the estimated income for the current year. The appropriation for 
1950 is $870,373.79. 


The Department of Physical Education comprises 1 director, 4 assistant 
directors, 16 instructors of military science, 2 armorers, 40 women and 
10 men instructors of physical education, 15 teacher coaches of athletics, 
high schools, 37 teacher coaches of athletics, junior high schools, 62 
assistant teacher coaches, 64 play teachers. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS PARTLY MAINTAINED BY STATE. 

By Chapter 471, Acts of 1911, and Chapter 106, Acts of 1912, the State 
especially encourages the establishing of Independent Industrial Schools, 
allowing financial aid for their maintenance proportionate to the amount 
raised by local taxation and expended for all public schools. Under this 
arrangement the School Committee is reimbursed by the State to the 
extent of one half the net maintenance cost of such industrial schools 
established in Boston thus far with the approval of the Massachusetts 
Department of Education. By Chapter 805, Acts of 1913, Continuation 
Schools, for employed children between fourteen and sixteen years of age, 
were included under the same plan of State aid. The schools thus main- 
tained are the Boston Trade High School (for Boys), day and evening 
classes, Trade High School for Girls, Compulsory Continuation School, 
Brandeis Vocational High School (day and evening classes), High School 
of Practical Arts, also co-operative courses in Brighton, Charlestown, 
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Dorchester High School for Boys, East Boston, Hyde Park, Roxbury 
Memorial High School for Boys and South Boston High, and practical] arts 
courses in the evening elementary schools. 

For the agricultural course in the Jamaica Plain High School, the School 
Committee is reimbursed to the extent of two thirds of the cost of 
instruction. 

INDUSTRIAL ARTS. 

There are eight co-operative courses in high schools, as follows: Brighton 
(automobile mechanics), Charlestown (electricity), Dorchester (wood- 
work), East Boston (machine shop practice), Hyde Park (machine shop 
practice), Jamaica Plain (agriculture), Roxbury Memorial High School 
for Boys (printing), and South Boston (sheet metal). 

Mechanic arts courses in shopwork are given in the following high 
schools: Dorchester High School (Boys), East Boston High School, 
Hyde Park High School, Roslindale High School, Roxbury Memorial 
High School (Boys), and South Boston High School. 

There are 163 shops in elementary and junior high schools, in which 
the following-named subjects are taught: Automobile mechanics, drafting, 
electricity, interior decoration, machine shop practice, printing, sheet 
metal, woodwork, and diversified shop subjects. 

Cardboard construction and elementary bookbinding in the fourth and 
fifth grades, although taught by classroom teachers, are supervised by the 
department. 

Gardening is conducted by the department as an after-school and summer 
activity; home gardening in 56, and school gardening in 16 elementary 
and junior high districts and on a five-acre plot of City of Boston property 
in Woburn. 

HOUSEHOLD SCIENCE AND ARTS. 

In the Household Science and Arts Department there are 183 teachers,* 
an assistant director, and a director. 

There are twelve high schools offering courses in Household Science 
and Arts: Brandeis Vocational, Brighton, Charlestown, Dorchester, 
East Boston, Girls’ High, High School of Practical Arts, Hyde Park, 
Jamaica Plain,f Jeremiah E. Burke, Roslindale High, Roxbury Memorial 
High (Girls), and South Boston. 

In the high schools of Boston there are 22 appointed teachers of Dress- 
making; 1 temporary teacher; 2 appointed teachers of Millinery; 15 
appointed teachers of Household Science (Foods and Household Manage- 
ment), and 1 part-time temporary teacher. Two of the appointed teachers 
of Household Science have part-time programs of Dressmaking. Two of 
the appointed teachers of Household Science are assigned as “Teachers 
of Cookery,” Junior High School. There are 30 standard sewing rooms, 
15 cooking rooms, and 9 home practice suites.

{Jamaica Plain— No Household Science. (Foods and Household 
Management). 
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In the junior high and elementary schools there are 87 teachers of 
Sewing, 7 temporary teachers of Sewing, and 4 part-time temporary 
teachers of Sewing; 42 teachers of Cookery, 1 temporary teacher of Cookery 
and 4 part-time teachers of Cookery. 

In addition to the above teachers there is 1 teacher assigned from the 
M. Gertrude Godvin School to an elementary sewing program, and i 
teacher from the Trade High School for Girls to a program of high school 
dressmaking 2/5 time, and elementary sewing 3/5 time. 

There are 56 rooms equipped for instruction in cooking, 18 of these 
cooking rooms have adjoining suites, and 97 classrooms are equipped 
for the teaching of sewing. 


EVENING HIGH, ELEMENTARY AND TRADE HIGH SCHOOLS. 


There are eight evening high schools: Brighton, Central (English High 
Schoolhouse), Charlestown, Dorchester, East Boston, Roslindale, Rox- 
bury (Boston Clerical Schoolhouse), and South Boston. These schools, 
the sessions of which are held on Tuesday and Thursday evenings, from 
7 to 10 o’clock, are conducted in the several high schoolhouses of the 
districts named. All but the Central High are commercial schools. 

There are eleven evening elementary schools in session on Tuesday 
and Thursday evenings. 

There are two evening trade high schools: Boston Evening Trade School ; 
and the Brandeis Evening Vocational School, located in the Brandeis 
Vocational High Schoolhouse, with three branches located in the Brighton 
High, Hyde Park High, and South Boston High Schoolhouses. These 
schools are conducted on Tuesday and Thursday evenings, from 7 to 
10 o’clock. 


DAY SCHOOL FOR IMMIGRANTS. 


There are three schools for immigrants where instruction in the English 
language is provided, classes being conducted daily (except Saturday) 
for two hours in the forenoon and the same in the afternoon. 


CONTINUATION SCHOOL. 


Classes for boys are held in the Brandeis Vocational High School, 
25 Warrenton street; classes for girls, at 10 Common street. 

All children 14 to 16 years of age employed under an employment 
permit are required by law to attend the school four hours per week. 


USE OF SCHOOLHOUSES FOR EDUCATIONAL, SOCIAL AND CIVIC PURPOSES. 


In 1912, the School Committee was authorized by statute to allow the 
use of buildings under their control by associations and individuals (other 
than school pupils) for educational, recreative, social, civic, philanthropic 
and similar purposes at times when the schools were not in session. Under 
this arrangement there are now fourteen School Centers, each having a 
manager and largely attended on two evenings and one afternoon a week. 
More than 125 school buildings are also used by Non-School Center groups. 
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The School Committee may annually appropriate for this purpose such 
amount as it deems necessary. The appropriation for 1951 is $70,301.39 
for salaries and supplies plus $36,500 for overtime for custodians. Besides 
the renting of school halls for club meetings, entertainments, etc., base- 
ments and other accommodations in schoolhouses are used by the Elec- 
tion Department as polling places, lighting and custodian service being 
paid for by the Election Department. 


PENSION AND RETIREMENT FUND FOR TEACHERS. 


The School Committee, by a majority vote of all its members, may 
retire with a pension any member of the teaching or supervising staff 
of the public day schools who has reached the age of sixty years, also 
such other members as are incapacitated for further efficient service. 


These pensions are paid to teachers who were retired before the estab- 
lishment of the Boston Retirement System, or who have not become 
members of the Boston Retirement System or State-Boston Retirement 
System. 

The School Committee is authorized to provide for these pensions by 
appropriating annually such amount as it deems necessary, which, to- 
gether with the unexpended balance of the previous year, the amount 
of reimbursement from the Commonwealth, and the appropriation of 
accrued interest in the Permanent School Pension Fund, will pay pensions 
for the year. 

The Permanent School Pension Fund amounted to $1,220,744.49 on 
January 1, 1951, and 324 retired teachers were receiving pensions there- 
from. | 

The Boston Teachers’ Retirement Fund Association, started in 1900, 
is paying $120 per year to 803 annuitants, the total amount of its fund 
on September 30, 1950, being $2,453,599.79 (Total Investments) or 
$2,490,756.00 (Market Value of Investments). At that date 2,700 teachers 
were each contributing $18 per year to this fund.

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At the City Election held November 5, 1929, on the referendum — 
*‘Shall chapter 351, of the Acts of 1929, entitled ‘An Act to establish a 
board of commissioners of school buildings and a department of school 
buildings in the city of Boston’ be accepted?”’ there were 110,453 votes 
in favor, 57,276 against, and 50,632 blanks. 

By the provisions of the Act, the board “shall consist of three citizens 
of Boston who otherwise are neither officials nor employees of said city, 
one of whom shall be appointed by the mayor . . . without approval 
by the civil service commissioners, one by the school committee, and one 
shall be chosen by the two so appointed, or shall be appointed by the 

governor if the appointees of the mayor and school committee fail to 
- choose a commissioner as aforesaid within thirty days after a second 
of such appointees has been appointed.” 

According to section 2 of the Act, the Department of School Buildings 
is established, to be under the charge of a superintendent of construction 
who shall be elected by the board of commissioners, to serve at the pleasure 
of the board. 


Upon the election of a superintendent of construction, the board of 
schoolhouse commissioners of the schoolhouse department and said 
department shall be abolished.

The City is divided into seventeen Police Divisions, in each of which is 
a station house, the quarters of a captain and a force of men. 


The Bureau of Criminal Investigation, a central detective agency of the 
Department, located in Headquarters building, and consisting of several 
subdivisions, is operated on a large scale and in an efficient manner. 
Members of this Bureau investigate felonies committed within the juris- 
diction of the City of Boston. In addition to its divisions for investiga- 
tion of reports of automobiles stolen, lost and stolen property, and homi- 
cides, squads are assigned to cover the following phases of police work 
and investigation: Banking, express thieves, general investigation, 
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hotels, narcotics, pawnbrokers, including junk-shop keepers and dealers in 
second-hand articles, pickpockets, radical and shopping crimes. A night 
motor patrol squad performs duty throughout the city, to prevent, so far 
as possible, the commission of crime and, if acts of violence or other serious 
crimes have been committed, to arrest and prosecute the offenders. 
Criminal identification, fingerprints and photographs, missing persons, 
warrants and summonses are handled by this Bureau. The Bureau also 
handles cases of fugitives from justice and conducts hundreds of investi- 
gations during the course of a year for various police departments through- 
out the United States and foreign countries. Further, it cooperates 
in every way possible with outside police departments in the investigation 
of crime and prosecution of criminals. Supervision of the daily line-up 
of all prisoners arrested for serious offenses is conducted by this Bureau. 


The criminal identification division of this Department has continued 
to prove of great value and stands in favorable comparison with identi- 
fication units of the most advanced departments. 

Advancements and changes are constantly being made to maintain 
efficiency of various divisions of the Bureau of Criminal Investigation. 
To bring about this efficiency of service, equipment of the Bureau is con- 
tinually being augmented by addition of modern identification apparatus. 

Files of the Bureau of Criminal Investigation contain records of assign- 
ments made in the Bureau and all records of arrests made throughout the 
Department. 

On file, also, are reports of all felonies committed within the city and all 
reports of investigation of these felonies. 

The Bureau of Operations supervises the development and mainte- 
nance of the system of operations of the Department, including two police 
broadcasting stations, ‘‘KCA860,” located at Police Headquarters and 
on the roof of the new Courthouse Building, Pemberton Square; the 
latter station being operated by remote control from the Bureau of Opera- 
tions at Police Headquarters. 

These broadcasting stations insure speedy response to a call for police 
assistance and render possible speedy dissemination of information and 
quick concentration of necessary police power at a point where needed. 

The Boston Police Department is completely equipped with modern 
two-way radio. There are 119 police cars, 4 police boats, and 27 combina- 
tion patrol wagons and ambulances, fully equipped with two-way radio 
telephone. Police automobiles with two-way radio are moving through 
all parts of the city day and night. Any part of the city may be reached 
by a police radio car in a very few moments after receipt of a radio message 
from either of the broadcasting stations. 

The radio has been a very important factor in the prompt apprehension 
of law violators as well as increasing the number of arrests. In many 
instances, the offenders have been taken into custody while in the act of 


committing crime. 
The Traffic Division is located in the Police Building, 229 Milk street. 
Its commanding officer is responsible for proper regulation of traffic condi- 
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tions and for safety of the public using the highways from 8 a.m. to 
12 o’clock midnight, within the intown and Back Bay sections of the city. 

The Property Clerk’s Office is charged with the care of all police buildings, 
lost, stolen and abandoned property, money or other property alleged to 
have been illegally obtained, and all articles and property taken from 
persons arrested for any cause. In its custody are also placed all seized 
liquor and gaming implements which come into possession of the Depart- 
ment. 

All orders for supplies, building maintenance, repair work, plumbing, 
steamfitting, etc., uniforms and equipment are issued by this office. 

The Commissioner appoints a Harbor Master and assistants from the 
police force. The following motor launches are used in this service: the 
“Michael H. Crowley,” a 60-foot craft, the “William H. Pierce” and 
the “William H. McShane,”’ both 38-foot crafts; the “‘Argus,”’ a 28-foot 
craft; and a Chris-Craft 16-foot speedboat named the ‘‘Warren C. Per- 
kins.” 

The Police Department is responsible for the annual listing of all resi- 
dents within the city 20 years of age or over. 

On June 1, 1951, the police force numbered 2,805, consisting of 1 super- 
intendent, 3 deputy superintendents, 33 captains, 74 lieutenants, 194 
sergeants, 2,255 patrolmen, 13 policewomen, including 3 detectives. 

The police force also includes 7 lieutenant-detectives, 24 sergeant- 
detectives, 72 first grade detectives, 30 second grade detectives, 102 third 
grade detectives. 

There are 20 men assigned to the signal service, whose director has 
charge of 567 signal boxes.

The Finance Commission is constituted under the Amended Charter of 
1909. It consists of five commissioners appointed by the Governor and 
confirmed by the Executive Council, the term of each being five years. 
The Chairman of the Commission is named by the Governor. The members 
of the Commission, other than the chairman, serve without pay. 
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It is the duty of the Commission to investigate, at its discretion, all 
matters relating to appropriations, loans, expenditures, accounts and 
methods of administration affecting the City of Boston or the County 
of Suffolk, or any of their departments, and to report upon its investi- 
gations from time to time to the Mayor, the City Council, the Governor 
or the General Court. 

The Commission is required to make an annual report, in January, to 
the General Court. It is also the duty of the Commission to report to 
the Mayor, the City Auditor or the City Treasurer as to the validity or 
proper amount of any doubtful pay roll, bill or claim referred to it by them.

The Licensing Board for the City of Boston was established by Statutes 
of 1906, Chapter 291. It consists of three members appointed by the 
Governor, with the advice and consent of the Council. They must be 
citizens of Boston who have resided in Boston for at least two years pre- 
ceding the date of their appointment. The two principal political parties 
must be represented on the Board and the term of the members is fixed 
at six years after the first appointment, which was for six, four, and two 
years. The Board was created to exercise all the powers and perform all 
the duties conferred upon the Board of Police of the City of Boston rela- 
tive to intoxicating liquors (now called alcoholic beverages), innholders, 
common victuallers, billiard and pool tables, sippio tables, bowling alleys, 
intelligence offices, picnic groves, and skating rinks. By Chapter 169 


of the Acts of 1936 skating rinks are now licensed by the Licensing Division 


of the Mayor’s office. 


= ak 
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The fee fixed by Section 202 of Chapter 140 of the General Laws is 
not less than $2 for each class of license, with the exception of licenses 
for common victuallers and innholders. The fees for common victualler 
and innholder licenses were fixed by Section 2, Chapter 140, of the General 
Laws, at not more than $5 for each license. By statutory authority the 
City Council has fixed the fee of $10 for common victuallers and $25 
for innholders without alcoholic beverages; with alcoholic beverages, 
innholder’s fee is $5. 

By Statutes of 1909, Chap. 423, the Board was given the right to issue 
licenses to ‘“‘Sunday dealers in ice cream, or confectionery, or soda water 
or fruit,” the fee for such licenses not to exceed $6. 

The City Council has fixed the fee of $10 for common victuallers, 
$6 for Sunday dealers in ice cream, or confectionery, or soda water or 
fruit, and a fee of $3 for retail vendors of soft drinks. 

By Statutes of 1918, Chap. 259, the Board was granted the right to 
issue licenses to lodging houses. No fee was to be charged. By Statutes 
of 1921, Chap. 59, a fee of not more than $2 was allowed, if established 
by the City Council. The Council established the fee at $2 in 1922. 

By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 392, the Board was given the right to license 
“retail vendors of soft drinks.” The fee for such license was not to 
exceed $1. By statutory authority the City Council has fixed the fee of 
$3 for such license. 

By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 485, the “ firearm” law was amended, giving 
the licensing of vendors of firearms to this Board. The law relates to 
the renting, selling or leasing of firearms, and the word firearms includes 
a pistol, revolver or other weapon from which a shot or bullet can be 
discharged, and of which the length of barrel not including any revolving, 
detachable or magazine breech does not exceed twelve inches, and a 
machine gun irrespective of the length of the barrel. It does not include 
antique firearms incapable of use, nor sales of firearms at wholesale. The 
fee for such license to be fixed by the Board not to exceed $5. 

By Statutes of 1926, Chap. 299, the Board was given the right to grant 
entertainment licenses in places where such entertainment was carried on 
in conjunction with sale for cash of food or drink six days of week but not 
on Sundays. No fee was to be charged to common victuallers and inn- 
holders carrying on such entertainment, but a fee of $5 could be charged to 
persons selling drinks who carried on an entertainment. Entertainments 
consist of dancing, music, cabaret, or amusements. 

By Chapter 284 of the Acts of 1933, the Board was given authority to 
grant victuallers’ licenses to clubs, societies, associations or other organiza- 
tions which dispense food and beverages on their premises, to their stock- 
holders or members and their guests and to none others. 

By Chapter 376 of the Acts of 1933, now Chapter 138 of the General 
Laws, the Board was given the authority to issue alcoholic beverage 
licenses to common victuallers, innholders, taverns, clubs and retail 
package stores, and to suspend or revoke the same after a hearing. 

Nore: Chapter 120 of the Acts of 1933, which gave the Board authority 
to issue non-alcoholic beverage licenses containing not more than 3.2 per 
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cent of alcohol, was repealed when the new alcoholic law (Chap. 376) was 
enacted. Any 3.2 licensee could carry on his business until May 1, 1934; 
or could surrender his license and get a refund, or a credit on the fee paid 
for an alcoholic beverage license. 


By Chapter 183 of the Acts of 1946, the Board was given the authority 
to charge a fee, not exceeding one dollar, for the issuance of a duplicate of 
any license granted and issued by said Board. 


By Statute of 1949, Chapter 361, the Board was given the right to 
license mechanical amusement devices and regulate the operation thereof.

The Franklin Foundation is incorporated under Chapter 569 of the 
Acts of 1908, a board of twelve citizens being named therein who control 
the Franklin Fund and having the standing of a City department with 
the object of maintaining the Franklin Technical Institute as an inde- 
pendent technical institute for adults. 


The Franklin Fund is the proceeds of a bequest of one thousand pounds 
to ‘‘the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston in Massachusetts’? made by 
Benjamin Franklin, in a codicil to his will dated June 23, 1789. The 
codicil provided that the fund “if accepted by the inhabitants of the 
Town of Boston”? be managed ‘‘under the direction of the Selectmen, 
united with the Minister of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational, and 
Presbyterian Churches in that Town,” who were to make loans on certain 
conditions to ‘“‘young married artificers under the age of twenty-five 
years,”

Dr, Franklin, who died April 17, 1790, calculated that, in one hundred 
years, the thousand pounds would grow to £131,000, ‘‘of which,” he says, 
“I would have the managers then lay out at their discretion £100,000 
in Public Works which may be judged of most general utility to the 
Inhabitants. The remaining £31,000, I would have continued to be let 
out on interest for another hundred years. At the end of this second 
term, if no unfortunate accident has prevented the operation, the sum 
will be £4,061,000, of which I leave £1,061,000 to the Town of Boston, 
and £3,000,000 to the disposition of the Government of the State, not 
presuming to carry my views farther.’’ The Town accepted the donation 
at a Town Meeting held June 1, 1790. 

A futile suit brought by the Franklin heirs in 1891 prevented the division 
of the fund at the expiration of one hundred years; but on January 17, 
1894, by direction of the three ministers and the Board of Aldermen of 
the City, which board claimed to be the successors of the ‘‘Selectmen,”’ 
$329,300.48 (73? of the fund) was paid to the City Treasurer, for “‘the 
purchase of land and the erection thereon of the Franklin Technical In- 
stitute and for the equipment of the same.” Owing to a series of com- 
plications the money remained in the custody of the Treasurer. Mayor 
Collins, in 1902, caused a petition of the City to be filed in the Supreme 
Court, praying for instructions as to the authority of the persons then 
acting as Managers of the fund. The Court rendered an opinion Novem- 
ber 25, 1903 (184 Mass. 373, page 43), to the effect that the three ministers 
were Managers of the fund under Franklin’s will, but that the Aldermen 
did not succeed the “Selectmen” as Managers and had no powers with 
reference to it. The Court, under its general power to care for public 
charitable funds, appointed, on March 16, 1904, a Board of Managers to 
take the place of the “Selectmen,” and provided in the decree of the 
Court, that the Mayor of Boston should be one, ex officio. 

On December 2, 1905, the City Treasurer received from Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie $408,396.48, said sum being equal to the amount of the Franklin 
Fund in August, 1904, which Mr. Carnegie agreed to duplicate. Only 
the annual income from this fund is used. 

On November 17, 1927, $100,000 was received by the Foundation from 
the estate of the late James J. Storrow, the income to be used for main- 
tenance of Franklin Technical Institute. 

On January 31, 1907, the amount of the ‘‘accumulated” fund available 
for expenditure by the Managers was $438,741.89, and in that year the 
Franklin Technical Institute Building was erected at the corner of Apple- 
ton and Berkeley Streets. In 1908 the Franklin Fund Managers became 
the Franklin Foundation by special act of the legislature. It was opened 
in September, 1908, as a Technical Institute to train young men and 
women for positions of supervision in industry. In 1941 the name was 
legally changed to Franklin Technical Institute. It is maintained partly 
by tuition fees ($243,901.72 for the school year 1950), and income 
from the above mentioned Funds (7. e., the Andrew Carnegie Donation 
and the Storrow bequest). The building contains 12 classrooms, 5 
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draughting rooms, and 6 shops and 9 laboratories. 861 adult students 
received instruction at evening sessions and 373 in day courses during 
the school year 1950. There is also an auditorium with a seating 
capacity of 927. The building, with equipment, cost $436,970.59. The 
site, containing about 16,000 square feet, was purchased in 1906 for 
$100,000, a 20-year loan being issued to cover same. 

The Franklin Fund (Second Part) will become available in 1991.

The late George Robert White, who died in Boston, January 27, 1922, 
left the residue of his estate to the City of Boston to be held as a per- 
manent charitable trust fund, “‘the net income only to be used for creating 
works of public utility and beauty, for the use and enjoyment of the 
inhabitants of the City of Boston.” 

The control and management of the fund is in the hands of a board of 
five trustees, consisting of the Mayor as Chairman, the President of the 
City Council, the City Auditor, the President of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce and the President of the Bar Association of the City of Boston. 

At a meeting of the Trustees held on Tuesday, April 5, 1938, it was 
unanimously voted that the services of a paid Manager be engaged. In 
accordance with this vote the custody, care, control and management of 
all real estate constituting a part of the George Robert White Fund is 
now in the hands of a Manager; all legal matters are attended to by the 
Corporation Counsel; all financial disbursements and investments are 
in the hands of the City Treasurer; all collections and receipts are handled 
by the City Collector; and the examination of all bills and demands 
rendered against the Fund, together with the approval of all expenditures 
and the auditing of all accounts, rests with the City Auditor. 

Health Units have been provided at Baldwin Place and North Margin 
Street in the North End, at Paris and Emmons Streets, East Boston, at 
Dorchester and West Fourth Streets, South Boston, at Blue Hill Avenue 
and Savin Street, Roxbury, at High and Elm Streets, Charlestown, at 
Blossom and Parkman Streets, West End, at Whittier and Hampshire 
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Streets, Roxbury, in the hope of being able, by proper instruction, to 
better the living and health conditions of the communities in the con- 
gested districts. 

A Prado has been established at Hanover and Unity streets in the 
North End, to provide an open air space for the residents of the North 
End. In 1935, the Trustees voted to change the name of the Prado to 
Paul Revere Mall. 

In the spring of 1936 the Trustees voted to establish a wading pool 
and locker building in the yard in the rear of the Whittier Street Health 
Unit, Roxbury. The wading pool and locker building have since been in 
full operation for the use and enjoyment of the inhabitants of the City. 

In the summer of 1936 the Trustees voted to have thirteen memorial 
bronze tablets fabricated and placed in the walls of the Paul Revere Mall 
in the North End. The inscriptions to be placed on these tablets in- 
volved considerable research work and as a consequence these tablets 
were not completed until the summer of 1940. This was done as an im- 
provement to the Mall. 

On January 27, 1940, the Trustees voted to purchase an equestrian 
statue of Paul Revere— made by Cyrus E. Dallin, sculptor — to be 
placed in the Paul Revere Mall in the North End, as an addition and 
further improvement in accordance with provision of the will. 

On September 22, 1940, the Trustees dedicated the thirteen bronze 
tablets and the statue of Paul Revere at the Paul Revere Mall in the 
North End. 

In the summer of 1941 the Trustees voted to establish a number of 
play spaces, fully equipped, in various sections of the City from the 
Income of the Fund, for the use and enjoyment of children under 12 years 
of age. It was voted to establish the first four play spaces at the following 


locations: 
Pitts and Hale Streets, in the West End. 


London and Decatur Streets, in East Boston. 
Troy and Rochester Streets, in the South End. 
King and Roxbury Streets, in Roxbury. 

This chain of play spaces consists of the most modern architecture: 
Wading pools, play-yard equipment, concrete seats, concrete sandboxes, 
etc., and is a great asset to the City. 

Starting in the spring of 1946 and ending in the fall of 1949 the Trustees 
of the Fund voted to establish the following projects from the Income of 
the Fund: 

Health Unit at Central avenue and Elm street, Hyde Park. 

Health Unit at Blue Hill avenue and Harvard street, Dorchester. 

Swimming Pool, Diving Pool and Locker Building, Doherty

The Boston Housing Authority, established in accordance with the 
Housing Authority Law of the Commonwealth, consists of five members, 
who may be compensated at the rate of $25 per day for the Chairman, 
and $20 per day for a member other than the Chairman. As the terms 
of the members expire, successors are appointed by the same appointive 
power for terms of five years. 

The Authority is charged with investigation to determine the un- 
sanitary and sub-standard housing conditions existing within its juris- 
diction which cannot readily be remedied by private enterprise, and the 
clearance, replanning and reconstruction of such areas in accordance 
with the terms of Chapter 574 of the Acts of 1946. With the approval 
of the State Housing Board and the Mayor, it is empowered to enter 
into agreement with any agency of Government for assistance, financial 
or otherwise, to remedy such sub-standard conditions. 

Hight Federally Aided Developments consisting of 6,483 units in the 
City are now operated by the Authority. All of them with the exception 
of the Development in the Bay View section of South Boston, are operated 
for the housing of low-income families, preference being given to veterans 
and servicemen. The Development in the Bay View section which was 
constructed by the Authority was subsequently sold to the Federal Gov- 
ernment to house war workers. It is operated by the Authority, under 
lease from the Federal Government, and tenancy is now restricted to 
veterans and servicemen with families. Old Harbor Village, South Boston, 
the only Development built by the Federal Government, is now leased to 
the Authority to house low-income tenants. A Development of 508 units 
in the East Brookline Street section of the South End is presently under — 
construction. Approval has been given under the Housing Act of 1949 
to construct 4,000 dwellings in 1950 and 1951. 

Acting under the provisions of Chapters 372 and 568 of the Acts of 
1946 as amended, the City of Boston, acting by and through the Authority, 
provided distressed veterans and servicemen with 763 temporary dwelling 
units. | 

The Federal Government made available to the Authority military 
structures which were converted to dwelling accommodations. The 
transportation of these structures to the sites selected for them in the 
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City of Boston, as well as their actual reconversion, was done by the 
Federal Government. The City provided the sites and utilities in the 
adjacent streets. These accommodations were distributed throughout 
the city, being located at Columbia Village, South Boston, Franklin 
Field, Dorchester, and Alsen Village, Dorchester, and are managed by 
the Authority in behalf of the City of Boston. 

Also acting under the provisions of Chapters 372 and 568 of the Acts of 
1946 as amended by Chapter 479 of the Acts of 1947, the Authority has 
provided 991 permanent one- and two-family homes, as well as 319 multiple 
dwellings for veterans of World War II. These are rented to veterans at 
reasonable rents provided that no later than one year after the termination 
of the emergency period, unless a postponement to a later date has been 
approved by the State Housing Board, such dwelling units shall be offered 
for sale at their fair market value and disposed of as rapidly as is consistent 
with sound business judgment. 

The one- and two-family dwellings so constructed may be sold to veterans 
of World War II prior to the termination of the present emergency with 
the approval of the State Housing Board. 

The City of Boston has appropriated $20,000,000 for the purpose of 
carrying out this program. 

The basic Massachusetts Housing Authority Law was amended in 
1948 by Chapter 200. This legislation provides for State aid to local 
authorities in building homes for families of low income by means of 
State guarantee of the principal and interest on local housing authority 
notes or bonds issued for this purpose and annual subsidy by the State 
not to exceed 23 per cent of total development costs, for 40 years. 
Forty-eight million dollars have been earmarked for the City of Boston 
under this program which it is estimated will provide some 4,200 apart- 
ments. Veterans of World War II, and other veterans with families of 
low income, receive preference in this program in that order. 

Under this legislation, 2,152 multiple dwelling units have been built 
and occupied. There are 642 units under construction and 1,451 in the 
planning stage. 

The Housing Act of 1949 also provides for loans and capital grants 
to assist cities and towns in clearance of slum areas and the redevelop- 
ment of such areas in accordance with a general plan to be adopted by 
the City of Boston. The Authority is the local agency charged with the 
duties of carrying out the provisions of the Act in Boston.

The Commission succeeded to the authority given to the Sheriff of 
Suffolk County over the Suffolk County Court House, in Chapter 525 
of the Acts of 1922, and took over the management and control of the 
Court House upon its completion during 1939, by the Special Commis- 
sion created under Chapter 474 of the Acts of 1935 for providing additional 
accommodations and facilities for the Suffolk County Court House. 


A thirty per cent contribution by the Commonwealth to the annual 
costs and charges of maintenance and operation of the Court House began 
in the calendar year 1939 when the additional Court House enlargements 
and improvements, made under authority of Chapter 474 of the Acts of 
1935, were “‘substantially completed” and in “‘actual use,’’ and the re- 
maining seventy per cent is paid by the City of Boston. While the 
Commonwealth now pays thirty per cent of the operating costs of the 
Court House, it has taken no part in its operations, other than the exercise 
of its authority in the make-up of the Commission in charge.

Chapter 489 of the Acts of 1906, establishing a court to be known as 
the Boston Juvenile Court for the ‘Care, Custody and Discipline of 
Juvenile Offenders,’ provides for the transfer to said court of the juris- 
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dictions, authority and powers hitherto vested in the Municipal Court of 
Boston, under Chapter 334 of the Acts of 1903. The Act took effect 
September 1, 1906. 

The jurisdiction of the Court has been increased from time to time so 
that, at the present time, the Court has concurrent jurisdiction with the 
Boston Municipal Court over adults who commit the offences of Con- 
tributing to the Delinquency of Children under the age of 17 and against 
parents for neglect of minor children, and against parents for failing to 
have children attend school.

The chief justice of the municipal court of the city of Boston, 
subject to the approval of the associate justices thereof, and the justice 
of each other district court and of the Boston juvenile court, with the 
written approval of the administrative committee of the district courts, 
who shall consult the board of probation relative thereto, may appoint 
such male and female probation officers as they may respectively from 
time to time deem necessary for their respective courts. In the per- 
formance of their official duties they have all the powers of police officers.

ORGANIZATION AND OPERATION OF THE BosTON BOARD OF RECREATION. 


The seven members of the Board serve without remuneration, but are 
empowered by the Act to employ such persons in such positions as may be 
necessary to carry out the duties of the Board. 

These duties and powers are as follows: 

To appoint a Superintendent. 

To hire necessary employees. 

To study recreation needs of the city and formulate plans for 
adequately distributed, coordinated and diversified recreational 
services. 
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To encourage establishment of voluntary committees to advise and 
cooperate with the Board with respect to the operation and super- 
vision of neighborhood play areas. 

To submit recommendations to any licensing authority. 

To consult from time to time with any city department or agency 
empowered to provide recreational services or having jurisdiction 
over premises and facilities which may be used for recreation in 
relation to recreational services or premises and facilities provided 
by such departments and in relation to recreational services formu- 
lated by the Board. 

To receive from such city departments or agencies from time to 
time the management of such recreational services or the use of the 
premises and facilities under the control of said departments or 
agencies, together with such personnel as might be transferred. 

To provide and conduct recreational activities and supervise 
recreational premises and facilities delegated or made available to it 
by other city departments. 

To cooperate with and promote by advice, suggestion and other- 
wise, such voluntary or amateur organizations for recreation, enter= 
tainment or mutual improvement as shall meet its approval. 

To acquire and utilize recreational supplies and equipment and 
other supplies and equipment necessary for the conduct of its work. 

To report annually to the Mayor its activities during the preceding 
year, making such recommendations for the development of play- 
grounds and recreational facilities, including additions thereto, as it 
may deem advisable.

In the interim between the death of Mayor Davis, on November 22, 1845, and the 
election on December 11, 1845, of his successor, Josiah Quincy, Jr., Benson Leavitt, Chair- 
man of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor. 

There were three ballotings for the election of Mayor for 1854, between December 12, 
1853, and January 9, 1854. In the meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by 
Benjamin L. Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

In 1873 Mayor Pierce resigned his office on November 29, on his election to the Congress 
of the United States. During the remainder of the municipal year Leonard R. Cutter, 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, served ex officio as Acting Mayor. 

Mayor Collins died on September 14, 1905. Daniel A. Whelton, Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year, viz., 
September 15, 1905, to January 1, 1906. 

Mayor Tobin, having been elected Governor, resigned January 4, 1945. By Chapter 4 
of the Acts of 1945, the President of the City Council was given all the powers of the 
Mayor and served from January 25, 1945, for the remainder of the year. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 580 of the Acts of 1947, City Clerk John B. Hynes 
served, under the title of Temporary Mayor, with full powers as Mayor, for the period 
from June 26 to November 28, 1947, during the absence of Mayor Curley.

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ORDINANCES OF 1951, CHAPTER 5. 
CONCERNING THE SALARIES OF ASSESSORS.

assessors, six thousand dollars,’’ and inserting in place 
thereof the words ‘‘the chairman, eighty-two hundred 
and sixty dollars; each of the four principal assessors, 
sixty-seven hundred and sixty dollars; each of the five 
deputy assessors, sixty-two hundred and sixty dollars.” 

Sect. 2. Section one of this ordinance shall take 
effect on June 6, 1951. This section shall take effect 
upon its passage.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PERAMBULA- 
TION OF THE BOUNDARY LINES BETWEEN 
BOSTON AND THE CITIES OF REVERE, 
EVERETT, SOMERVILLE, AND NEWTON, 
AND THE TOWNS OF BROOKLINE, DED- 
HAM, AND MILTON. 


In Crry Councit, NoveMBER 19, 1951. 


The special committee appointed to examine the 
lines and bound marks between the City of Boston and 
the Cities of Revere, Everett, Somerville, and Newton, 
and the Towns of Brookline, Dedham, and Milton, 
respectfully report that they have attended to the duty 
with which they were charged and have examined and 
verified with the committees appointed by the said cities 
and towns the several boundaries and bound marks in 
the existing boundary lines. 

The committee found that some boundary points were 
unmarked and many others inadequately marked. The 
Boston-Revere boundary line was originally established 
along the center of Belle Isle Inlet, between Bennington 
street and Chelsea river. Most of this inlet passing 
through Suffolk Downs has been filled. The location 
of the inlet was last surveyed by Whitman & Howard, 
engineers, for Suffolk Downs, and is shown on a plan 
dated January 6, 1936, signed by William J. Sullivan, 
Chief Engineer, Street Laying-Out Department, City 
of Boston. Except for two state highway bounds sup- 
posed to be set on the boundary line, one at Bennington 
street and one at William F. McClellan Highway, this 
entire boundary is unmarked. The Boston-Everett 
boundary, likewise, is poorly marked. Only one original 
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bound was found. The locations of other boundary 
points are included in the engineering data of both 
cities and can be reproduced by surveys. The Boston- 
Somerville line is not well marked. The portion of the 
line running from Mystic street and Roland street is 
satisfactory. From Mystic street northeasterly, only 
one intermediate marker exists, and from Roland street 
southeasterly, likewise, only one boundary point is 
marked. 

The remaining boundary lines between Boston- 
Brookline, | Boston-Newton, Boston-Dedham, and 
Boston-Milton are reasonably well marked. However, 
on each line, some points were found unsatisfactory. 

It is the recommendation of this committee that the 
Board of Street Commissioners be requested to place 
permanent visible markers at those boundary corners 
having no markers or where markers are buried or other- 
wise not plainly visible. 

We submit herewith descriptions of the boundary lines 
and marks for record.

BOUNDARY LINE BETWEEN BOSTON AND 
REVERE.

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BOUNDARY LINE BETWEEN BOSTON AND 
EVERETT. 


The undersigned, being the committee duly author- 
ized for the purpose by the Board of Aldermen of the 
City of Everett and the committee duly authorized for 
the purpose by the City Council of the City of Boston, 
met on the twenty-fourth day of October, 1951, and 
examined the lines and established the boundary marks 
between said cities, which are described as follows: 

Beginning at an unmarked point in the centre of the 
channel of Mystic river at its junction with the centre

being 9.32 feet in a southwesterly direction from the 
point previously described, 690 feet to a standing stone 
monument marked BO and BR, situated on the estate 
now or formerly of Samuel Cabot, and being 70 feet 
westerly from the northwesterly corner of a semi-brick 
house described as being in the rear of No. 301 Perkins 
street in Boston; thence running northwesterly 107 feet 
to a stone monument marked BO and BR, set flush in a 
private way, about 530 feet northeasterly from the 
north side of Sargent Crossway; thence running south- 
westerly by the southeasterly line of land now or 
formerly of Ignatius Sargent to a standing stone monu- 
ment marked BO and BR, situated about 100 feet 
northeasterly of the northerly side of Sargent Crossway 
and five (5) feet from the northerly side of a drive leading 
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to No. 56 Sargent Crossway; thence turning a little more 
westerly and running southwesterly to a stone monu- 
ment marked BO and BR, standing on the northerly side 
of the street known as Perkins street in Boston, and 
Cottage street in Brookline; thence running south- 
westerly, crossing said street to a standing stone monu- 
ment marked BO and BR, situated about 150 feet 
southwesterly from a brick house numbered 50 Cottage 
street, and 50 feet southwesterly of a driveway leading 
thereto; thence running southwesterly to a standing stone 
monument marked BO and BR, standing on the north- 
easterly side of Rockwood street, opposite a private way 
leading from Rockwood street to Avon street; thence 
running southwesterly, crossing said Rockwood street, 
and by the southeasterly side of a private way leading 
from said Rockwood street to Avon street to a stone 
monument marked BO and BR, situated at the south- 
westerly end of a stone wall about 580 feet southwesterly 
from the southwesterly side of Rockwood street; thence 
turning a little more southerly and running south- 
westerly to a stone monument marked BO and BR, 
standing on the northeasterly side of Avon street; thence 
turning a little more southerly and running south- 
westerly, crossing said Avon street to a stone monument 
marked BO and BR, standing on the southerly side of 
the street known as Pond street in Boston, and Newton 
street in Brookline, and also on the easterly corner of a 
private street known as Mount Walley avenue; thence 
turning a little more westerly and running southwesterly 
by the southwesterly line of said Mount Walley avenue 
to a stone monument marked BO and BR, standing at 
the northeasterly end of a stone wall about 1,194 feet 
from the southerly side of Newton street in Brookline 
and Pond street in Boston; thence turning a little more 
westerly and running southwesterly to a stone monu- 
ment marked BO and BR, standing on the north- 
easterly side of the street known as Allandale street in 
Boston and Allandale road in Brookline; thence turning 
a little more westerly and running southwesterly, passing 
through a stone monument on the easterly side and 
westerly side of Hackensack road, northeasterly and 
southwesterly side of Payson road, easterly side and 
westerly side of Risley road, easterly side and westerly 
side of Leland road, and two stone monuments marking 
the southeasterly side of Payson road; and a stone 
monument on the southwesterly side line of West Rox- 
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bury Parkway; all marked BO and BR, to a stone 
monument marked BO and BR, standing in a stone 
wall at the westerly side of Woodcliff road; thence 
turning a little more westerly and running southwesterly, 
passing through a stone monument on the northeasterly 
side of Clearwater road, southerly side of Veterans of 
Foreign Wars Parkway, northerly side of Hollywood 
road, all marked BO and BR, to a stone monument 
marked BO and BR standing on the westerly side of the 
street known as Church street in Boston and South street 
in Brookline; thence running southwesterly to a stone 
monument marked BO and BR, at the southeasterly 
junction of Courtney road in Boston and Russett road 
in Brookline; thence running northwesterly through a 
stone monument marked BO and BR standing near the 
edge of the woodland now or formerly belonging to the 
John Hancock Mutual Life Insurance Company, and 
crossing a Swamp to a standing stone monument marked 
BO and BR, said monument forming the junction point 
of the boundary line between the Cities of Boston and 
Newton and the Town of Brookline, said monument 
being further described as being about 104 feet in a 
southwesterly direction from the southeasterly rear 
corner of a house at No. 149 Rangeley road and about 
SO feet in a southwesterly direction from the south- 
westerly rear corner of said house.

Beginning at a point in the centre of the channel of 
Charles river in the range of the first two monuments 
hereinafter described, thence running south 35° 33’ west 
to a stone monument, marked B and N, standing on the 
southerly bank of said river; thence continuing in the 
same direction, crossing the Boston & Albany Railroad, 
to a stone monument, marked B and N, standing on the 
southeasterly side of a lane on land now or formerly 
belonging to Andrew M. Burton; thence continuing in 
the same direction by the southeasterly side of said lane 
to a stone monument, marked B and N, standing on the 
northeasterly side of Washington street, said monument 
being 2,460 feet from the monument first mentioned; 
thence turning and running south 12° 29’ west, crossing 
said Washington street, to a stone monument, marked 
B and N, standing on the northeasterly side of Tremont 
street ; thence continuing in the same direction, crossing 
said Tremont street, to a stone monument, marked B

monument, marked B and N; thence turning and 
running 630 feet on a curve of 862 feet radius; thence

stone monument, marked B and N, standing on the 
easterly side of Corey street; thence continuing in the 
same direction, crossing Corey and La Grange streets, 
to a stone monument, marked B and N, standing on 
the northwesterly side of La Grange street; thence 
continuing in the same direction to a stone monument, 
marked B and N, standing on the northeasterly side of 
the street known as Baker street in Boston and Dedham 
street in Newton, said monument being 5,070 feet from 
the first mentioned monument; thence turning and 
running south 38° 46’ west 5,312 feet to a stone monu- 
ment, marked B and N, standing in the meadow on the 
northeasterly bank of Charles river, and thence con- 
tinuing in the same direction to the centre of the channel 
of Charles river.

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CURRENTLY OPERATIVE PROVISIONS 
OF 
CHAPTER 452 OF THE ACTS OF 1948 


AS AMENDED BY 
CHAPTER 376 OF THE ACTS OF 1951. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Section 1. The following words as used in this act 
shall, unless the context otherwise requires, have the 
following meanings: 

“City”, the city of Boston. 

“Board of election commissioners’, the board of 
election commissioners of the city of Boston. 

“Regular municipal election”, the biennial election 
held for electing officers of the city as provided in 
this act. 

“Preliminary election”, the election held for the 
purpose of nominating candidates whose names shall 
appear on the official ballot at a municipal election. 

“Proportional representation”, any proportional 
representation method of election authorized by chap- 
ter fifty-four A of the General Laws. 

“Present form of city government’’, the form of city 
government in effect in the city when it first adopts 
one of the three optional plans of government provided 
in this act. 

Section 2. The city, in the manner hereinafter pre- 
scribed, may adopt from time to time at any regular 
municipal election any one of the optional plans of 
government provided in this act and shall thereafter 
be governed by the provisions of the plan so adopted 
until said provisions are superseded by the adoption 
of another plan under this act. The inhabitants of 
the city shall continue to be a municipal corporation 
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under the name existing at the time of the adoption 
of any plan provided in this act, and shall have, exer- 
cise and enjoy all the rights, immunities, powers and 
privileges, and be subject to all the duties, liabilities 
and obligations provided for in this act, or otherwise 
pertaining to or incumbent upon said city as a munici- 
pal corporation. 

None of the legislative powers of the city shall be 
abridged or impaired by this act; but all such legisla- 
tive powers shall be possessed and exercised by such 
body as shall be the legislative body of the city under 
this act. 

Whenever one of the plans provided for in this act 
shall be adopted, all ordinances, resolutions, orders or 
other regulations of the city or of any authorized body 
or official thereof, existing at the time when the city 
adopts such plan, and not inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of the plan adopted, shall continue in full force 
and effect until repealed, modified, suspended or super- 
seded, and all acts and parts of acts relating to the 
city, so far as inconsistent with the plan adopted shall 
be inoperative.

Section 6. Whenever one of the plans provided in this 
act shall be adopted, it shall continue in force for a 
period of at least four years from the beginning of the 
terms of office of the officials elected thereunder; and no 
petition proposing another of said plans shall be filed 
until after three years from the beginning of said terms 
of office. 


Section 8. Whenever one of the plans provided in 
this act shall be adopted, the terms of office of all elec- 
tive officers in office, and the position of city manager 
if there be one, shall terminate at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon on the first Monday of January following the 
first municipal election held in accordance with the 
provisions of the plan so adopted. 

Section 9. Whenever one of the plans provided in 
this act shall be adopted, the fiscal year of the city shall 
begin on January first and shall end on December thirty- 
first next following; and the municipal year thereof shall 
begin on the. first Monday in January and_ shall 
continue until the first Monday of the January next 
following. 


City CHARTER WITH AMENDMENTS. 3 


Puan A. GovernmMENT By Mayor, Crry CoUNCIL, 
AND SCHOOL COMMITTEE, ELECTED AT LARGE 
WITH PRELIMINARY ELECTIONS. 

(Plan A was adopted by the voters of the City of 
Boston at the Municipal Election held November 8, 1949, 
Yes, 146,162, No, 73,882.) 

Section 10. The form of government provided in 
sections eleven to twenty, inclusive, and the method of 
nominating and electing officials thereunder provided 
in sections fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, shall 
constitute and be known as Plan A under this act. 
When Plan A is adopted, said sections eleven to twenty, 
inclusive, and fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, shall 
become and be operative, subject to the provisions of 
section four. 

Section 11. There shall be in the city a mayor who 
shall be the chief executive officer of the city, a city 
council of nine members which shall be the legislative 
body of the city, and a school committee of five members 
which shall have the powers and duties conferred and 
imposed by law. 

Section 11A. Every person elected mayor and every 
person elected or chosen city councillor or school com- 
mitteeman shall, before entering upon the duties of his 
office, take, and subscribe in a book to be kept by the 
city clerk for the purpose, the oath of allegiance and 
oath of office prescribed in the constitution of this 
commonwealth and an oath to support the constitution 
of the United States. Such oaths shall be administered, 
to a person elected mayor, by a justice of the supreme 
judicial court, a judge of a court of record commissioned 
to hold such court within the city or a justice of the 
peace, and to a person elected or chosen city councillor 
or school committeeman, by the mayor or any of the 
persons authorized to administer said oaths to a person 
elected mayor. 

Section 11B. Whenever the mayor is absent from the 
city or unable from any cause to perform his duties, and 
whenever there is a vacancy in the office of mayor from 
any cause, the president of the city council, while such 
absence, inability or vacancy continues, shall perform 
the duties of mayor. If there is no president of the city 
council or if he also is absent from the city or unable 
from any cause to perform such duties, they shall be 
performed, until there is a mayor or president of the 
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city council or the mayor or president of the city council 
returns or is able to attend to said duties, by such 
member of the city council as that body by a vote 
which, for the purposes of section seventeen D, shall be 
deemed to be a vote electing an official, may elect, and 
until such election by the city clerk. The person upon 
whom such duties shall devolve shall be called ‘‘acting 
mayor” and he shall possess the powers of mayor only 
in matters not admitting of delay, but shall have no 
power to make permanent appointments. 

Section 12. At the next regular municipal election 
following the adoption of Plan A and at every second 
regular municipal election after a regular municipal 
election at which a mayor is elected, a mayor shall be 
elected at large to hold office for the four municipal 
years following the municipal year in which he is elected 
and thereafter until his successor is elected and qualified. 

Section 13. Ifa vacancy occurs in the office of mayor 
within sixteen weeks prior to a regular municipal election 
other than a regular municipal election at which a mayor 
is elected, or within sixteen months after a regular 
municipal election, or if there is a failure to elect a 
mayor or a person elected mayor resigns or dies before 
taking office, the city council shall forthwith adopt an 
order calling a special municipal election for the purpose 
of electing at large a mayor for the unexpired term, which 
election shall be held on such Tuesday, not less than one 
hundred and twenty days nor more than one hundred 
and forty days after the adoption of such order, as the 
city council shall in such order fix. If a vacancy occurs 
in the office of mayor at any other time, a mayor shall 
be elected at large at the next regular municipal election 
to hold office for a term expiring at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon on the first Monday of the fourth January 
following his election. A person elected mayor under 
either of the foregoing provisions shall take and sub- 
scribe the oaths required by section eleven A as soon 
as conveniently may be after the issuance to him of his 
certificate of election. Such person shall hold office 
from the time of taking and subscribing such oaths until 
the expiration of his term and thereafter until his 
successor is elected and qualified. The provisions of 
this section shall not apply if a vacancy occurs in the 
office of mayor in the period beginning on the date of a 
regular municipal election at which a new mayor is 
elected and ending at the time he takes office. 
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Section 138A. The mayor shall be paid an annual 
salary of twenty thousand dollars or such other sum as 
may from time to time be fixed by ordinance. The 
mayor shall not receive for his services any other com- 
pensation or emolument whatever; nor shall he hold 
any other office of emolument under the city government. 

Section 14. At the next regular municipal election 
following the adoption of Plan A and at every regular 
municipal election thereafter, there shall be elected at 
large nine city councillors, each to hold office for the 
two municipal years following the municipal year in 
which he is elected. 

Section 15. If at any time a vacancy occurs in the 
city council from any cause, the city clerk shall forthwith 
notify the city council thereof ; and thereupon the 
remaining city councillors shall, by a majority vote, 
choose, as city councillor for the unexpired term, a 
registered voter of the city duly qualified to vote for a 
candidate for the office of city councillor. If there is a 
failure to elect a city councillor or a person elected city 
councillor resigns or dies before taking office, the city 
clerk shall, as soon as conveniently may be after the 
remaining city councillors elect take office, notify the 
city council of such failure to elect, resignation or death; 
and thereupon the members thereof shall, by a majority 
vote, choose such a registered voter as city councillor 
for the unexpired term. If in either of the aforesaid 
events a choice is not made as hereinbefore provided 
within thirty days after the notification of the city 
council by the city clerk, the choice shall be made by 
the mayor, or, if there is no mayor, by the city coun- 
cillor senior in length of service, or, if there be more 
than one such, by the city councillor senior both in 
age and length of service. For the purposes of section 
seventeen D, votes of the city council under the pro- 
visions of this section shall be deemed to be votes 
electing officials. 

Section 16. Every city councillor shall be paid an 
annual salary of five thousand dollars; and no other 
sum shall be paid from the city treasury for or on 
account of any personal expenses directly or indirectly 
incurred by or in behalf of any city councillor. 

Section 17. The city council shall be the judge of 
the election and qualifications of its members; shall 
elect from its members by vote of a majority of all the 
members a president who when present shall preside at 
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the meetings thereof; and shall from time to time 
establish rules for its proceedings. The member eldest 
in years shall preside until the president is chosen, and 
in case of the absence of the president, until a presiding 
officer is chosen. 

Section 17A. The mayor may, whenever in his 
judgment the good of the city requires it, summon a 
meeting or meetings of the city council although said 
council stands adjourned to a more distant day, and 
shall cause suitable written notice of such meeting or 
meetings to be given to the city councillors. 

Section 17B. The city council may, subject to the 
approval of the mayor, from time to time establish 
such offices, other than that of clerk, as it may deem 
necessary for the conduct of its affairs and at such 
salaries as it may determine, and abolish such offices 
or alter such salaries; and without such approval may 
fill the offices thus established and remove the incum- 
bents at pleasure. The city clerk shall act as clerk 
of the city council. 

Section 17C. All elections by the city council under 
any provision of law, including the choosing of a city 
councillor under section fifteen, shall be made by a 
viva voce vote, each member who is present answering 
to his name when it is called by the clerk or other proper 
officer, and stating the name of the person for whom 
he votes, or declining to vote, as the case may be; and 
the clerk or other proper officer shall record every such 


vote. No such election shall be valid unless it is made - 


as aforesaid. 

Section 17D. Every order, ordinance, resolution and 
vote of the city council (except special municipal election 
orders adopted under section thirteen, votes relating to 
the internal affairs of said council, resolutions not affect- 
ing legal rights, votes electing officials, and votes confirm- 
ing appointments by the mayor) shall be presented to 
the mayor for his approval. If he approves it, he shall 
sign it; and thereupon it shall be in force. If he dis- 
approves it, he shall, by filing it with the city clerk with 
his objections thereto in writing, return it to the city 
council which shall enter the objections at large on its 
records. Every order, ordinance, resolution and vote 
authorizing a loan or appropriating money or accepting 
a statute involving the expenditure of money, which is 
so returned to the city council, shall be void, and no 
further action shall be taken thereon; but the city 
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council shall proceed forthwith to reconsider every other 
order, ordinance, resolution and vote so returned, and 
if, after such reconsideration, two thirds of all the city 
councillors vote to pass it notwithstanding the disap- 
proval of the mayor, it shall then be in force; but no such 
vote shall be taken before the seventh day after the city 
council has entered the objections at large on its records. 
Every order, ordinance, resolution or vote required by 
this section to be presented to the mayor which, within 
fifteen days after such presentation, is neither signed by 
him nor filed with his written objections as hereinbefore 
provided, shall be in force on and after the sixteenth day 
following such presentation. 

Every order, ordinance, resolution or vote required by 
this section to be presented to the mayor shall be ap- 
proved as a whole or disapproved as a whole; except that, 
if the same authorizes a loan or appropriates money, the 
mayor may approve some of the items in whole or in part 
and disapprove other of the items in whole or in part; 
and such items or parts of items as he approves shall, 
upon his signing the same, be in force and such items or 
parts of items as he disapproves by filing with the city 
clerk his written objections thereto shall be void, and 
such items or parts of items as he neither signs nor so 
disapproves within fifteen days after the order, ordinance, 
resolution or vote shall have been presented to him shall 
be in force on and after the sixteenth day following such 
presentation. 

Section 17H. The mayor from time to time may 
make to the city council in the form of an ordinance or 
loan order filed with the city clerk such recommenda- 
tions other than for school purposes as he may deem to 
be for the welfare of the city. The city council shall 
consider each ordinance or loan order so presented and 
shall either adopt or reject the same within sixty days 
after the date when it is filed as aforesaid. If such 
ordinance or loan order is not rejected within said sixty 
days, it shall be in force as if adopted by the city council 
unless previously withdrawn by the mayor. Nothing 
herein shall prevent the mayor from again presenting 
an ordinance or loan order which has been rejected or 
withdrawn. The city council may originate an ordi- 
nance or loan order and may reduce or reject any item 
in any loan and, subject to the approval of the mayor, 
may amend an ordinance. All sales of land other than 
school lands, all appropriations for the purchase of land 
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other than for school purposes, and all loans voted by 
the city council shall require a vote of two thirds of all 
the city councillors and shall be passed only after two 
separate readings and by two separate votes, the second 
of said readings and votes to be had not less than four- 
teen days after the first, except that in the case of loan 
orders for temporary loans in anticipation of taxes the 
second of said readings and votes may be had not less 
than twenty-four hours after the first. No amendment 
increasing the amount of land to be sold or the amount 
to be paid for the purchase of land, or the amount of 
loans, or altering the disposition of purchase money or 
of the proceeds of loans shall be made at the time of 
the second reading and vote. If a petition signed by 
three city councillors requesting that action be taken 
forthwith upon a loan order presented by the mayor is 
filed in the office of the city clerk not earlier than four- 
teen days after the presentation of such loan order, 
action shall be taken by the yeas and nays on the 
question of the adoption of such loan order at the next 
meeting of the council, or, if one vote has already been 
taken thereon, at the next meeting after the expiration 
of the required interval after such vote; provided, that 
such action thereon has not sooner been taken or such 
loan order has not been withdrawn by the mayor. 

Section 17F. The city council at any time may re- 
quest from the mayor specific information on any mu- 
nicipal matter within its jurisdiction, and may request 
his presence to answer written questions relating thereto 
at a meeting to be held not earlier than one week from 
the date of the receipt of said questions, in which ease 
the mayor shall personally, or through a head of a 
department or a member of a board, attend such meet- 
ing and publicly answer all such questions. The per- 
son so attending shall not be obliged to answer questions 
relating to any other matter. The mayor at any time 
may attend and address the city council in person or 
through the head of a department, or a member of a 
board, upon such subject as he may desire. 

Section 17G. Except as otherwise provided in chapter 
four hundred and eighty-six of the acts of nineteen hun- 
dred and nine, neither the city council nor any member, 
committee, officer or employee thereof shall directly or 
indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of 
Suffolk take part in the employment of labor, the mak- 
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ing of contracts, or the purchase of materials, supplies 
or real estate; nor in the construction, alteration, or 
repair of any public works, buildings, or other property; 
nor in the care, custody, or management of the same; 
nor in the conduct of the executive or administrative 
business of the city or county; nor in the appointment 
or removal of any city or county employee; nor in the 
expenditure of public money except such as may be 
necessary for the contingent and incidental expenses of 
the city council. Any person violating any provision 
of this section shall be punished by imprisonment for 
not more than one year, or by a fine of not more than 
one thousand dollars, or both. 

Section 17H. No city councillor nor any person 
elected city councillor shall, during the term for which 
he is elected or chosen, be appointed to, or hold, any 
office or position which is under the city government 
or the salary of which is payable out of the city treasury 
except the office of city councillor and any office held 
ex officio by virtue of being a member, or president, 
of the city council; provided, however, that nothing 
herein contained shall prevent a city councillor or any 
person elected city councillor from, during the term 
for which he is elected or chosen, being appointed by 
the governor, with or without the advice and consent 
of the council, to, and holding, any such office or position 
if before entering upon the duties of such office or 
position he resigns as city councillor or city councillor 
elect. 

Section 18. At the next regular municipal election 
following the adoption of Plan A and at every regular 
municipal election thereafter, there shall be elected at 
large five school committeemen, each to hold office for 
the two municipal years following the municipal year 
in which he is elected. 

Section 19. If at any time a vacancy occurs in the 
school committee from any cause, the mayor, the presi- 
dent of the city council and the remaining school com- 
mitteemen, meeting in joint convention, shall, by a 
majority vote, choose, as school committeeman for the 
unexpired term, any registered voter of the city duly 
qualified to vote for a candidate for the office of school 
committeeman. If there is a failure to elect a school 
committeeman or a person elected school committeeman 
resigns or dies before taking office, the remaining school 
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committeemen elect upon taking office and the then 
mayor and the then president of the city council shall 
meet in joint convention and by a majority vote choose 
such a registered voter as school committeeman for the 
unexpired term. 

Section 20. The members of the school committee 
shall meet and organize on the first Monday of January 
following their election. The school committee shall be 
the judge of the election and qualifications of its mem- 
bers. The members of the school committee shall serve 
without compensation.

NOMINATION AND ELECTION PROVISIONS UNDER 
Pitan A AND Puan D. 

Section 53. Every municipal officer required by 
sections twelve, thirteen, fourteen and eighteen to be 
elected at large shall be elected at a biennial municipal 
election, or, in the case of a mayor for an unexpired 
term, at a special municipal election, after, in either 
case, nomination at a preliminary municipal election, 
except as otherwise provided in section fifty-seven C. 
In sections fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, the term 
“regular election” shall be construed to refer to the 
biennial municipal election or the special municipal 
election, as the case may be, and the term ‘‘ preliminary 
election”’ to the preliminary municipal election held for 
the purpose of nominating candidates for election at 
such regular election. Every preliminary election shall, 
unless dispensed with under said section fifty-seven C, 
be held on the sixth Tuesday preceding the regular 
election. 

Section 54. Any person who is a registered voter of 
the city duly qualified to vote for a candidate for an 
elective municipal office therein may be a candidate for 
nomination to such office; provided, that a petition for 
the nomination of such person is obtained, signed and 
filed as provided in sections fifty-five, fifty-five A, and 
fifty-six, and signatures of petitioners thereon, to the 
number required by section fifty-six, certified as provided 
in section fifty-seven by the board of election commis- 


sioners, in sections fifty-five to sixty-five, inclusive,

Section 55. A nomination petition shall be issued 
only to a person subscribing after the thirteenth Tues-

Section 554. A nomination petition shall be issued 
by the election commission not later than twelve o’clock 
noon on the second day (Saturdays, Sundays and legal 
holidays excluded) after the subscription of a statement 
of candidacy, except that no such petition shall be 
issued before the eleventh Tuesday preceding the pre- 
liminary election. A nomination petition shall not 
relate to more than one candidate nor to more than one 
office. A nomination petition may state the elective 
public offices which the candidate holds or has held 
under the government of the commonwealth, the 
county of Suffolk or the city of Boston or in the congress 
as a representative or senator from the commonwealth; 
provided, that such statement shall not exceed eight 
words and shall, with respect to each such office, con- 
sist solely of the title, as hereinafter given, of such office, 
preceded, if the candidate is the then incumbent thereof, 
by the word ‘‘Present’’, otherwise, by the word 
‘‘Former”’, and followed, if, but only if, the office is 
that of city councillor, by the words ‘‘at Large” or 
“for Ward (here insert ward number in numerals, which 
shall be counted as one word)’, as the case may be. 
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For the purposes of such statement, the titles of the 
elective public offices which may be stated shall be 
deemed to be as follows:—city councillor, school

Fivery nomination petition sheet shall, before issuance, 
be prepared by the election commission by printing or 
inserting thereon the matter required by the first two 
paragraphs of the foregoing form. Not more than 
three hundred nomination petition sheets shall be 
issued to any candidate for nomination to the office of 
mayor under Plan A; not more than one hundred and 
fifty such sheets shall be issued to any candidate for 
nomination to the office of city councillor under Plan A 
or D; and not more than two hundred such sheets shall 
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be issued to any candidate for nomination to the office 
of school committeeman under Plan A or D. No 
nomination petition sheet shall be received or be valid 
unless prepared and issued by the election commission; 
nor shall any such sheet be received or be valid unless 
the written acceptance of the candidate thereby nomi- 
nated is endorsed thereon, anything in section three A 
of chapter fifty of the General Laws to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 


Section 56. The nomination petition shall be signed, 
in the case of a candidate for mayor, by at least three 
thousand registered voters of the city qualified to vote 
for such candidate at the preliminary election, in the 
case of a candidate for city councillor, by at least fifteen 
hundred registered voters of the city qualified to vote 
for such candidate at such election, and, in the case of 
a candidate for school committeeman, by at least two 
thousand registered voters of the city qualified to vote 
for such candidate at such election. 


Every voter signing a nomination petition shall sign 
in person, with his name as registered, and shall state 
his residence on January first preceding, or his residence 
when registered if subsequent thereto, and the place 
where he is then living, with the street and number, if 
any; but any voter who is prevented by physical dis- 
ability from writing may authorize some person to 
write his name and residence in his presence. No 
voter may sign as petitioner more than one nomination 
petition for the office of mayor, nor more than nine 
nomination petitions for the office of city councillor, 
nor more than five nomination petitions for the office 
of school committeeman. If the name of any voter 
appears as petitioner on more nomination petitions for 
an office than prescribed in this section, his name shall, 
in determining the number of petitioners, be counted, 
in the case of the office of mayor, only on the nomina- 
tion petition sheet bearing his name first filed with the 
election commission, in the case of the office of city 
councillor, only on the nine nomination petition sheets 
bearing his name first filed with said commission, and, 
in the case of the office of school committeeman, only 
on the five nomination petition sheets bearing his name 
first filed with said commission. If the name of any 
voter appears as petitioner on the same nomination 
petition more than once, it shall be deemed to appear 
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but once. The signature of any petitioner which is not 
certified by the circulator of the sheet as provided in 
the form set forth in section fifty-five A shall not be 
counted in determining the number of petitioners. 

The separate sheets of a nomination petition may 
be filed all at one time or in lots of one or more from 
time to time, but shall all be filed with the election 
commission at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on 
the eighth Tuesday preceding the preliminary election. 
Every nomination petition sheet shall be filed by a 
responsible person, who shall sign such sheet and, if he 
is other than the candidate, add to his signature his 
place of residence, giving street and number, if any; 
and the election commission shall require satisfactory 
identification of such person. 

The names of candidates appearing on nomination 
petitions shall, when filed, be a matter of public record; 
but no nomination petition shall be open to public 
inspection until the signatures on all nomination 
petitions for the same office have been certified. 

Section 57. Upon the filing of each nomination 
petition sheet the election commission shall check each 
name to be certified by it on such sheet and shall certify 
thereon the number of signatures so checked which are 
the names of registered voters of the city qualified to 
sign the same; provided, however, that said commission 
shall not certify, in connection with a single nomination 
petition, a greater number of names than required by 
section fifty-six with one tenth of such number added 
thereto. Names not certified in the first instance shall 
not thereafter be certified on the same nomination 
petition. All nomination petitions not containing 
names certified pursuant to this section, to the number 
required by said section fifty-six, shall be invalid. The 
election commission shall complete the certification 
required by this section at or before five o’clock in the 
afternoon on the thirty-fourth day preceding the pre- 
liminary election. 

Section 57A. A nomination petition which has been 
filed and is in apparent conformity with law shall be 
valid unless written objection thereto is made by a 
registered voter of the city. Such objection shall be 
filed with the election commission at or before five 
o’clock in the afternoon on the twenty-eighth day 
preceding the preliminary election. Objections filed 
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with the election commission shall forthwith be trans- 
mitted by it to the Boston ballot law commission. 
Certification pursuant to section fifty-seven shall not 
preclude a voter from filing objections to the validity of 
a nomination petition. 


Section 57B. Any candidate may withdraw his 
name from nomination by a request signed and duly 
acknowledged by him; provided, however, that all 
withdrawals shall be filed with the election commission 
at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the twenty- 
eighth day preceding the preliminary election. If a 
candidate so withdraws his name from nomination or is 
found to be ineligible or dies, the vacancy may be filled 
by a committee of not less than five persons or a majority 
thereof, if such committee be named and so authorized 
in the nomination petition; provided, however, that all 
certificates of substitution, except any certificate of 
substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor under 
Plan A, shall be filed with the election commission at or 
before five o’clock in the afternoon on the twenty- 
seventh day preceding the preliminary election. 

The certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate 
for mayor under Plan A shall be filed with the election 
commission (a) at or before five o’clock in the afternoon 
on the first Tuesday preceding the preliminary election 
if he dies on or before the second Friday preceding such 
election, (b) at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on 
the first Friday following the preliminary election if he 
dies after the second Friday preceding such election and 
before the closing of the polls at such election, (c) at or 
before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday 
preceding the regular election if he dies after the closing 
of the polls at the preliminary election and on or before 
the second Friday preceding the regular election, and (d) 
at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first 
Friday following the regular election if he dies after the 
second Friday preceding such election and before the 
closing of the polls at such election; provided, however, 
that no certificate of substitution for such a deceased 
candidate shall be filed after the closing of the polls at 
the preliminary election unless such candidate, if living, 
would be deemed under either section fifty-seven C or 
sixty-one to have been nominated for the office of mayor 
under Plan A. | 
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If a certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate 
for mayor under Plan A is filed at or before five o’clock 
in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding the 
preliminary election, the ballots for use at such election 
shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of 
the substitute in the place of the name, residence and 
ward of the deceased; and the voting machine ballot 
labels for use at such election, if not previously printed, 
shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of 
the substitute in the place of the name, residence and 
ward of the deceased, and, if previously printed shall 
have a slip containing the name, residence and ward of 
the substitute pasted over the name, residence and 
ward of the deceased. If such a certificate is filed after

If a candidate for mayor under Plan A in whose nomina- 
tion petition a committee of not less than five persons 
or a majority thereof is authorized to fill a vacancy 
dies after the second Friday preceding the regular 
election and a certificate of substitution is not filed at or 
before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday 
preceding such election, such election, so far, but only 
so far, as it is for the purpose of electing a person for the 
office of mayor, shall be postponed for four weeks and 
no vote cast for any candidate for mayor at the originally 
scheduled election shall be counted. 

Every certificate of substitution shall state:— (1) the 
name of the substitute, (2) his residence, with street and 
number, if any, and ward, (3) the office for which he is to 
be a candidate, (4) the name of the original candidate, (5) 
the fact of his death, withdrawal or ineligibility, and (6) 
the proceedings had for making the substitution. The 
chairman and secretary of the committee shall sign and 
make oath to the truth of the certificate; and it shall be 
accompanied by the written acceptance of the candidate 
substituted. A certificate of substitution shall be open 
to objection in the same manner, so far as practicable, as 
a nomination petition. 

Section 57C. On the first day, other than a legal 
holiday or Saturday or Sunday, following the expiration 
of the time for filing withdrawals and the final disposition 
of any objections filed, the election commission shall post 
in a conspicuous place in the city hall the names, 
residences and wards of the candidates for nomination 
for mayor under Plan A and for city councillor and 
school committeeman under Plans A and D who have 
duly qualified as such candidates, as they are to appear 
on. the official ballots to be used at the preliminary 
election, except as to the order of the names. If there 
are so posted the names of not more than two candidates 
for the office of mayor under Plan A, the candidates 
whose names are so posted shall be deemed to have been 
nominated for said office, and the preliminary election 
for the purpose of nominating candidates therefor shall 
be dispensed with; if there are so posted the names of not 
more than eighteen candidates for the office of city 
councillor under Plan A or D, the candidates whose 
names are so posted shall be deemed to have been 
nominated for said office, and the preliminary election 
for the purpose of nominating candidates therefor shall 
be dispensed with; and if there are so posted the names 
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of not more than ten candidates for the office of school 
committeeman under Plan A or D, the candidates whose 
names are so posted shall be deemed to have been 
nominated for said office, and the preliminary election 
for the purpose of nominating candidates therefor shall 
be dispensed with. 


Section 58. On the day of the posting provided for by 
section fifty-seven C, or as soon thereafter as conven- 
iently may be, the election commission shall draw by 
lot the position of the candidates on the ballot. Each 
candidate shall have an opportunity to be present at 
such drawing in person or by one representative. As 
soon as conveniently may be after such drawing, the 
election commission shall cause the ballots to be printed. 
Said ballots shall, in addition to the directions and 
numbers provided for by section fifty-nine, contain, in 
the order drawn by the election commission, the names 
posted as aforesaid (except those of candidates deemed 
under section fifty-seven C to have been nominated), 
and no others, with a designation of residence and ward 
and the title and term of the office for which the person 
named is a candidate, and the statement, if any, con- 
tained in his nomination petition concerning the elective 
public offices held by him.

The heading of said ballots shall be varied in accordance 
with the offices for which nominations are to be made. 
Section 59. At every preliminary election, and every 
regular election, under Plan A, each voter shall be 
entitled to vote for not more than one candidate for 
the office of mayor, not more than nine candidates for 
the office of city councillor, and not more than five 
candidates for the office of school committeeman. On 
the ballots and voting machine ballot labels for use at 
each of said elections, there shall, as a direction to the 
voter, be printed in capital letters, near the title of each 
office to be voted for, the words ‘‘vorE FoR (here insert 
in words the number of candidates specified in this section 
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with respect to such office)’. The election commission, 
when drawing under section fifty-eight the position on 
the ballot of the candidates for nomination at every 
preliminary election, shall draw the positions of all 
candidates for mayor, if any are to be drawn, before 
drawing the position of any candidate for city councillor 
or school committeeman and shall draw the positions of 
all candidates for city councillor, if any are to be 
drawn, before drawing the position of any candidate for 
school committeeman. The election commission shall 
number consecutively, regardless of office, all candidates 
drawn, — the candidate first drawn being assigned the 
number 1 and the candidate last drawn being assigned 
the last number assigned. No position shall be drawn 
for, nor shall any number be assigned to, any candidate 
deemed under section fifty-seven C to have been nomi- 
nated; nor shall any number be assigned to any blank 
space provided under section sixty-four or to any sticker 
candidate, so called; and no vote by sticker, which 
term shall not be construed to include the slip provided 
for by section fifty-seven B, shall be counted if any 
candidate number appears thereon. The numbers 
assigned under this paragraph shall be separate and 
distinct from the alphabetical or numerical code of any 
voting machine. On the ballots and voting machine 
ballot labels for use at every preliminary election, there 
shall, as an aid to the voter, be printed in numerals, 
before the name of each candidate and with type the 
same size as the name, the number assigned to the 
candidate by the election commission under this 
paragraph. 

Section 60. The election officers shall, immediately 
upon the closing of the polls at preliminary elections, 
count the ballots and ascertain the number of votes cast 
in the several voting places for each candidate, and 
forthwith make return thereof upon the total vote 
sheets or, if voting machines are used, the general or 
precinct record sheets, as the case may be, to the election 
commission which shall forthwith canvass said returns 
and, subject to the provisions of the first sentence of 
section one hundred and thirty-seven of chapter fifty- 
four of the General Laws, determine and declare the 
result thereof, publish said result in one or more news- 
papers in the city, and post the same in a conspicuous 
place in the city hall.

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Section 61. The two persons receiving at a pre- 
liminary election under Plan A the highest number of 
votes for nomination for the office of mayor shall be 
deemed to have been nominated for said office; and the 
eighteen persons receiving at such an election under 
Plan A or D the highest number of votes for nomination 
for the office of city councillor shall be deemed to have 
been nominated for said office; and the ten persons 

receiving at such an election under Plan A or D the 

highest number of votes for nomination for the office of 
school committeeman shall be deemed to have been 
nominated for said office. If a preliminary election 
under Plan A or D results in a tie vote among candidates 
for nomination receiving the lowest number of votes, 
which, but for said tie vote, would entitle a person re- 
ceiving the same to be deemed to have been nominated, 
all persons participating in said tie vote shall be deemed 
to have been nominated, although in consequence there 
be printed on the official ballot to be used at the regular 
election names to a number exceeding twice the number 
to be elected. 

Section 62. The name of every person deemed under 
section fifty-seven C or section sixty-one to have been 
nominated, together with his residence and ward and the 
title and term of the office for which he is a candidate, 
and the statement, if any, contained in his nomination 
petition concerning the elective public offices held by 
him, shall, in addition to the directions provided for by 
section fifty-nine, be printed on the official ballots to be 
used at the regular election; and said persons shall be the 
sole candidates whose names may be printed on such 
ballots. As soon as conveniently may be after the sixth 
Tuesday preceding every regular election, the election 
commission shall draw by lot the position of said names 
on said ballots; and said names shall be printed on such 
ballots in the order so drawn. Each candidate shall 
have an opportunity to be present at such drawing in 
person or by one representative. 

Section 68. No ballot used at any preliminary or 
regular election shall have printed thereon any party or 
political designation or mark, and there shall not be 
appended to the name of any candidate any such party 
or political designation or mark or anything showing 
how he was nominated or indicating his views or 
opinions. 
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Section 64. On every ballot to be used at a prelimi- 
nary or regular election, there shall be left, at the end of 
the list of candidates for each office, blank spaces equal 
to the number for which a voter may vote for such office, 
in which blank spaces the voter may insert the name of 
any person not printed on the ballot for whom he desires 
to vote for such office. 

Section 65. At every preliminary election, and every 
regular election under Plan D, each voter shall be 
entitled to vote for not more than six candidates for the 
office of city councillor and not more than three candi- 
dates for the office of school committeeman. On the 
ballots for use at both of said elections, there shall be 
printed directions to the voters that each voter shall not 
vote for more than the number of candidates specified 
in this section.

THe Mayor AND Crty CoUNCIL. 


Sect. 3.* All appropriations, other than for school 
purposes, to be met from taxes, revenue or any source 
other than loans, shall originate with the mayor, who, 
not later than the first Monday in February of each 
year, shall submit to the city council the annual budget

of the current expenses of the city and county for the 
current fiscal year, and may submit thereafter such 
supplementary appropriation orders, as he may deem 
necessary. The city council may reduce or reject any 
item, but, except upon the recommendation of the 
mayor, shall not increase any item in, nor the total of, 
a budget, nor add any item thereto, nor shall it originate 
a budget. Not later than the first Monday in April 
the city council shall take definite action on the annual 
budget by adopting, reducing or rejecting it, and in the 
event of their failure so to do the items and the appro- 
priation orders in the budget as recommended by the 
mayor shall be in effect as if formally adopted by the 
city council and approved by the mayor. It shall be 
the duty of the city and county officials, when requested 
by the mayor, to submit forthwith in such detail as he 
may require estimates for the next fiscal year of the 
expenditures of the department or office under their 
charge, which estimates shall be transmitted to the city 
council. 


Srot. 3A.* In the period after the expiration of any 
fiscal year, and before the regular appropriations have 
been made by the city council and the school com- 
mittee, city and county officers who are authorized to 
make expenditures, and the school committee, may 
incur liabilities in carrying on the work of the several 
departments and offices entrusted to them, and pay- 
ments therefor shall be made from the treasury from 
any available funds therein and charged against the 
next annual appropriation, or special appropriation, if 
any is made; provided, that the liabilities incurred 
during such interval for regular employees do not exceed 
in any one month the average monthly expenditure of 
the last three months of the preceding fiscal year, and 
that the total liabilities incurred during said interval do 
not exceed in any one month the sums spent for similar 
purposes during any one month of the preceding fiscal 
year; and provided, further, that said officers who are 
authorized to make expenditures may expend in any 
one month for any new officer or board lawfully created 
an amount not exceeding one twelfth of the estimated 
cost for the current fiscal year; and provided, further,

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that until a regular or special appropriation has been 
made for snow removal, expenditures may be made for 
that purpose to an amount not exceeding the average 
of the annual expenditures for snow removal in the five 
preceding fiscal years. Notwithstanding the foregoing 
limitations upon the authority of city officers to incur 
liabilities during said interval, such officers may incur 
liabilities to such extent as may be necessary for the 
purpose of compensating first assistant assessors for their 
regular duties. 


Sect. 3B.* After an appropriation of money has 
been duly made by the city of Boston for any specific 
purpose, or for the needs and expenditures of any city 
department or county office, no transfer of any part of 
the money thus appropriated shall be made except in 
accordance with and after the written recommendation 
of the mayor to the city council, approved by a yea and 
nay vote of two thirds of all the members of the city 
council; provided, that the city auditor, with the 
approval in each instance of the mayor, may make 
transfers, other than for personal Service, from any 
item to any other item within the appropriations for a 
department, division of a department or county office. 
After December twentieth in each year the city auditor 
may, with the approval of the mayor, apply any income 
and taxes not disposed of and make transfers from any 
appropriation to any other appropriation for the pur- 
pose only of closing the accounts of the fiscal year.

SecT. 5. Except as otherwise provided in this act, 
the organization, powers and duties of the executive 
departments of the city shall remain as constituted at 
the time when this section takes effect; but the mayor 
and city council at any time may by ordinance reorgan- 
ize, consolidate or abolish, in whole or in part, depart- 
ments whether created on or before or subsequent to 
the first Monday of February in the year nineteen hun- 
dred and ten, including the transit department; transfer 
the duties, powers and appropriations of one department 
to another in whole or in part; and establish new depart- 
ments; and may increase, reduce, establish or abolish 
salaries of heads of departments, or members of boards.

Secr. 8. Neither the city council, nor any member 
or committee, officer, or employee thereof shall, except 
as otherwise provided in this act, directly or indirectly 
on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk take 
part in the employment of labor, the making of con- 
tracts, the purchase of materials, supplies or real estate; 
nor in the construction, alteration, or repair of any 
public works, buildings, or other. property; nor in the 
care, custody, and management of the same; nor in 
the conduct of the executive or administrative business 
of the city or county; nor in the appointment or re- 
moval of any municipal or county employee; nor in 
the expenditure of public money except such as may 
be necessary for the contingent and incidental expenses 
of the city council. . . . 

It shall be unlawful for the mayor or for a member of 
the city council or for any officer or employee of the 
city or of the county of Suffolk or for a member of the 
finance commission directly or indirectly to make a 
contract with the city or with the county of Suffolk, or 
to receive any commission, discount, bonus, gift, con- 
tribution or reward from or any share in the profits of 
any person or corporation making or performing such 
contract, unless such mayor, member of the city council, 
officer, or employee or member of the finance commis- 
sion immediately upon learning of the existence of such 
contract or that such contract is proposed, shall notify 
in writing the mayor, city council, and finance com- 
mission of such contract and of the nature of his interest 
in such contract and shall abstain from doing any official 
act on behalf of the city in reference thereto.

THE EXeEcutivE DEPARTMENT. 


SEcT. 9. All heads of departments and members of 
municipal boards, including the board of street commis- 
sioners, as their present terms of office expire (but 
excluding the school committee and those officials by 
law appointed by the governor), shall be appointed by 
the mayor without confirmation by the city council. 
They shall be recognized experts in such work as may 
devolve upon the incumbents of said offices, or persons 
specially fitted by education, training or experience to 
perform the same, and (except the election commis- 
sioners, who shall remain subject to the provisions of 
existing laws) shall be appointed without regard to party 
affiliation or to residence at the time of appointment 
except as hereinafter provided.

SEcT. 12. A vacancy in any office to which the 
provisions of section nine of this act apply, shall be filled 
by the mayor under the provisions of said section and 
pending a permanent appointment he shall designate 
some other head of a department or member of a board 
to discharge the duties of the office temporarily. 

Sect. 13. Members of boards shall be appointed for 
the terms established by law or by ordinance. Heads of 
departments shall be appointed for terms of four years 
beginning with the first day of May of the year in which 
they are appointed and shall continue thereafter to hold 
office during the pleasure of the mayor. 

SEcT. 14. The mayor may remove any head of a 
department or member of a board (other than the elec- 
tion commissioners, who shall remain subject to the pro- 
visions of existing laws) by filing a written statement 
with the city clerk setting forth in detail the specific 
reasons for such removal, a copy of which shall be de- 
livered or mailed to the person thus removed, who may 
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make a reply in writing, which, if he desires, may be 
filed with the city clerk; but such reply shall not affect 
the action taken unless the mayor so determines. The 
provisions of this section shall not apply to the school 
committee or to any official by law appointed by the 
governor. 

Sect. 15. The positions of assistants and secretary 
authorized by section twenty of chapter four hundred 
and forty-nine of the acts of the year eighteen hundred 
and ninety-five except those in the election department 
are hereby abolished, and except as aforesaid the said 
section is hereby repealed. 

The civil service laws shall not apply to the appoint- 
ment of the mayor’s secretaries, nor of the stenographers, 
clerks, telephone operators and messengers connected 
with his office, and the mayor may remove such ap- 
pointees without a hearing and without making a state- 
ment of the cause for their removal. 

Sect. 16. No official of said city, except in case of 
extreme emergency involving the health or safety of the 
people or their property, shall expend intentionally in 
any fiscal year any sum in excess of the appropriations 
duly made in accordance with law, nor involve the city 
in any contract for the future payment of money in 
excess of such appropriation, except as provided in sec- 
tion six of this act. Any official who shall violate the 
provisions of this section shall be punished by imprison- 
ment for not more than one year, or by a fine of not 
more than one thousand dollars, or both. 

Sect. 16A.* Anything in section three A or section 
sixteen to the contrary notwithstanding, city and county 
officers who are authorized to make expenditures, and 
the school committee, may, during any fiscal year, at 
the time of, or after, contracting for the performance or 
delivery during the remainder of such year of any work, 
services or supplies of a constantly recurrent nature, 
contract, without an appropriation, upon like or more — 
favorable terms and conditions, for the performance or 
delivery of such work, services or supplies for the whole — 
or any part of the first three months of the next fiscal — 
year; provided, that in no event shall the average 
monthly liability incurred with respect to the next fiseal 
year exceed the average monthly liability for such work, 
services or supplies during the last nine months of the © 
then current fiscal year.

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THE FINANCE COMMISSION. 


Sect. 17. Within sixty days after the passage of this 
act the governor with the advice and consent of the 
council shall appoint a finance commission to consist of 
five persons, inhabitants of and qualified voters in the 
city of Boston, who shall have been such for at least 
three years prior to the date of their appointment, one 
for the term of five years, one for four years, one for 
three years, one for two years, and one for one year, 
and thereafter as the terms of office expire in each year 
one member for a term of five years. Vacancies in the 
commission shall be filled for the unexpired term by the 
governor with the advice and consent of the council. 
The members of said commission may be removed by 
the governor with the advice and consent of the council 
for such cause as he shall deem sufficient. The chair- 
man shall be designated by the governor. His annual 
salary shall be five thousand dollars, which shall be paid 
in monthly instalments by the city of Boston. The 
other members shall serve without pay. 

SEcT. 18. It shall be the duty of the finance com- 
mission from time to time to investigate any and all 
matters relating to appropriations, loans, expenditures, 
accounts, and methods of administration affecting the 
city of Boston or the county of Suffolk, or any depart- 
ment thereof, that may appear to the commission to 
require investigation, and to report thereon from time 
to time to the mayor, the city council, the governor, or 
the general court. The commission shall make an 
annual report in January of each year to the general 
court. 

Sect. 19. Whenever any pay roll, bill, or other claim 
against the city is presented to the mayor, city auditor, 
or the city treasurer, he shall, if the same seems to him 
to be of doubtful validity, excessive in amount, or 
otherwise contrary to the city’s interest, refer it to the 
finance commission, which shall immediately investi- 
gate the facts and report thereon; and pending said 
report payment shall be withheld. 

SECT. 20.* The said commission is authorized to 
employ such experts, counsel, and other assistants, and 
to incur such other expenses as it may deem necessary, 
and the same shall be paid by said city upon requisition 
by the commission, not exceeding in the aggregate in 
any year the sum of fifty-five thousand dollars, or

mayor. A sum sufficient to cover the salary of the 
chairman of the commission and the further sum of at 
least fifty-five thousand dollars to meet the expenses 
as aforesaid each year shall be appropriated by said 
city. The commission shall have the same right to 
incur expenses in anticipation of its appropriation as if 
it were a regular department of said city. 

Srmcr. 21. For the purpose of enabling the said 
commission to perform the duties and carry out the 
objects herein contemplated, and to enable the mayor, 
the city council, the governor or the general court to 
receive the reports and findings of said commission as a 
basis for such laws, ordinances, or administrative orders 
as may be deemed meet, the commission shall have 
all the powers and duties enumerated in chapter five 
hundred and sixty-two of the acts of the year nineteen 
hundred and eight and therein conferred upon the 
commission designated in said act; but counsel for any 
witness at any public hearing may ask him any perti- 
nent question and may offer pertinent evidence through 
other witnesses subject to cross-examination by the 
commission and its counsel.

Sect. 22. The present city clerk shall hold office for 
the term for which he has been elected, and thereafter 
until his successor is chosen and qualified. In the year 
nineteen hundred and eleven, and every third year 
thereafter, a city clerk shall be elected by a majority of 
the members of the city council, to hold office until the 
first Monday in February in the third year following 
his election, and thereafter until his successor has been 
duly chosen and qualified, unless sooner removed by 
due process of law. 


Tue Crry AUDITOR. 

Sect. 23. All accounts rendered to or kept in the 
departments of the city of Boston or county of Suffolk 
shall be subject to the inspection and revision of the 
city auditor, and shall be rendered and kept in such 
form as he shall prescribe. The auditor may require 
any person presenting for settlement an account or 
claim against the city or county to make oath before

him in such form as he may prescribe as to the accuracy 
of such account or claim. The wilful making of a 
false oath shall be perjury and punishable as such. The 
auditor may disallow and refuse to pay, in whole or in 
part, any claim on the ground that it is fraudulent or 
unlawful and in that case he shall file a written state- 
ment of his reasons for the refusal. 


SecT. 24. Whenever, in response to an advertisement 
by any officer or board of the city or county, a bid for a 
contract to do work or furnish materials is sent or 
delivered to said officer or board, a duplicate of the same 
shall be furnished by the bidder to the auditor, to be 
kept by him and not opened until after the original bids 
are opened. After the original bids are opened, the 
auditor shall open and examine the bids submitted to 
him, and shall compare the same with the original bids. 
In case any of the bids submitted to the auditor differ 
from the corresponding original bids, those submitted 
to the auditor shall be treated as the original bids. 
The contract shall not be awarded until after both sets 
of bids are opened. 


SEecT. 25. The auditor shall furnish monthly to each 
head of department a statement of the unexpended 
balance of the appropriation for that department, and 
he shall furnish to the mayor and city council a state- 
ment of the unexpended balances of all the departments. 
He shall furnish quarterly to the city council an item- 
ized statement showing the amount of money expended 
by the mayor and the city council for contingent 
expenses. 


MIscELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 


SEcT. 26.* All loans issued by the city after the 
passage of this act shall be made payable in annual 
instalments in the manner authorized by section thirteen 
of chapter twenty-seven of the Revised Laws as amended 
by section one of chapter three hundred and forty-one 
of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight. No 
sinking fund shall be established for said loan. All 
bonds shall be offered for sale in such a manner that the 
premiums, if any are received, shall be applied in accord- 
ance with the provisions of chapter three hundred and 
seventy-nine of the acts of the year nineteen hundred 
and ten. No city or county money shall be deposited

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in any bank or trust company of which any member 
of the board of sinking fund commissioners of said city 
is an officer, director, or agent. Nothing herein shall 
apply to transit bonds of the city of Boston issued under 
the provisions of the several acts authorizing the con- 
struction of tunnels and subways in said city by the 
Boston Transit Commission, and said bonds may be 
issued as heretofore and secured by sinking fund. 

Sect. 27.* Every officer and board in charge of a 
department of the city of Boston or county of Suffolk 
shall, on or before the sixth day of February in each 
year, prepare and furnish to the city auditor a list of 
the officials and employees under said officer or board 
and paid by the city or county on the first day of such 
February. Such list shall give the name, residence by 
street and ward, designation, compensation, and date of 
election or appointment of each of said officials and 
employees and the date when each first entered the 
employ of the city or county. It shall be the duty 
of the city auditor to verify said lists by the pay rolls 
and to keep a copy of said lists open for public inspection, 
and to prepare and publish in the City Record on or 
before the tenth day of April in each year a comparative 
table containing the number of such officials and 
employees holding office or employed in each such 
department or board and paid by the city or county on 
the compilation date in each of the ten years next 
preceding such publication. The term ‘compilation 
date”, as herein used, shall be construed to mean, 
with respect to the year nineteen hundred and fifty- 
one or any prior year, the first day of January, and 
with respect to the year nineteen hundred and fifty- 
two or any subsequent year, the first day of February. 

Sect. 28. The jurisdiction now exercised by the 
board of aldermen concerning the naming of streets, the 
planting and removal of trees in the public ways, the 
issue of permits or licenses for coasting, the storage 
of gasoline, oil, and other inflammable substances or 
explosive compounds and the use of the public ways 
for any permanent or temporary obstruction or pro- 
jection in, under, or over the same, including the 
location of conduits, poles, and posts for telephone, 
telegraph, street railway, or illuminating purposes, is

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hereby vested in the board of street commissioners, 
to be exercised by said board with the approval in 
writing of the mayor; and the mayor and city council 
shall have authority to fix by ordinance the terms by 
way of cash payment, rent, or otherwise, upon which 
permits or licenses for the storage of gasoline or oil, 
or other inflammable substances or explosive com- 
pounds, and the construction or use of coal holes, 
vaults, bay windows, and marquises, in, under, or over 
the public ways shall be issued. 


Sect. 29.* Within ninety days after the passage of 
this act and thereafter there shall be published at least 
once a week and distributed and sold under the direction 
of the mayor and on terms to be fixed by the city council 
and approved by the mayor a paper to be known 
as the “City Record”. All advertising with reference 
to the sale of property for non-payment of taxes shall 
appear exclusively in the City Record — All other ad- 
vertising, whether required by law or not, with reference 
to the purchase or taking of land, contracts for work, 
materials or supplies, and the sale of bonds, shall ap- 
pear in said paper, and in such newspaper or news- 
papers as the mayor, in his discretion, may order; a 
list of all contracts of one thousand dollars or more, 
as awarded, with the names of bidders, and the amount 
of the bids; appointments by the mayor; and changes 
in the number and compensation of employees in each 
department, shall be published in the City Record. 
Failure to publish in such newspaper or newspapers 
as the mayor may order shall not invalidate any pur- 
chase, contract or sale made or action taken by the 
city. The proceedings of the city council and school 
committee together with all communications from the 
mayor, shall be published in the City Record; provided, 
that the substance of debates by and among the members 
of the city council shall not be so published or published 
elsewhere at the expense of said city. 

Secr. 30.f Every officer or board in charge of a 
department in said city and every officer, board or 
official of the county of Suffolk having power to incur 
obligations on behalf of said county in cases where 
said obligations are to be paid for wholly from the

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treasury of said city, when authorized to erect a new 
building or to make structural changes in an existing 
building, shall make contracts therefor, not exceeding 
five, each contract to be subject to the approval of 
the mayor; and when about to do any work or to make 
any purchase, the estimated cost of which alone, or 
in conjunction with other similar work or purchase 
which might properly be included in the same contract, 
amounts to or exceeds one thousand dollars, shall, unless 
the mayor gives written authority to do otherwise, 
invite proposals therefor by advertisements in the City 
Record. Such advertisements shall state the time and 
place for opening the proposals in answer to said ad- 
vertisement, and shall reserve the right to the officer, 
board or official to reject any or all proposals. No 
authority to dispense with advertising shall be given 
by the mayor unless the said officer, board or official 
furnishes him with a signed statement which shall be 
published in the City Record giving in detail the 
reasons for not inviting bids by advertisement. 


Sect. 31. At the request of any department, and 
with the approval of the mayor the board of street 
commissioners, in the name of the city, may take in 
fee for any municipal purpose any land within the 
limits of the city, not already appropriated to public 
use. Whenever the price proposed to be paid for a 
lot of land for any municipal purpose is more than 
twenty-five per cent higher than its average assessed 
valuation during the previous three years, said land 
shall not be taken by purchase but shall be taken by 
right of eminent domain and paid for in the manner 
provided for the taking of and the payment of damages 
for land for highways in said city. No land shall be 
taken until an appropriation by loan or otherwise for 
the general purpose for which land is needed shall have 
been made by the mayor and city council by a two 
thirds vote of all its members; or in case of land for 
school purposes by the school committee and school- 
house department in accordance with law; nor shall a 
price be paid in excess of the appropriation, unless a 
larger sum is awarded by a court of competent juris-— 
diction. All proceedings in the taking of land shall be 
under the advice of the law department, and a record 
thereof shall be kept by said department. 
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Sect. 32.* Beginning in the year nineteen hundred 
and twenty-five, the municipal election in said city 
shall take place biennially in every odd numbered year 
on the Tuesday after the first Monday in November. 

Sect. 34. In Boston beginning with the current 
year political committees shall be elected at the state 
primaries instead of at the municipal primaries.

CONCERNING AUTOMATIC AMUSEMENT DEVICES. 


Chapter forty of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 is 
hereby amended by inserting after section one hundred 
and one the following: 


AUTOMATIC AMUSEMENT DEVICES. 


Section 101A. (1) On and after May 1, 1948, no 
person managing or controlling any restaurant, cafe, 
tavern or other eating or drinking establishment or 
any inn, hotel, club or public lodging house or any 
store, terminal, public hall, bowling alley, place of 
amusement or other place to which members of the 
public may resort, shall keep or offer for operation 
therein or allow to be kept or offered for operation 
therein any automatic amusement device, unless and 
until such automatic amusement device has been 
licensed by such licensing authority as the mayor shall 
from time to time appoint. Such authority may, upon 
written application and upon such reasonable terms 
and conditions as the mayor may prescribe, grant a 
license for any or all automatic amusement devices 
and may, after written notice to the licensee, suspend 
or, after hearing, revoke the same. The licensing 
authority shall act upon every application for a license 
under this section within fifteen days after the filing 
of such application, shall not deny any application 
except for good cause, and upon the denial of any 
application shall forthwith endorse thereon the reason 
for such denial. No license shall be granted under this 
section for any automatic amusement device unless 
such device is of a type approved by the director of 
standards and necessaries of life under section two hun- 
dred eighty-three of chapter ninety-four of the General 
Laws. No license shall be granted under this section 
for any automatic amusement device to be kept or 
offered for operation upon premises within a radius of 
three hundred feet of a church or a school except after 
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a public hearing of which notice shall be given by the 
licensing authority, at the expense of the applicant, to 
the minister, priest, rabbi or other person in charge of 
the church, or the headmaster, principal or other person 
in charge of the school, by registered mail sent at least 
five days (Saturdays, Sundays and holidays excluded) 
before the hearing. 

(2) The term ‘‘automatic amusement device” as 
used in this section shall be construed as meaning any 
mechanism whereby, upon the deposit therein of a coin 
or token, any apparatus is released or set in motion or 
put in a position where it may be set in motion for the 
purpose of furnishing music or other entertainment 
or for the purpose of playing any game involving, in 
whole or in part, the skill of the player, including, but 
not exclusively, such devices as are commonly known 
as juke boxes, music boxes, phonographs, pinball 
machines (including free play pinball machines), marble 
games, diggers, grab machines, baseball or football 
game machines, bowlers, roll-down machines, target 
machines and horse racing machines. 

(3) Licenses granted under this section, unless 
sooner revoked, shall expire on December thirty-first 
of each year. Every such license shall specify the 
street and number of the premises where the automatic 
amusement device is to be kept or offered for operation 
or give some particular description of such premises, 
shall name the person managing or controlling such 
premises, shall state the type of the automatic amuse- 
ment device to which it relates, and shall protect any 
automatic amusement device of the same type which 
as a substitute or replacement for the automatic amuse- 
ment device licensed may, during the term of the 
license, be kept or offered for operation on the premises 
specified while managed or controlled by the person 
named; but such license shall under no circumstances 
protect an automatic amusement device of a type other 
than the type stated in such license; and such license 
shall not protect the automatic amusement device if in 
any place other than the premises from time to time 
specified in such license or if such premises be managed 
or controlled by any person other than the person from 
time to time named in such license. No such license 
shall specify more than one premises at one time. 
Upon written application, the licensing authority may 
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from time to time amend any license granted under this 
section by changing the premises specified or by chang- 
ing the person named as managing or controlling the 
premises or by changing both; provided, however, that 
no premises within a radius of three hundred feet of a 
church or a school shall be specified by amendment 
except after a public hearing of which notice shall have 
been given as hereinbefore provided. 

(4) The annual fee for a license under this section 
for any automatic amusement device other than a 
pinball machine (including a free play pinball machine), 
or for any renewal thereof, shall be twelve dollars. 
The annual fee for such a license for a pinball machine 
(including a free play pinball machine), or for any 
renewal thereof, shall be thirty dollars. The fee for 
any license issued after January thirty-first in any year 
shall be prorated on the basis of the number of months 
in which the license is to be in force compared with 
twelve months. The fee for every change of premises 
and the fee for every change of person shall be two 
dollars. 

(5) Automatic amusement devices licensed under 
this section shall be so installed on the premises described 
in the license as to be in open view at all times while in 
operation, and shall at all times be available for inspec- 
tion by the mayor and the police commissioner of the 
city of Boston or their authorized agents. 

(6) No person keeping or offering for operation or 
allowing to be kept or offered for operation any auto- 
matic amusement device licensed under this section 
shall permit a minor to operate the same; nor shall he 
use or permit the same to be used for the purpose of 
gambling. 

(7) Any violation of any provision of this section 
or of chapter one hundred and thirty-six of the General 
Laws by any person managing or controlling any 
premises where an automatic amusement device licensed 
under this section is kept or offered for operation shall 
be cause for the revocation of all licenses for automatic 
amusement devices kept or offered for operation on 
such premises. 

(8) The mayor may make rules regulating the use 
and operation of automatic amusement devices licensed 
under this section and may require, from time to time, 
the furnishing of reports concerning the ownership of 
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such devices or any interest therein, and any other 
information which he may deem pertinent concerning 
such devices and their use and operation. 

(9) If any of the provisions of this section shall be 
invalid, such invalidity shall not affect other provisions 
which can be given effect without the invalid provisions, 
and to this end the provisions of this section are hereby 
declared to be severable.

The city registrar, sixty-five hundred dollars. 

The city treasurer — treasurer, seventy-four hundred 
dollars; treasurer of sinking funds commissioners, 
seven hundred dollars; county treasurer, nine hundred 
dollars.

All employees of the divisions of the health 
department abolished by this ordinance who are sub- 
ject to civil service shall, without civil service examina- 
tion or registration, be reappointed to similar positions 
with similar status and like compensation in a division 
established by the health commissioner under this 
ordinance; and all such employees shall, upon such 
reappointment, retain all rights to retirement with 
pension that have accrued or would hereafter accrue to 
them; and the service of all such employees shall be 
deemed to have been continuous, to the same extent 
as if such abolition had not taken place.

The director shall 
have direct responsibility for the organization, adminis- 
tration, and operation of the department subject to 
the direction and control of the appointing authority 
and shall receive such salary as may be fixed from 
time to time by the appointing authority. The director 
may, within the limits of the amount appropriated 
therefor, appoint such experts, clerks, and other 
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assistants as the work of the department may require 
and may remove them, and may make such expendi- 
tures as may be necessary to execute effectively the 
purposes of chapter 639, Acts of 1950. The director 
shall also have authority to appoint district co-ordina- 
tors and may accept and may receive on behalf of the 
city, services, equipment, supplies, materials, or funds 
by way of gift, grant, or loan for purposes of civil 
defense, offered by the federal government or any agency 
or officer thereof or any person, firm or corporation, sub- 
ject to the terms of the offer and the rules and regula- 
tions, if any, of the agency making the offer. The 
director shall cause appropriate records to be kept of 
all matters relating to such gifts, grants, or loans. 


Sect. 38. Crvin DEFENSE Apvisory Councriu. There 
is hereby established a civil defense advisory council 
(hereinafter called the ‘‘council’”’). Said council 
shall serve without pay and shall consist of the 
director of civil defense, such other department 
heads and such other persons as the authority appoint- 
ing said director may deem necessary. Such member 
of said council as said appointing authority shall desig- 
nate shall serve as chairman of said council.

Sect. 5. TERMINATION OF ORDINANCE. This 
ordinance shall remain in force during the effective — 
period of chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and any act in 
amendment or continuation thereof or substitution 
therefor. 


Sect. 6. Derrnrrron. All references to chapter 
639, Acts of 1950, as now in force shall be applicable 
to any act or acts in amendment or continuation of or 
substitution for said chapter 639.

In the clause establishing the salary of the building 
commissioner, by striking out the words ‘“‘ninety-two 
hundred and sixty’’ and inserting in place thereof the 
words ‘‘ten thousand five hundred.” 

In the clause establishing the salary of the city auditor, 
by striking out the words ‘‘eighty-six hundred and 
sixty’? and inserting in place thereof the words “ten 
thousand nine hundred’’, and in the same clause by 
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striking out the words ‘‘ten thousand two hundred and 
sixty”? and inserting in place thereof the words ‘‘twelve 
thousand five hundred.’’ 

In the clause establishing the salary of the corporation 
counsel, by striking out the words ‘‘ten thousand seven 
hundred and sixty”? and inserting in place thereof the 
words ‘‘twelve thousand five hundred.” 

In the clause establishing the salary of the fire com- 
missioner, by striking out the words ‘‘ninety-seven 
hundred and sixty”’ and inserting in place thereof the 
words ‘‘twelve thousand.”’ 

In the clause establishing the salary of the public 
works commissioner, by striking out the words ‘‘ninety- 
seven hundred and sixty” and inserting in place thereof 
the words ‘‘twelve thousand.” 

Sect. 2. Section one of this ordinance shall take 
effect on December 5, 1951. ‘This section shall take 
effect upon its passage.
